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PREFACE. 

Although I am free to confess that my objecty ia apu 
pending a Statistical account of Uppor Canada, to my 
notes of the West Indies and United States, is to induce 
that portion of the British population, whose prospects at 
home are gloomy and indifferent, to examine into th^ 
actual resources of a Province, that would prove m bbr- 
sing to emigrants, and be improved by emigrotioa ; yet I 
have most carefully endeavored to give only sueh sWH^ 
ments as I can fully and entirely substantiate. Tke 
inhabitants of Great Britain have been too apt to conridcr 
.Canada as merely a region of ice Mad snow, of pine fcfCitt 
and lakes, of trappers and Indians^ with a few forts wA 
villages intermixt, and -pxadaiua|r only moccasins, AlPS^ 
and ship timber. 

But this is a very imperfect view of that interesting: 
country, which is growing in population and improving 
iu cultivation, more rapidly perhaps than any part of the 
United States, if we except the territory of Michigan, and 
which must become, at no very distant period, a wealthy^ 
powerful, and populous Province, especially since the 
efforts of a few worthless incendiaries striving to kindle 
civil war, have proved unsuccessful, by the almost unan- 
imous decision of its inhabitants, conveyed in numberless 
addresses to the present enlightened Lieutenant Governor, 
expressive of their determination to prevent the dismem- 
berment of the empire, and by the return of a large mtgo- 
rity of Constitutional members to represent their feelings 
in the House of Assembly. The government of Great 
Britain, and the soundness of the great bulk of the people, 
will prevent such a calamity from ever taking place.

** That the Caoadiaii Provinces will become a rieii, powerful, ftn<f 
populoas country, is certain. No minister, no policy, can prevent 
that But whether that wealth, and population, and power, shall be 
British, is for the wisdom of Government and Parliament to determine. 
May it not be hoped, that the new constituents^, and their representa- 
tives, who have now succeeded to power, wi^ll make it a point of honor 
and of pride, not to sulTer the empire of their country to receive any 
detriment under their authority,, not a sing-le island to be fost, not one 
Colony to besevered^ not an inch of frontier or fishery usurped, nor 
any source of wealth or industry to decay; lest it should be written to 
posterity, that a Reformed Parliaoient knew not even to sustain and 
preserve that greataessj which the Boroughmongers had been able to 
acquire*'. 

If we look at the map, the truth is apparent to the eye, 
ivbich is seldom adverted to, when we speak of Canada, 
that a large portion of the Province lying immediately 
northward of lake Erie, is situated in a lower latitude' 
than the greater part of Michigan, lower than all that 
fine and fertile region along the great Canal in the State of 
New Ynrk^ very little further nor tit than the Pennsylvania 
line, and in the same parallel with Massachusetts. But 
it is well known that the climate is much less severe be- 
tween the same parallels, as we approach the west, thus 
Pittsburgh has a softer winter and a shorter one than 
Philadelphia! and Buffalo thian Albany, so Upper Canada 
is much milder than Massachusetts. 

** The liiost populous portion of Russia is twenty degrees to the 
north of the American border of tipper Canada; Montreal lies nearly in 
the same parallel which cuts through the south of France, the Adriatic, 
and the Black Sea ! and above aU, the Colonists crowding to that 
country are Britons— a race proverbially successful in all the tasks to 
be achieved by patient vigor and fearless adventure. Those men re- 
quire only room ; their native energies will do the rest. The forest 
will be cleared, the morass drained, the prairie will be a corn-field, the 
sandy hill will bear the vine, the huge lakes, those mediterraneans of 
the new world, will be covered with the products of the mineral and 
agricultural wealth of the country ; coal has been already discovered 
in great abundance ; iron and the various metals are already worked ;

tl)e IiilU abdiind hi every kind of Haiefitone^ up to the purest marble. 
The climate is singularly healihy. The higher latitude repels all tlie ' 
fitimmer epidemics that ravage the United States. Even in the sever- 
ity of lis winters, all that is injurious will yield to the thinning of the 
lorest$«, the drainings oftlie swa-rnps, ant) the other labors of theaccu« 
Ululating population. The temperature of the European climates has 
gradually given way to the same means. The north of France, at the 
time of the Roman conquest, was incapable of rearing the vine. The 
north of Germany was the habitual seat of winter. Its frosts and 
damps, more than the sword of Arrainius, repelled the Roman soldier, 
seasoned as he was, beyond all other men, to all vicissitudes of climate. 
But whatever may be the dreams of England's supremacy in thisquar? 
ter of the globe, in one thing she cannot be ^ dreamer — in the lofty 
and cheering consciousness that she has laid the foundation of a great 
society, where all before was a wilderness. Whether the Canadas shall 
retain their allegiance^ or shake it oflT, there will, at least* be human 
beings where once was solitude ; law — where once was the license of 
saVagelife ; religion, where the Indian once worshipped in brutish 
ignorance ; and England's will be the wand that struck the waters from' 
the rock* and filled the desert with fertility and rejoicing. 

** The King of Great Britaio, at tliis hour, commnnds a more nu- 
merous people than that of any other sceptre on the globe. He is 
monarch over one hundred millions of men .' With him the old ^an« 
ish boast is true : **On his dominions the sun never sets." But the 
most illustrious attribute of this unexampled empire is, that its 47rinci- 
pie is benevolence ! that knowledge goes forth with it, that tyranny 
sinks before it, that in its magnificent progress it abates the calamities 
of nature, that it plants the desert, that it civilizes the savage, that it 
strikes off the fetters of the slave, that its spirit i:^ al once, '< Glory to 
God, and good will to raan.'^ 

A great part of Upper Canada is delightfully situated 
for an agricultural country, free from mouutains, it is 
nevertheless ebundantly watered, and almost surrounded 
and intersected by navigable rivers and lakes, on which 
ils produce is easily transported to various and extensive 
markets. It possesses a soil as well as climate peculiarly 
favorable to the growth of wheat, and immense quaiitities 
are grown in it. The Welland Canal connects the navi- 
gation of lakes Erie and Ontario ; the Rideau Canal,

coustructed round the obstructions in the St. Lawrence^ 
opens a free communication by water from the shores of 
the Detroit river to Montreal, and thence to the Atlantic ; 
and it is in contemplation to connect lakes Huron and 
Simcoe with the long and extensive chain of lakes 
throughout the Newcastle District^ or improving the nav- 
igation of the Ottawa river and connecting it with lake 
Huron, opening a great field for agricultural and commer- 
cial enterprize. The advantage of the navigation of 
these Canals and the St. Lawrence, are as exclusively 
British, as the navigation of the Mississippi is American : 
and the British government in order to augment and 
foster her immense navigating interests, permits Canadian 
produce into her ports at a very small duty, and the.Pro- 
vincial legislature has just petitioned for a further remis- 
sion of the duties on tobacco, the western section of the 
Province having been discovered to be peculiarly favora- 
ble for its growth. It is also ascertained that the climate 
and soil, especially that of the western part of Upper 
Canada, are admirably adapted for the growth of the 
white Mulberry, to the cultivation of which, the attention 
of our enterprising neighbors in the United States has 
long been earnestly directed : favored as we are in our 
commerce with Great Britain, it would prove a mine of 
wealth to the Province if entered into with spirit. This 
country possesses physical capabilities of greatness and 
of wealth, without limits, and beyond all bounds ; she has 
a t(!ri itory which is spread out to an interminable extent, 
and fertile in every production, conducing to the necessi- 
ties and the gratification of animal nature ; her navigable 
rivers, her capacious and convenient ports, and the broad 
blue bosom of the Atlantic main, which connects her with 
the Mother country and her other Colonies, and with the 
kingdoms of Euroj>o, all give to her the means and th« 
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PREFACE. 7 

facility of acquiring the most ample and the most perma- 
nent strength. 

** Nature and the arts have conspired to make the Gulph of St. 
Jiawrencethe seat of empire in America. Gape Breton is its gate and 
key; duebec, with its silver spires and batteries coafronting heaven, 
is its citadel-^and the towers along the steeps of Halifax, and cannon 
that bristle on the shore, guard the port and arsenal of Marine. Within 
teach, the commerce of the Atlantic is carried bv, on the stream from 
the Gulph of Mexico, as on the bosom of a river, as the commerce of 
the ^ve great lakes will descend the broad St Lawrence by the gates 
«f duebec. Cape Breton, Halifax, the islands of Grand Maoan and 
Bermuda, not only secure the navigation of the ocean, but they shut 
up and form a chain of blockade along the whole American coast. 
Late be the necessity of exerting such a power again, as its former 
exercise was brief and successful ; but it is only by such pledges that 
this country includes many people in her empire, and imposes the laws 
of Industry and peace." 

With regard to choice between Canada and the United 
Stales, particularly Illinois and Michigan, to which the 
plreferenee has been given by some late British anti-Brit- 
Ml writa^y two circumstances should be well considered : 
First, to be^dme a dtizen of tlie United States, a person 
must serve an ajiprenticeship of five years, <kiring which 
period he is considered as an ' alien ; at least three years 
before he isdeenpied worthy of naturalization, he is coni- 
pelled to appear before a public court, abjure for ever his 
aUtg^ance to ibe land of his birth, and the King, and Con- 
stltutioii, which he has ever been accustomed to revere. 
After this probation, smd at the end of five years, he has 
again to renew his prote^atkms of fidelity to the govern- 
laent of the United States, his abjuration of all Kings, 
more especially the King of Great Britain and Ireland* 
After this pturification from all monarcfaial principles, he 
niay possess land and houses, and hold hereditable proper- 
ty« but he may rest assui^d that he wiirnever obtain any 
office either of honor or emohnnent In the state. Second, 
im ad^tiilett to ike gratiificati^m of aMociating with num- 
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bcrsfrom Great Britain, aiid seeing the British flag proudly 
waving in every harbor ; in Upper Canada, a native of 
Great Britain can hold property at once, becomes eligilDle 
to every office, and is indeed and in fact fully entitled to 
all the rights and privileges lie enjoyed at home, and hap- 
pily exempt from all the burdens which must necessarily 
co-exist with a huge national debt* Then with regard to 
salubrity, Canada must unquestionably take the prefer- 
ence, tlie cold of winter is divested of more than half pf 
its gloom and misery, by the extreme dryness of the at- 
mosphere ; and the intense heat of summer is attempered 
by delightful breezes from the lakes. In Illinois the slim- 
mer is much hotter than in Canada, and the country is 
indififferently watered : in Michigan the water is extremely 
bi\d^ and the country abounds in pestilentialswamps. It 
is a very convincing proof of the excellence of the infidtu- 
lions of Canada, and quite demonstrative of the ikeeddm 
from all oppression oathe part, of the gaveroment, that 
numbers of respectable citizens from the United States 
come annuaUy to settle in Canada, and that there is not 
a Session of the Provincial parliament, in which there are 
not many applications, by such persons, for the power of 
naturalization. They are too keen and clear si^ited a 
people to settle and become subjects, iii a country, where 
oppression exists, or wjbere the most ample oppOTtunities 
arc not afforded of acquiring competence. 

Taxation can scarcely be said to exist in Canada, it is 
so trifling, and only for repairing roads, and the expenses 
of the different districts. Servants and laborers, and me- 
chanics of air descriptions are certain of employment and 
ample remuneration ; and instances are numerous, of per- 
sons of this class having sent home money from their 
savings, to assist in bringing out their indigent relations. 
The public works in progress will furoteh employment, 
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for years to come, to any numbet of laborers coming from 
Great Britain, and wilT continue to sustain the present 
high wages tvhich they receive for thieir work* The route 
by the St. Lawrence, in good ships, is certainly prefera* 
bte, for persons of small means ; the passage is cheap, the 
facility of reaching every portion of the Upper Province 
great, and at small expense ; whilst the establishment 
throughout the Canadas, of benevolent societies, formed 
for the purpose of aiding indigent emigrants, must prove 
a great inducement to those whose helpless condition ren- 
ders elemosynary assistance indispensable. Thus the 
poor laborer of Great Britain may come with confidence 
to this country, and be sure to find a refuge ; his industry 
encouraged, his piety respected, his ambition animated: 
with no restraint but those lawd which are the same to 
all, and no distinction but that which his merit nray ori^- 
nate. Who can deny that the existence of such a country* 
in connection with Gi'eat BritBie, presents a subject for 
' human gratulation ! Who can deny that its gigantic ad- 
vancement offers a field for the most rational.coi^etiture ? 

I take this opportunity of returning my very sincere 
thanks and acknowledgements to many kind friends, for 
the valuable assistance they have afforded me, in the com- 
pilation of these Statistics. 

To my venerable friend, the Bishop of Kingston, whose 
long residence in this Province, and whoile unquenchable 
zeal in the promotion of its welfare, has long endeared 
him to the great bulk, of its inhabitants, I aBQ^9q>ecially 
obliged. He came into this Province when, there were 
but few houses in it, performing incredible journie^ by 
land and by water, wading through rivers, reposing in the 
forests, or receiving occasional accommodation in the 
moveable but of the wandering savage: he has lived to 
see it tfce abode of thousands, who, withaut any other 
2

capital than their personal labor, began to denude the soil 
ot its primeval forests, and are liow owners of extensive, 
well cultivated farms, and surrounded by all the substantial 
comforts of life. It has been his eahiest desire to behold 
the industrious, but Overburdened, classes from Great 
Britain, receiving the full meed of their laborious exer- 
tions here, where property is unencumbered with feudal 
i^iirdens, undiminished by quit-rent$ or taxes, guarded by 
laws equally administered, and sustained by the tutelary 
arm t)f Gre&t Britain. Bishops McDonell and McEache- 
ven were amongst the first to induce emigration to Can- 
ada and Novascotia, by exerting their Influence amongst 
the Krave and hardy (Highlanders, when quitting their 
fiative mountains, not to desert their anblent banner of 
St. Andrew, but take up their abode in a Colony of the 
!|3ritish (!!^own. And notwithstanding one of the most 
Abandoned men that ever disgraced the human name or 
face, has been exerting himself for years, to sever the 
connection between this Province and the Parent State, 
yet I believe the great bulk of the people are quite satis- 
fied with the benevolent intentions of the British govern- 
ment tbward^s this Colony ; exempliiSed, as it is, in every 
measure that could tend to promote its prosperity, and 
crowned by the luminous instructions ef Lord Glenelg to 
the present talented Governor of the !Province, Sir IP. ft. 
Head, in the satisfattory declaration, that her unrivalled 
iConstitution shall be 6rmly upheld. These base dema- 
<gogues have fully satisfied the public of their revolution- 
ary views, and are only supported by those whose aim is 
destruction, anarchy, and rebellion. They have sounded 
Alecto's horn in a peaceful and prospering I^rovince, re- 
tarded its improvement, and checked emigration for isome 
time, and despoiling and destroying, to the utmost of their 
power, the fruits of industry^ and the hopes of iadvance- 
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m^ti of tbotisands of ent?rprisijtig, wpll affgipltpd sub- 
jects.

But uow that the knavery and wicked designs of these 
men are discovered, who have made ^<a fraudulent trade 
of their politics, under the illusive pretext of patriotism,'^ 
it is to be hoped that the wise policy of the British govern- 
ment will cause the .cessation of political agitatioa, and 
induce British sul^ects to embark their capital in Canada. 
It is this that will enrich her fields, build up her villages, 
populate her towns, and add wealth and magnificeace to 
her cities. It is only wicked agitators, and incipient re- 
bellion, that can arrest her, midway in her career. She 
holds within her own bosom the materials, and occupies 
the elevated station that qualifies her for the noble -gran* 
deur of her destiny. Let her policy of imernal improve- 
ment^ then, be continued — let the mother country receive 
the grateful homage of loyal subjects, then will the benig- 
nant sway of Great Britain be felt, and the benifident 
effects of her legislation will fall, like the dews of heaven,, 
fertilizing and enriching all within its influence. Steam- 
boats and schooners will more and more crowd the har- 
bors on the lakes — the canals and rail roads will be cov- 
ered with merchandize — new villages, towns and cities 
will be constantly springing into existence, realizing the 
following beautiful and almost prophetic lines of the poet: 

** Come, bright Improvement ! on the car of Time, 

And rule the spacious world from clime to clime ; 

Thy handmaid arts shall every wild explore. 

Trace every wave, and culture every shore. 

On Erie^s banks, where tigers steal along. 

And tile dread Indian chants a dismal song, 

Whereiiuman fiends on midnight errands walk, 
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And bathe in brains the murderous tomahawk: 
There shall the flocks on thy my pasture stray. 
And shepherds dance at Summer's opening day ; 
Each wand'ring genius of the lonely glen 
Shall start to view the glittering haunts of men ; 
And silent ifiratch, on woodland heights aroundt 
The village curfew, as its tolls profound." 
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CHAPTER r. 



The fearful excitement which existed, on the subject of 
Colonial Slavery, in England in 1832, as it compelled 
the Government to legislate upon it, with a view to its 
final extinction, cannot be speedily forgotten. Having 
determined to change my residence from England, for. 

* some of the Colonies of Great Britain, I was most agreea- 
bly surprised in meeting with an intelligent and liberal 
West India Planter, who had resolved on visiting Upper 
, Canada, in order to make it his future residence, if the 
, soil, cjimate, and other advantages were such as he had 
been induced to expect from the writings of those indi- 
viduals who had resided in that country. Until that time. 
New South Wales had been the object of my choice ; but 
the kind invitation which I received from my valued and 
esteemed friend,'to visit his property in the West Indies and 
aiterwards accompany him tq America, quickly induced 
me to change my mind. T confess that the lectures which 
I had heard in England, from the hired agents of the 
anti-Slavery society, and the natural abhorrence with 
which Englishmen contemplate a state of bondage, had 
induced me to form a very strong opinion on' that subject, 
extremely hostile to the West India interest. My friend 
never obtruded the subject on me, it was one to him of a 
painful character, as his natural benevolence of disposi- 
tion, and ardent love of liberty, at once compelled him to 

- admit, an^ acknowledge that Slavery was theoretically. 
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Utterly indispensable ; whilst bis susceptibility was much 
affected by the exaggerated and interested accounts given 
of its pretended manifold horrors and practical mischiefs. 
In the County of Essex, which I had just left, at the 
annual meeting of the Maldon Whig Club, Mr. Honey- 
wood, a gentleman of talent and liberality, experienced 
no inconsiderable portion of disapprobation, for h&ving 
ventured to interpose a few words in behalf of the slave 
proprietors. These circumstances produced a powerful 
impression on my mind, and ioduced ate to take notes of 
ps^sing oocuraences. 

We sailed fnm Gravesend in die brig R^Oreoch, <m 
Saturday morning, Not. 17th, 18^ and from «drerte 
winds, and ibg, were <3ompeiied to drop «B<fror ott ike 
Sluice bouse, Can vey M«iid. We left anchorage on Sim- 
4ay morning, at 10 o^ctock— kept tadking e.bo«t -^«ade 
batHttle pro^ness, «nd cast aociior again ai fSwr oVA^ek^ 
off Shoeburj Ness. Oa Monday "we eailed st cfiK^^dofik, 
iMit the fog increased so tnueh, that we 'were e^mpclHed 
to come to anchorage agcun at ^en. . On Tuesday we mfet 
the ships Taikera, and Calypso, nakittg fer Ciiafbam, 
to be repaired, in consequence ef tSie tnjfiry ^key Imd 
sustsdcied during the fog, whilst engaged ifi WQ!t<^hteg,<tlie 
coast of Holland. We came to aiidior at ©eal, wfcich 
presents a handsome appearance from (he isea. Wahner 
CaslSe, immediately <xmtiguoue to k, iSisi fine stroeture, 
the residence of the Master of the 'Cinque Port^. We left 
Deal on Wednesday at two o^clock, and arrived at Parts- 
mouth on the following afterooon. During lliese few 
days I had suffered moetcieverdy fiioaft«iclk««ss ; cbe ner- 
vous system was •so disturbed as 4o prevent «e ^bom i^ee- 
ping, and even alter landing, the <i^ertiginoiis afieefion 
aiising from the tremuk)U6i andundtfkitiog i'ockiag of the 
5hip, still for some period re«ai»ed unrfaoted. "Weweire 
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detained some time at anchor, opposite Ay de, from the 
prevalence of adverse winds ; the motion of the ship, 
when at anchor, in a rough sea, is extremely disagreeabfe. 
From our detention, an opportunity was afforded me of 
visiting a Convict ship, then taking in stores at Ports- 
mouth. There were arrangements in her, for conveying 
two hundred and eighty criminals to New South Wales. 
The manner in which the ship was fitted up, combined 
security with comfort. The holds, in which the convicts 
«leep, were commodious : their allowance of food very 
liberal, and of the best quality, and every indulgence, con- 
sistent with their safety, is extended towards them, if 
their conduct is orderly and well behaved. The unfortu- 
nate dreatures wer« taken on board the ship, during our 
:stay at Portsmouth : they gave three hearty cheers as 
they left the land of their fathers ; most ofthem for ever. 
The govemmeut, wiUing to show them every kindness, 
orders the ship to remain off land for ten or twelve days, 
in order that they may communicate with their friends. 
On the 5th of December we weired anchor, and from 
that tittle until the 7th, we were struggling through the 
thaiiuels — at one time in danger of being becalmed, and 
at others endeavoring to make the best of violent and 
unfavorable winds, until at length on the 7th we swept 
past the land's end, and the famed white cliff's of Eng- 
• land receded frem our sight. The deadly and incessant 
sfickness under which I labored, I will not attempt to de-. 
scribe. In apother place, I will suggest some remedies 
for its alleviation. Our voyage was marked by no pecu- 
Uarity. I was however greatly amused, at a long conver- 
f tttion we sustained, with another ship, the jElnchantre^s, 
a free trader, carrying out emigrants to New South Wales. 
The system of interrelation and answer is effected by a 
species of telegraph, with, flags numbered for that purpose; 
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the facility with which it is done, must prove of immense 
utility to mariners. By the 18th of December we were 
in warm latitudes", and nothing could exceed in beauty 
the rising and setting sun. 

The orb of day, 

In Southern climes, o'er ocean's waveless field, 

Sinks sweetly smiling : not the fainted breath 

Steals o'er the unruffled deep ; the clouds of eve 

Reflect unmoved the lingering beam of day ; 

And vesper's image on the western main 

Is beautifully still. 

The weather was remarkably calm, and warm ; the gram- 
pusses were frisking about the ocean, amusing us with 
their frolicsome gambols, and we also observed during 
the continuance of this serenity many birds, Ihere is 
something disagreeable in the glare of the sea in a com- 
plete calm, the motion of the ship is unfHeasant, and the 
perpetual flapping of the sails annoying from its monotony. 
And there the sea I found 
Calm as a cradled child in dreamless clumber bound. 

Here the ship made a full stop. 

* Day came, and went, and came, and brought no wind!' 
• *'And there she lay, morning, noon and night, rocking and rolling on 
the hugQ, lazy ocean, which, smooth as a polished mirror or a lady's 
brow, on the surface, still hove up and down with the ceaseless, majes- 
tic, and very uncomfortable underswell of the AUantic. There is noth- 
ing else like that in nature. You that have not seen it, imagine your- 
selves looking at a boundless and uneven pastoral country, divested of 
hedge or tree : then imagine the multitudes of meadows beneath your 
eye rising slowly and gracefully to an equality with the hill-tops, and 
then declhiing again into long sweeping valleys of abrupt dells, and 
you have some slight idea of the Atlantic in a calm. It is unquestiona- 
bly sublime, (for a little bit,) the image of slumbering power, etc. ; but 
I rather think that if Job had been tried upon it for any length of time, 
tliere would have been a different version of his history at this day.'* 

Now this lulling about, as Coleridge says, 

* As idle as a painted ship 
Upon a{>ainted ocean.'' 
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On Christmas day we came into the trade winds, the 
breesfies were strong, and the ship sailed along majestically 
with a large press of canvass on her. On the 30th we 
crossed the line ; tKe sailors were kind enough to spare me 
from their customary ablutions, as t had given them 
tvherewith to offer up an atonement to Neptune, in the 
form of grog. On the 5tb of January we saw an eclipse 
of the moon, from the commencement to its final disap- 
pearance ; 'it was very distinct, and enabled the Captain 
to test the accuracy of his chronometer, by comparing the 
beginning and end of the eclipse with the time stated in 
the Nautical Almanack. He found it perfectly exact, the 
difference of time in the latitude and longitude we were 
in, was somewhat more than three hours. On the 7th 
we dined off a leg of mutton, kept nine days — ^it was of 
the last of a sheep we brought from the Isle of Wight, and 
proved remarkably sweet and tender. We were then in 
latitude N 15 <^ 17'. I mention this, because it is very sin- 
gular, that if a sheep brought from the West indies were* 
killed in a still more northern latitude, it could not be 
preserved untainted for upwards of two days^ This has 
been frequently noticed in the ships homeward bound. 
On the 13th the Captain calculated on making land, 
anxious on account of my enfeebled state, I was on deck 
as early as four o'clock in the morning, and was sorely 
disappointed at finding that he could not observe the most 
remote appearance of it. He had put the ship on easy 
canvass, during the night, from his conviction that we 
could not be far from land. When broad day light ap- 
peared, he ordered all necessary sail to be made, and ihei 
lad who was sent up to the mast head to unfurl the sails, 
suddenly beheld the distant coast, and exclaimed greatly 
to our joy, that he saw th'e land a point and a half on the 
starboard bow. It proved as he saidi and we dropped 
9 
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anchot* at one o'clock in Carlisle Bay, Barbados. The 
first point of land that we ascertained distinctly, is called 
Moncrieff, situate in the parish of St John's. It is a bold 
eminence, and has a signal post comnHinicating with Cot- 
ton Hill, Granade Hall, and Gun Hill in St George's 
parish. It is one, of a range of hiljs, objects of great beauty 
in St John's. The Cocoa nut trees fringing the shores : 
the splendid breakers, called Bow Bells, extending a con- 
siderable distance into the sea, and the dazzling whiteness 
ol the beach, were all objects of delight to eyes accustom- 
ed to the sight of nought but sea and water for forty day<5« 
ml nisi pontus et aer. 

All along the coast, Cocoa nut trees were growing, but 
lauch fewer than before the great hurricane, they were 
still, however, remaining in sufficient numbers to render 
the -shore an object of deep interest and great beauty* 
Before roundipg a point of the Island, called Needham's 
Point, we caught a gKmpse of Carlisle Bay. It forms 
both a conunodious and safe harbor, there were many 
ships at anchor, waiting the sugar harvest, and being 
.SuBday, they were very gmly decorated with their res- 
pective colors, pendants and ensigns, and formed a» im- 
posing and beautiful appearance. The bay is not very 
spacious, but the ctneborage is considered good, numbers 
of shipfr always laying there in complete safety. The 
carenage is protected by a fine and very substantial pier. 
The view of the geirrison and naval hosipital, the houi^es 
arid ehurdhes of Bridge Town— the bold headlands^f the 
interior oi the island — the gaily dressed shipping in the 
My^ men of war, merchantmen, and coasting schooserA — 
the crowds of negroes— the appearance of the trees, 
sbrabl^ and flowers — the highly cultivated fields sloping 
to the vtratdr'sedge, v^re all alike ol)|ects of novelty and 
>gitati6cM!iOii to me, to winch an additional «est was given

by once more being on terra ftrma* On going up the 
country to ray friend's estate, I was forcibly struck and 
much delighted with the neat appearance and laughing 
faces of the negroes, who were enjoying themselves in 
groups along the road side, many of them carrying bask- 
ets of fruit on their heads for safe, it being Sunday they 
•passed the ^ay as they pleased. The various plantations 
we passed, the collection of negro habitations, the number 
of windmills, and sugar houses, the extreme richness and 
splendour of the flowers and trees, were all novel and de- 
lightful objects. Indeed throughout the island was to be 
seen nought but the appearance of happiness^ content- 
ment, and prosperity. 



CHAPTER II. 



1 have stated that it was not a matter of choice with the 
British government whether or not they would legislate 
;on the subject of Colonial Slavery; this will unquestion- 
ably appear by a reference to the number of petitions sent 
to the Imperial Parliament on the matter. In the session 
of liB33, there were presented to the House of Commons 
6,020 petitions, with 1,309,711 signatures, praying for the 
ioimediate abolition oi Slavery throughout the British do- 
minions. At that period, the office of Coloairf Secretary 
was filled by an individual of distinguished talent. Lord 
Stanley. He well knew that the question must at once 
be boldly met, and legislative measures adopted, to pacify 
a people so determined as those of Great Britain, on a 
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subject too, of all others, to the consideration of which 
they would not bring either reason, or fair argument ; nor 
on which would they allow themselves to be influenced 
by any considerations of policy or expediency. It was 
clear that the longer the measure was delayed^ the greater 
would the excitement become, and that the party which 
would ultimately suflfef the most, would be the planter, 
as every year would render their clamorous opponents 
bolder, and stronger, and less inclined to accede to the 
measure of compensation, without which it would have 
been one of barefaced injustice, and shameless robbery. 
The inhabitants of Barbados were in the highest excite- 
ment in anticipation of the measures which would be 
adopted by an administration generally adverse to their 
interests, and easily influenced by public clamour. They 
only desired that people, who readily believed everything 
to their disadvantage, would come and examine into 
the social state existing in these islands. I mention this 
because I never met with an instance in which the plan- 
ters exhibited the least reluctance in having their system 
of labor thoroughly examined, but on the contrary gave 
full and free permission to any one to investigate and as- 
certain the state, condition, and treatment of the slaves. 
My friend's estate is about six miles from Bridge Town, 
and is thus mentioned by Captain Alexander : 

*^ 1 spent one day at a most charming residence, Yaucluse, on a high 
spot, delightfully cool, commanding extensive views. The proprietor 
said that some Moravian Brethren had established themselves in his 
neighborhood, and that those of his negroes who attended the instruc- 
tions of that excellent fraternity, were extremely sober and industrious. 
His butler had lately died, and he gave him a handsome funeral, for 
he had served him faithfully for many years, and the master was anx- 
ious to testify bis respect for his servant. Shortly after this, a healthy 
negro refused all food, lay with his eyes open,and gasping as it were for 
breath ; the Doctor could discover no alimenty and it was conjectured 
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that the butler's funeral had bo excited his envy, that be deteruiinetl to 
have a similar one, and' to starve himself. The master came in« and 
said ^loud, *if this negro dies, I mean to throw him Into a hole, and 
b4jry him with his face down.' It is almost unnecessary to add, that 
shortly aAer this speech, the sick took up his bed and walked forth 
healed." 

I was kindly invited by a respectable planter, Mr. E. L. 
Hinds, of Westmoreland, on Sunday, January 20th, to 
pay bim a visit, and witness a festival amongst his ne- 
groes, called Joan and John. It was on the occasion of 
the birth day of his daughter. After a very interesting ride, 
on arrival at his house, a large building erected since the 
hurricane, I observed in the forecourt, a group of negroes 
very gaily attired, many of them decorated with tasteful 
and pretty ornaments, dancing with the greatest agility, 
animation, and lightheartedness, and exhibiting too, great 
elegance and precision in their steps. Uhe music they 
adopt is of their own construction, one man sings, shaking 
at the same time a calabash half filled with the berries of 
a shrub called the English Plantain, answering the pur- 
pose of shot; another playing an instrument like a tam- 
bourine, and forming together admirable concord, from 
their well regulated discord. The negroes generally 
evince a gr^at fondness for music^ and r^dily acquire a 
good knowledge of it. They continued to arrive in groups 
the wholejafternoon, all of them well^ and many of them 
handsomely dressed. The scene was one of unusual ani- 
mation, their recreation and amusement joyous in the 
extreme, and altogether unsullied by that riotous intem- 
perance, and disgusting inebriation, which so often dis- 
figures and disgraces the peasantry of England at their 
rustic wakes and fairs. They handed round both cake 
and wine of their own making; and fruit in trays, they^ 
were very excellent. Indeed it was altogether a very 
gratifying spectacle, and one I little expected to witness 
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^heik I left England. That this dance shouM take fxlace" 
on Sunday afternoon, will appear objectionable to some, 
but t cannot help thinking that the Sabbath should be as 
well a day of recreation as of devotion : and that after the 
performance of those religions exercises due from the crea- 
ture to the Creatoi, that it is not only blameless and lawful, 
but useful and expedient^ that the remainder should be 
enjoyed in innocent diversion. The Mosaic Sabbath 
commenced on the eve of the sixth day, and continued 
until the eve of the seventh, <^the evening and morning 
were the first day." The Church of England, in observ- 
ing the first day of the week as the Christian Sabbath, 
agrees with the Church of Rome, and observes equally 
with that Church, the respective eves or vigils of difierent 
festivals. She has her Easter Eve— Christmas Eve — 
Whitsun Eve — and it would not be derogatory to her 
character for devotion, and piety, if she permitted the ex- 
ercise of rational and innocent recreation after the after- 
noon service of the day was ended. A Rector residing in 
one of the villages of Herefordshire, assured me that he 
had tried the ex:periment. and found it attended with the 
happiest effects. On the 9th of February I dined with the 
officers of the^St. Andrew's militia, at their new Mess 
House erected near the sea, in (he very centre of a rude 
and highly romantic country, called Barbadian Scodaod. 
After leaving Vaueluse, and passing through a richly 
wooded and very picturesque glen, called Porey Spring, 
.where in the midst of the rudest and most grotesque 
rocks, trees of every fantastic shape are beautifully inter- 
mingledy we continued gradually ascending, until arriving 
at the summit of a mountain, near Mount Hellaby, the 
whol^ of Barbadian Scotland' suddenly bursts on your 
astonished view, exhibiting in its extent every species of ' 
romantic scenery, mountain after mountain rising above 
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"each otiier, and retiring with majestic graoe in spiral 
chalky rocks to the sea sliore. 

Ifi many parts of this luxuriant picture, where die eye 
is ever bewildered ia the choicest beautoes, and wociders 
with delight over the startling irregularity of its hills «nd 
tlales, rude unbroken strata of rocks lean in various di- 
rections^ over dells of exquisite beauty, adorned witii 
thick Ibilage, which ki thisx^lime is produced from a very 
ihincoat of soil. It is in the recesses of tliis woodland 
isolitude in whidi the witching charms of this romantic re- 
gion operate most forcibly on the mind. Ov^r this am- 
phitheatre of hills, flowers of the most beautiful descrip- 
don are to be seen, growing in all the rich Tariety of the 
aiost cultivafted gardens, and interspersed occa&ionaHy in 
the elefts aiid in the hollows are to be seeo the majestic 
(lalm, ibe magnificent cabbage-tree, the graceful plantain, 
and small fields of ^ugar-caiie eKtending from the base 
totheveiy summit of the rocks. JVIy friend who bad 
taken me to eiyoy this sylvan repast, a£ier iiaving arrived 
attbeM^s House, and kuroduced me to the officers, 
kJadty {irelerring my gratification to his own convenience 
proposed that we should ^ea^tend our ride, alr^eady a very 
latiguing one but for the .succession of l^eautifiil scenery 
fHreseated to our gaze. I was much delighted in recog- 
nizing, in the Surgeon of the regiment, an old friend and 
fellow student at the Borough Hoi^tals, and received 
Irom him gr^at kindness and attention* 

We rode along the sea-coast sever^ miles, enjoying on 
the one side the prospect of a rude, romantic chain of 
mountains, wild and intimidating, of the most fantastic 
shapes and forms, and linked in stern confederacy, exhi- 
biting a noble elevation : on the otiiar, a bold sea of the 
most lovely blue and of transparent brightness, dashing 
over huge rocks, and rolling in foaming billows, as if a 
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succession of waterfalls graced the shores. We returned 
by a different route, the road wild and precipitous in the 
extreme, sometimes running almost in a perpendicular di- 
rection over the beetling heights, sometimes contracting 
itself into a narrow and dizzy pathway, or even an abyss 
of appalling depth, and not unfrequently leading to passes 
so completely hemmed in, and overhung by masses of im- 
pending rock, as by obscuring the light, gave it an ap- 
pearance of gloom and awe. It terminated however in 
the exhilirating view of the rich valley in which the Mess 
House was situated. On our reaching the Mess House, 
we set down toasumptuous dinner, at which the Colonel 
of the regiment, a most hospitable and benevolent gentle- 
man presided. His brother officers were most agreeable 
and entertaining companions, nor can I omit to mention 
Major Morris, a venerable gentleman, whose inexpreasi- 
ble benignity of countenance, and courteousn^ss of de- 
meanour, cannot readily be forgotten by those who 
have had the pleasure of meeting him. This corps is 
established for the protection of the island, against any 
rebellion of the slaves, every free person in the island, 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty, are considered eli- 
gible, and must serve or find a substitute. 1 bis efficient 
force, which meets in the different Parishes, once monthly, 
throughout the island, has succeeded in preserving the 
most perfect tranquility, by the salutary awe which it has 
inspured. In the afternoon, I saw the funeral of a negro 
woman, the long procession winding along the mountain's 
brow had a solemn, yet picturesque effect. The mourn- 
ers were all very decently attired in black. On the fol- 
lowing day, the most of the party met at a Maroon at the 
ruins of Col. Forte's house, destroyed by the hurricane. 
A great battle was fought with Cocks, the scene was Ho- 
garth's to the very life ; the intense interest excited by it, 
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cart hardly he credited. On the 13th of February I paid 
my promised visit to ray friend, Dr. Ifil, at his residence 
called Mangrove Lodge, near Bridge Town. The house 
is one, of the few, that in a great measure escaped the de- 
structive fury of the hurricane; it is beautifully embosom- 
ed in trees; round the house is a fine grove of lignumvitas 
trees, and immediately in front, a most magnificent um- 
brageous mangrove tree, the branches of which, stretch- 
ing to the ground, have taken root, and form a beautiful 
arcade round the parent'tree. '1 he house is named after 
this stately and majestic tree. On the 19th of February 
I breakfasted at Reed's Bay, between Hole Town and 
Speights. Ihe road from Vflucluse. is on a gradual de- 
scent to Hole Town, and from thence the road runs by 
the sea shore to Reed's Bay. The ride is extremely pleas- 
ing, through a well cultivated district, and a melancholy 
interest is imparted to it, by the vast number of trees 
which the hurricane blew down and broke in every di- 
lection, shooting forth afresh in all the bloom and vigour 
of youth, in all the rude and grotesque varieties of growth, 
of which a tree is capable. This is more especially ob- 
servable in the cocoa-nut tree, manifesting its native at- 
tachment to the soil, for in many instances, where it was 
broken off at the root, some of its fibres have again struck 
into the earth, forming a new tree, at the end of a long 
lifeless trunk, making a striking contrast between lifeless- 
ness and life. The extreme heat of the day induced me 
to taste, for the first time, the water of the green cocoa- 
nut It contains an agreeable acid, and forms a delight- 
ful beverage, well calculated to slake the thirst induced by 
tropical heat. After breakfast we drove on to Speight's 
Town, on the west coast, and a place of considerable imv 
portance, and although the ride was rendered somewhlit 
oppressive from the dazzling whiteness of the sand upon 
4 
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the beach, yet it is ooe possessing a succession of pleas- 
ing and picturesque scenery. The sea views, the plania> 
tions, and the smiling seats which adorn the neighbour- 
hood, give an air of great cheerfulness to the scene. To 
the right, a bold range of mountains, completely inter- 
secting the island, forms a fine sight; and on the left^ the 
-sea shining with a sapphire hue beneath the morning sun, 
and the beach fringed with graceful cocoa-nut trees form- 
ing a beautiful contrast. Speight^s Town is a neat and 
^well-built town, containing some good houses, but still 
•exhibiting the desolating ravages of the last dreadfid hur- 
ricane. The church was a complete mass of ruins. . In 
the garden of Reed's Bay. I observed a beautiful cherry- 
tree, a species of malpighia, covered with a handsome 
looking red fruit, which I found was unfit to eat. There 
are also many fine bi*ead fruit-trees in this neighbourhood; 
.they were then covered with fruit, w'hich is esculent, and 
answers the purpose of bread. There are som^ varieties 
of gooseberry mnch, ciupluyea for a cooling drink in fe- 
vers- I saw some varieties of the bean growing, trailed 
over lattice work, forming a beautiful vine, and producing 
an excellent vegetable. On returning* to Vaucluse at 
night,I perceived something dark across the road; present- 
ly the gig was stopped by a negro, who said the road was 
not passable, that it was necessary to take a circuitous 
route, for the wind which had been very high during the 
evening, had Uown his newiy erected house level with 
the ground, 
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On the 23rd of February, Dr. Thomas took nie with 
him to the esplanade, and handsome barracks of St AnnV 
guarded by a formidable battery placed at one extremity 
of Carlisle Bay. The parade ground is reairy a magnifi- 
cent level, consisting of several acrei^ of land where the 
troops exercise. In the erection of thesre barracks every 
possible attention has been bestowed to render themt 
healthy, cool, and as comfortable as the climate will per^ 
rait. We drove on to a little sea bathing village called 
Worthing, where the invalids from Bridge Town resort 
for health and bathing; it is a pleasant spot. We passed 
a monument erected to cemunemorate the unhappy vic- 
tims ot the hurricane, who perished in the b&rracks, and^ 
whose remains were Interred at that place. The i^hore of 
thesea is still thickly indented with coi!o'a-but trees, al- 
though huge prostrate trees, and immelQse roots turned 
up, exhibiting awful evidenced of the horror of the storm^ 
are strewn with a melencholy profusion in every part. — 
There is a wild grape, indigebotis to the island, called the 
sea grape, growing abundantly in this neighbourhood; — 
the [Splendid palm, and the beautiful, though dieadly, 
manchineli are here in numbers, and form^ by their be^ii- 
ty and variety, a great ornament to the linte bathing 
t)lace called Worthing. We Returned round the B6y, over 
a mok miserable bridge, tbfough a pattdf Bridge ToiVii, 
and drove to Dr. Cutting's to breakfiist. I stopped #it& 
Dr. Cutting some days; he is truly a most itttielHgenl phy- 
sician, and seems afs devoted to the interests of scieace, fts 
to the prospierity of Barbados, Hfe is grcMly eslfeettied 
by all classes of the people. He possesses im excellent 
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museuQi of natural curiosities, consisting of great varie- 
ties|of shells, minerals, geological specimens, dried moss- 
es, fungi, insects, stuffed birds and other specimens of na- 
tural philosophy, together with a well selected library. — 
His house may be termed a fine mansion, surrounded by 
a delightful garden, where with the greatest care and in- 
dustry he has collected some choice botanical varieties, 
and several beautiful English shrubs and flowers. He 
has also little reservoirs of water in which* he preserves 
some fine fish. His house is rendered extremely cool, by 
its spacious rooms, being well protected by a deep veran- 
dah. On the 26th of February I dined and spent the day 
with Mr. Hewett at his estate called Bloomsbury, in the 
immediate vicinity of Scotland. The road winds round 
the skirts of Vaucluse estate, and commands a fine pano- 
ramic view of the delightful and highly cultivated slopes 
of St. George's, St. Thomas', and St..Michael's Parishes. 
After passing round several fields 1 came suddenly on a 
deep ravine, the descent of which was by a very narrow 
and precipitous path, formed like steps; ponderous crags 
almost over canopy part of the way, tremendous masses 
of broken rock hanging'over it in azizzag manner, from 
which many varieties] of trees and shrubs, and flowers 
were growing, turning it from the character of savage de- 
solation, into that^of rude, romantic beauty. Here I saw 
the native bearded fig-tree, from whence Barbados de- 
rives its name. The branches of this tree hanging pen- 
dent from a huge rock, and throwing out numberless small 
threads or filaments which continue growing until they 
reach the ground, they then strike root. Thus from one 
branch of the original tree, many other trees are formed, 
and this is termed the beard of the fig. The] rocks in 
this gulley have^ decidedly, a stalactitical. form. This 
romantic ravine, the scene of many a rendezvous, is term* 
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edfrom that circumstance Social Rock« Stupendous de- 
ciivities, clusteriiig. groves, tangled pathways, and flow- 
ery retreats surround you on every side* . The unbroken 
solitude and overawing gloom of this diversified defile, 
rendered it an excellent spot for a maroon party. The 
huge rock termed Social, hangs pendent from the highest 
over-hanging brink, out of which several trees are grow- 
ing, forming a spacious canopy, an effectual screen from 
the sun, and a perfect protection from rain. 

In many of these deep gullies muffled as they are in the 
luxuriant drapery of tropical shrubs and trees, and ren- 
dered almost inaccessible, many runaway negroes have 
remained secreted for years, baffling and defying every 
search made for them ; the militia have been compelled, 
sometimes, to go out in exploring parties to ferret them 
out, an object of great danger, difficulty and exertion. 
After diverging from the gully at the opposite side, passing 
some trees, called the red bean tree, covered with the most 
brilliant crimson flowers, the whole of Barbadian Scot- 
land suddenly bursts on the sight, and with the flue, bold 
blue sea beyond it, forming a splendid coup d'oeil. The 
view on each side was a perfect picture of itself, greatly 
heightened and improved by the contrast ; the sweeping 
and richly cultivated slopes of St. George's extending to 
Bridge Town, the picturesque appearance of the distant 
town with the shipping in the bay, opposed to the rude, 
rocky and sylvan character of Scotland, the lofty and the 
gentle feaf ures of the scene blend harmoniously together. 
I saw all the fine views in the island, but this appeared 
to me the most interesting by feu*, as the bold, varied and 
rugged features of Scotland are seen to much greater 
advantage, when contrasted with the soft, richly cultivated 
swells, and more polished country in the opposite direc- 
tion. The sea breezes which perpetually blow over the 
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island, renders the ride most agreeable, because it is gen- 
erally cool. The east wind is that wbich prevails here^ 
and indeed is almost the only one that blows. Happily 
for the inhabitants, it brings with it a freshness that 
lenables them to resist the burning rays of a perpendicular 
sun. The cool breezes from the east, commence about 
three o^ciock in the morning, and become stronger as the 
sun approaches the zenith. This phenomenon is doubt- 
less attributable to the action Of the sun on the atmosphere, 
the rareftcation of which by that planet in its course front 
least to west, occasions a cuiTcnt of air in the same direc- 
tion. The sun set of this evening was exquisite, the 
tops of the mountain, seen from the valley, seemed tinged 
with a pale crimson, while the distant sea, seen through 
the vista, in the hour of its rieposing beauty, and hushed 
in the calm of the evening, fippeared gleaming like "a sea 
of jasper strewn with celestial roses." I never beheld a 
grander spectacle. 

February 27th, breakfasted with the Hon. N. Forte, 
the Speaker of the House of Assembly, at his house on 
Bennett's estate, the ride to which embraces a view of the 
sea the entire distapce. It is a very charming residence, 
admirably adapted for the climate ; a beautiful avenue of 
trees has been recently planted along the road leading to 
the house. On the 28th 1 again passed the day at Reed's 
Bay, and returned by moonlight along the coast. There 
is in all countries a charm in the chaste and subdued light 
of a moonlight scene, but it is more peculiarly fascinating 
in a tropical climate, its soft silvery hues contrasted with 
the dark foilage of the palm and cocoa nut trees^ and 
sheciding a silvery lustre over a beautiful expanse of sea, 
renders it doubly attractive* It seemed as if on this 
evening 
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from opening clouds, I saw emerge 
The loveliest moon that ever silveired o'er, 
A shell for Neptune's goblet. 
It is certainly dangerous in Europeans to expose them- 
selves incautiously at moonlight, from the very heavy 
dews which take place, but although imprudent, it is 
almost irresistible, it imparts such a grateful coolness to 
the system, and steals over the senses, after enduring the 
scorching rays of a vertical sun. The ruins of Hole Town 
exhilHted a very curious picture by moonlight — broken 
rafters — heaps of stones — walls partly standing, resem- 
bling rocks — stumps and limbs of trees — new houses- 
houses in progress of erection —and as the moonbeams 
fell, imparting every variety of light and shade, the effect 
was romantic and picturesque. 

««How beautiful this Night ! the balmest sigh 
Which vernal zephyrs breathe in Eveniog's ear, 
' Were discord to the speaking quietude 

That wraps this moveless scene. Heaven's ebon vault. 
Studded with Stars, unutterably bright. 
Through which the Moon's unclouded grandeur rolls, 
Seems like a canopy which Love had spread. 
To curtain her sleeping world. Yon gentle hills. 
Robed in i garment of untrodden snow ; 
Yon darksome walls, whence icicles depend 
So stainless, that their white and glittering spears 
Tinge not the Moon's pure beam ; yon castled steep 
Whose banner hangeth o'er the time-worn tower 
So idly, that wrapt Fancy deemeth it 
A metaphor of Peace — all fiirm a scene 
Where musing Solitude might love to lift 
Her soul above this sphere of earthliness ; 
Where Silence undisturbed might watch alone, 
So cold, so bright, so still." 

Went round to CoL Forte's house: he is a well informed 
and. most hospitable man, precisely the character fitted for 
a Speaker of a public Assembly, possessing great patience^ 
liberality, impartiality, knowledge, united with a most

courteous deportment. He is so devotedly attached to 
Barbados,' that he has never quitted the island, even for a 
day, and from his Jong residence and general intelligence, 
he has acquired a practical knowledge of the Colony, and 
possesses an intimate acquaintance with its wants, its 
interests, and its inhabitants : he has always so discharged 
his duty, as to have secured to him the lasting esteem, 
confidence and regard of all parties in the island. 

On March 1st, I rode with Dr. Ifill to an eminence 
called Irish Town, it exhibits a very powerful resemblance 
to the Devils Punch Bowl on the Portsmouth road ; there 
is a very fine panoramic view of Scotland from this point. 
I saw the wild sugar canes growing here in great abund- 
ance : they are a species of reed and are of great utility in 
roofing houses. On the 3rd, I went to see another negro 
dance. It is certainly a spectacle in which you can trace 
a great deal of the negro character. The extreme accur- 
acy with which they preserve the time in the dance — their 
intense devotion to music^— their extraordinary vehemence 
— the violence of their gesticulations are eminently char- 
acteristic. They display a great fondness for dress, and 
come to the dance with a profusion of ornaments and 
trinkets, which you might look for in vain amongst the 
labourers of any other countries. They possess a great 
deal of cunning, seizing every opportunity, when they 
think they are unobserved, to weary you with their un- 
ceasing importunity for money. They invariably make 
a collection for the president of their feast, who provides 
cake, wine, noyeau, and other refreshments : they cer- 
tainly enjoy their dances in the fullest spirit of enjoyment. 
On the 4th of March I accompanied a party to visit one 
pf the greatest natural curiosities in the Island, a deep aqd 
extensive cavern, termed Cole's Cave. It is situated in 
the parish of St, Thomas. The entrance to it is on the 
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side of a steep hill, upon an estate called Walk's. The 
great abundance of rock here is very remarkable; the 
roads are carried through deep ravines^ and the sides of 
the rocks being embellished with stalactitical columns, 
renders their appearance very singular and striking. Amid 
the crags of the rocks, trees are constantly jutting out : 
and the beauty and profusion of the wild flowers aston- 
ishing. The entrance to the cavern is difficult, being 
very precipitous and rugged. We were escorted by two 
guides, who took good care to be* well furnished with 
lights. The huge rock, forming the canopy to the en- 
trance of the cavern, has a similar appearance to Thorpe 
Cloud in Dove Dale, Derbyshire. At a ^^^ short distance 
from the entrance to the cave, you arrive at a spring of 
water, boldly gushing from the rock, and continues 
throughorut its subterranean course, forming large pools 
of water, sufficiently spacious to enjoy the pleasure of 
bathing. The stream issues through a sinuous and devi- 
ous course, until, as it is supposed, it disembogues itself 
into the Indian River near Bridge Town. Amongst the 
several reasons adduced in favor of this supposition, one 
is very cogent, that when all the pools and streams of the 
Island have been dried up in an excessive drought, this 
river has had its usual full supply of water. The en- 
trance to the cave is narrow, and requires caution from 
the number of large stones. It soon however opens to a 
very considerable height : in many parts of the cavern, 
the water perpetually dropping and issuing through the 
rock, forms numberless beautiful petrifactions or stalac- 
tites, resembling, in their gothic, spiral forms, the roof of 
a richly carved cathedral. The route of the cavern is by 
the water, climbing from crag to crag, the rocks tbrming 
a steep bank to this subterranean river, but the exertion 
required in a close cavern, renders an extended survey 
5 
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difficult and fatiguing. On quitting the cave the whole 
mass of rock, looking at it from below, is seen to the 
greatest advantage, for although steep, rugged, and une- 
qual, it is covered in every part,' with beautiful parasitical 
plants hanging pendent in all directions. The entrance 
to the cavern is at the bottom of one of those deep and ^ 
romantic ravines, which intersect the island throughout 
After pursuing your way in the cavern about three hun- 
dred yards, it divides into two courses, one, which is 
. termed the dry cavern, being without water ; the other, 
having a torrent of water always rushing through it, being 
abundantly supplied with springs. It is said that a party 
^f gentlemen, w^ho went to visit this cavern, falling over 
, some of the large disjointed stones, their, lights became 
extinguished, and after groping about in worse than Cim- 
merian darkness for a length of time, took the wrong 
direction, and passed into the dry cavern, from whence 
they issued, after being severely bruised and scratched by 
crawling about, and much exhausted, at a considerable 
distance from the entrance to the cavern, and in a differ- 
ent ravine. 

On the 8th of March I accompanied Dr. Ifill to his 
estate, Haggarts, in Scotland ; the ride to it is extremely 
pleasing, varied and romantic. It is a continued succes- 
sion of hill and dale, with a bold sea view to grace the 
distance. I called on Dr. Harper, in company with Dr. 
Ifili ; he is an excellent botanist, and accompanied us in 
^ a ride over the hills immediately fronting the sea, and 
pointed out many beautiful botanical varieties. The views 
from these lofty hills are extremely magnificent, blending 
in the most deligbtful variety every degree of hill, dale, 
meandering stream, beautiful woods and bold sea. On 
the summits of these bills, my attention was forcibly di- 
rected to an immense quantity of fruit growing xm albick 
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bush, it resembled, in its appearance, the Orlean plum, 
having the same rich, purple bloom, but unlike that deli- 
cious fruit, its taste is very insipid — it is termed the fat 
pork fruit. I again dined at the Mess House, with the 
officers of the St. Andrew^s Regiment, and received from 
them the same warm hospitality I had met with on a pre- 
ceding occasion. On the 9th, I accompanied Dr. Ifill to 
his estate, Harrisons, in the parish of St. Lucy's. We 
passed over several deep streams of water in Scotland, 
rushing with great impetuosity, the currents having been 
much swollen by heavy rains. On an estate, called Cle- 
land's, near to the Scotland signal post, is a most mag- 
nificent avenue of cabbage trees, which, from their lofty 
{Situation, and stately form, presents a striking and majes- 
tic appearance — "the finest display of these tufted princes 
of the vegetable kingdom, these living Corinthian columns 
that could be found any where in the Antilles." On 
passing over this hiJ], ail traces of Scotland are lost, and 
the rich champaign country of St Lucy's, with the sea 
of the northern coast of the island, are seen to great ad- 
vantage. 



CHAPTER I?. 



St. Lucy's appears to be a well cultivated parish, pos- 
sessing a very fertile soil, and containing several fine 
houses. We passed many fields of sour grass, of excellent 
growth, and then ready for the scythe. From this grass 
hay can be made three or four times a year, it requires 
butcMfie day to make the hay when the grass is ready, and 
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two or three good rains cause a crop. I (Kid not observe 
it growing in any other part of the island, with the excep- 
tion of St. Philip's parish, and at Sir Charles Smith's, R. 
E., who had a Isu-ge stack of hay from his cultivation of 
it. I suppose that the cane is too valuable a crop to per- 
mit its being superseded by any other. On the 10th, I 
went to survey the north point of the island, called the 
Great Head, from whence ships homeward bound take 
their departure. It is an iron bound coast, the sea very 
deep, and the rocks extremely precipitous and rugged. 
There are immense quantities of fish close in the shore, 
and numbers of racoons and monkies infest the gullies. 
Dr. Ifill had kindly invited Dr. Bishop — another of my 
fellow students from the Borough hospitals — a young 
man of great promise from his extensive acquirements, 
and indefatigable perseverance, (and whose death, since 1 
left the island, must be a source of deep regret to his nu- 
merous friends) — to accompany us to the animal flower 
cave. On reaching the very verge of the land, I was quite 
astonished, and somewhat alarmed on being told, that it 
was the entrance to the cavern, the cavern itself being a 
deep vault underneath, so that in reality the only road, 
or path to the entrance, is nothing more than a descent, 
down a steep, perpendicular rock, hanging over a sea, 
twenty fathoms deep, and into which, one false step must 
inevitably plunge the adventurous visitor. The actual 
entrance to this romantic cavern is on the side of this steep 
rock, but having determined to gratify my curiosity, had 
the rock been as steep as Olympus, and the cavern dark 
as Erebus, I would not have been deterred from my pur- 
pose. I cannot help admitting that I felt some degree of 
apprehension, when I found the rocks on which I was 
compelled to hang, to effect my descent, were sharp and 
pointed, and overhanging a deep, roaring, tempestubus 
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sea, the spray of which almost touched my feet, as I per- 
formed the perilous undertaking. On entering the first 
eavero, my attention was arrested by a deep, large natu- 
ral basin, in the centre of which was a huge stone, resem- 
bling a round of beef ; it was^honored with the appellation 
in consequence of the similitude. In this cavern are sev* ^ 
eral large pools of water, in which it is customary for the 
visitors to bathe. On emerging from it to proceed to the 
second and larger cave, the route is over a rock still more 
precipitous and rugged than the former ; it is termed the 
horses back, the centre part being rounded, the footing is 
secured by the sharp terminating points of the rock. In 
this cavern there is a large basin of water, presenting a 
most beautiful appearance. The floor appears in a rich 
variety of colors, resembling a Turkey carpet, arising from 
the crypty-gamous plant, with which these rocks abound. 
It is in this cavern, where the animal flower grows so 
lovely, and exquisitely pencilled, and greatly similar to 
the passion flower, I think it is a species of the gorgonia. 
There can be no question that it is a zoophyte. Captain 
Alexander thus speaks of it : **There is a rock with beau- 
tilul varieties attached to it, of that remarkable zoophyte, 
the hydra — they appear like petals of the marigold, of 
purple, yellow, and green colours, to attract the insect 
prey, but when touched, they contract and become invisi- 
ble. This remarkable production fdrms the connecting 
link between the animal and vegetable kingdoms of that 
extraordinary gradation, or chain of beings proceeding 
ftom the rudest unorganized matter up to man," With, 
some winds, the water of the sea rolls with resistless fury 
into these caverns, and a person bathing in one of their 
natural basins might be swept out, unless they were cau- 
tious. The sea beneath is very deep, large sharks coming 
immediately below the cavern. March 16th, rode to* the 
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signal post in St. George's Parish, called Gun hiH. The 
road from Vauchise estate to St. George's is through a 
deep ravine. Vaucluse received its name from its present 
proprietor having seen it, the first time, from this glen ; 
and being then in a very bad state of health, and looking 
forward to it, as a retreat, from its beautiful and salubri- 
ous situation, environed with hills and embosomed in 
trees ; he thought it' no inappropriate cognomen, to give 
it the name of Petrarch's favorite retreat. The country 
here is deemed the most rich and fertile in the island, it 
consists altogether of undulating slopes, covered with 
canes, corn, and sweet potatoes. Every patch of land is 
carefully cultivated, and its returns are most extraordi* 
nary. On the 17th went down very early in the morning 
-to Hole Town to bath^ ; saw a very curious fish called 
th^ Ink fish, which, on striking it with a whip, threw out 
a jet of black fiuid greatly resembling ink, it discolored 
the water considerably. It would seem to be an instiuc* 
tive method of self defence, as by darkening the water it 
eludes its pursuer, and ejffects its escape* There is a great 
quantity of fish caught on this coast, the grouper, the 
snapper, the rock bind, the kingfish, the sweet lip, the 
Spanish mackarel^ the progey, the grivilli, ^c. &c. 

On the 1 8th I was afforded an excellent opportunity of 
witnessing the spectacle of a negro funeral. On reaching 
the house, I observed several long forms covered with 
mourners, all most decently and respectably clad in black. 
Many females were also assembled in black crape dresses, 
with black bonnets and veils. Groups of negroes contin- 
ued arriving for an hour; at length a large party hgfcving 
congregated, they formed themselves into a procession. 
They had an abundance of fruit, cake, wine and refresh- 
ments. The hearse, a sort of funeral car, drawn by a 
black horse, containing the coffin, which was covered withr 
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small ornaments, and surmounted by a large pall, went 
first : then the mourners followed, forming a parade, two 
by two, carrying umbrellas, and extending a long dis- 
tance : the procession was closed by two mourners on 
horseback. The whole appearance was decent and res- 
pectable, and resembled more the funeral of a wealthy 
tradesman, than a slave. There is no characteristic more' 
strongly marked in the negro than their superstitious ven-' 
oration for the dead, and it is impossible to pay them a 
b'gher compliment, or please them more, than by attend- 
ing the funeral of any of their deceased relativeis or friends. 
They manifest a great desire to have their friends buried 
in the same church-yard with their white brethren, and 
are very grateful in obtaining that permission. 

On the 20th went to dine with Mr, Thomas, who man- 
ages many estates in the island, at an estate call€d 
Strachan's in Barbadian Scotland. The property be- 
longs to Mr. Caldecott: —(he bouse presents only the ap- 
pearance of a heap of ruins; it stood in a very delightful 
situation. A lofty hill immediately at the back, screening 
it from the scorching beams of the morning sun : below^ 
it a very deep, precipitous, and most romantic glen, at 
the bottom of which the Scotland river meanders over a 
bed of huge stones; whilst immediately opposite, a large 
wood, extending from the summit of a mountain down to 
the very edge of the river, clothed with every variety ol 
beautiful trees, —the mammoe-apple — the clam cherry— 
the bay tree, — the cabbage palm — the locust— -the bullet-^- 
the cedar — the mahogany— and the rich and magnificent 
silk cotton-tree. Throughout the wood, the vine of the 
water lemon hangs paadent from the tree3 in every di- 
rection, adorned with the most lovely flowers, 'and bear- 
ing a delicious and cooling fruit. The side view is very 
richi varied) and extensive^ the distant blue sea with its 
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beautiful white spray dashing oii the beach, seen through 
the vista of a bold range of hills — the winding Scotland 
river terminating in a lagoon near the sea, renders it a ve- 
ry picturesque scene. On this estate are several tar 
springs which I examined; there are several pools made 
to contain water in those parts where this bituminous ex- 
udation Issues from the earth: the green naptha rises to 
the surface, and Is skinimed off to be preserved in jars 
for exportation. On this property alone upwards of five 
hundred gallons of naptha is collected annually, and forms 
an article of great value. There are also many fine beds 
of pines growing in this neighbourhood ; the red argilla- 
ceous earth of Scotland seems particularly adapted for 
their growth and cultivation The scite invariably se- 
lected for a pine plantation is a western aspect, on the 
side of a hill, in order that they may receive the benefit 
of the afternoon sun. They have a beautiful appearance, 
and aregreatly esteemed for their exquisite flavour. 1 he 
activity of the negro is truly astonishing : I beheld a re- 
markable instanceof it this day. Mr. Thomas had oc- 
casion to- send a negro boy to Bridge Town, a distance 
of twelve miles from this estate, and a very hilly and fa- 
tiguing country to travel. Ihe day was intensely hot, 
without a breath of air. The lad started a little before 
eight o'clock in the morning, and to my great astonish- 
ment, returned a little after two in the afternoon, with his 
tray on his head, and seemed so regardless of his journey 
as afterwards to wait at dinner, and actually volunteered 
to take a note to a neighboring estate, three miles distant, 
during the afternoon. I rode back in the evening over 
Mount Hellaby, which is the highest land in the island, 
about 1200 feet above the level of the sea ; but although 
the view is very commanding and extensive, embracing a 
rich variety of land and water scenery: it is not equal to 
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lliat from Hackleston's Cliff and several other places in 
tlie island. From the appearance of many parts of Scot- 
land, Di\ Maycock entertains the opinion, that it is the 
crater of an extinguished volcano. On the 22nd, whilst 
at Hole Town, enjoying my morning's bathe, a haul of 
lish was drawn up, amongst them one called Chubb, of the 
most splendid color- The head and tail have the yellow, 
blue, scarlet, and green beautifully intermingled, like the 
plumage of a parrot. It is not much esteemed for eating. 
On the 23d of March, Mr. Martindale, a gentleman of 
{;reat respectability, at whose house I had breakfasted, 
was obliging enough to take me with him to see the vari- 
ous objects of interest and curiosity to be seen at Bridge 
Town. It extends, at least, two miles round Carlisle bay. 
and is about half a mile in depth, containing upwards of 
20,000 inhabitants. In the centre there is a square with 
a statute of the illustrious Nelson. The first place which 
I visited was the new Gothic Chapel of St, Paul's, thea 
in progress of erection, completed I should suppose long 
ere this. The architecture is of the purest Gothic, and 
reflects great honor on the builder. It promises to be, 
when finished, an elegant, light, commodious, and beauti- 
ful chapel. It is most admirably constructed for full ven- 
tilation, and will accommodate, with convenience, a thou- 
sand persons. I should suppose that it is intended to be 
surmounted and ornamented with a, cross, in conformity 
with the fashion, lately introduced in England, in the 
erection of the new churches and chapels belonging to the 
establishments I went from St. Paul's to see a large 
Watering Place in the Bay, belonging to Mr. Martindale, 
and which has been in the possession of his family for 
many years. It consists of two very commodious reser- 
voirs, supplied by an excellent spring, yielding abundance 
of water, of a very superior quality. It supplies all the - 
6 
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shipping ia Carlisle Bay with fresh water, and a spot more 
conveniently adapted for that purpose could not have 
been selected. The long trough, used fcNr the purpose of 
conveying the water into the ships, leads from the main 
Teservohr, which is built with stone, it is conveyed by 
means of a large pipe into ihls reservoir, from the one 
which ^ecdves the water, as it exudes from the 
spring. The water is carried into this trough by the aid 
of a windmill, which, when set in motion, draws it up, 
and altogether supersedes the necessity of pumping and 
manual labor in supplying the various ships. Indeed this 
ineihod of drawing up water is of general use in the 
island, even for the purpose of sugar making, distillation, 
batlaang, &c. &c I next proceeded to vi^t the Alms 
iiouse, a quadranglar range of buildingSt erected and 
supported by the benevolent gentlemen of Bridge Town, 
tor t}fke purpose of succouring and sheltering the poor^ 
indigent, aged, an() disabled white inhabitants, who have 
no means of maintaining themselves. 8eamen, throws 
putpf employment, or who have been x&altP6ated,also find 
here a mos^ comfortable asylum. There were thirty-five 
poor individuals receiving the beilefitsof this great chwity, 
there are sometimes between fifty and sixty. They ate 
provided with food) shelter and clothing, and- a medicft) 
gentleman is in ready attendance* It is c^ltogetker a most 
lu>norable apd highly creditable institutioii tp the gentle- 
«en of Barbados, ^ho contribute very ^heerf^Vy, i^2,O0Q 
per annum to support it Immediatdiy comliguoiis is % 
kmatiG asylum, c^so upheld by voluntary coAtributi^ms, 
^nd under the same surveillance and superintendanee as 
tiie ahM houses ; there were *bnt three cases in it* (%ie, 
a case of m^ancholy madness* a white woman about forty, 
her eouatepwce was very mild and rather pleasing* Sbe 
was perfectly harmless, her aberration was principaUy disr 
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playod by her religious visions, phantoms, and dreams. 
At one time she was inspired-r-a prophetess — ^then an 
angel— alternately filled with hope, and plunged in des- 
pair. Her head was much elevated at the middle laterat 
parts of the coronal suture. The posterior portion of the 
head was small. Another female, a mulatto woman, a 
eomplete fury, breathing hatred, vengeance, and destruc-^ 
tion against every one, presented a far different configura- 
tion, being very broad above the ears, ^vith a k)^w, retiring 
forehead. She was in a violent paroxysm, when I saw 
her, and was obliged to be placed under restraint. The 
third case was that of a white man, apparently about fifty, 
very morose, ill tempered, and taciturn, but in no respect 
dangerous. He possessed great mechamciJ powers, con- 
stantly sketching on the walls of his cell, architectural 
desigra — churches, bridges, mills, &e. His forehead was 
well developed— the lateral portion of the head fuU-^the 
eyebrows lofty and prominent. Near to Jihis asylum 
there were growing four beautifiil trees, in the highest 
perfection, called the May-pole Aloe* The trunk is of the 
most delightful green^ and although straight and tapering, 
seems divided into regular scales. They somewhat re- 
•semble a branched candlestick ; the branches have a grace- 
^ curvature, coiling round in serpentine folds, and sui- 
moonted by a ricMy tufted yellow flower of a spiral form. 
They are upwards of twenty feet in height, ; the Bota«i^ 
cal name is the Agave Americana. I visited the national 
schools next, which are conducted here in a very superioir 
BMnner. The whole of the arrangement are admiraUe, 
evary attention is paid to the improvement and moral 
odture of the children, whose decent, healthy, and cheer^ 
fal appearance, respectful demeaoiMr, and becoming de^ 
p(»rtmmt, are sllike testimonies equally honorable to* the 
sii{9orters of this interostii^ establishment, as to those 
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who participate in its benefits. '1 here are now receiving 
instruction in these schools, 218 children-^127 boys — 91 
girls — all of theni are fed during the day, 86 are boarded 
and live altogether within the walls. Their sc1m)o1 rooihs, 
dormitories and galleries are coal and spacious^ and are 
inspected by a committee, in whose hands the whole ar- 
rangement of the establishment are placed, so eminently 
deserving the attention of the true friends of this ancient 
and most loyal Colony, as its ultimate safety, happiness^ 
and prosperity will in a great degree depend on the now 
rising generation. Their present gratifying appearance 
and condition holdi^ out a happy prospect and bright au* 
' gury for the future. The year's expenditure from March 
1831, to March 1832, was £1838 7 6. 

In Bridge Town there are soup rooms, supported by 
dbaritable individuals. Soup tickets are distributed to 
poor and necessitous persons, who, on presenting them, 
are supplied with it gratuitously. The cathedral ol St. 
Michaels is a fine, large building — the roof is a magnifi- 
cent piece of architecture, unsupported by any pillar. 
The chancel, with the Bishop's throne, forms a very hand-^ 
some termination. The galleries are spacious; immedi- 
ately beneath them, and surrounding the interior of the 
church, are a great variety of monuments, brought at 
different times from England, some beautifully finishedt 
and fine specimens of sculpture. Previ(>us to the hurri- 
cane of 1760, this church had a lofty spire, on the summit 
of which was placed a huge brass figure of St. Michael, 
the archangel with a trumpet at his mouth. Both from 
its great elevation and colour, it formed a conspicuous 
land mark, and was seen many miles distant at sea, more 
especially when illuminated by the reflection of thesim. 
It has not received a place on the present tower, a more 
secure position than the former spire. St. Mary's church 
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IS also a fine and spacious building. The Jews have ereetr 
ed a very handsome Synagoj^e ; ic was opened with 
great solemity and pomp during my temporaiy residency 
at Barbados — the fashion of the island attended on the 
occasion. It was a fine spectacle. 

1 he next place I went to see was the gaol, a lai^e 
building, with a spacious court around it, and surrounded 
by a wall. One half of the building is appropriated for 
holding the court of Grand Session — ^roomsfor the grand 
and petit jury — his Majesty's council chamber — ^and the 
general assembly : the other half is used as a prison, 
where debtors, convicted felons, and prisoners waiting 
for trial are all confined. I saw the negro, Robert James, 
in confinement, whose outrage on a white female had 
excited such an intense feeling. Nothing could exceed 
the excitement introduced by the President's remission of 
the extreme penalty of the law ; the people were almost 
provoked to follow the example of Edinburgh at the exe* 
cution of Porteous. The man had attempted to make 
his escape : he was then heavily ironed, and appeared a 
desperate and abandoned criminal. The inhabitants of 
Bridge Town have erected a solid, handsome pier of con- 
siderable elegance and strength : it is frequented as a 
promenade, and secured from heavy seas by a large break- 
water ; it proved of much utility to Bridge Town during 
the last frightful hurricane, and was supposed to haVe 
saved several houses from entire destruction. On the 
wharf, immediately fronting the pier, and in a situation 
well selected to communicate with the signal post at High- 
gate, are the Commercial rooms, supported by the merch- 
ants of Bridge Town, for their mutual accommodation. 
Books are kept containing an account of every arrival 
and departure, and indeed 4>f every thing relative to the 
shipping and commercial interests. Files of the Colonial, 
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Eaglisbi Scoteh, and Irish newspapers are also preserved. 
There are two very excellent Ikerary institutions in this 
towUi both possessing very superior libraries, as a refer- 
ence to the catalogue will testify. The subscribers are 
extremely kind in giving permission to the visitors to the 
island, to have free access to their books, charts, ^ ^c. 
They can siDiile at the contemptuous sneer of Mr. Cole- 
ridge — ^it deserves no other notice. Mr. Southwell, whose 
theatre wa$& destroyed in the storm, has just completed 
another very large and spacious building — it was opened 
for public aqiusement, und seemed likely to succeed. 
Neither the Government House, nor the King's Houses 
are remarkable-^they can only be considered good, com- 
SK>dious buildings^ The Bishop of Barbados possesses a 
mw% delightful residence, called Pilgrim's, beautifully 
surrounded by trees ; here^ as id many other gardens in 
the island, are to be seen the scarlet cordia, the crimson 
hibiscus^ the red and orange flower fence, (Ppintmna 
pulcherrima^ er Barbados Pride,) the plumeria, the white 
datura, and whiter amaryllis, the heliotrope, intermixed 
with beautiful varieties of the mimosa : His situation is 
very cool, and eooiniands a splendid $ea view. 



CHAPTE* V. 



On Good-Friyday, April 5th, I attended the service at 
the new Moravian Church, lately erected in the parish 
of St. Thomas^ and which bad beein only opened for 
worship on the preceding Sunday. The chapel Is aA 
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octagonal building, and has a very neat and inipOttng ap- 
pearance: a row of young cabbage trees, areca olertieea« 
were just planted, and will form a fin6 avenne when they 
attain their growth. It is capable of containing one 
thousand persons* There were a vast number of negroes 
present, who seemed to pay great attention, and joinedia 
the exercises of devotion with much appwent feeling of 
piety. The service consists, principally, in flinging 
hymns, a very acceptable mode of worship to the n^roes 
who are so passionately fond of music;<^-^bul: betweciti the 
singing portions of the service they have prayers, {H*each* 
ing and reading. The Moravians have also a lai^e dehool 
for the instruction of coloured children, and they labour 
in their vocation most meritoriously. There is likewise 
another establishment in the parish of St John. Their 
tejachers are ^eatly esteemed for their unostentatious asie* 
rits, and as they inculcate most strongly the neeessfty of 
industrious habits and virtuous principles, tmd the merits 
of good works,they prove useftil aind admirable instructorti 
of the negro race. On the 7th, I ^rent to Hole Towa to 
hatfae and breakfast on fish. There was a fine haul 
drawn up; nothing can exceed the beadtiful rartegated 
colours of the scales of these fish. I remaiked one M 
particular, <^ the size and form of the sole, of the moat 
brilliant purple colour. The ehubbs presented a great 
variety of hues, scarlet, green, red and I^oe, all brilliasi 
and vivid. In the ornithology of this island the variety 
is not great; the graceful humming bird, the eooing dove, 
and the chirping blackbird, are the chief. . In the mcmtli 
of August, innumerable flocks (»f cranes, aleotrazet^ fla- 
mingos, snipes, plovers, wild ducks, and gall^eto^, resort 
to the swampy parts of the island. Tests 6t boxes are 
erected for the sportsmen, w]») esgof abundaaee of sport 
without fatigue.

lu and about Hole Town,— ^t Boscobel — in Scotland, 
and in many parts to the leeward of the island, numbers 
of poor white inhabitants reside, objects of the raillery and 
vituperation of those flippant writers, who have adopted 
the opinions of others, rather than take the trouble of 
making an investigation themselves. Mr. Coleridge has 
thought fit to speak of these persons in the following 
manner. ^'In consequence of the large white population 
in Barbados, there exists a class of people which I did 
not meet with in any other of the islands. By the laws 
of the colony every estate is obliged to maintain a certain 
number of whites in proportion to its extent. These men 
are called the tenantry, and have an indefeasible interest 
for their lives in a house and garden upon the respective 
plantations. They owe no fealty to the landlord; make 
him no acknowledgment, and entertain no kind of grati- 
tude towards him. The militia is principally composed 
of these persons, and with the exception of that service, 
the greater part of them live in a state of idleness, and are 
usually ignorant and debauched to the last degree, l^hey 
will often walk half over the island to demand alms, and 
if you question them about their mode of life and habits 
of daily labour, they stare in your face as if they were ac^ 
tually unable to comprehend the meaning of your dis- 
course. The women who will work at all, find employ- " 
ment in washing and mending the clothes of the negroes, 
and it is notorious that in many cases whole families of 
these free whites depend for their subsistence on the char- 
ity of the slaves. Yet they are as proud as Lucifer him- 
self, and in virtue of their freckled ditchwater faces con- 
sider themselves on a level with every gentlemen in their 
island." It is certainly possible that such a description 
may be borne out in some cases, but having visited in ev- 
Bty part of the island for four months, taking the utmost 
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pains to make myself throughly acquainted with it^ in its 
features, fertility, but also in its social condition. I am 
constrained to say that I think Mr. Coleridge's statement 
is an exaggerated, overdrawn and unfaithful representa- 
tion. As far as came within my personal observation, I 
fotind them, in industrious habits, respectful demeanor, 
becoming attire, and sobriety, fully equal to any white 
men, in the same rank and station of life. In all their 
habitations, and patches of land which they cultivate, he 
might have discovered the effect of industrious and well- 
regulated inhabitants. And it is a matter of great aston- 
ishment that they are enabled to work under a vertical 
sun, the thermometer frequently standing at 90 ® in the 
shade, and manage to cultivate their ground and raise 
ginger, arrow root, cotton, aloes, and cassava: breeding 
poultry, and produce stock for sale. This indiscriminate 
censure does not appear to me at all becoming in Mr; 
Coleridge, and I think that he might have instituted ci 
more thorough investigation than be appears to have done,' 
before hazarding such censorious observations. On the 
8th I visited another remarkable cavern, called Harrison's, 
the entrance is in a deep ravine not far from Ellis's estate, 
Lyon Castle ; it is three yards in breadth, but very low. 
At a little distance from the entrance it becomes higher, 
and priesents a lofty and beautiful appearance. It has also 
a stream of water rolling through it, and some capacious 
and deep pools : the stalactites are as large and thick as 
the trunk of a full grown oak, hanging pendent from the 
roof. Some large and aiged stalactites were strewn about 
the cave, having fallen from their great size and weight, 
• in other places they were as yet in embryo, and in course 
of growth and formation. On the 10th I accompanied 
Dr. IfiH to visit another of the great natural curiosities of 
Barbados, called the burning spring. Thi& spring, which 
7 
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is conataady emiuiitg. a quantity of hydrogen gas, is situ^ 
nied in the picturesque aud charming district of Barba** 
diao Sci^l^nd. k is in a deep and sequestered glen of 
great natural beauty, the sides of which, to the summil 
-of a lofty hill, are covered with trees of the most luxu- 
riant growth and foliage, forming a wood of a secluded, 
romantic and sombre appearance. By pouring a quantity 
of water into the pool, &oni wheuce the gas is evolved, 
and passing a fighted torch over the surface, a brilliant 
Jillumii^atioti is immediately prioducedand continues some- 
time. Gas might he collected in close stopper bottles, in 
any quanijty, from this pool. The deliglitful wood, call-- 
ed Tu/ner's Hall wood, is part of the aboriginal forest ; 
It is the largest in tbe island : the beautiful sharp pointed 
Spanish needle, the Bidens pilosa, the graceful vine of 
the water lemon, the Jong rolls of the quilled pimploe, 
}Hmploe,Mie cactus tuna, blending with the other tropical 
trees, renders this wood a very interesting spot. It pos- 
peases all the attraction of the Scotland Scenery, and is . 
10 the immediate neigbbourfaood of the Naptha springs, 
pineries, and other beauties of this romantic region. On 
the 12th I went to visit Codrington College, by way of 
Austin's, a very small village^ I believe in the parish of St* 
PMfip ; nothing can exceed the degree of attention paid 
to the comfort and health of the students, than in the site 
and erection of this noble building. From the indefati- 
gable attention of the present worthy principal, the insti- 
tution affords the invaluable blessing of superior educa- 
tion to twenty-three students. Surrounded by lofty hills^ 
shaded by fine trees, vi^ith a clear running stream, forming 
a small lake in front, with an unbounded view of the* 
Western Ocean, whose delightful breezes ever blowing 
health and imparting coolness ; the situation is the most 
salubrious and proper tl^at could have been selected 
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Abundance of sea eggs are caught on this coas^, they are 
a delicious food, and this parish is celebrated by the 
affecting incident of Inkle and Yarico. Mr. Madden, I 
am inclined to think, spake of Barbado^s scenery as^ 
uninlerestiug, without having seen it. 

Curiosity induced me to visit a place called Boscober,. 
named after the place of refuge of King Charles, by some 
of those familie$9 who left England to escape the murder- 
ous fury of the regicides of thai period. The civil wim" m 
England, during the reigu of Charles I. caused many peo- 
ple of peaceable tempers and dispositions to take refuge 
in Barbados, and the consequent ruin of the King's affairs^ 
induced a still greater number, many of whom bad been 
officers of rank in his service, to follow their examplie. 
The emigration from England to this island was indeed 
sogres^t that ia 1650, it was computed there were 20,000 
Englishfnen fled to Barbados. It was not surpifising that 
a $ppt djeemed ao sacred, by the noble Cavaliers of that 
<)ay, should b^ a favorite name, and from that circum- 
^^Qce { attribute its being given to this rude ^nd romantic 
place. Tlie scenery is extremely wild, commanding an 
^extensive sea view, rude rocks, intersected by awfully 
deep gullies, abounding in every direction. In one of 
these is a spacious basin, into which ^ stream of spring 
Wf^tfiT is fcontinually running, forming a comfortable and 
well s^Mtiered phce for bathing. Many poor white fam- 
ilies Uvi^ in this neighborhood* I rode to the summit ol 
Bissix Hilli with Col. Rogers — ^from this spot there is a 
fnosi sp}endiid and extensive view; the house, blown down 
in tbje hurric!P>$;, lay a mass of disjointed stones. In the 
parish of St* Joiseph, on Mr. Hi^lnspn's estate, a steam 
engine is employed in the manufacture of sugar, a river 
G^d Joe's river, ruQs through thes^igar house, affording 
II coiistjw^ supply of water. The view from Sugar Hill 
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in this vicinity is also very magnificent. 1 accompanied 
Col. Rogers to his estate, called Park's, in St. Joseph's 
Parish — the soil here is uncommonly rich and prolific, and 
his plantations well worthy of inspection. Uv, has in one 
field, five living springs of most excellent water. There 
is also at the back and round the iiouse, a beautiful 
plantation, of that charming tree, the ptentain, the 
fruit of which is delicious, lii a circuit of a few miles 
in this vicinity, alt the beauties of the tropics may 
be witnessed, the fustic tree, lignum-vitae, the cocoa nut 
tree, the cabbage palm, the fiddle wood, the white jessa* 
min, the silk cotton tree, the sand box tree, the bully tree^ 
the varilla, the quassia, the creeping granadillo, the ota- 
heitan gooseberry, the hanging water lemon tree^ thetam-- 
arind, the sweet smelling acacia, the pomegranate, the 
stately aloe, the light colored cane, the guinea grass patch, 
the mangrove, and the graceful and waving bamboo. 
The dolichos pruriens, whose hairy substance is so cele- 
brated as a vermifuge, grows indigenously in this island^ 
and it is related, as having proved so great annoyance to 
the negroes in reaping the canes, th&t instances have oc* 
Gurred in which they have destroyed the crop rather than 
take it in, in consequence of the suffering inflicted by this 
vegetable tormentor. 

* Perhaps in the globe there is not another spot so weH 
cultivated and so astonishingly fertile as the island of Bar- 
bados. Its principal production is, of course, the sugar 
cane, but the planters grow yams, guinea corn, indiaii 
corn, eddoes, sweet potatoes, and various sorts of peas. 
In addition to feeding its inhabitants, a great quantity of 
yams and poultry are raised and sent to the Leeward 
Islands : the negroes, on their own grounds, cultivate ar- 
row root, ginger, cotton, and aloes, for exportation ; and 
the annual quantity of sugar made is about ,30,000 hhds. 
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The population consisis of about 120,0C0, of which mim- 
ber there are about 40,000 whites and free colored. Hav 
ing had such an excellent opportunity of witnessing the 
tnanaget'nent of an estate, being more or less at Vaucluse, 
during four months, visiting it at all times and under all 
circumstances, as I pleased, and by myself; moreover it 
having been during the period of making the sugar, "I 
think 1 may as safely speak of the subjeet of slave labor, 
as those who have only read accounts of it, in the rooms 
of the ami-slavery society, Aldermanbury. 

This fine estate consists of nearly six hundred acres, 
and for its cultivation there were more than 300 
negroes : 4 masons, 3 carpenters, 3 coopers, 4 domestics, 
3 male and 2 female superintendents of the field, 60 field 
labourers in the first gang, 50 in the second gang, 25 in 
the third, 8. watchmen, 6 cooks, 2 sick nurses, 11 tending 
the cattle, calves, &c., 3 tendings the goats and pigs, 1 
groom, 2 women in charge of children, 115 old ihfirm 
people, infants, and young children, and 6 invalids. The 
quantity of land annually planted in canes about 60 acres, 
the quantity of canes reaped about 130 acres, the canes 
springing again, and if well weeded and kept clean, giv- 
ing a second and third crop. There were 80 negro hou- 
ses, with a separate kitchen to nearly every house ; round 
the house they are permitted to keep pigs, goats, poultry, 
&c. They have also half an acre of land for their own 
cultivation. The bouses are built and kept in repair by 
the liberal proprietor of the estate. The hospital on the 
estate, is a comfortable, roomy, well ventilated building, 
where the negroes are carefully attended in sickness, or 
on receiving any injury from accident. A skilful medical 
practitioner is employed to attend day and night— nurses 
are provided, who alternately take charge of them, and 
whatever is ordered by the physician, is at once procured. 
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and the hours aHotled for their work are fmm^ix to $\%f 
giving out of that tinie for then- meals ; making their 
amount of labour nine working hours daily. They have 
Saturday and Sunday to themselves, and on asking th^^ 
manager, they are permitted to attend fonerals, gp to 
market to sell their own stock. One of the negroes on 
this estate^ a very industrious man, told me that be bad 
made on an average £10 per annum^ by the ginger and 
starch he raised from his portion of ground, and that he 
had amassed more than £100. The morning bell rings 
at half past four, and at a quarter before six the roll is 
called over, and they receive instructions for their day's 
labour. In addition to the meals which they have, in 
common, on the estate, they have a weekly allowance of 
provisions, ten pints of Guinea corn, or thirteen pints of 
Indian corn. If in roots, yams, eddoes^ or potatoes, 3Q 
pounds, and one pound of salt fish to each negro. At 
Christmiis and in harvest, they ar6 bountifully regaled, 
and on the other solemn days, they receive permission to 
abstain from work. It is but justice to say, that I never 
saw such happiness and prosperity amongst any body of 
labourers, as amongst the negro population of this islancL 
They never felt the hardship of want ; were never dis^ 
tressed by the cares of a starving family and wife ; secure 
in the possession of a cpmibrtable bouse ; knew not tbp 
misery of seeing their family and children driven frooi 
the shelter of their roof, by the cruelty of a creditor, or the 
hardship of the times, nor doomed to depend on charity 
for the support of a wretched existence. These much 
calumniated planters never insolently assumed that ^^all 
men were free and equal," and then in solemn mockery, 
decreed that slavery in its most cruel, savage, remm^se- 
less, meidless form should exist for ever. This stwtling 
detestable aoomaly was reserved for republican slaves 
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They are furnished with two good suits of clothing a year, 
holders ! Let them blush on reading the following mes- 
sage from one of the Governors of a British Colony in 
1823: 

*^The Governor and CommandeA'-in-chief ontreats the House lo 
bear in naiiid, that the black population have, like ourselves, every aU 
tribute of man: not inferior in intellect, or more degraded in mind, eth* 
erivise than as they may individually be held in a state of degradation, 
or of intellectual inaction; equal to ourselves in the eye ofthe Almighty 
as far as regards the promised rewards or punishments in a future 
«tate; that they are men like ourselves, frail in nature, yet equally . 
entitled to the protection, equally obtaining the smre and certain super-* 
intending care of their creator. It must consequently be admiUed, that 
every endeavour should be used to teach them, by the means of in- 
creased religious and moral instruction, these first of Christian princi- 
ples, — that contentment as to their allotted situation in this life, which 
the Almighty has assigned them; that a due obedience to their supe« 
n6nf and a quiet and peaceable demeanour, a patient endurapce, best 
sopportedby the excellent tenets of our most pure religion, will ensure 
to them hereafter those blessed rewards in another and better world, 
where all will become equal, where all will be judged, not by the color 
ef their skin; not by the chance and adventitious services of tbia life ; 
but by the good or bad use which each individual may have made q£ 
his own intelleetaal endowments; and of the advantages towards im* 
provement, incident to this moral state. Let them be Caught by our 
^qactmeets, the value to be set upon those benificent and enlightened 
views pointed out to us in the letter from His Majesty's Secretary of 
State: let them be taught that we consider them our fellow creatures, 
capable of, and equal to, every species of moral and religious mstruc* 
tioa; let them be taught the necessity of prayer, the keeping holy the 
Sabbath day, and attending divine service; the sacredness of the mar- 
ried tie inevery well organized society; the value of an oath, and the 
consequent capability of their evidence being received in courts of 
justice; and finally, the certainty of being as well protected from every 
species of oppression and injustice, as their fellow-creatures the white 
popidattoa are protected.'* 

What a striking contrast to the langifage of Governor ' 
McDuffie of Carolina — General Jackson in his annoal 
message^and the general Congress in their report ! — 
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With them, slavery is to be perpetual— histrucJion and 
amelioration a crime. Nay, they almost justity the strip- 
pings, scourgiiigs, tarrings, foatheririgs, shootings, hang- 
ings, and assassinations that bands of murderous tyrants, 
under the name of Lynch law, have exercised against 
those who would attempt the introduction of better and 
milder institutions. Often as I have gioried in belong- 
ing, by birth and affection, to Great Britain, I think I ne- 
ver felt the honor of the connection in so forcible a de- 
gree, as when, with an almost exhausted treasury, she 
declared that slavery should become extinct, and that the 
mighty boon should not be disfigured by spoliation and 
robbery: but that she would give twenty millions ster- 
ling to the owners of slaves, as some degree of compensa- 
tion to them for their inevitable loss. Did the mighty 
Republic, with its overflowing coffers, follow her splendid 
and magnanimous example.^ No, by their cruel decisions 
they would seek forever to exclude th6» coloured people 
from the benefits of the social compact — and proclaim, 
under the specious and subdued character of ."a compro- 
mise of the constitution" a determination to perpetuate 
slavery, and oppose by the strongest combination of phj*- 
sical and legal power, the ultimate freedom, and present 
amelioration of the proscribed and helpless negro. Go- 
vernor McDuffie will perhaps discover the mistake into 
which he has fallen in supposing that slavery is necessary, 
irremedial, hopeless, and pecpetual. In South Carolina, 
the eminently learned, eloquent, and pious Bidiop of 
Charleston, has been compelled to abandon the school 
which he had established for the instruction of free color- 
ed children: and some of the slave-holding states have 
threatened to banish all the free colored inhabitants from 
ihejir country, if they deem it necessary for their security. 
Surely tbero must have been some error in the fundameo* 
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I lal principle of their government^ that ^'all men were bg^ 
nature free, equaU and indepeadent:" it should hnv^bi^a 
specially provided, that nothing thereia eomfanied should 
extend to others, than of white skin& An.aMewriiefi 
has said, ''If to reduce the African to slai^ery was. a vio- 
kttiqn of his natural right:?, to hold biin in IxNodage one 
moment longer than is necessary to prepare lum for free^ 
dom, is to perpetuate and participate in the iiyu8tice.-Ni 
And what .though the sacrifice should be a costly one^aiui 
ike task of emancipation perplexing and difficult ? No 
sacrifice is so costly as the sacrifice of justice and iuiniaa- 
ky ; no expectation more unfou^dded and puerile than 
that of returning without pain and efibrt, from the dark 
and devious labyrinths of error. 

^'Facilis descensos Averni: 
Sed revocare gradum superatque evadere ad aurast 
Hoc opus; Hie labor est. 

But even if principle did not require the saerifioe, an eth 
tightened view of s^lf interest woukl suggest it. If the 
Gordian knot be not untied, it will be cut. What honor> 
what glory, what renown, what gratittide have the West 
ij^sttia Colonies justly earned for themselves, and acquired 
by their ready concurrence with the views and wishes of 
the Imfnerial ParliQmenjt, in removkig from the national 
escutcheon the foul blot of Slavery! Before closing my 
lemarks an this lovely island, and its interesting and hos- 
pitable inhabitants) I cannot forbear noticing its extreme 
salubrity. In Sinclair's code of Health and Longevity, it 
is stated thai ia the fearful hurrieane of 1 78Q, which killed 
fifteen people, of that number fonr were upwards of e«€ 
kuMbred years ^ofiage, and that <me waft of the grea^tga 
gf a hunifeed and fifteen. It is the neiost easterly of the 
Bciibh W^BiJadies, twen^rone miles in leogih, and four- 
teen in hraaMi, j^bout the giw of the Isle of Wight. The 
8 
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tause of ]t8 healthful condition, and the many instanccaF « 
of extreme longevity to be met with on every estate^ is its^ 
free and perfect ventilation by the constant blowing of 
the trade winds, and that of the purest maritime air. Not 
overlooking an important fact, greatly influencing the du- 
ration of life/ the general happiness of the negroes, their 
freedom from all harassing cares about poverty, disease, 
and helplessness ; and their regularity in food and generak 
«obriety. My excellent friend Dr. Farre, in a very inter- 
esting journal which he published, gave a statement of 
the mean temperature of the different months of Penzance, 
ID Cornwall — of Bonchurcb, in the Isle of Wight, — of 
Madeira and of Barbados. It certainly proved the admi- 
rable adaptation of Barbados to persons visited with puN 
monary disease, and the communication being more 
frequent, and the accommodations superior, it is worthy 
of the serious attention of those suffering under that formi- 
dable malady^ It is besides, completely, a British colony : 
lunguage, manners, feeling?, principles all thoroughly,, 
entirely British. 

On the 15tfa of Aprii, 1 bid adteu ! to Vauchise, and in 
talung leave of the negroes on the estate, I could not, as 
i told them, wish them either a better or a kinder wisb^ 
than they might long J>e as happy, lighthearted, prosper* 
Qus, and comfortable as they then were. I hope the ines- 
Umable boon,^ since conferred on them by the British 
ppyernment, may realize, in their behalf, all the blessings 
philanthropy and humanity can desire. I remained two 
days in Bridge Town before sailing, and took the oppor- 
tunity afforded me on the morning of the 16th, after bath- 
ing at Fontabelle, to examine the outlet of the stream of 
water which it is supposed proceeds from Cole's Cave, 
and forms the Indian River. All that is certain, is that a 
cojMous stream of water there issues from the rock& ^ 
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t)n the 17th we weighed anchor at tliree o'clock, from 
Oarlisle Bay, in a schooner, the Flying Fish ; if celerity 
could justify the appellation, it was never more properly 
bestowed. The Certain, a most expert and active sea- 
man. We went on board at 1 1 o'clock, but were detained 
by waiting for the new Lieutenant Governor of St. Cris- 
topher's, and his family. Tbe sea was so rough that long 
ere we bad sailed, I was so excessively sick, from the 
tossing about of the vessel, that I continued to k«ep on 
deck, finding the cabin below intolerably hot. Very early 
3n the morning we found ourselves before the Piton^, the 
sugar loaf mountains of St. Lucia; they are majestic moun*-' 
4tains, of great height, rising perpendicularly out of the 
sea, forming a succession of Jofty cones. Our vessel was 
sailing at a great rate^ and we speedily made Martinique, 
running along its southern shores. The rising sun was 
just emerging from behind the lofty mountains of this fine 
island. As we continued our way, the mists of the morn- 
ing gradually disappeared, and exhibited a lovely country, 
^finely cultivated, ^nd surmounted by majestic mountains. 
We sailed near the Diamond Rock, so Justly celebrated 
as the scene of Captain Morris's gallant achievements 
during the last war. It was actually a cliivalrous exploit, 
in hoisting up a thirty-two pounder from the tqpsail yard- 
arm ot a man of war, and planting it on this perilous crag. 
The water is very deep between this bold rock and the 
.^hore, enabling a ship of the largest size to pass through 
in j)erfect safety. The aperture is still to be seen where 
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the gallant Captain slept, and the flagstaff, from which 
the Union Jack proudly waved, to remind us, that 

Hearts of oak are our shipB, 

Jolly tars are our men, 

W» always are ready, 

Steady, Boys, steady, 

To light and to conquer, again and again. 

We passed the inomhof Fort Royal harbour, considered 
one of the most spacious, safe, and convenient in the 
worH. 1 saw the curious pigeon rock. La Ramire, which 
would seem to be inaccessible and impregnable. The 
hanging town of St. Pierre looks very pleasing and inter- 
esting from the sea. We continued sailing, with a de- 
Hghtfol breeze, at a very rapid rate, and quickly saw 
Dominique with its chain of majestic and lofty mountains. 
We could distinctly perceive the mills and sugar houses at 
woriiL. Dominica wemed beautifully wooded. We pass- 
ed the iHWtbern extremity of the island, and before night 
closed in upon us we breasted the southern point of the 
rich and extensive island of Guadaloupe. We were 
becalmed for some little time under the long lee of the 
high land, the Captain informing us that it was very 
frequently the case. The following morning by tlaybreak 
we were between Antigua and Monteserrat. Monteserrat 
presents a fine appearance from the sea ; the breeze fresh- 
ened, and we soon came to a green rock, called Redonda, 
which was covered with sea birds. 'From its round and 
beautiful green appearance, it is a striking and interesting 
object. As our intention was to land at St. Kitt's, we 
run in close to Nevis, and really nothing can be more 
exquisite and lovely than this island, viewed from the 
sea. The top of its huge, magnificent mountain, rising 
in graceful majesty from it, was enveloped in clouds. For 
st)me di^ance up the mountain the land was finely culti- 
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vated, and the appearance of the planter's houses, the 
U'lndmills, the churches, all eiriivened and adorned with 
trees of great beauty and majestic growth, rendered h a 
most captivating scene. The side of the mountain forms 
a long slope connecting it, with a loiig narrow slip of 
land, extending to St. Kitt's. We dropped anchor off St. 
Kitt's about twelve o'clock, tind really the description of 
this exquisite island by Mr« Coleridge is so striking and 
Correct, that it would be injustice not to give the account 
in his words : 

'*Tbe vale of Basseterre, ia softness, richness, and perfection of 
cultivation surpasses any thing I have ever seen in my life. Green 
velvet k tfn inadequate image of the exquisite verdancy of the cane 
fields which Ue along this lovely valley atid cover the smocftli acclivities 
9f MoBkey Hill. ^ This hill is the soulbem termiBalicRi of a range of 
greatmountaioe which increase lA height towards the north, and thick* 
en together in enormous masses in the centre of the island. The apex 
of this rude pyramid is the awful crag of Mount Misery, which 
shoots slantingly forwards over the mouth of a volcanic chasm like a 
peninsula in the air. It is bare and black and generally visible, whilst 
the trader parts of the mountain are enveloped in clouds. The heigiil 
i» more than 3700 feet, atid i« the most tremendous precipice 1 eyer 
bebeW." 

As the people of St. kitts were making the necessary 
preparations to receive the Governor, my friend proposed 
that we should land and see some little of the island. We 
had a view of Bassefterre, a town of considerable size, but 
looked wretchedly Yieglected. It has a noble square; 
where a quantity of fruit of all the tropical varieties were 
exposed for sale. A iHimber of negroes were collected in 
this square ; they had come from the country in the morn- 
ing, expecting that the new Governor had been sent from 
JEngland to free them — they therefore positively refused 
to work. They soon discovered the delusion under which 
they laboured, but they evinced a very bad and refractory 
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spirit which soon after the emancipation bill came into 
operation, broke out into acts of fearful violence and 
insubordination^ rendering it absolutely necessary to take 
very strong, peremptory and coercive measures to quell 
their rebellious conduct. Mr, Macqueen was staying at 
St. Kitts; we met him at the hotel. He had been visi« 
ting the various islands, and the planters gi ateful for his 
long continued and unwearied exertions in their behalfi 
gave him grand public dinners throughout his tour. He 
is unquestionably one of the ablest and most consistent 
friends of the Colonies, and possesses an immense fund 
of information relative to them. St. Kittys had shortly 
before experienced two shocks of an earthquake, — the 
church clock had been stopped and was then unrepaired* 
I had no opportunity afforded me of visiting further thanr 
the outskirts of Basseterre, which 1 greatly regretted, a» 
from what I saw of the enchanting steeps, gleaming under 
a cloudless sky, in all the rich variety of hue, which the 
l)eautiful flowers and foliage of the tropics supply, I am 
convinced of the great attraction of this lovely spot* 
There is a soft vale by Basseterre whose vivid green ap- 
pears as if it had never been violated by mortal foot/ 
U here were several large pelicans flying about the bay. 
We weighed anchor about four o'clock, and continued 
sailing close in shore, along the coasts of this witching 
island, the land seemed every where rich and verdant and 
iiighly cultivated : and the neat houses, plantations, 
churches, windmills, mountains, deep ravines, and ma- 
jestic trees were all beautifully intermingled, and formed 
a most delightful scene. The fort on Brimstone Hill, at 
the southern extremity of the island, is situated on a grim 
and naked mountain, backed by loftier ones* It appear- 
ed from the rugged and precipitous steep on which it is 
fcuilt almost inaccessible. It is a large and noble fortifi-, 
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CQtion of great command and strength, fromed by the 
coast and the sea. Before night closed in upon us we 
saw the lofty islands of Saba and St. Eustatius, they have, 
a noble conical appearance, — they belong to Holland. 
Very early on Saturday morning, we saw land on both 
sides of us, the lovely and fertile island of Santa Cruz on 
eur left, and the Virgin-Gordo on our right. We shortly 
afterwards came in sight of Tortoia, St. Johns, and St. 
Thomas, and at one o'clock cast anchor in the beautiful 
and wen protected harbour of the latter Danish Colony. 

It is usual to run for the Frenchman's rock, a rude bluff , 
promontory, outside the harbour, and then after passing 
it, the harbour itself is surrounded by lofty and majestic 
mountains. The views of the town — ttte ramparts — the 
fortifications — and the signal posts, give the island a no- 
ble appearance from the sea. The castle buih in the 
Saxon style, with the sentry pacing before t^e outer door- 
way, is very well represented in one of the scenes ia 
(Charles XII. at Covent Garden theatre. I was much 
struck with the resemblance. On entmng the town it 
is immediately evident that it is a free port, for although 
it is under the dominion of the King of Denmark, the 
flagsof every nation are riding in security in the harbour 
— delighted commerce spreads her crowded sails and the 
iiihabitants of every nation are carrying on their commer^ 
cial speculations in the streets. 

'^Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopa* 
tamta, and in Jitdea,and Gapadocia in Pontns and Asia. Phrygia, 
and Panipiiylia« iaEgypt^and in the parts of Sybia about Cyrene; 
and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians." - 

♦ Our enterprising neighbours, the Yankees, carry on a 
very great trade with this island. The town itself is built 
on three hills, rising gracefiilly from the sea, these again 
surmounted by very lofty mountains. The country seems

iodififerently cultivaled, and the town h iateiisely hot.— 
The bouses are ^^ell buiU, apd the warehQust^s. or stores 
we very capacious, and .CQn)modiou$^ a^ad well iUled with 
every descriptioa of gt)cds^froin all parts of the world; — 
iheir inspection alone is a treat pf no ordioiary kind;-^ 
pr/eachy Danish, English, Spanish, ornamenls, trinkets^ 
fHCtures, and manufactures of every variety. The town 
is h'ghted by lamps, suspended in the centre of the streets; 
^r ropes, forming a star, fixed from th^^ Qpposite houses, 
from the middle of which the lamp is hung. Maay uf 
the lanterns are painted in the Chinese form, and look 
very ornamental when lighted up. In addition tolts no' 
velty» it appeared tome to be an improved m^bod of 
lighting' the streets — the centre as well as.the sides b^i^g 
well illuminated, you. can see for a considerable distance. 
Ti|e streets have Danish and. French names given. to them* 
Tb? troops are ^, very noble> Ane looking body of men ; 
tiiey per£[>r« their various eJterci^s cm an extensive levd 
parade ground^ immediately beneath a lofty monntaiBi 
ool; far from the town. The date tree, the cocoa nut tree^ 
the tamiu'ifid, the sapadUlOt the guava, the soursopv the 
aloe were all growing within a short distannefrcHn thn 
tp WQ* All descriptions of religion are tolerated and furo- 
toele^ ip this inland. There are two extensive estabUsh- 
ments of Moravians— two Protestant church^, ({ believe 
Lntheran) — a Roman CathoHc church^— and a large Jew^* 
ish synagogue. . On Sunday^ April 21st) I went to the 
Roman Catholic churchy to mass ; it is a large huildtog^ 
ymh ft beaiiitUtil rose wood altar, faandsoaiety deeoraled 
with 6tte palfttiogs^, and^ornanieiited with costly images. 
Tbere.wasa very mimerous congregation^ consisting) of 
aU clashes of persons, andof att cooniries, white and col- 
ored, bond and free. It is in^ an assembly of this kittd» 
that the unity of die Catholic faith is especiaflly observed) 
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pwfik of ererj^ loofin^e OMdng ttgdlber m pfoyer, witfa^ 
001 the smcttett (fifficuhj, usuiiBg at the ctiebration' of 
tkmt tofyatfd atignst Mcrifice^ foretold by the {MPo^bte 
Mtfachi, to bd ttade from the rising to the setting of ttae 
sun.

on the.whole^ a noUe and imposiog appearance at exer- 
cise. The island is no where well culiivaled, but it is 
plentifully supplied with fruits and vegetables from the 
surrounding ones. Santa Cruz, immediately contiguous 
to it/«nd under the same government^ and the luxuriant 
lands: of Puerta Rica, furnish it witb abundance of lusui- 
ries of every, description. It is altogeth^ a commercial^ 
mart— -a large bazaar--- and. being o(>en to ailnations, it 
has beoome aiepmpjete.depot. The. whole of Spanish 
main is, Supplied withgoods from the island, and were it 
not for the revolutionary mania which has so cursed and 
distrncled tliat country, that of itself would form a large 
trade., . Qreat numbers of oxen and mules ane «eai from 
the rich Savannahs of PortpRico to the windward islands. 
The immense utility .of oxeu; in the. West Indies is incon-- 
oelvable, and the quantity of work they perform bier^edi- 
ble. ^rhey are used for carrying the cane^. firom the 
fields to the mill7-*for all purposes of husbandry — ^and for 
conveying the sugar from the various estate to. the 
wharves . for shipment. They are fed in peps^ at night, 
with the tops.qf; the sugar canes^ and of thevcorn, itnct 
browse on the hills when there is any grass groiwing. on 
them. . Theire are more milch cows than ibrmerly in the 
islands, and many planters now raise their ^wn stock. It. 
was the case. at Vaucluse. The milk from the cow is so 
rich, that butter is at once made from it, and of very good 
quality. The Abbe Dubois told me that the reasons the 
Brachmlns looked upon the Ox with such veneration^ 
arose from their obvious and immense utility in scorching 
climates. Qn the 22d, 1 passed the evening at the house 
of a very intelligent Jew, named Massiah, one (^ the 
readers of the synagogue. His family suffered dreadfully 
in the revplution at St. Domingo. ; His hopse is situated 
on a high hill, emlnracing ad entire view of the various^

bays and the town. 'J he appearance of the latter, briH* 
iantly illuminated — the sounds of music and merriment 
proceeding from different parts-*the hum of voices borne 
upwards from the street — the soothing influence of a cool 
evening, contributed to invest the scene with a romantic 
character. The house was built in the Moorish fashion, 
the entrance to the forecourt was through fine lofty ^ates, 
and an arched doorway. The forecourt was square and 
well paved, in the centre of which was a fine papaw tree» 
instead of a fountain. The apartments which were od 
the ground floor, were square and lofty, opening imme-^ 
diately into it. Around the house was a handsome ter-- 
race, carefully screened from the sun, by a large jalousie. 
The situation is altogether highly picturesque, and as com- 
fortable as any residence could be made near the town. 
When the eight o'clock evening gun is fired the reverber* 
ation continues to resound through the rocks for some 
time. The streets are then cleared— the burghers then 
undertake the olffice of watchmen alternately — the muni- 
cipal laws are severely enforced, and persons remaining' 
in the streets after this period are liable to be apprehended 
and punished. At the hotel there were two of the most 
beautiful birds I almost ever beheld ; the one called the 
Tropial, with yellow and black plumage, and of most ex- 
quisite voice: the other, a mocking bird, of a grey colour, 
whose imitative powers were astonishing. April 23d, 
St. George's Day. A splendid Danish Ship sailed this 
day from, the harbour for Denmark, and took a bag bt 
letters for England, which they leave with a pilot in the 
channel. The market presented a very gay scene, a 
quantity of fruit having arrived in the morning from Santa 
Cruz.

^tbermaoiater, seven} ^inii iBJO^f aM Ibund the varir 
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ation between it, and the atmosphere, generally ranging 
from five to ten degrees. The difference between the 
temperature of the. water of the guilf stream, and that of 
the sea beyond it, was thirteen degrees. I observed a 
great quantity of we^ds in this stream, some fresh ami 
green, but gene);ally yellow and withered. It was the 
appearance of these weeds that.eaabled the great Colum* 
bos to raise the dfo0[HDgiipfrits^^ of his disheartened erew, 
by pointfbg them out as a certainty that they were not 
far distant from the land. There were large pieces of 
wood constantly floating by us, probably from some of the 
American rivers* ^ The Jktte nautrltts or Portuguese men 
of war, were riding sCbout the isea iii all directions ; some 
large, all graceful, and many of varied and extremely 
beautiful colors. They take in their sails with more ex- 
pedition, than the American sailors, which is saying a vast 
deal in praise of thar agiHty and quickiiess. 

Gn May 7th, ' aboiit seven o'clock in the evening, ^w 
approached Finwick's ishind, the first' iand we made : die 
Captain immediately hoisted aisignal.for a pilot,^ but we 
vi^rehot so fortunate as to obtain otte that night. The 
wind was then bkjwing fiedr and ft'e^h-^-we w^re off Cape 
Henlopen — the Captttn put the vessel under eMy can- 
vass. To our great mortification, when daylight lappear- 
ed, and we had procKired a pilot, we ibund ourlselve^ oflT 
Cape May, on the opposite side of the Delaware Bay, 
whither we had drifted in the night, and to complete the 
vexation, it was a perfect calm*. Having experienced quite 
sufficient of the pleasures of the^sea, we preferrecl prodeed* 
ing to PbHadetphia by land, rather than by the Dela- 
ware river, which from its magtiitude at its moiftfa, being 
twenty miles adross, and the girandeur of ite splendid 
breakwater, seemed to promise us a high gratification; 
We landed at Cape May !staiid, the coast is low and flat,' 
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but green and chearfui. The island {nresents from the 
river very much the apfiearance of the Essex coast about 
Foulness and Southend. It was a most loveiy, cloudless 
and warm morning, and the sturgeon were leaping and 
curvetting about the unruffled waters of the bay; This 
place is quite the resort for the fashionables of Philadel^ 
phia in the summer months, and to tiiat circumstance I 
am inclined to attribute the good roads, through' the im^ 
meuseplne forests I afterwards traversed. The bathiii^ 
must be excellent, from the fineness of the. beach ; there 
were numbers of machines, standing in front of the vari- 
ous hoteisy giving the place a s^triking resemblance to an 
English bathing place ; from the beautiful enclosures of 
green, not unlike Broadstairs. The taverns. are spacious,, 
and well furnished, and I have no doubt present a very: 
Uyely scene during the season* They stand immediately, 
in front of the sea. The beach is ex^tremeiy beautiful, th^ 
sand of the most delicate whiteness, <|uite firm, and ex-^ 
tending a long distance on the shore. There w^e num-. 
bers of birds of various deiscriptioiis, particularly of a^ 
small grey bird, which are esteemed a choice delica- 
cy^ I visited the light house a short distance from the 
village : it is a circular buildiog, ninety feet in height, 
and is lighted up with revolving lights, ihat mariners may 
be enabled to distinguish it from the one of Cc^ Henlopen 
on the opposite shore, which has a stationary light. Ihe 
marsh lands about this island are extensive and divided, 
by Dykes as in Rochford Hundred : they reminded me. 
most ibrcibly of them, as well as those about Canewdon :. 
they are very celebrated for grazing, and vast quantities 
of , sheep are fattened on them. 

. May 10th, left Cape May Island at two p^clock in thei 
morning, by the coach, for Philadelphia, ft was quite 
dark undl we reached Cape May jcourt*house« tha firait 
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tUrtee milfs« and wlKre we ckai^ed horsea. It b a 
mhA village^ pteasaotly aitualed, wtA Im!? ing. a ^aoA road 
to fbe islaad. When day Kgbt eaabled nie to see the 
CooDtr/^ I was much swprised ai the singobr apf^earjaiiee 
af tie fences^ Misa Fanny Ketnble compared tkttm witb 
her' uttiial delicacy, to '''the berrtDg-botie seaiais of a fiaosel 
peltkoot" They are at first,, certainly, disagreeable fo^ 
Ae eyes, of aw EngJiahman accustomed lo^ beboM the 
l0gbly araannented and beamKul qotekset hedges of haw*- 
dKNtif ,iw hn owa highly cultivated comrtry, Th^ aae 
mafreable zigscag fiinccsy ft>f med oi rafk placed on eaehr

There were several saw-mills at work^ qaalitities'af sair 
tog^F^adj;^'^ luni^et^, and^some boa«-buildhig gAog^ od. 
TttigJIafeatS' #as t^M!etplii<5e we amvedlat,^ where w« 
ehaMg^d ba^s*«^^aiii|»ftbrsei$»'rtid bceaidaiiedfA^ vmf> 
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coinfortabte iun. We had a capital breakfast and paid 
moderately for it. This village contains many good hou-. 
ses, and also possesses the advantage of a fine creek con- 
ttecting it with the Delaware river. From the vUIage we 
90on g<K into the woods, through wiiidi we travelled 
nearly sixty miles, a great part over cofduroiy roads, al- 
most shaking us to pieces. lii some parts the hemlock, 
spruce, ^nd cedar form a noble grove. Throughout this 
extensive district of forest, there were but very few places, 
where any thing tike cultivation appeared. Occasionally 
we came to a spot where small patches of the woods were 
in progress of clearing, and here and there a new log 
bouse, a recently planted peach and apple orchard, and a 
few rye fields were to be seen. I have not, even in Can- 
ada, bebdd so Imig continued a forest scene as this. In 
the course of our progress, we pasised an extensive district 
of wood, which had been on fire several days, and was 
still burning, destroying some tery valuable pine'timber. 
We saw the traces of the fire for more than ten miles of 
cur journey. We dined at an inn called the Cross Keys, 
twelve miles only from Philadelphia, and richly enjoyed 
a fine piece of roast beef ; the dinner was both good'ahd 
dieap. We came into a miich more cultivated and finer 
country here, the scenery more and more picturesque, the 
farms larger, houses better, land of finer quality, good 
crops growing, the timber of a different character and 
growth. I never saw finer elms, scyamores, and chesnut 
trees than I observed in this route ; the country is gener- 
ally undulating, until arriving at Mount Ephraim, it is 
then level, the road very sandy, but the country well clear- 
ed and tilled. We stopped at Camden, on the Jersey 
side of tbe river Delaware, at six o'clock in the evening. 
The river presented a . most animated appearance^ steam 
boats constantly ronning te and firom Philadelphia ; I was ' 
10 
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^atly astQDisbedat tbeir v^ry wperior caavenience com* 
pared with those of England — the eqd (if the ateani-boat 
is kt down by iron braces, and firmly 4ixed in the wharf 
adapted to the purpose so thai a carriage and four might 
drive on to the deck with the greatest ease : at the ring* 
ing of the bell, it is again detached from the wharf, and 
the steam-boat proceeds to her destination. The magni- 
tude, beauty, and number of them on this river alone 
give it a lively appearance, the constant whirling of the 
padAes appearing like a number of milts at work in the 
river. We passed over to Philadelphia and took up our 
abode at the admirable hotel in Third-street, called Man- 
sion Hpiise, kept by Mi» Head The appearance of Phil- 
adelphia, from the Delaware, is neither imposing, nor 
pleasing. It has only the look of a busy, bustling place^ 
but as you advance, you discover it to be a handsome^ 
t:}ean and beautifllil city.

I have dissected with Dr. iDuoglisoii) iu England, and 
can bear most willing testimony to his high, endowments^ 
personal worth,^ and admirable character. The Pennsylva- 
nia Hospital is a splendid erection: its front is 273 feet: it is 
connected with another large building adapted for sixty 
patients. Attached to it is a delightful garden ; e\tty 
thing that care, humanity, and skill, can accomplish, in 
the <^ure of disease, modifying its anguish, and repairing 
its'i'avages, is here made use of. The churches and chap-, 
.els are very numerous, many of theni exceedingly beau-, 
tiful: the Scotch Church, St, Stephen's is most superbly 
finished and furnished, and the Catholic Church, St. 
John's in Thirteenth street, is an ornament to the. city. — 
The altar is truly elegant and has over it a sfdendid 
painting, the present of Joseph Bonaparte. It is this 
church to which, that accomplished scholar, polished gen- 
tleman, and eminent divine, the Rev. J. Hughes, is at- 
tached. So greatly and so justly is this eistimable char^ 
acter valued by all classes, that his portrait was taken by 
public subscription, a fine engraving was executed from 
the painting, and is to be met with in the excellent book- 
sellers' shops with which this city abounds. Sinc« wri- 
ting this, I find that the Rev. Mr. Hughes has rectived 
the ring, the mitre, and the <rrozier, as a reward $>!" his 
piety and merit. 

There are six Catholic Churches in Philadelphia* Sti 
Joseph's, Willings' Alley, is remaining: it is low but 
spacious; celebrated for its being the first erected in this 
beautiful city, by the ever active and zealous sons of St. 
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Ignatius. The diocese of Philadelphiat being very extea* 
sive, ihe Bisliop has the assbtaoce of a coadjutor. 

'«The citizens of Philadelphia are taluDg meamires for the ettab- 
Usbment of a City Cecnetry, upon the plan of thQ b^utif ul ground at 
Mount Auburn^ near Boston. A number of public spirited gentlemen^ 
well qualified from their means and their good taste to tal^e such a 
matter in hand, have purchased Laurel Hitl fbr this praisaworthy pur- 
pose. This fine spot is situated on the. banks of the SchuylkiU, and 
is 'capable of being made every thing that is dasirable in such aa 
object" 

I regretted tliat circumstances pireveDted me from see- 
ing the prisoDy so justly famous for the reformation of its 
inmates^ a model for the civilized world;-*-the Naval Hos^ 
pitaly and the Navy Yard; the former has the repute ^ of 
being admirably conducted, in the latter is to be seen the 
mammoth ^hip Pennsylvania, supposed to be the largest 
ever built. This city altogether is replete with interest: 
in its crowded streets the hum and activity of comnderce 
is met with ; in its lovely squares, wealth ^nd fashion and 
beauty — and in some, actually the rural charms of a 
country scene. Nor can I omit mention of its long and 
admirable mmrket, roost abundantly supplied with fish, 
game, poultry, vegetables, butter, eggs, and fruit We 
left Philadelphia in a steam-boat .early in the morning, 
the scene was not very dissimileur to .the avenues to the 
steam-boats in Loodon. . Crowds of persons hastening 
with trunks,'portmanteaus— parties, rushing to the water- 
edge — ^bells ringing, presenting a singidar scene of anima- 
ted confusion. We obtained breakfast tiekets, and sat 
down with an immense party to a very capital and sub- 
stantial tNreakfost. The banks of the Odaware are more 
pltasiog than ^rand. The country is wdl cultivated,and 
small villages, with occasional farm-houses, are amongst 
the objects of its attraction. The boat, landed passengers 
at Burlington, on the New Jersey side of the river,! 8 
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miles from Philadelpliia; at Bristoli one mile fartfaer^ oii 
the Penndykania side: and at Bfordentowif » ten miles far^i^ 
ther on the New Jersey side. Tiiis is a bustling place 
iinee tiie rail road has been made, connecting it with 
South Amboy, on Ratiton Bay. Several coaches were 
in waiting for t^e conveyance of passengers, very like the 
old fashioned double botUed stage coaches of England.*-^ 
The body of tlK5 coach is divided into three compart- 
ments* each holding six persons ; it is drawn by fouf^ 
hordes, changed three times^ the distance wais thirty-four 
miles, which we performed including landing etc. in three 
hours. The horses were all ready, ^nd waiting in sheds, 
and were ad quickly harnessed as those of the Brighton 
stages: greater celerity is not possible. The trunks, goods, 
parcels, etc., are placed on large crates in the it^dm-boat 
which is lifted by means^ of a crane to a carriage, and 
again from the carriage to the steameirby the same me- 
thod. 'J be road through which the rail road runs, W 
through a country indifferently ctiltivated, most probably 
from the poverty of its soil. The only toletraUe crops 
were rye, and but one field particularly heavy: the peach 
orchards were flourishing, presenting a delightful c(^llec- 
tion of delicate pink flowers. 

In this beautifully wodded district, stretching to the 
banks of the Delaware, roiind about the environs of Jo- 
seph Bonaparte's demesne, there trere growing ^guntic 
plane and mliple trees — the horse chesnut-^-deveral vari- 
eties of oak-'-'^he'sassafras-^the hidkory— the pride of 
fndfft-^hecatalpa^-^the liquid amber Styraciflila — theleri- 
ddiendroU ttitipiftirai and magm^ia grandiflora^ many^f 
theta brought thefe, perhaps by Joseph Bodeiparte him- 
self. They always, In my estimation, impart an air of- 
gra\)d6ur and majesty to any seiene. 

Joseph Bonaparte's mansion is tt Borden town ; it is li 
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ipacious building, not particularly handsome^ qa the 
hsLvks pf the Delaware, surrounded by a profusion pf most 
beautiful fiowering sbrubs» rbododendrous, aza|e€is» Hiaig- 
Qolias, japonicas, and souio trees of a rery majestic and 
stately growth. There is a large observatory built on the 
groundSf comniAndiug the Delaware river, and a splendid 
extent of country. The part seen frofn the river, betweeis^ 
Amboy and New York^ seegas exuberantly fertile^ large 
meadpws covered with grass of the finest growth, exten- 
sive orcharda and well built houses adorn its. banks^ 
Xhere is a cre^k nc^vigj^ble tp EUzAhethlpwn^ irpm whicl]^ 
a steaiHier runs every day to New York- U is a.pretty 
viUage, with some good buildings,, i^nd contains a popula- 
tion of nearly 4,000 persons. Newark^ so celebrated for 
its cider, and its immense $hoe inannfactory» and contain- 
ipg a population of nec^ly 14,000, «s seen on this route ; 
it is nine miles, froo^ New York, and s|ji( from Elizabeth*' 
Cowu*

had formed of it, (torn the descripiiMi of some trawUets. 
f I is a pleasing, rather than a 8|)lendid scene^ moia pie* 
toreaitiii^ ^^ inteimtiog, than grand and romaiftiie. The

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ards, render it a very gratifying scene. The city is situ- 
ated on Manhattan Island, and coiners a great extent of 
ground. It is the grand mart of the commerce and enter- 
prise of the United States. It possesses a safe and s}>acious 
harbour, scarcely ever been frozen up, until last winter, 
January and February, 1836, memorable to this city, from 
Ibat circumstance, and the awful conflagration which 
consumed so much of its wealth and splendour. 

On the afternoon of t)Ur arrival, we found that the Go- 
vernor of the State* of New York,. Hon. W. L. Marcy, 
was expected from Albany on a visit to the city. Great 
preparations were made to give him a flattering recep- 
tion, and hearty welcome. He is a deservedly popular 
man. The infantry and cavalry were called out on the 
occasion, and formed in a long line in front of the street 
where.he landed. Bonaparte truly said that there was 
but one step from the suMime to the ridiculous, and here 
it was fully realized. In England a military spectacle on 
such an occasion would have been a grand sight, here it 
was not only a failure, but Ttdiculous. The crowd con- 
tinually broke the line of the infantry, in crowding to the 
landing place. There were a great cpnacourse of specta- 
tors, and the Governor received their hearty acclamation. 
He came from Albany in a magnificent steam-boat called 
the North America. The Broadway is a majestic street, 
nearly dividing the city, eighty feet in width, more than 
three miles in length, and filled with admirable stores and 
noble buildings. The Battery, the Castle gardeo/aiid 
the Park are interesting objects, and at Ni^do's I sainr as 
fine a collection of flowers and fruits, at a puUic.es^bi- 
&m; as 1 ever witnessed at any of the floral »nd horticul*- 
tural exhibitions in England, The Gity Hall, boilt ef 
white nfaH>le, is a superb and oiassive structure, its length 
is 216 ieeti its breadth 105 feet The poUce rbom,:^th€^ 
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court of aldermen, the citjF council hold their meetings 
here in distinct and handsome rooms. The council cham- 
ber has some excellent paintings in it ; the churches are 
fine buildings ; the largest of those belonging to the Epis- 
copalians, are St. Pauls, Trinity, and St, John^s. ITie 
monuments and remains of the chivalrous General Mont- 
gomery, who gallantly fought and perished at Quebec, 
and those of Judge Emmett, brother to the highly gifted 
and unfortunate Emmett, are in the first church : in the 
second, a most exquisite piece of sculpture, in remem- 
brance of Bishop Hobart ; and the third is celebrated by 
the beauty of its proportions and the height of its spire. 
All the churches in Neiv York are numerously attended — 
solidly buitt-*-neatly and tastefully ornamented — and lib- 
erally supported by the spontaneous contributions of the 
people. The Catholic cathedral, St. Patrick's, is a noble 
building, 120 feet long, by 80 feet wide, beautifully finiish- 
ed and handsomely decorated — ^it is capable of rx)ntain- 
ing 6,000 persons. Th^e are five.other Catholic church- 
es in this vicinity. , The Bishop is greatly esteemed for 
his fervent and unostentatious charity, and his entire 
abstinence from all political interferenee. 

"NKW PRBSBTTBBIAlf CHUaCR. 

**Oneof the most beautiful structures for Divine worship that we 
have ever seen. Is the Presbyterian church recently erected on the 
blbek ibniied by Waverley Flace, Clinton Place, and Mercer and 
Qfeeiie streets, ^ad under the charge of the Rev. Dr. Skinn^. Ite 
dimensioQS are — width seventy-two feet, and length about a hundred 
and thirteen, with a tower twenty feet square, and one hundred feet 
high. The order, we believe, is Gothic, with pointed-arch windows. 
But the interior is most elegant The ceiling Is slightly arched, whb 
slender ribs sprioging from the walls on each side, and uniting at a 
very obtuse angle in the centre, with an eztrisnely happy effect of li^M^ 
ness and grace. A deep gallery raos alopg each side and the fiUhV 
supported by columns not more than seven or eight inches in diamelif { 
the principal part of the front gallery is partftioned off for the ebsii^ 
II 
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giving teats for nearly a hundred Qingers, aud at the back in a deep 
arched recess containing the organ. The floor of the church is divided 
in three parts by broad aisles, each part containing two rows of pews. 
The pulpit, which partakes the nature of both platform and pulpit, is 
ascended by a slightly curved flight of steps on each aide, leading to 
a platform of fiAeen feet, with the deck or pulpit projecting in front. 
At the Corners of this platform are four octagonal turrets, of oak, sup« 
porting lustres for gas. 

**The cloth of the reading desk is of rich velviet; the carpet, as well 
of the platform as of the stairs, -and^the elevation on which the pulpit 
and platform stand, of the most costly IkbFiq and beautiful pattern, . 
although containing no bright or gay colors. The aisles also are car- 
peted, and the pews. The chairs of the platform are of mahogany, 
rich, niassive and heavy. The partitions between the pews and the 
sides of the aisles, are railed 'also with polished mahogany. The other 
wood- work, throughout the church, is stained in imitation of oak; The 
pews are all uniformly lined and cushioned, with fine moreen, of |i 
hue the exact name of which we knew not — it is something like puce, 
or the plumes of a wild pigeon's breast, but darker, beautifully con* 
treating with the light mellow tint of the oak. The lofty windows are 
fitted with blinds, painted in brilliant colors like those of the stained 
gflass in the old cathedrals of Europe, giving^a lovely efllect to thesifii* 
pie elegance of the interior. 

«*Tbis is but a very imperfect and meagre description^ but wehav« 
not the skill to accomplish a better." 

The medical college is a spacious edificei and highly 
celebrated as an excellent school : it is amply endowed ; 
there are about 300 students. The Exchange is a beau- 
tiful white marble edifice, handsomely fronted by columns, 
it contains the post-office, reading rooms, commercial 
rooms, and offices of several papers. The number of 
omnibusses, and cabriolets running in all directions, ren- 
ders this city not unlike Londoq. The dry docks are 
worth seeing, and the splendid range of mansions erect- 
ing, called LaFayMte terrace, are buildings like the ter- 
races in Regent's Park. The population of the city is 
estimated at 269>683, The betels are numerous and ex- 
cellent. 
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**TIIK ABTOa HOTEL. 

*'The Astor Hotel, in Broadway, New York, is destined to be one 
of the inost splendid estabiisluneots of the kind in this or any other 
country. . We copy the subjoined account of it from the N. Y, Times. - 

«*The Messrs. Boyden will conduct the Park Hotel in a style worthy 
of the magnificent structure, There are no persons in this country, 
nor any other, more experienced nor more competent. Their prepara- 
tions have been made on a grand scale, and in the spirit of liberal en- 
terprise, which is 9f course to preside over the conduct of the house. 
It is difficult tQfive the distant reader any clear idea of the magnitude 
of the concern, but a few facts may assist his fancy. The pile is a quad- 
rangle, 200 feet front by 160 deep, six stories high, and built around a 
court of about seventy by a hundred. There are about 350 rooms in 
the h juse, each containing a fire place and a bell, and between eighty 
and a hundred servants will be required. The great dining room is 
ninety-four feet by fidy : the ladies' dining room about 46 by 50. 

**The water end gas pipes are amply distributed to the very lop. The 
baths in the souih wing are numerous and well fitted. Of the vast 
amount of furniture required, some notion may be formed from the 
quantity of a single article— three thousand spoons are ordered. A 
wine merchant of great practical skill, who has been engaged for many 
mqnthsin collecting the wines, says that there has never becinastock 
in the country that could compare with it for extent, variety and 
quality.'* ' 

Communication is constantly to be met with, with all 
parts of the globe. The packets used for Liverpool, Lon- 
don, and Havre, are like floating palaces. The utmost 
. ingenuity has been taxed to render the arrangements most 
perfect : the acccommodations of every kind, most admi- 
rable. The fittings up are splendid, and they are justly 
considered the ornaments of the ocean, and the admira- 
tion of eyery port into which they sail. We left New York 
in a large and beautiful steam-boat named the De Witt 
Clinton, in honor of one of the best and most enterprising 
governors, that ever presided over that state. The scene- 
ry of the Hudson river,called by the Indians *Hhe great ri- 
ver of the mountains," has been so often depicted by .abler 
and ^lore experienced pens than mine, that I shall not 
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attempt a lengthened description of its beauties. It is a 
lovely, gently flowing river, taking its rise in the moun- 
tainous region west of lake Cbamplain, pursuing a course 
of 300 miles to its debouchure into the Atlantic. It has 
three remarkable expansions — Tappan bay, Haverstraw 
bay, and a bay between Fishkill and Windsor. The Mo<- 
hawk river empties itself intothe Hudson. The palisades, 
rude, broken rocks of a perpendicular depth of five or six 
hundred feet, extending about twenty niifes, forming a 
powerful rampart of stones, are greatly admired by the 
tourist and traveller* About forty miles from New York 
the river finds a passage through the Highlands, two lofty 
mountains of great and romantic grandeur, apparently 
riven asunder by some awful commotion of nature. The 

. Catskill mountains overhanging this noble river, tvith 
thdr unrivalled scenery of woods and waterfalls, are the 
resort of thousands who love the contemplation of nature 
in its richest, most varied and most majestic forms. Their 
rounded summits and towering peaks, form a striking 

_ contrast to the unbroken continuity and horizontal out- 
line of the American mountains generally. At West Point 
there is a large military academy commanding a fine 
view of the Hudson ; beyond it ar^ the range of the 
Fishkill mountains, rising one above another, from the 
mighty streams which rolls in silent grandeuV at their 
base : far away to the north they gradually recede, expo- 
sing the broad, cultivated, and undulating counties of 
Dutchess and Orange ; farms, villages, lakes and streams 
mingling and glittering in the sunbeams. Nearer to 
Albany the banks of the river become lower and enable 
you to igiew a rich, luxuriatit, and highly cultivated coun- 
try, fil|<3N|BilBng with pleasing hamlets, and occasionally 
finetari^.lvtt houses. The tide flows as far ltd Albeiny, 
necffly 160 sutes from New York, but steam-boats gd^ to 
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Troy and VVaterford, as well as sailing vessels of a certain 
size. As the Eric Canal terminates at Albany, it causes 
a vast deal of activity, the number of passengers,- and the 
quantity of produce conveyed by it is incredible. Run- 
ning in the same direction as lake Ontario, and being the 
route to Canada, it exhibits at all times an enlivening and 
romantic scene. It was the 18th of May when we landed 
at Albany, and we met with much difficulty from the 
immense accumulation of water, which had inundated 
the country for miles round. Such a freshet had^carcely 
been remembered, and it so injured the banks of the Erie 
Canal, in many places, as greatly to retard our progress, 
but permitted us to take a more extended and leisure view 
of the country, than under other circumstances we should 
have been enabled to have done. Albany presents a plea- 
sing appearance ; it is well built, and comains some hand- 
some edifices. The Capital, at the upper part of the 
town, stands on an elevated and very commanding situ- 
ation ; it is 115 feet in length and 90 in breadth- From 
the summit of the capital there is a rich and beautiful 
prospect* the city slopes to the edge of the river^ present- 
ing a scene of great animation, and the eye ranges on the 
opposite «de 6f the river over an immense extent of very 
fertile and highly cultivated country. There are two 
canals from Albany — the great Erie Canal, and the one 
to lake Champtain — the ftrstSGS miles in length,, the latter* 
72. Stages are constantly passing to and from Albany. 
The population exceeds 28,000 persons. i 

On the 19th #f May we left Albany in one of the canal 
boats — the country to Troy is pleasing. We passed the 
house and grounds of the celebrated Van Rensselaer, still 
called the patroon^ There are several malt hoi^ses near 
Troy; the country renainded me of Brentwood and South 
Wealdi possessing the same soft, verdant, undulating as- 
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pecti with a greater appearance of business a Ad activity. 
Sloops are navigable up the Hudson as far as Troy ; — the 
junction is t^yo miles further. The Cahoos Falls, three 
miles above the mouth of the Mohawk river, are very 
grand : the river is at least 1,000 feet wide, the rock over 
which the water rushes is 70 feet high. There is a fine 
view of them from the junction. 1 he canal winds along 
the wild banks of this romantic riirer,.the scene of many 
a desperate struggle with the Indians. The fir, spruce, 
and birch were most beautifully intermingled with maple, 
oak, beech, and elnfi. The Mohawk is shallow and rapid, 
and not navigable. At this time it was unusually high 
from the recetlt freshet. The crops pf rye and wheat 
looked very promising. The view of the city of Scben- 
ectady-^where we were detained an entire day, and the 
^ canal whoily blocked up with boats —looks very interest- 
ing from the latter. Schenectady is situated on a hand- 
some plaio^and surrounded by a most fertile cQuutry : it 
18 15 miles from Albany, with which it is connected by a 
rail road, as well as by canal. It possesses some large 
and fine butldings,and an elegant bridge 1000 ft. in length 
extending across the Mohawk river. On the east side of 
Ae city is a most beautiful area of several acres, standing 
on an elevated position, and commanding a delightful 
prospect, is the Union College. It consists of two noble 
brick edifices, ^ch 200 feet in length, and two boarding 
liouse&*--tbere is every thing provided for the complete 
education of youth, an admuraUe library, and complete 
philosophicid apparatus. They have in this excellent in- 
stittttion nearly 300 students. The population of Schen- 
ectady is nearly 4,500 persons. Curiosity induced me to 
look in at St George's Church, immediately before the 
conclusion of the morning's service ^t was anntMin- 
ced irom the pulpit that a clergyman, a c^loiired 
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man from Baltimore, would preach in the evening. The 
church was consequently at that hour w^cll attended, and 
ahhongh there was a sufficient abatement of prejudice to 
permit the clergyman to fill the pulpit, there was still 
enough remaining to prevent the coloured and wliite pof- 
tipns of the congregation, mixing together, as a gallery 
was specially reserved for the former /Fhe clergyman, by 
no means, distinguished himself, his talents were below 
mediocrity. The farms in the neighborhood of Schenec- 
tady were large, and the crops looking well, the orchards 
were extensive and promising. Between this place and 
Amsterdam, there are several small islands on the Mo- 
hawk river, beautifully verdant : the land in this neigh- 
bourhood was well cultivated, and the pasturage very 
superior. There was an abundance of red and white 
clover and timothy grass. Amsterdam contains some find 
mills and manufactories, with a population of 3,500 per- 
sons. The windings of the river and the lovely green 
slopes forming its bank^, gives it much the aspect of Uen^ 
ley upon Thames. The alluvial flats on the Schoharie 
river, of a mile and upwards in width, and seventy in 
length, are not exceeded in fertility, by any lands in the 
State of New York, They exhibit a richness of verdure 
quite refreshing* 

May 19th, made but a progress of ten miles this day, 
owing to the ravages caused to the banks of the canal and 
the aqueductSj^by the extraordinary flood which had com- 
pletely inundated this part of the country. Its appearance 
WQS singularly pleasing from the richness of the green, 
after such plentiful irrigation, and the lovely spring buds 
and folipge as seen along the beautiful meanderings of the 
Mohawk river. 

Fort-Plain, sdtuated on a creek, seenis a very' neat, 
well-built, increasing, and thriving place : the farms in 
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the yicinity large and exceileni, and the scenery of the 
Mohawk to enhance tlieir value. There were between 
three and four hundred boats on the canal Crowds of 
Swiss and German emigiants swarmiug to the far west. 

20th. Still pursuiug our course along the banks of 
lheJVlohawk,the lands wearing the most profnisin^ appear- 
ance and seemingly of astonishing fertility. Tiie canal 
winds through a rich valley, enclosed between hills, cov- 
ered to their very sutnmits wirh beautiful trees of syca- 
more, sugar maple, ash, elm, hickory, willows and every 
species of the pine. From the interruption to the navi- 
gation, I was enabled to enquire of many English farm- 
erSi who were settled on its shores questions, relative to 
the country and its prospects, and I was greatly gratified 
at hearing of the uniform prosperity of them all. There 
were many in the boats, who, like myself were on their 
way to Canada. Several pretty towns are in progress of 
formation along the route of this canal, and those already 
formed are greatly improving and increasing. The ex- 
cursion along the canal, is rendered doubly interesting by 
the neat new houses — the well cultivated fields — the 
gently rising hills adorned with trees, presenting every 
variety of foilage in its rich vernal tints — the large orch- 
ards with the peach, apple, and pear trees, covered with 
lovely blossom; the canal itself almost choked with boats 
conveying passengers and their goods to new hoihes, ren- 
der this ever varying scene an object of constantly renewed 
admiration. The fields of rye, wheat, Indian corn, oats, 
barley, peas, clover and grass, all looking rich and ver- 
dant in the extreme, presented a fine appearance of rural 
perfection. 'J he cattle was certainly an exception, seem- 
ingly both poor and of indifferent breed. The horses 
were not so bad. The Little Falls, or rather rapids, pre- 
sents a scene of the most romandc wildness which imagi- 
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imiioo cap cpjiceiv^— Wgh bills clo);he4 to tJ^fiir ^fi'^i^.^W- 
niit with roost sifttely a»d beautiffil trees, initer3per$e(J 
with huge rocks of the mopt ^rQ)Le$(|ue cbar^pt^r^ whilst 
the rivetr agitated, foaming, aqd brawling io a torr^at^ 
renders the contrast sublime* For )u o mjles the cana) 
jj? thirty feet above the rjverj an^ fojrnis its ban|i ; the gre^i 
enterprise of the Americans i^ here wojnderfully displayed 
iu taking the canal through a S9lid rock, quite sufBciepf . 
to daunt any people but thpse resolutely ^>ent on giving 
encouragement to the commercial and agricultural inter- 
es!ts of the country. A marble acjueduci of great elegance 
pas^e^ over the Mobav(^]i river> and terminates m a i>asm 
iq the town. There are gev^eral church©^ ip tlj« ^l?*^!*.' A? 
itself not otherwise interesting.

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very fine buildings; anew church, with a lofty spire, 
just completed, gives it an interesting character. 

Uticais a place of very considerable trade, magnitude^ 
and beauty. There are many fine churches, and other 
public buildings, and several largie manufactories.. It is 
in general much liked by persons from Great Britain^ 
being surrounded by a lovely and fertile country ; there 
are abundant means of travelling to all parts, and it is 
admirably situated for internal trade and agricultural 
wealth. It contains a population of 9000 persons. 

Whitesborough is remarkable for the length of its 
street, a mile and three quarters. It has a handsome 
court-house, many elegant private houses, and is sur- 
rounded by fine large farms. Rome, although a fioiirisfa- 
ing and pleasant town, with a large arsenal, and surroun- 
ded by land of a saperior quality and richly cultivated, 
forms a remarkable contrast to the Niobe of nations. It 
contains a population of nearly 5,000 persons. New Lon- 
don, seven miles from Rome^ is a village on the skirts of 
an extensive wood, where many new settlers were chop- 
ping and clearing. The land is well timbered with hard 
wood, principally oak, ash, and elm, with some beautiful 
chesnuts. It is well situated for mills and manufactories. 
I saw many squirrels, and a great variety of the feath- 
ered tribe in these woods : their notes possessing neither 
the sweetness nor power of the birds in England, biit their 
plumage far more beautiful. The tones of the wbip- 
perwill are however plaintive and peculiar. Ihere was 
a steam saw-mill here at work on the same principle at 
that adopted by the Messrs. Tulloch in their interesting 
and extensive marble works, Eshir-street, Westminster. 
Verona is situated on Wood Creek, it is surrounded by 
log houses, but contains a population of liearfy 4,000 per- 
sons : there are some fine clearings, but it is priacipally 
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known by tbe quaniities of iron pre which abounds in its 
vicinity, and »and suitable for making glass. It has a 
large glass factory, Durhamville is an entirely new viU 
l^^e, with several excellent stores, the houses are remark* 
ably clean and commodious ; there is a very large inn 
named after the place, immeidiately adjacent to Oneida 
creek, extending twenty-five miles to the Oneida lake. 
The canal is here carried over the waters of this creeks 
and passes through a most fertile country. It is remark* 
ably picturesque, and the lauds appear of the best quality : 
the new settlements are progressing rapidly. At a shorl 
distance there is an Indian village. Lenox Basin is the 
next settlement ; there is a good bridge passes aver the 
canal here, and the country on each side seems well set- 
tled and very fertile. Canastota is a neat, pretty, and 
flourishing village : there are fine and extensive pastures 
round it — met here for the first time several Indians— »the 
houses are lofty and well built — the factories appear very 
flourishing, and the tout ensemble exhibits the appearance 
of wealth and prosperity. There are four good bridges 
over the canal, and the roads are represented round this 
part of the country as excellent. There is a fine largf 
basin here, surrounded by ware-houses. New Boston is 
a small village, containing few houses, but the land around 
it is apparently of the finest quality. There is from this 
place a most beautiful hanging wood of bass, elm, maple, 
hickory, chesnut, hemlock, and oak gracefully fringing 
the banks of the canal, and extending nearJy seven niile& 
At Chitteningo, the next village, there are several fine 
houses, spacious inns, two new churches, and excellent 
fiurms around it. This is a v^ry fertile and picturesque 
country. There is a large boat builder's here; under the 
house is a dock for the repairs and shelter of boats* From 
tUi village to ;Manlius» fine corn-fields, good hooseit and 
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til-gfe 6t-<ihard«, Are ^etj dn both sides of the canal. There 
fkre B^v^ral hatiiletft between tbid and Lime-srene Creek, 
a creekj With a fine cadtil leading to th^ flourishing and 
picturesque village of Orville, a mile and a half distantr 
A splendid grdve, 6f tn^jeistic butter-nut trees, IVinges the 
tb^rjgin bf the eiakial here for a considerable distance. 
OrTiile Is on the turnpike road betv%*een Uiicaand Syra- 
ruse, in the centre of a rich and flourishing agricultnral 
district. Syraci^se i^ A flourishing plAce and carries on a 
faiost ei[tensive trade ; ^ side canal branches off from it 
to SAliha, where thu celebrated salt works covering 600 
IsiCres oT ground Hre to be seeti. The buildings in Syra* 
fcu^e'are in general of a superior description, and mostly 
lM*ick. It was only fourteen years before, a forest, bow^ 
k handsome and elegant town. The Syracuse HoteA it 
a most ^oble brick structure, four stories high: from tiie 
tupola at the top is a most varied, extensive, and magni6«> 
tent prospect, combining the canal, the Onondaga lake, 
the village of Salina, and a rich agricultural country. 
This is t)y far the best route to Canada, bytheSaKim 
cMal, the Onondaga lake, and the Oswego Canal, to lake 
Ontario, his ta sa\'ing in time, distance, and expense tp 
take this route, in preference to that either by Rochester 
or Lockf>ort : and any individaal who has once experi** 
'^nteA the comfort of the Oswego Hotel, and the kindness 
and attention paid to travellers by Mr, Ives, would sever 
Ihink of proceeding further than Syracuse on tlie £rie 
canal, if his uhicnate destination is Upper Canada. FroiH 
lie^ to Jordan^ passing by the villages of Geddysburg««- 
Miie Inile dreek, a tributiiry from the Onondagli lake-**- 
Camillus, hxiA Canton, the country is in progress (^se^ 
>fitog, 9^tiA tbe growing crops appear very promising. At 
Vbisvillfli^a targe add well finished ^tet it erecced^ctUeti 
"Cfiidb BtiiL deed's Poi'l ts iU^M ia ^ireiyr^rilie 
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district, rapidly increasing, two very handsome chureb«d 
have been erected, some fine houses and taverns, and k 
appears a place of considerable tradeH>**the pastures are 
very luxuriant, and the crops, growing in the midst of 
stumps, looked very flourishing. At Port Byron there is 
a iDOst extensive flour mill, turned by a delightful stream^ 
running into the Cayuga lake ; it has ten run of stones 
Constantly at work. At Lake Port there are branch 
banals diverging to the right and left, tothe hik^s Cayuga 
and Seii^ca. At a short distance before arriving at tht 
^ead of the Cayuga lake, several long and elegant bridges 
are erected, and here are miles and mi^es of the finest 
possible ifnarsh land. After passing over this extensive 
marsh, the canal wiiids through abeantiiul grove of lofty 
and majestic button wood trees, very similar to the Eng- 
lish sycamore. This lovely grove extends three miles, 
and is as splendrd a woodland scene as t ever beh<M^ 
The day was most serene and agreeably warm (May 24,) 
and 1 was delighted with the exquisite phimage of th€ 
iscafrlel, yellow, and blue birds with which tl>€se woods 
abounded: -all nature seemed teeming with lif^, and an- 
rtfyed in its holiday livery. There are three varieties of 
the blackbird, one, black altogether, beak aiid feet : ano^ 
ther bla<ik, •with the exception of - some bright crimson in 
the wings: the third called the bobbylink, with a little 
admixture of white in bis wing ; its nbtiss are so peculiar 
^nd dlillcuh of iniitation, that ^en the mocking bir4 
tsatmot sneeessfuMy catch them. Along the banks of the 
tSMi^ to Clyde, the country is finely woMled with maple, 
i^eech, and b&^wood trees. The cansal nins along dte 
miAe of a'i;lna11river<!aUed the CJydie,^n wbiefa ^ new 
viHajgeinmiied ^fter it, has been fimqijd, conasting^efsair- 
<t%l liirgeitoUiwetlliuiit houses, with aaMriis andcliuMb* 
m* Related ki the ^vkiaity ia«Ktraqidy gMd/attdth^ 
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windings of the river, with its gently rising and prettify 
wooded banks, renders it a delightful and very pleasing 
valley. The church is an elegant structure ; there arc 
several good factories, and one glass house of great size. 
The Clyde river, formed by the outlet of Canandaigua 
lake and Mud Creek,unite at Lyons, the capital of Wayne 
county, and one of the prettiest towns on the whole route 
of the canal. The population exceeds 4,000. It is not 
possible to conceive a situation more judiciously selected 
for a town than this. The beautiful low banks of the 
Clyde thickly studded with butternut and sugar maple 
trees, of majestic growth, surrounded by fine large orch- 
ards of the choicest fruit trees — extensive corn-fields and 
meadows^ — the canal above it with a noble overhanging 
wood on its banks — the neat bouses and churches of Ly« 
ons — the well laid out gardens, filled with choice flowers 
and fruit trees, all conspire to render this town a scene of 
rural beauty and prosperity not to be surpassed. There 
is an agricultural and an horticultural society here, and 
many English and Scotch farmers have settled in this 
charming vicinity. After leaving this place, there arc 
several small, but increasing villages, but the land becomes 
swampy; between Bushnell's and Pittsford, the great em* 
bankment of the Erie canal commences. It must have 
been a work of prodigious labour, its elevation above the 
surrounding country, being at least seventy feet. The 
provspect from it is v^y extensive. Pittsford is an interest- 
ing village, surrounded by land of excellent quality, cpo* 
taining many large, well built houses, with a church sur^ 
mounted by a spire of extraordinary beauty. The inter- 
vening county to Rochester, a distance of tea miles^ is 
very fine and in progress of clearing. Rochester, in l&\% 
was a deep forest, the retreat of the Wolf and the panther: 
it ndw contains a population of more than 14,000 persoiMk 
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twelve or fourteen churches, many splendid buiidingSy 
and a collection of mills and manufactories, scarcely to be 
equalled in any poi'tion of America. Our boat was 
weighed at Rochoster-^the method of weighing is curious, 
though simple. The boat is conveyed on to the scales by 
water, the scales being forced below it by the boat*— the 
water is then turned oAf at a lock, leaving the boat sus- ' 
pended on a large stillyard, by means of heavy chains. 
*1 he frame work on which this stillyard rests, and to 
which it is attached, is accurately poised by weights in 
the opposite scale, bringing it into an exact balance ; the 
weigiits superadded give the precise weight of the boat, by 
which the tolls are regulated. The packet boats on the 
canal are drawn by three horses, and travel much more 
expeditiously than the line boats which are drawn by two 
only ; the accommodations are also considered su|ierior, 
persons who wish to see as much as possible the country 
through which they pass, should travel by the latter con* 
venience, as they can walk on the banks of tlie canal as 
they please, and still keep pace with the boat. 

There are 13 large flour mills at Rochester, with 52 
run of ^tones, making annually 350,000 barrels of floun 
Through the kindness of the proprietor, I had an oppor- 
tunity of examing the largest flour mill — it has 16 run of 
Utones, and can make 500 barrels of flour daily. The 
canal aqueduct over the Genesee river, at this place, is 
one of the most gigantic works on the whole canal line. 
There are many saw-mills, tanneries, and manufactories : 
indeed the water power supplying the works equally on 
both sides of the river, is almost as incredible as it is in* 
exhc^ustible. One mill covers more than two acres of 
ground, and fifteen million feet of lumber are sawed here 
annually. Immediately below the town are the great 
Genesee falls of 90 feet, extending sicross th« rirert wfaidi 
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is of good breath. Never having before seen a fall of 
water of great magnitiKJOi I wa^ quite astpoUhed a^t the 
mi^nificence of the 45ceney and continued for some time 
gazing at it in rapturous wonder.^ At Carthe^e^ two |tnUe;s 
distant, there is another fall of 70 feet, surrounded by a 
romantic country, and the splendid e;cpanse of Ontario in 
front, i^erchandise to and irom lake Ontario, forward^ 
ed from Rochester^ is raised or lowered down the greai 
and steep descent of the Gene$ee, by means ol* an incline^ 
plane^ the descending weight raising a lighter one. 

The ibilowing statement of the mechanical and maau« 
fa^turiog operations of this village are extracted from a 
Rochester jmper:

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region around Rochester a ready market^ while it draws considerable 
supplies from the shores of Brie and Ontario. Besides the wheat drawn 
from the surrounding couQtry and from Ohio, some of the Rochester* 
millers imported in 1635 from Canada (subject to heavy duty) nbout 
100,000 bushels. 

' Three ofthe above mentioned mills have been erected last year, and 
considerable iuiprovement has been made in some of the others. These 
three mills coatain seveateen runs — which, with the seventy-eight runs 
in the other eighteen mills, forms the total of nioety-five runs. 

As has been remarked in the ^^Traveller's Guide", published by Da- 
vidson of Saratoga, **8ome of the Rochester mills are on a scale of magni- 
^de unsurpassed in the world ; all are considered first rate in the per- 
fection of their machinery^ and so effective is the whole flouring appa- 
ratus, that there are several single runs of stones which can grind (and 
the machinery connected therewith bolt and pack) one hundred barrels 
of flour per day !" And such is the character and extensive demand 
for the article, that beside the quantity shipped for foreign countries, 
the "^ 'Rochester brands,'' may foe seen equsrily at Montreal or Wa^- 
ingtonr-at (^uebecor New York — at Boston, Hartford^ Charieston, or 
New Orleans. The jtotal amount of capital invested in the twenty^one 
mills exceeds half a million of dollars (640,000) as was ascertained on 
a late accurate examination, by Thomas H. Rochester, Esquire, one 
of a Committee appointed by the Common Council to collect the stat- 
istics of the city. Williams' ^'Annual Registe^' for 1835, mentions 
the Rochester mills as only fourteen in number, with sixty-four runs of 
stone— -but, by the statements here made, it will be seen that the mills 
are one-third more nuoierous, and th« capital invested about double the 
amount given in the Register. The avidity with which mill property 
has been sought, and the additions made to it during the present sea- 
aon, indicate clearly strong confidence in its permanent worth. 

The water-power of the two great falls at Rochester is estimated a&f 
.equal to 1,920 steam engines of twenty horse power. The total value 
of this water-power, calculated according to the cost of steam power in 
England, is almost incredible to those unacquainted with such sub- 
jects**— amounting as it would to nearly ten million^ of dollars (9y718- 
272) for Its annual use. 

' Whea in connection with this vast water-power we consider the great 
facilities which Rochester enjoys (by lake, canal aQd river) for receiv- 
ing wheat and other raw materials from, and shipping flour and other 
mannfactures for, all desirable points either in the United States or the 
Caoadas, wemay fully appreciate the importance of the present mill- 
13 
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ingand manu&ctanng establishmeotef and confidently anticipate the 
^eontinued prosperity and protective greatness of tlie city." 

This is another route to Upper Canada, as Rochester 
is but seven miles distant from lake Ontario, and coui- 
nected with it by rail road. 1 he steam-boats of lake 
Ontario land and take in passengers at Rochester. Al- 
though this route is preferable to. that by Lewiston, I 
think Oswego is still the best ; it is situated on the lake 
itself, is but thirty-eight miles from Syracuse, whereas 
Rochester is 100, and then seven miles from the lake, the 
difference in crossing over to Canada, whether from 
J^ochester or Oswego, being of no account. 

After leaving Rochester, the next three villages on the 
canal, are built on the site of basins connected with side 
streams, consisting of a few ware-houses, inps, and pri- 
vate dwellings. Spencer's Basiti, Adam's Basi», and 
Cooley's Basin. The country between Cooley's BaBin 
and Brockport is very fine, the soil of superior quality, 
and extensively cleared. Brockport is a handsome and 
stirring place, bouses extremely neat, mills and factories 
numerous and extensive*^— the churches commodious and 
w€ll built — the farms Iwge and the land good. There are 
few places on the canal presenting better appearances of 
comfort and prosperity. The country between this place 
and Oak Orchard, twenty-four miles, presents the same 
appearance of new villages, land recently cleared^ orch- 
ards newly made, and from the size and quality of the 
timber, the indication of a rich soil. Oak Orchlard is 
very beautifully situated ; there is a fine fall of water, 
rushing down a steep precipice, into a stream which 
meanders through aTomantic glen, finely diversified with 
trees of various kinds and growths: immediately above, 
and overlooking the falls^ is a handsome stone bridge — 
the churches look neat and well finished buildings, an4 
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the houses comfortable. Middleport and Reynold^s Basin 
are surrounded by chmce land, and have cite advantage 
of excellent roads. At Gosport there is a burning spring 
which emits a large quantity of gas — a stream of it is di- 
rected into a lamp, which is ignited at night and gives a 
powerful light. Between this place and Lockport, the 
land is very good, and the new settlements large and 
prosperous. At Lockport is the last of the series of locks 
to Lake Erie, which brings the Rochester level ta that of 
Erie— it is dTected by five double locks of twelve feet 
eaih. The upper and lower village are divided by the 
locks — the upper above the lodis, the lower beneath them. 
Lockport has three excellent taverns, and there are sev- 
eral very handsome buildings in both towns, especially a 
church and terrace in the Lower. The farms 8|re large 
and well cultivated round Lockport, especially towards 
lake Ontario, and those skirting on the ridge road. In 
many of the orchards very choice fruit trees had been 
planted. I saw some Indian boys at Lockport who 
were very expert with the bow and arrowj they contin- 
ued amusing die spectators a long time by hitting a cent 
fixed in a stick, at twelve paces distant. They|Were ve- 
ry dexterous marksmen, and received the cent fas their 
reward, every time they struck it with the arrow. The 
Indians have two settlements near Lockport*; one at 
Tonawanta, the other at Tuscarora. 

May 28. Most dreadful thunder and lightning storm : 
the lightning was awfully grand. 29th and dOtb, rode 
round the country looking at new farms, and lands for 
sa^ on the Ridge Road. We came, in the woods, to a 
place in progress of settlement, ^ere General Dearborn's 
ar^ eneatnped. On many of the trees the officers and 
men had carved their names : they were still in good 
pveservatlon^ **with uncouth rhymes and shapeless sculp- 
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lure decked." By this time, the axe has levelled niose oC 
them with the ground. The majestic exuberance of these 
forest trees, particularly the huge aiul stately blaek wal- 
nut, situated in deep and romantic glens, with purling, 
brooks of limpid water running through them: the more 
gentle and retiring beauty of the newly formed, rich and 
verdant meadows : the promising appearance of the in- 
fant corn-fields, aided by the delightful breezes wafted 
from the magnificent waters of Lake Ontario, rendered 
tliis a very agreeablft excursion. The botanist in these 
deep woods would find an almost inexhaustible source of 
amusement and instruction in the great variety of medi- 
cine and other plants with which they abound. 

June 1st. Went to see the new roads forming from 
l^ockport, the one to Buffalo, effecting a saving of dis"- 
tance of eight miles, and the other to the Fal{s, nearer 
thap the present route by thirteen. June 3rd. Left' 
Lockportfor Youngstown, to take the steamboat for Up- 
per Canada. The woods are only very partially clear- 
ed, and the roads in the nK>st miserable condition. My 
friend declared that nothing should induce him to travel 
the same road again in one of the crazy stages. In ad-^ 
dition to the jolting, we were frequently in actual danger,, 
and received so many bruises that we did not recover 
from the effects for several days. The reason why I 
have deviated so much from the generality of writers, in 
giving so diffuse an account of the villages, and new set- 
tlements forming, along this line of country, is to render 
to those farmers, intending to settle in the States^ some 
idea of the country where most British settlers have al- 
ready fixed theUr habitations, and where, if good land^ 
moderate prices for it, contiguous markets, facilities for 
religious worship, and education for their families, are 
inducements — will still maintain the preference to Il]inoti& 
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Michigan or any other portions of the United States^ 

Buffalo is situated at the extremity of the Erie Canah 
It is 20 miles from Chippawa, and 22 from the Falls, It 
is a port of entry and capital of Erie county, in New- 
York State. It is built ontbe north-east side of Buffalo 
Creek, a considerable stream which joins the lake half a 
mile below. It contains a population of nearly 14}000:-*-* 
has splendid hotels, a court-house, jail, bank, several 
churches, a fine pier of 1,000 feet in length, a magnifi- 
cent exchange in progress of erection: and being situated 
on the best channel of intercourse between the Atlantic 
and the western regions, must become a great emporiuoi 
of trade. Its inhabitants are amongst the most enterpri- 
sing of our neighbours, and it is most gratifying to wit- 
ness the spirit, energy and enthusiasm which they evince 
in any measure connected with the prosperity and ad- 
vancement of their country. Several rail-roads are in 
contemplation; they seem all animated with the spirit of 
De Witt Clinton, feeling a certainty that these channels 
of communication being opened, create capital, bring , 
forth the latent resources of a country, are the means of 
its immediate settlement, and conduce to accelerate the 
progress of civilization, which might otherwise remain 
dormant for years, especially if these auxiiaries to nation-^ 
al prosperity were to be postponed until the settlement of 
a country rendered them actually indiapensiUe. It is this 
energy which causes the American aiwaya to be in ad<^ 
vanceofus. 

Black Rock is on lake Erie, two miles north front 
Buffalo, it is a small village with a harbour artificially im« 
proved by a pier, there is a ferry to Waterloo, or Fort 
Erie, on the Canada side, three quarters of a mile in ' 
width. 

Of Upper Canada I have much to say in the next part.

CHAPTER X. 



The great drawback to theprogperilrf of England is hw 
HMneaBe popdaltonf oompared with the laboor^ve^iiired 
of tiiem-^Mhe extent ^i surface, fertilitj of soil, sabdmtf 
ofdioiate. Fail roads, canals, new vUkiges, and an im* 
mease country being rescued from a wilderness, renders a 
great anginetitation of popnlationof paramottnt advaat* 
ag^ to Cana^ and withonc which Imr present c apncMni 
n«st be iBM^glecitod--*and wUlst ein^gitttiflsi wendd noflm* 
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terialiy improve Canada, what blessings it might impart to 
thousands of poor and deserving inhabitants of the mother 
country. In attempting to lessen the numbers of the 
people by emigration; and aho to improve the condition 
of all parties interested^ namely, those who emigrate, and 
those who remain in the Ifnother couQtry., one thing is 
obvloQS — that a district is known lo exist, and is at ihe 
commmd of the parties which offers advantages, greater 
than are possessed at home. If it were not so, emigra* 
tion would fail in its main object, and would tend to ag- 
gravate the evil sought to be removed, becanse the parties 
emigrating, instead of bettering their condition^ wouUI 
render it worse, and the mother country would not only 
lie taxed with the expense of conveying them to their 
destination, but from the responsibility with which it is 
bound to them as a Colony, would also have to contribute 
more to their maintenance than it did before, the value of 
4he means of support being materially enhanced by the 
<smt of transfer. The main object, that of lessening the 
numbers of the people, without diminishing the ineani^ of 
subsistence in the same ratio, would thus be frustrated ; 
and as this is the only way by which the condition of a 
* people can ever be amended, when they have arrived at 
the highest point of profitable {uroductimi, it is necessary 
that it should be recognized as a primary and fixed prin- 
dple, whether speculating on these matters, or carrying 
th^m into actual practice. 

' Notwithstanding, the advantageous nature of a cons- 
try, and which causes it to be chosen, as fit for coloniza- 
tHm, emigration will be mftinly dependant for its success, 
upon the talent and industry comprised amongst the em- 
igrants, and upon the constant and unremitting meatrs of 
««lw8teace, t>r avdlable substitutes for them, springiirg 
opinra spontaneous profusion, even where the greatest 
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fertility exists, but tb»t ihesatne industry and persever- 
.aocc must in some jneasure be exercised, whicb was re- 
quired of tbena in the mother country : the results from 
idleness and indifiereiice -being in this state, as in all oth- 
ers, uoiformly productive of ruinous consequences and 
degradaltQtt : whilst from the opposite course of conduct, 
with auperior advantages Uian the mother country, benefits 
aWuraUy accrue iar greater^ than are enjoyed by her — and 
tins it is which mast aln^ays make emigration desirable 
to men who wish to improve their condition. If no cer- 
tain advantage existed, and which almost places the end \ 
of the spetulation beyond a doubt, ho thinking men, such 
as are really fit for emigration, would embarii in it ; and 
as the belief in an Eldcurado, is now exploded, even 
amongst the matt visionary^ men Bite aware, that the 
nieana of a comfortdiile subsdstence, depends^ntirely upon 
unremittiag exartion ; and when there is a certainty^ 
lis being obMdsed upon these terms, they are always wH- 
Ung toaatreiae them, and it wiU be ibutldi that eimigra*- 
tion offers wooderfnt advantages worthy of thdr coaride- 
nation^ whether the mother country berelieved by encaur- 
Qgiog them to emigrate or not. The £Mts that Jead me 
to this candUtton are of ready demoo^ation. l*hey are 
first«-**The amattness of the engagements of the Colony^ 
wUeh under proper B^aQagemeat, are tmly mch as can- 
Qpot bedispeased widi, and the existence of wbidi are far 
fl^ore beoeficNil than otherwise, iaumuck, that they coun- 
teract eyils.of a greater mfl^nitnd^, than the costs at which, 
t^y »m^ ma&alauied* Second^ — There being no paupar 
popalaliim, tecorcfing to the acceptation of the term in 
thickly populated countries, inexisfence, »w, if the etrors 
of the old country are avoided, as we would a dangerous 
beaconinot even the germs allowed the opportunity of 
ever produciag it :-^so thai whatever c^ 4he^ liienDS^Mf 
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sabftitteme is produced, will belong exciusivciy to the 
prochioer, ezcepcing so much as is remliy necessary, for 
affinrdidg matitai protection, ami whidi it is his interest to 
afford^ aod it will not; have to be diminished to satisly a 
series of oppressiTe and tortuoas imposts, or to adaaiaister 
to the SMcessittes pf aa idle or ^mfaroductive oeighhter;

This digni* 
fied and philanthropic Barott has, in a gieat decree, hoi^ 
nish^ the means of sending thirlete thoosand po<ar pes- 
SOBS to this Province. The latter, if mecbanics, mr beeii 
used to #arm small patches ef land in England, themselves, 
are cdvtain of sncoeas^^I afacdl produce instances of thk. 
But troth compels me to. say tluit others^ who have come 
to C^anada with a tolerafaie ci^Mlal, but who have been 
always aecttssomed to the elegance, refinements, and lux- 
uries of dvic life, lured by the cheapneas of wild hmd^ 
and desirous of becoming owners of « tract of 6CM) or 1000 
acres, have exhausted a great portieo of their capital, and 
have endured privaUons and dis^ess dmost inconceivi^ 
fakw Remote from asarket— secluded from society — at a 
cBstanoe from miUs,almo6t inaccessible £Mr want of roaA^** 
withottt medical aid, and altogelAier debtvred the privilege 
of public vrorship they find themsdves on dmr new 
estate, vnth an axe in their hand ; labour difficnlt to be 
prorared and extravagantly high ; in the nudst of a thidL 
f<NnS8t, whose lofty trees are to be displaced by a labonr 
almost Hercidean, bdbretfaey can erect the most bnmMe 
shekertor.col^mtethe smallest patch* In this state of

helplessness and misery they are surprised by a Cn- 
nadlan winter of four or five montli^ duration, become 
sickened, disappointed, disgusted, lieartbroken, and no« 
unfrequently die. A very n^elancholy iHSlance of this 
naturecame under my observation last antumn. They 
never take into cakuiation the expense of clearmg and 
fencing, which if they were to superadd lo the cost of 
theii wild land, would prove they were actually mfikitig 
a worse bargain^ and a dearer purchase, than purchasing 
a farm partially clein*ed, with a house, buildings, and 
orchard, independent of the other obvious advantages^^--- 
fadiities for publk: worship and edueation-^post-office — - 
good roads, near neighbours, proximity to market, millisy 
aod other stores. Married men, with fomiKes arid stnali 
caintal, say from £100or less to £300, should never thmk 
of buying land at first — ^they ought either to rent a farmt 
or take one on shares for three or five years. Oppoitu* 
nities of renting farm^ are frequently to be met with. A 
recent instance has occurred within my own.observaticm> 
of a respectable young ccMjple having rented a farm wkh* 
in two miles of Ancaster, for four years, consisting of dO- 
acres of cleared land, wJth a house, barn, good orchard — 
the use of a span of horses and 12 ewes— ^15 acres ^> 
faUow ground, and'tan acres of good grass to commence- 
with, the whole for £35 sterling a ye€tr. No person can 
deny that by his own labour and industry, an excellent 
living may be made jQrom such a farm, and a good 
insight obtained erf* the country at a very reasonable rate. 
If persons of small capital buy land, it absorbs all their 
capital, and leayes nothing for stock or improvement ; 
or one instalment is paid, ac^ they are burdened with a 
heavy interest in the balance, ac^ a risk . of losing the 
property if they fail in defraying the si^equent install- 
mentQi^nd interest. The interest would nearly pay the 
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rent of a partially ckared farm, and the capital could be 
employed to a much better and more profitable account — » 
laid out in stock or of her more productive investment than 
wild land, three-fourths of which cannot be turned to any 
advantage for many years. A person of similar means^ 
with less ambition and more judgment, has purchased 
a farm, in a well settled neighbourhood, of 200 acres,* 
with 100 cleared and in cultivation ; on it a comfortable 
house, and well stockt^d, which will cost from £750 to. 
£10C0, he is then surrounded by the means t^good living : 
is within the reach of society ; has a school and church 
' and post-office in the vicinity, becomes independen| and. 
prosperous, with the opportunity before him, of well pro- 
viding for his children. He purchases the farm of an old' 
settler, who again retires to the distant wood, to clear; 
another for bis own family, or some future small capital- 
ist. The persons who are best adapted and calculated for 
clearing wild land, and the only classes who turn it to( 
profitable account are the natives of this Province, and' 
farmers from the United States, who being perfectly well- 
acquainted with the description of labour to be performed,^ 
and the difficulties necessary to be undergone, are quite « 
in their element on a lot of wild land. If a person will- 
not hesitate to sacrifice many comforts and luxuries of an- 
old settled country, to obtain the more solid advantages 
of a less crowded population and a cheaper soil — to with- 
draw from the burdens and difficulties, without retiring 
from the protection of his^ native land, and without in- 
volving himself with obligations to another government 
which might make him the enemy of his own — to settle 
though in a distant Ck>lony, amongst his feUow country- 
men and fellow subjects, perhaps his very townsmen and 
neighbours^ within means of instruction for his Children 
and of^ortuaities of public worship for his family, there 
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19 no question but with industry and frugality he must 
succeed. I have scarcely beheld a more gratifying spec-* 
liicle than that which is witnessed every summer in this 
Province when Lord Egremont's enugrants arrive. — 
Crowds who have become happy from the benevolence of 
this good man, iheet their neighbours as they proceed 
through the country, congratulating and cheering tfaefti, 
bidding them heartily welcome, and speahing the tones 
of joy and gladness, and assuring them of their certaift suc- 
cess if they are sober and industrious. To meet whb the 
same men with whom they have formerly worked, and 
shared the same privations and difficulties : and to 
see them prosperous, and happy, is a stimulus that nothing 
can compare with, to take the same means in ensuring 
the same succCiSs. 

In England, die agricuhinral interest is nearly ruined. 
The ffrflowing pathetic letter was sent to IMteshech Stamp, 
an agricultural labourer, wlio was sent out, wiiii hk 
brother, from a poor bouse in Suiraex, hytbe vkrtnoiis 
Lord Egremont, from his sist^ in England. Meshedi is 
earning, with his wifcy^on a farm at Ancaster, seventeen 
dollars per month ail the year round, having their fire 
wood and house found them, with occasional presents : 
and another has constant employment at Bra»ttord~^they 
have saved sufficient money between them to buy a vil* 
lage lot and house at firantford.

Observe how feelingly she speaks of the hapi^ness t>f 
her brothers in Canada, and her desire that her brotbers 
in England, who had plenty of work, might be equally 
so. IWho can read unmoved, the account she gives of the 
work-Iumses all over England ? cmce happy, merry Eng- 
land, where poverty is punished bj confinement^-4iard 
work --bard food, and transportation from ^tr homes. 
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Uusbaods separated from their wives, and chUdreo from 
their pareats, V\ hat pious resignation does she e\blbil» 
io speaking of her remembrance of her absent brotherSt 
when at Church ! How earnestly she desires particulars 
of the conntry where they arc so happy : and what a 
picture of fratetna) love has she not drawn in the request 
that at least once a year they will write to afford her fam- 
ily in Enghind the comfort of hearing of their brother's 
prosperity. IV hat a shocking con ti*ast is this to contem* 
plate, that whilst thousands tiave been rescued from po¥-> 
erty by coming to Canada — ^made happy — bad the means 
afforded them of sending money home to their friends to 
enable them to come out, there should stiit be thousands 
left behind who would greatly enrich this couatry by their 
labour, mid make themselves comfbrtable and indepen- 
dent| who, now are doomed .to spin out their wrefobed 
liv«8 o« food that is barely sulftcietit to support them, and 
wbidi renders their wan and mea^^ appearance some- 
thing like that of the b«lf-«tarved apothecary in Shaken 
speara'iB tragedy of Borneo and Juliet, of whom Romeo 
deHv^s the fettowtng animated de<9cvtptian : 
^^rtthoit to hdMif andltiil of wretobedtfMf, 
Ao4limMr^«ti9dief Fan»i9e i« m tiiy c>|eA% . 
Need «iid <>pfN*Qe8ion atarveth in thy ey«t^ 
Upon thy back hangs ragged misery; — 
The world is not thy friend, nor the world's law; 
The world affords no law to make Aeo rich." 
The principle on which they aet is, that parents who 
aM giving birth to children they are miable to support, 
are 10 be removed to a well disciplined workhouse, se- 
paratedy and made to work hard, until they had shown 
that they can be returned to «odefy wkho«rt becoming a 
burthen to it, eittier as regards themselves or their ehiid- 
re«. The grand affair seems to be lost sight of, that the 
inability to wpport tbeonMlves attd families, does, not. 
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proceed from tbem, but their inability to obtain \vork,aiK) 

proper rerttuneration for it. The quantity of food is to 

be less than that of a free labourer, and of a coarser kind, 

afkd he is compelled to work harder. 

' Another of the labourers whom Loixl Egremont sent 

out fram an English work house and who settled near 
Ancaster is now the owner of a farm of fifty acres, twen- 
ty of which are cleared,with a log house, a span of horses, 
a'waggon, a cow, hogs, poultry, &c. In addition to this, 
be sent home last year the means to enable his brother 
and bis wife to come to Canada, which they did at his 
request, and are like him doing well. 

' Ilow much more creditable to the governmeat-^bow 
honorable to the nation — how. much more beneficial to 
the Parishes, to have furnished the means to poor, indus- 
trious labourers to emigrate, than to decree that confi»e- 
meat in their lazar-houses should be the penalty of want 
of work. They trjspan or impress them to fight^ their 
battles both by sea and land, to explore their mines, to 
erect their splendid buildings, and to undergo perilous 
voyages for the promotion ^f trade and science — cthen, af- 
ter a long life spent in these laborious pursuits, if they 
require some small relief they nre to be consigned to a 
Government Work-House, there to end their days in mi- 
sery/ I have said that emigration offers great advanta- 
ges to those sturdy and powerful firitish farmers who 
have always accustomed themselves and their families to 
the labour of a farm* An individual of this description 
from Hampshire came out to this Province, and .bought 
1000 acres of land, ten miles distant from London, in the 
London District. He brought with him four stout, able 
bodied sons; they have now by their conjoint exertions 
cleared 75 acres,— got a comfortable house, good barn, 
plenty of stock» the means of happiness within themselves 
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DOW, the certainty of it, a3 for as humfiiii fore9ight can 
determine, for their respective fauiilies in. future* . Mr. 
jyiudic in his valuable latttt; work callecj the Groigrant's 
Pocket Con^panion, speaking of the paternal solicitiule 
ihai would induce a parent tt) emigrate with a view to 
provide for a numerous family^ says : **There can be no 
more rational and even pruisewOrxhy ground of emigra* 
<ingfl)an ihat^ and he who can clearly act upooit^ wha 
sees how those children who are a burden to him in the 
country where he is, may be weahh and comfort to hio> 
in the conn try. to which he is going — and that their joint 
labour will not fail to place all who are dear to him ill . 
independence and even In affluence, when he shall beta- 
ken from them —should by all means emigrate,'' 

It requires but a very slight acquaintance with this 
country to be well assured, that licre, every poor man, if 
he be industrioiis, can provide abundantly for his family* 
by any kind of labour, manual or mechanical: — for here 
the poorer class of the people are free from those imposts 
and burdens^ that exorbitant price for rent and all the 
necessaries of life, and those scanty wages of productive 
Coil, which, so often, sends the European supperlessto bed, 
moistens his pillow with the sweat of his hrowj and be- 
dews his couch with the tears jo( unavailing anguish, 
while . his children cry unto him for bread, and he has 
none, wherewith to still their wailing, and to appease their 
hunger. 

. What an extensive field of employ tneut for the practical 
philanthropist Canada presents: what misery might be 
relieved-r-^here are indeed some illustrious instances of 
philanthropy to be met with amongst the weaUby in Great 
Britain, as in the case of £ari £gremont| Lord Hytesbary, 
Marquiai of Bute, Joseph Marriage of Cheknsford, and 
others who have furnished the means of ^oigration to the 
18 
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honest and industrious poor in their immediate neighbour- 
hood, contributing to their removal from scenes of bitter 
distress and strong temptation to crime: enabling them to 
exchange beggary for independence, starvation for plenty^ 
and idleness and disease for health and exertion. But 
alas! the alleviation of the distress of the unfortunate 
white man confers no public notoriety, such as the popu- 
lar cry of "no slavery :" besides it would cost something, 
and the catch words of "suffering black brethren,^^ and 
"immediate abolition," while they cost nothing, served 
admirably to endorse the utterer with the character of a 
person of the most sympathizing benevolence, and dis- 
tinguished virtue, and pointed him out as a superior can- 
didate for a seat in Parliament, The advantages of emi- 
gration to the home labourers would be, that instead of 
pining away and withering in an overstocked or exhaust- 
ed soil, they would go to strike root and flourish in one 
full of nourishment, and where there was ample room for 
all. 1 have heard that the patriotic Duke of Hamilton 
has purchased a large district of country, for the purpose 
of settling on the easiest terms, all the unfortunate aitd 
industrious poor in bis vicinity. 

In Canada the forests would be cleared, the ground 
would be cultivated, and corn and hay would be raised, 
where thistles and wild flowers now spring up ; towns 
and villages, and hamietSy those numerous scenes of* fru- 
gality, industry, morality, and happiness, would improve, 
enlarge and multiply ; civilization would be carried out 
over many parts that are now large wildernesses and un- 
inliabited wastes ; arts and manufactures would be grad- 
ually introduced ; the wealth of the Province and the 
prosperity of all classes in it, would be increased — and 
along with that its increasing value and importance ta 
the parent state, and its power and inclination of main* 
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fanning its rights against attacks from whatever quarter 
they might emanafe. There are some incidental circum- 
stances which give Canada a vast pre-eminence over any 
other British Colony, as a home for the surplus popula- 
lioa-of the mother country. Identity of language and sim- 
ilarity of laws are<>f great importance, but its^proximity 
to Great Britain — the cheapness and facilities afforded in 
coming out, and the numbers already settled, must prove 
powerful inducements to those remaining behind, and 
who are hesitating where to go. However much our 
Amierican neighbours may press emigrants to remain with 
them, and hold out to them every kind and flattering 
prospects ; well knowing their worth in a country, where 
forests are to be cleared, canals to be dug, and rail roads 
made ; yet, Mr. Mudie's observations are too true, and 
deserve most serious consideration. "Unless a Briton re- 
nounces his country, he is an alien ; and if he does re- 
nounce it, 'and swear a foreign allegiance, he is always 
looked upon as a sort of renegade^ and never attains that 
consideration in the adopted country that he lost in the old 
-one« He may accumulate wealth, though the situation in 
which he is placed is not the most favorable even for that, 
but h6 can seldom, if ever, so fsu* gain the confidence of 
the strangers, as to rise to any office or station of import- 
ance. There are few countries under native and inde- 
pendent governments to which an English Emigrant can 
have access, between which and England there are not 
someiemains of national jealousy. Probably those re- 
mains are, in some cases, becoming less and less, but in 
po case are they actually exi^inct ; and, in the United 
States of America, thg only place where English, or a 
dialect of English, is the common language, they arte 
probably stronger than in any other country." Tike 
whole of Mr. Mudie's observations on thia subject are not 
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more severe than true, and are deserving of (lie most af- 
tetltive regard. Captain Alexander states; — - 

**As a link in the chain of oppression^ ofinconv^nience, and of hea- 
vy losses, to which emigrants were sometimes subjeclet), I may men- 
tion the fotlowing anecdote, which was told me by a g-ciillemaii m Up- 
per Canada. . C«rtain American apeculsitora were in the habit of tm- 
veiling on the roads and in steam-boats along with emigrants newly ar- 
rived, and would insinuate themselves into their confidence, tender ad- 
vice, induce them to purchase land in the States, and implements of 
busbahdry at a high rate, and, in short, take evety advantage of their 
i^orance, plunder them, and too oflen reduce them to beggar}'. My 
In^mntnt aaid, that on <H)e occasion, when he was coming up the Hud- 
aoDf he observed ia the fstearo vessel a burly, ruddy-faced English 
ianner, to whom a sleek looking Yankee was paying particular atten- 
tion. My friend saw the game that was being played, and taking the 
farmer aside, he advised him to beware of his new friend. **But how 
are we to kno^tbese swindlers?" said Hodge; **peHiaps you are one 
yottmeU*!'* **Mef no, no,'^said the gentleman; **why I don't want 
to aell any thing to you. I'm your countryman: I only otfer you ad- 
vice, for I wish to save you (here the American approached to listen 

to what was going forward;) but, whenever you see a d d sneak- 

inglbllow shoving himself forward where he has no business, and fist- 
enihgto conversation which does not concern him, that is €k Yankee 
apeottlator;— of him beware!" The American was unable to notice 
tbia severe rub, and edged off to mark down anotlier quarry." 

Frodi the number ^ old and crazy and crowded ves- 
sete that were sent out with emigrants, and the numerous 
shipwrecks which occurred^ the attention) of the Govern- 
ment has been, at length, forcibly directed to this subject. 
But as certainty and despatch are of immense conse- 
quence to an emigrant and his family, as well as cheap- 
ness, good vessds, and kind captains, it must be very 
gratifyli^, that Messrs. Robinson, Brothers, Bankers, 
Lirerpool, have agencies estaUished throughout Enginnd,. 
Seotlund) and Ireland : engage none but good vessels : 
are most punctual to sailings and fttdlita^ the views and 
objeea of emigmiits as much as in their power. They 
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have ves&cls from Liveqiool to New York, every u*eek : 
to Quebec and Montreal every fortnight. Their ships are 
convenient and comfortably fitted up, and their command- 
ers arc skilful navigators. It is exceedingly desirable that 
an emigrant, immediately on landing, should call at the 
emigrant office for information, as the soonar he locates 
himself and obtains employment, the better. 

At Quebec, Montreal, Kingston, Toronto, and Hamil* 
ton, societies have been formed — and it is by far the most 
preferable ronte under the present well regulated state of 
things. If those, however, who intend coming to Ca«a-i 
da, prefer making their voyage by New York, they should, 
by all ineans^ immediately apply to the British Consul 
for information as to their route, otherwise they are very 
liable to be deceived. . 

Before sailing, 1 think emigrants should take some gen^ 
tie medicine as a preparation for their voyage-^rhubarb 
and magnesia — a dose of salts, in peppermint infusion — 
an aloetic pill, or any mild medicine that agrees with 
them-^their diet, for a week previous, should be lights and 
spare — at sea, if severely sick, rest, and plentiful draughts 
of warm camomile tea, and a little rhubarb and blue pill, 
or equal parts of blue pill and aloetic pill when laying 
down, after the stomach has recovered its tone sufficient- 
ly to retain one. They should be careful to provide some 
good ginger, with which they can make tea, a most grate- 
ful diffiisible stimulus, and a valuable stomachic. At the 
completion of their voyage^ when resuming full diet, it 
is very beneficial to direct the bile into its proper and 
accustomed channel, by again taking mild medicine, 
combined with .an unirritating dose of blue pill. Poor 
emigrants travelling up the Erie canal from New York — 
or the Rideau canal from Bytown to Kingston, would do 
well to hare sone good powdered Ipecacumdia with 
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(heniy and slionld they be seized with rigors, lassitude, 
headache, nausea, followed by thirst, and increased heat, 
they should take an emetic of Ipecacuanha, immediately, 
and afterwards some laxative medicine in conjunction, 
with calomel or blue pill. Those with families should 
especially take care that their children have been vaccina- 
ted before leaving home, as the small pox has been known 
to have been taken on board a ship and produced great 
ravage among the crew. The disease, most common to 
Europeans on their first arrival in Canada, consists in va* 
rious modifications of bilious disorder, and intermittent 
fever, sometimes dysentery. It has been variously ascribed 
to miasma, to imprudent exposure of the person, and 
drinking bad water. I think a fourth cause may be 
assigned, that has much to do with it, viz. the complete 
change in manner of living. To avoidjthe first, in trav- 
ersing a marshy district, is scarcely possible^ — to guard 
against ill effects from the second cause, flannels should 
be worn ne;ct to the skin —and for the third, an admirable 
substitute for bad water may be found, in pouring boiling 
water on bruised ginger and making a weak ginger tea. 
To prevent the consequences of the fourth, a more sim- 
ple and plain diet, such as broth irotn lean meat, gruel, 
porridge, bread, milk, and eggs should be preferred to the 
coarse, rank, and greasy diet too often set before them. 



CHAPTER XI. 



Nothing can afford buch an accuracte indication of cli- 
mate, as correct meteorological data, and which, by the 
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tfndness of Dr. Craigie, I am enabled to supply to Juljr 
1836. T may observe generally that the atmosphere is 
greatly divested of the humidity so productive ot catarrhs 
and rheumatism in Gt. Britain, and that it maybe char- 
acterized as clear and light, fogs not contmon, winters 
long and severe, summers short and intensely hot, scarce- 
ly any spring, but an Indian summer at the fall of the 
year, answering to the autumnal season^ and for delicious 
mildness, not to be surpassed by any portion of the globe. 
High \vinds are common in March, and dreadful thunder 
and lightning storms in August. 

When I speak of the winters being long and severe, I 
do not, by any pi cans, consider that as a fault, but on 
the contrary, if the various agricultural societies should 
be the means ctf introducing good winter food for cattle, 
nothing would be so cheering to the inhabitants, and be- 
neficial to the country, as such winters as the one we last 
passed through. The sous irfSt. Andrew were enabled 
by the excellent sleighing, to enjoy their annual festival^ 
Nov. 30, 1835, at West Flamboro' — persons from Ancas- 
ter, Dundas, and Hamilton attending: and on new Year's 
eve, a ball was held at the same tavern, got up by the 
same party, at which upwards of one hundred persons at-^ 
tended. From the steady continuance of' this delightful 
mode of travelling, persons from the most remote town- 
ships are enabled to make long jolirnies, if necessary; — it 
is not at all unusual to travel four or five hundred miles 
in this manner. Immense business is effected during this 
lively season, innumerable saw logs conveyed to the mill, 
grain brought to market, and chopping and clearing in 
the woods carried on. A person from Brantford, March 
22nd, 1 836 , writes thus : 

**Wc are now drawing to the close of one of the severest winter* 
which has been known for some years in Upper Canada, and we may 
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look daily for an end as well to the amusements wtiich it hus afTunlcd 
by the excellent sleighing that has accompanied it, as to all those oc- 
cupations to which it has given facility, rail hauling, wood drawing, 
&c. The farmer should oow overhaul his plough, harruws, and im- 
plements of all descriptions, that he may be prepared to take the field 
as soon as Mother Earth is loosened from her shackles. The heavy 
fall of snow has been a great preservation to the grain, and from the 
show of the wheats before they were covered, fair crops may be antici- 
pated. The yards should, during the present month, as soon as they 
are loosened on the surface of the ground, be cleared from the manure, 
it is more easily collected into heaps at this season, and when the 
ground soAeos, much of it istrodden into the earth, and remains there 
aAer it becomes dry. tie is a slovenly farmer who allows it year after 
year to lie about his barn, injuring the timber and poisoning the atmos- 
phere — let him gather it into heaps and get it upon his land as soon as 
possible, and the return will pay him for hie labour. We would have 
our friends too think about their grass seeds, and we give them aa ex- 
jCellent faint from our contemporary, the Genesee Fanner, on 
SOWING CLOVER. 

**Where it is intended to sow clover seed on winter grain, it should 
be done in the latter part of winter and before the thawing of the ground. 
It is a common practice to sow it in the spring, aAer the frost has left 
tbssoil — but as the ground has in thiscase become in a manner settled 
and dry, tbere is less chance of the seed vegetating, land as it falls 
merely upon the surface, it is prevented taking sufficient root to with- 
stand efiectually the coming drought. But when sown earlier, the 
breaking and crumbling of the soil by the parting frost, mixes the earth 
with the seed and it takes sufficient root b^ore the dry season comes 
upon it. TJiere need not be any appiehension that the seed by gerfiM* 
natingtoo early, will be killed by the frost, as they never start below 
the temperature of 60 degrees Fahrenheit — which temperature it is 
obvious cannot exist until the ground is thawed* 

''A great loss always follows the practice of sowing too little seed. 
Twelve pounds to the acre is not too much in any instance and where 
the soil it poor a much larger quantity should foe used. Farmers who 
wish to save expense by sowing only five or six pounds to the acre, 
lose more than five times as much by the deficiency of the crop— so 
that it is expensive economy at best. Besides, when clover is sown 
thinly, the growth is thin and coarse, on the contrary when there is 
^^fficient «6ed, the growth is fine and dense, and the stalks are not 
n^tyd by cattle as is otbeirwiae.the casa. A thkk growth alsopr^- 
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v«iir« the adniicsi^ <lf weeds, which m> frefweatly disfigure thin mea-

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tfvely engaged in furniBhing the housewives ti'ith the tnaterials for a 
Pigeon pie. Crack, crack, crack, is the order of the day. Should the 
genuine emigration take place in an equal proportion, and the okl wo- 
men say the innumerable flocks of pigeons are a good sign, we antici- 
pate that the year 1836 will be a bright one for Canada. We will not 
darken the pleasing picture by even a glance at the political horizon." 

The late winter commenced in November, the sleigh- 
ing .general on the 23d, and continued \nthout intermis- 
sion during the whole of the months of December, Janua- 
ry, February, and March. Of its e^^ident utility to the 
Province, I shall have occasion to speak, in showing the 
quantity of timber conveyed to some of the saw-tnills du- 
ring those months. Of the delightful temperature and 
appearance of an indian summer, I took notes, when ma- 
liiog a visit from Cayuga to Brantfurd, in the third week 
of October. I was two days performingdie journey along 
the ricb meandcrings of tire Grand River. They were 
certainly two fine, autumnal days, when from the early 
occurrence of frost, the foliage had begun to assume its 
variegated appearance, before th^ falling of the Ij^f— *aad 
the beautiful tints and mellow hues far deeper and more 
diversified than in an European scene, often blended har- 
moniously in tlie same tree, or contrasted witli the deep- 
est green of a kindred branch appearing too healthy aqd 
vigorous to be preoursorsof dissolution or symptoms of 
decay. The bright yellow of the walnut, the acarlet of 
the fnaple, the fresh green of the fir, and the sombre brown 
of the cedar, were often the most proniinent colours ; but 
these were mingled with a variety of others more soft 
and delicate, melting imperceptibly into «ach other, and 
throwing a rich and luxuriant beauty over the gorgeous 
forest. The picturesque hills which sweep up from the 
river side, were sleeping in the niellow light of the season ; 
the distant viUage gleamed ifrom a thin cloud, of light, 
blue vor, in the dreamy indistinctness of which the 
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poet loves to dwell ; the trees were Just arrayed in that 
garb indicative of decay, which always lends so tender 
and melancholy an interest to scenery — and the waters 
gilding silently along here and there bore down an Indian 
canoe without even a ripple. The fragrance of the woods, 
the gambols of the squirrels, the coolness of the mornings 
and evenings gave an ethereal cliarm to the scene, fully 
justifying the indignant remonstrance of the poet against 
those who were not enamoured with nature's charms :. 

They know not how the deepening treesv 
Dark glens and shadow rocks can please,. 

The niormng blush, the snaile of even : 
What trees, and lawns, and mountains mean. 
The dying gale« the brtaihingsceDe» 

The midnight calm, the whisp'ring heav^&. 

Pickering's observations are quite correct— he says r 
"'J he winter is the most lively part of the year : when^ 
there is about four inches snow with frost, sleighing is^ 
universal, for business or pleasure, from one end* of the 
Province to the other. A span of good horses conveys^ 
two or three persons in a sleigh forty or fifty miles a day, 
with ease, and they often go sixty or seventy. With 
warm clothing, a fur cap, and a bear or buffalo skin over 
the back and feet, it is a pleasant and very easy way of 
travelling, enlivened by the numerous sleighs and the 
jingling of bells, which the horses are required to wear." 
From Aneaster Church, to Vanderlip's tavern, a distance 
of little more than three miles, across the Aneaster Plains, 
I counted sixty-four sleighs on the 20th of January, most 
of them bringing saw-logs to the mill. Several on parties* 
of pleasure, and others with grain for the stores. 

As a proof of the cheerfulness and hilarity consequent 
on this mode of travelling, we may instance the following 
animated account of a Canadian Poet.

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when properly made. The process of making it is ex- 
tremely simple. As soon as the sap of the trees commen- 
ces running in the spring, the tree is tapped, as it is term- 
ed, which is done by baring a hole, with an inch auger, 
four inches deep — a tubb then set under, and ' the juice 
or sap is made tor flow into it, by means of a trough. 
The trees run best when the days are warm and the nights 
frosty* This operation is performed upon a great num- 
ber at the same time, taking care to watch the tub& or 
paiJs that they may be emptied as soon as filled. The 
juice is evaporated by boiling down ta the proper consis- 
tence. It has not so pleasant a taste, to my mind, as the 
sugar made from the cane, but I have no doubt but that 
it might be much improved in the manufacture. 

**The maple sugar fiea»on is upan us now, j^nd during Che sttimy 
days and freezing nights which we have towards the end of j^aceh and 
the beginning of April* the farmer, and the ^'&rmef boys," may be 
seen in the maple lots with all their apparatus, bueketSr spouts, ket* 
ties, &c., for manufacturing this valuable and delicious artiple. In 
fime, it will be found in the Boston market, vieing in richness, and^ 
whiteness with the best loaf sugac. Those who would have their sugar 
perfectly white, and free from tlie dark colour which much of it wears, 
have only to Jook well to their kettles, buckets, tubs, &c., before they 
receive the sap, as the colouring matter which darkens the sugar is all 
derived from — as much so as thet which gives brandy its red appear* 
ttice is derived from the pipes, barrels, ^., which contain it. — A wri- 
ter in the Woodstock Courier suggests, that before the sap is put into 
the kettles, a little lime should be put in — say ateaspoonfull to a 
couple of barrels — in order to neutralize the vegetable acid which it 
contains. It should be Btirred up and then allowed to settle to prevent 
the acid from decomposing the iron, which gives the sugar its black 
Appearance, and causes it to colour the tea. The kettles should also, 
while warm^ receive a thin coat of white wash, and when dry, the sap 
put in and kept boiling till it is ^'sugared off." By a little attention of 
this kind, maple sugar may be made wliiter than the best in the market 
and bring a high priee to the producer.'' 

' Of the admirable adaptation of this Province for fruit, 
I have been often well convinced by the immense quail- 
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tlty it spontaneously produced. In the deep woods skirt- 
ing the banks of the Grand River, apples, plums, cher- 
ries, ras]iberrie% strawberries, gooseberries, and currants, 
are growing in all directions. And the immense clusters 
of grapes, the vines hanging in graceful festoons from 
lofty trees, are well calculated to excite astonishment. 
The peach tree requires peculiar care and attention, in 
consequence of its sbootiBg fortli its blossoms so early in 
the spring, which the least cold afterwards is almost sure 
to nip. The^precautiofl to be taken^ and which has been 
found soccessful in many parts of the northern section, 
where the peach had invariably fieuled before, is, at the 
time of the year when the snow is disappearing from the 
land, to take care and rake togetlier and pile op a heap 
of it immediately arottiid the roots of the peach tr^e, and 
the same should foe pressed down closely, in order that it 
may be the last snow melted down in the spring. The 
snow around the roots of the tree will have the effect of 
keeping the sap down tiU it can pat forth it» flowers, like 
other fruit trees, vnthout any^danger from the frost oiucold. 
The Hon. James Crooks, of West Flamboro', weH known 
for his devotion to horticulture, planted a ^^t many 
peach trees in a southern aspect, but finding that invari-

BROCKVILLE 
Is the District town, and has loog been admired for the 
beauty of its situation, the superiority of its buildings, the 
4ertHity.of the surrounding country, and its general salur 
brity. It stands on a shelving bank» with a pretty slope, 
fropfi balf.a mile in depth to the edge of the river. It bat 
a southern aspect, and is delightfully shaded by groves of 
majestic trees. It contains about 1,200 inhabitants ; there 
are threechurches.

"There was launched this afternoon from the ship-yard of Messrs. 
Hooker, Henderson Sc Co. a large and splendid centre-board schomcLF 
of 130 tons burthen, nUended for U)e carrying trade of lakes Ontario 
Rnd Erie. This vessel is so constructed as to warrant the belief that 
she will be able to carry 800 barrels of pork through the Welland canaV 
without unloading. She is built and rigged in the most substantiafi 
manner, and is superior to any other schooner on thfese waters. She 
fs an ornament to the lake, and reflects much credit on the owners,, 
and the builder, Mr. Sheay. She is named in honour pf our staunch 
Constitutional Governor, Str F. B. Mead. The name gave gre;it 
satisfaction to the people here, aind was received by the most enthusi- 
astic cheering by the multitude assembled to witness the launch, which 
was the best we ever saw. She was fully rigged and sails bent while 
on the stocks, and 'looked beautiful as she glided gracefully into her 
native element'^ 

GANNANOQUE 
Is a stnall village, on the Gannanoque River, the hydraa* 
lie power at this place is probably the best in the Province^ 
Hnd if e\'er manufactures should be carried to much exr 
tent, this village will be the nucleus for a large manufact 
luring town. There are already in active operation, a 
spacious flour mill, a saw mill, a pail manufactory, a^cloth 
mauufaptory, a foundry, a fulling mill, carding machine^ 
irc. "The Gaariannque Creek, rushes headlong over 
the precipice, into the -St, Lawrence, and has been viewed 
with stupid curiosity by ^he savages for the last tb<»usand 
years. But the genius of civilization and enterprise ap? 
proacbes, and by tbe touch of her noagic wand, the whole 
sc^p IS inspired with anew and busier vitality : and a 
ciuMer of factories arid mills giveemploytnent, sasteBanci^ 
nnd ultimately affluence to thousands. The value here 
is doc in the waterfall, but in the genius which turned if 
t6 account : the capital and enterprise ;wbicii created thif 
arerte* of prosperity femd industry, which now. mftiotai^^ it 
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in* ac(iv€i operation," There are other small villages in 
the District— Beverly, Portland, Maitland— all flourishing- 
Also, Merrickvilie, whei'e three beautiful locks oTiUc; fli- 
deau canal are built : they are of a hewn stone, 'most se* 
cuiely constructed, of large dimensions, and present a 
grand an imposing appearance. 'J be land hi this District 
is throughout uncomfnohly good, the Farmers arc doing 
well, and of late years their debts arc much diminished. 
The winters are particularly favorable fpr wheat, as the 
heavy snows generally fall in the last of November, and 
leave the ground at the latter end of March. The road» 
are, of course, exceedingly fine in the winter, inconse- 
quence of the excellence and duration pf sleighing, and 
very good in the summer for a new country. A few emi- 
grants settle in this vicinity yearly, but the great bulk go 
to the westward, in the new townships in those portions 
of the Province, In consequence of this, land, and'im- 
proved farms in particular, are cheaper than in. the tipper 
^rt of the Province* At Yonge mHte there is a flouring 
whII on a grand arid extensive scale, the property of <he 
Hon. C. Jones, who manufacttired kaft year ijpwards' of 
20,000 barrels of floer. There are also many other de- 
scriptions of mills and bpildings* There are several lai^e 
lakes in the back to wnshipaof this Distriet; and in Laas^ 
down there are iron works.

KINGSTON 
Is finely sitaated at the eastern cndj and on the norib 
bank of LaHe Ontario, at its junction with the St. Law- 
rence, ft has a population of nearly 6,000 persons. It 
13 celebrated in having been, during the war, the naval 
depot. The peninsula formed by Point Frederick, ex- 
tending half a mile into the lake, and being opposite ta^ 
and distant from the town, about three quarters of a mile, 
forms a deep inlet, and secure harbour, called Navy Bay. 
It is a place of great strength also as a military position*^ 
It contains several fine churches, and many excellent 
stone buildings; the streets are paved, and there are sev* 
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eral large wharves. A marine rail-way has been forib«» 
€ci, and a great deal of busioess is carried on in the dock 
yard. The barracks are spacious; a long, but bandsomeg 
%vbodeo bridge is thrown over the river, connecting KingSr 
ton with forts Henry and Frederick and the village of 
Barriefieid, which is fdeasantly situated. Fort Jienry^sit-: 
uated oh the extremity of the ridge forming Point Henry, 
is a stupendous fortification of great strength: it covers an 
area of one acr«; its walls and outworks are extremely 
massive. The fort and ditches are finished in an admira-r 
fole manner, but it will occupy much time before the gla- 
cis is levelled, and the outworks are completed. The 
bulwarks and walls exhibit a formidable appearance.«-i 
This gigantic work is being executed at the expense of 
the mother country. The hospital at Kingston is a beau- 
tiful stone building, and is .conducted in the most satis- 
factory manner. There are several excellent societies in 
Kingston, humane and literary; there is also a Hbrary 
and reading room. The Provincial Penitentiary is about 
a mile and a half from Kingston : it is a strong, large,^ 
stone building: its interior construction is admirable, and 
the arrangements well calculated to effect the . desirable 
purpose for which it was erected. 

I rode with Bishop Macdonell to Kingston MiTIs, a 
distance of seven miles from the town: the ride is pretty 
and sequestered: they are at the entrance of the Rideau> 
Canal. The locks here are splendid, and the scenery 
beautiful. 'J he lovely valley is enclosed by lofty cliflTs of 
noble granite, finely wooded with varieties of pine, fir^ 
elm and birch trees. The old mills erected by the Bri-' 
tish Government for the use of the (J. £• Loyalists, are 
still standing, and form, together with the splendid ma^oii-- 
Tj of the Rideau Canal, convincing proofs of its earnest 
ioliciciid^ to do ample justice to its Canadian sulgects. I 
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cnnnQtomit moitioQiog the very superior aGcamtnodi^tlofi 
to be met wit)i ia the^riusb Hotels Kept (>y Mr. Mae* 
Ronald, ft tnbst attentive and obliging tandioixl. ITiere 
lire several newspapers published in Kingston. On the 
whole, Kingston is a beautifiil town, strongly fortified,—, 
posinmnding the St. Lawrence, (||)4 Lake Ontario, an4 
possessing the advantage of the Rideau Cai|a|.

BEriiLEYlLLB. 

TiiesHe of the Town of Belleville is situated between KingstoQ and 
Toronto, on the shore of (he Bay of Quinte ; originally claimed by iha 
Missisagaa Indians as ^ If^ndii^fir pisce, and called by the Saganasheo-. 
can, where they usually received their presents from Government, de- 
Qisnding a yearly acknowledgement frona its settlers for their posses-t 
sions^ The late .J W. Myers afterwards claimed it under a 99 years** 
lease, said to have been granted to him by that tribe i hence the creek 
pr river running through the adjacent lot took the name of Myer's 
Creek, described in a grant to one Singleton, ''Singleton's River.'* 
Since the Town has been laid out, it has assumed the new and more 
spprapria,te name of the River M oira. At an inconsiderable eiq>ense 
the river could be made navigable for sleara-boata and other crafts tc^ 
the bridge, 9^n advantage which should not be lost sight of by the \^% 
|)abitants, particularly those residing on the banks, south of the bridge^ 
whose property would become greatly enhanced by wharfs and otbev* 
fihippii^g conveniences. In the year )800,^ the village was lard ont by^ 
Samuel Wilmct, Esq. Kinig's Surveyor, under the immedUte orders 
and iqsiructiQns of Government, appropriating lots for a gaol andcour| 
bouse, churches, chapels, and for other public buildings ; grantmg ta 
individuals who had made improvementSi the several lots they occut 
pied. The maia streets are 66 feet wide, called Front, Pinnadea Park' 
Stid Rear Streets, intersected by cross streets of the sanAe widths 

Belleville is said to contain about 1600 inhabitants. There is ai^ 
English and Scotch Qiurch, a Roman Catholic and Methodist chapel,, 
slsQ a congregation of Episcopal Methodists^ and ojae of American 
Presbyterians ; 25 merchant shops^ 2 apothecaries and dniggisi, 19i 
tiuckatsrsaod grocery sh(^B» 9 taverns, 8 breweries, 2 Aouring, 4 saw^ 
and2iulifngani^eardifig mills, 1 paU ^eustoi^, 7 blacksmith shops, 3 
q^biitetm«kerS|2wHeetwrights, 3 h^nCM iimkers, 3 tami^nes,^ sod 
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ii»eclMuiics of almost ev«ry description. Id Front Street there are ft 
mimber of spacioud brick, stoiict, and fraaye buildings, being the tnoat 
central part of the town for bueioeas* The Town has recently he^ 
cullad East and West Belleville; separated by the river Moira— the 
latter bas been laid out by the present owners, ai>d the streets and lliica 
defined. The one called Goieinan street, west of the river, is 60 feet 
wide from ttie Bay Shore, to the new mills, where it intersects the road 
leading to the 2d concession of Sidney, on which street there are erects 
ed a handsome brick and other stone and frame buildings ; a trip bam- 
iner forge, and axe manufactory, carried on by Mr. Procter, celebrated 
lor makiug the best axes in the Province. A saw-mill in full opera* 
tion, and a flouring mill with 4 run of stone now erecting, and another 
for 6 run now in contemplation of being built next summer, by our en- 
terprising townsman Mr. Flint. A cabinet maker, blackamith shop 
and 2 taverns, together with a variety of lots unsold, some of which aro 
calculated for hydraulic purposes, and on which tl.ere are abundance 
of materials for stone buildings. The same street leads to the exten- 
•ive wharves and storehouses belonging to JMr. Billa Flint, which bid, 
foir to rival those on the east side of the river from their having an ex- 
tensive sweep of navigable water for vessels of considerable burden. 
There are few towns in the Province with such valuable mill privileges 
that ofier to the capitalist an unbounded field of enterprise. The vast 
and extensive tracts of the best quality of land in the rear townships, 
abounding both in rich iron and other mineral ores (the former in suffi- 
cient quantity to supply the continent of America with the best quality 
of Iron) where the Cholera, the scourge of the human race, has never 
made its appearance is the best evidence of its salubrity, and must in- 
sure to the town of Belleville permanent and soljd advantages as acom« 
mercial and manufacturing town. The liberal terms on which the 
lots in West Belleville are oflered, place it within the power of alldeav 
criptions of persons of industriousi habits to insure to themselves pro- 

. perties that will in a few years increase in value beyond their most san- 
guine expectations, of which several have already by tbeir purchaaea* 
botli in East and West Belleville, realized. 

It would be both superfluous and unnecessary to speak of Belleville 
as being the best adapted and eligible situation for the contemplated 
New District Town, long ago acknowledged by an appropriation of. 
lots by Government for a gaol and. court-house. Without disparage- 
ment to the River Tren^ we can boldly say, no other place within fifty 

mllasofthe county, can offer the like convenlencies and comforts. Ibr^ 
the officers and att.endaDts of court. The contemplate openingaiCaa*^ 
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▼lotion between tbc Bay and Lake . Ontario— eoonecling tke water* 
of the Trent witb the upper Lakes^ nMy be looked upon as an eve«t 
tbat i>pe< dtly wilt take place, and insure to Bdleville an importance e- 
qualiti any other jpart of the Province, and a market where the fanner 
18 sure to obtain the highest cash price, for his prodace; with a circoia* 
ting medimn equal to the wants of the Province, by an extensive And 
liiberal banking system, will induce enterprising men k> establish wooK 
en and other manufactures; a subject of paramount tinportance to tkm 
future advancement of the Province. 

BATH. 

*rhe vilFage of Bath is finely situated, and continues io- 
creasing with great rapidity; it has many bouses, stores, 
taverns, and carries on an excellent trade. 

COLD CREEK. 

Among these villages tlie flourishing hamlet at the mouth of Col4 
Creek, is deserving, both from its size and situation, of being better 
known than it appears to be at presents About eight miles aboire tl»* 
tnouth of the Trent« on its west bank, a large stream with a iall of se- 
veral feet at its mouth, empties itself into the Trent in almost the only 
part of that river free from rapids, until the Highlands are passed. Mr. 
Scott, one of the old settlers of the country, and a proprietor of the 
adjoining land, here erected a grist and saw mill some years v^o^ but 
beyond these erections and his own dwelling house, nothing fiiHher 
was done, until within these two years, when Mr. W. K. I3owen, • 
magistrate and nterchant ofRichmond^ removed his family and his «s* 
tabiishment to the Creek, with the intention of settling the place. — 
8ince his arrival, an important alteration has taken place. Houses 
have been put up as it were by magic; mechanics of all kinds have es* 
tabllshed themselves; two taverns have been opened, and trade of all 
kinds seems to be far more brisk than in many other places threo 
times its size. A bridge has been here thrown across the Trent, whicfc 
although unfinished at the time of our visit, will probably be completed 
early in the spring. On the opposite side of the river, there has ex* 
isted for many years a cluster of houses, that in course of time might 
have grown into a village, but now can only aspire to be a suburb of 
its neighbour. A road to the mouth of the Trent is made on both 
aides, but that oh the west bank is the best and moat frequented. 

This village is not named. Most persona call it Scott's MilU, from 
itf original proprietor; othera again. Cold Creek, from the name ef 
the Creek; and a few are willing to name it Waterford, from the exist- 
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iBiice iof a safe tod convenient fard» in the imtnediate vicinify. Wi 
lake the liberty of aitggesting to tlie tnimbtiantatbe propriety of cailinf 
li meeting to name the f illagei and at the same time they might draw 
the attention of the Provincial PoM-maoter General- (by petition) to^ 
wardf ettablishing a Poat OSIce. From the number of respectable 
ind wealthy gentlemen aettlad down intbecountry bacii of Cold Creek 
a poat-ofllce ^tabliahed nearer thail the motithof theTfent wotiid be a 
dMirablecontedtenCe, to aay nothing at all of the wants of the villa- 
gers^ who from their extensive trade id luitiber, would be much bene- 
fitted by it. 

The country is good aldng the Napdnee atid Rich- 
mond RiverS) throdgh the townships of Richinond and 
Tyendinaga to Shannbnville, but still densely wooded.— 
1 be beautiful headlands of the Bay of Quinte, and thd 
lovely and romantic scenery along the banks of the Trent 
to Rawdon^ is more completely British than 4ny thing 1 
have witnessed in the Province. There is abundance o^ 
fine land in the townships of Sidney Rawdon, Murray^ 
and Seymour. Sidney is Well settled, and the land in 
the highest state of cultivation. It is a fiile township, well 
worthy of attention. Ernest-town and Fredericksburgb 
are well settled: the fafms are good and of reasonable 
price, tn the towbship of Marmora, situated on the 
lake and river^ are the Marmora Iron Wdrks^ which 
give employment to a numei'ous body of men. The land 
in the back townships is not very good; that in the town- 
ship of Seymour is excellent, and settled by a highly re- 
spectable body of men.

Although swampy in some parts, the land in this lovely 
island is extremely good: the villages of Picton and 
HallowelU in the township pfHallowell, are delightflit^ 
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}y ^ttiated. There is constant communication by steam 
boats and schooners in summer, and the sleighing in the 
Bay of Quiate is excellent during the winter. Thjere are 
churches, schools, taverns and stores, in this District, and 
land of^xcelient quality can be obtained at a reasonable 
rate. It is an interesting part of Upper Canada. The 
country is beautifully diversified with picturesque and ro- 
mantic views of hill, dale, and water. This District re- 
turns two Members to the House of Assembly. One 
newspaper is published in it, called the Traveller, both 
in matter and manner highly respectable. This District 
offers very tempting inducements to agriculturalists : the 
tsoll is excellent the timber valuable, communications 
•constant, and the situation delightful. The Traveller in 
speaking of the number of emigrants arrived this year^ 
Slow more than 25,000, notices this district as follows; — 

On Monday, 25th July, the schooner Prince Edward, Capt Young', 
<^ischarged a cargo of salt, at the new pier which is now in the course 
of erection, at Wellifigton, by that spirited and enterprising gentleman, 
Archibald McFaul, Esq. This schooner is the first vessel that has 
l>een enabled to tinload at the pier, since its t^omnien cement, but the 
^ork is now proceeding so steadily and rapidly, that by the first of 
September or thereabouts, vessels of almost any burthen, will be able 
to unload with safety and ease, and the pier will then vie m appearance 
«nd strength, with any in tlie Province. It is also expected that «everaT 
•of the Lake Steamboats will make it a stopping place, on their passage 
to and from Toronto, one in particular, is we believe already pledged 
to do so, from the time the pier is completed, until the end of the pre- 
sent season. 

From all the accounts we have seen, we are inclined to think, that 
thetiumberof'cmigrants arriving at Quebec, during the present year^ 
will equal, if not exceed that of any previous year, notwithstanding the 
prosperous times in England, which have naturally induced us to ex- 
pect a corresponding diminution in the number of those who annually 
leave their native land to seek a «ew home in the new world. We are 
glad to see this, and still more do we rejoice to see that most of them 
bead their course to Upper Canada*! to assist in atrengthening the b^od 
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which unitfi« us ta the mother c^uBtry. Thare i« ample ro^m ^ them 

fL\U there ^re regions la the we^t Qtill unsettled, «tiU unclear^, aii<) 
there are many delightful lacationa in those 8eqtii)n/of the PcavincCi^ 
which have been settled for many yeara, which iijlvite the atientlou 
alike of the capitalist, thegenttemafi, the artiaan, antt the labourer. In 
the latter list we naay rank our own beautiful and tortile District, of 
which we safely say tl^attothe natives of the Britiah Islo>, it ofiers at-, 
tractions inferior to none, superior to most of the other parta <xf th> Pro- 
vince. Indented with beautiful bays and almost entirely surrounded 
by navigable waters, it needs only to be examined to be admired, and . 
we hope that many who have not yet fixed upon a location, will pause 
^ndview the beauties of Prince Edward District, ere their lot iq iifc^ 
is cast, perhaps forever. But above all, we want n»Qre labourera, w« 
thought, that a qargo of 115 souls would have supplied our wants for 
pome time, but we were mistaken, More are wanted yet, and the soonejf 
they con^e the hetter for themselves and their employers.

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This District has a greater chain of lakes and waters 
communication, than any other portion of Upper Cana-« 
da, and a great deal of controversy has existed as to the 
practicability of nmking it available for navigable parpo** 
9es, — some contending that the improvement of the Ri^ 
ver Trent would he most advisable, — others desirous of 
connecting the Rice Lake with Lake Sjmcoe through 
the long chain of lakes, — and others anxious that the Ot- 
tawa should be connected with Lake Huron, ta secure 
the North West Trade to Montreal. Whatever decisioii 
will ho finally adopted, it is very certain that the agitation 
of the question alone, brings forward, in a prominent de- 
gree the vast capabilities of this interesting section of the 
Province, which must one day be covered with schooners 
and steamers, carrying to distant markets, the produce of 
its enterprising settlers. It abounds with villages, and 
has some highly respectable families located in it. The 
township of Hamilton is bounded in the front by Lake 
Ontario, and in the rear by the Rice l^ake. The village* 
of CoBOURQ, in this township, is pleasantly situated in a 
fine bay on Lake Ontario;— at contains a population of 
},S0O persons. Its streets are remarkably clean-r-the' 
houses regular and painted. There are three brick and* 
five large stone houses;-^a neat English church contain- 
ing ao organ, and having for its pastor a most exemplary 
and worthy man;— a fine large stone wind-mill, several 
Stores, a most eatcellent tavern, and two printing presses, 
which supply Cobaurg, and its vicinity, with two week^ 
ly newspapers. There is also a Seminary, built by mem- 
bers of the methodist persuasion, in a fine, high, and 
commanding situation. It is four stories in height, 135 
feat frontage:^! is a brick building covered with stucco^ : 
the centre part is surmounted with a cupola. Th6 farms 
roimd this iKs^boarhood arq excellent, wdl cleared, atf4 
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m fine culrivation, admirably adapted for grazing: the 
orchards are welljstocked witb choice fruit trees. The 
Jail and court-bouse is a iarge stone building ; it stands on 
a commanding situation, embraces a fine vieiv of the 
lake and surrounding country; it is two mites above 
Cohcmrg on Dundas street, in the village of Amherst, — 
The road from Cobourg to the Rice Lake, thirteen miles^ 
is through a pleasing country, particularly about midway 
at a place called the Cold Springs, a fine valley, lying be- 
iwceo two lofty hills. The road from this place gentty 
rhuis until you come near the Rice Lake, of which, and 
itis beautiful islands, you obtan a fine view; the slope from 
thence is gradual atid pleasing. In Rice Lake there are 
many islands, large and small. Its Indian name is Pe* 
iuadasbkautiong. There are immense quantities of wild 
fowl here, that live upon the rice. From Sully the lake 
is crossed, to ascend the Otanabee river, which divides 
the townships of Monaghan and Otanabee. Both the 
Qtanabee and the Trent empty themselves into Rice 
Lake. The river is very beautifully skirted by thickly 
wooded banks, which rise gradually towards Peterbo- 
ROD6«» This village stands on a fine elevated, sandy 
pluD, and in a very central situation in the District: — it 
is divided by the river, and is immediately adjoining and 
above the small lake. It commenced in 1825 under the 
superin tendance of the Hon. P. Robinson, who lived wiih 
a large body of Irish emigrants for some time. It is 
beautifully wooded with choice trees. A very good 
and substantial frame bridge has been erected across 
the Otanabee river at this place. It contains a po- 
pulation of 1,000 persons, and continues still improving. 
There are two churches, several stores, excellent mills, 
good inns, schools, a distillery, and some very respectable 
settlers in the neighbourhood. From Peterborough to the 
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Cfceniong lake, is a distaiice of si* miliis across tke townw 
$bi|i of Smilh. From Cbemong I^ake ihcrc rs water com- 
niunicatioo to the ui>per extremity of&turgeofir Lake, a 
distance of eighi miles, passing by the township of Eimis- 
more, Emily, Verulaiu, Harvey, Fenelon, Ops, Carnvrighc 
Ehlon, and Mariposa. There is excellent land in all these 
townships, and panially cleared farms may be obtained 
at moderate prices^ A few years Iiencc, when the capa- 
bilities of this fine District are fully established, ibey will 
be improved and greatly augmented in value. At the 
mouth of the Trent, which empties itself into the Bay of 
Quinte, is situated the village of that name: — it contalnsr 
6O0 inhabitants, and many tow n-lots bave been recently 
sold at high prices, k must eventually become a very 
flourishing town, possessing as it does an excellent bar^ 
bour, being situate at the head of the Bay of Quinte, and 
terminating the great water communication from Lake 
Simcoe, This river is, at this point, at least a quarter of 

a mile in width. 

Unquestionably, a rail-road to Cobourg would confer vast beoefil* 
on this portion of the country: let thein have as many nil roads antf 
eanals taCobonrg aal Port Hope a» the inhabitants of. those planes* 
may deem proper and requisite; but I do positively and csnidenll^ 
assert, that nothing short of opening^ the entire navigation of the Tnesr 
would confer any solid or permanent benefits to this extensive por- 
tion of the 0istriet;-^t is our natural outlet to the seaf impFoviog the 
navigation backwards would be working against nature and (heatreaoL. 
I am glad to find theeettler adcnits, that the general state of llw ^outt^ 
try, (facts are stubborn things,) and more particularly the l«m1>ef 
trade, calls for a water communicatioii. Admitting the '^longhne^ t» 
be now completed, what advantage would it be to Peterboroogfa, com* 
pared with the improvement of the Trent? Where is the trade,^ — where 
is the pioduce, and where are the inhabitants to snpport it? Do noft. 
suppose that I am adverse to improving the navigation back to . Peter- 
borough.: I admit its utility ; .but that day baa not come yet. First of* 
all open the TreiA^ and witlr a very trifling improvement, the. Otonaba 
from Peterborough ..to Rice LaWe, will answer our present piirpoa#t: — 
a canal to Mud Lake must follow : by means of these improvemeiita^ 
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Ibe lands along the back waters tv ill become settled^ add tbem bill 
tool until then, is there the least necessity for such an enormous outl a j^ 
to the injury of thePistrict at large. On the'oiher handj by opening 
the Trent, Peterborough and all the surrounding country, will im- 
prove beyond calculation ; to say nothing of the vast importance il 
would be to the entire route frditi Kingston, including both sides of ib6 
Bay of Quinte and the Trent to Peterborough : the immense quantitiei 
Ofbeautiful timber now destroyed by the axe and fire, would find ad 
easy conveyance, not only to the markets of Montreal and Cluebec,but 
to all the towns of the neighboring state of New York. I tiust our Le- 
gislature, (who with a few insignificatitexceptiohs, Ibelirve to have the 
iKelfare of the country at heart,) laying aside all political rahcour, will 
give it their immediate and unbiased attentidn ; and ere long, I hope 
to see the jib-booms of a dozen strong brigs, capable of carrj'icig 300 
to 400 tons, peeping otit of the bush on Rice Lake and Otanabee Rivei^. 
knd three or four steamers taking a dozen more in tow, half lumber la-^ 
den, drawing 8 to 9 feet waterj bound to €luebec, there , to complete 
their equipment and cargoes for our native shores. In a word, the o^^ 
t^ening of the Trent would completely develope the now dormant te^ 
sources of this delightful district. The settler flees from London to 
China, chimerical, to compare old settled Countries with Ci dense po*^ 
pulation, where every foot of land is Highly cultivater?, and, conse-^ 
quently, where there is a vast quantity of surplus produce, and where a 
cti^ap and speedy conveyance is absolutely indispensible, to a fbw new- 
ly settled townships, with a few mragg ling inhabitants ; or even com- 
pare them to Peterborough and its surrounding townships, with apopu- 
ttktionof ikbout20,000 inhaibitanis, to say notiiing of the well settled' 
townships bordering oa the Bice Lake and River Trent^ 

' fethts the Cobourgrail road conies ef once jntb notice, as opening 
pHerboro' with the front. Then is there a line of about 45 liitles, 
which' ceiled be opened for about £K)i00D, vis. by a rail road to Mucf 
Lake front BeterborO'-*-a dfetance of'7'miles, and by fihishihgihe Canal 
til*Rbkeby,which would af once lay apen a large extent of a fine, fast 
seMliOg part of the country, which has, within these few years, beett 
eimttged from a wilderness to one^of the most civilised parti of Canadd 
The next obstriietion-is at Oameron'rPaUs) a height ofabout 29 f^et $ 
pffkbably £15,000 would be sufficient to obviate that: Then is there 
naqbflnictieirtoBabam Lakte» fiom whitk^ a rail road of 15 -miles 
weuldapenlabe Simcoe, ala» espense* of perfafaps £90,000; thu»1ay* 
i&g open tfaci esieBBivetract'of ground rmHid- Laii^ SBmcoe, aad fttHd 
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Ikiit id Peterborough aod Lake Ootario, at the inconsiderable Btlm bf 
jC65i000. 

The improvement of the Trfent is required by the settlers along its 
banks, and by those engaged in lumbering. The improvement of the 
Trent is required not only to supply the present wants of the country^ 
but it will b^ the nieans of creating for itseif^an immense business. Such 
iias beeatliecase With all the canals iii England — and to come nearer 
home, such has been the case with the Erie canal, a work virhich has 
been the means of doing more good to ihe country through which it 
runs, and of creating for itself more business than even the persevering 
t)rojector of it himself ever contemplated — siich unqucistibneibly will be 
the case iVith the Treiit — if any one doubts it, let him look at the shores 
of the day of duinte. Wherever a steam-boat can approach on either 
iBide of the Bay, th^ra we see extensive clearances well stocked, and 
With substantial buildings, villages rising id every direction, and twd 
towns at least of as much importance td their respective districts, as any 
towns or villages in the Province — Belleville and Hallowell. Why is 
it so on the Bay of (^uihte ? Because there is an excellent navigation 
tiearly up to every man'9 door, which enables him^ or what is the sami^ 
thing, his merchant to have a quick) cheap and easy communication 
With the best of Markets, Kingston, GanahoqUe, and Montreal. Beit 
Remembered that the country on each side of the Bay of Q.uinte is less 
indebted to emigration from Great Britain and Ireland than any part 
of the Province^ it is hardly known except to those who are obliged t6 
travel on the Bay, yet I will venture to say^ in the neighborhood of 
each convenient shipping place, it is as much settled, and the inhabi- 
tants are as industrious and prosperous as any part of the Province; 
The Trent^ when improved j would allow of shipping places at^very 
part of its banks ; and it is natural to expect that those advantaged 
would be seized, and the country about it quickly improved, 4irhea &- 
cilities to and from market are afforded. Besides, there is one article 
of the lumber trade* boards and deals for the American market^ which 
from the peculiar water privileges of the Trent and its tributary streams, 
would of .itself add greatly to the business of the Canal. Last year 
' great quantities of the above article were shipped for the States from tbe^ 
Trent and Belleville, and the demand would be fully equal to any sup-' 
ply the country could afford^ and qo section of the country is better lible' 
to afford that supply than the country about the Trent^ 

PORT HOPfc 
Is situated seven miles above Cobourg on the lake-shore; 

22 
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It is in the township of Hope. There is a beautiful 
stream running through it called Smith's Creek: it runs 
between two picturesque hills, rendered more so by the 
churches and houses being placed among the trees. The 
steam-boats touch at the wharf, erected at the termina- 
tion of the creek. It contains 1,000 inhabitants. There 
are some excellent mills in the village, a fine brew- 
house and distillery, and an excellent harbour made by 
two piers jutting out into the lake, with the creek running 
between them. The New Castle District returns four 
Members to the House of Assembly. It is a beautiful 
District, offering to every class of settler the most ample 
opportunities of successful employment. Ihe improve- 
ment of the Trent is thus ably argued by the Editor of 
that respectable paper, the Cobourg Star : — 

Advantageously situated on the mighty Ontario, opposite the most 
commercial part of the Union, and offering a highway by a grand 
chain of waters through its interior to the St. Lawrence, the District 
\>f Newcastle will, at no distant period, rank the first in point of pros- 
peri^ty and wealth in Upper Canada. As we fortunately have at last 
got a House of Assembly, indisposed to harass the country, and retard 
its internal advancement and happiness by useless agitation, we may 
look forward, under its auspices, for tLe developementof those rich re- 
sources, which a bountiful Providence has so abundantly lavished on 
this District. The enterprising individuals in the rear of us, who are 
now literally land-locked in their forests, and consequently unable to 
realize any thing from their produce, or derive the least profit from the 
valuable lumber with which they are surrounded, have claims upon 
the Legislature of no ordinary character. Most of them have spent 
their properties in the purchase and clearance of land, in situations 
where it was hopeless to locate, without an expectation that the splen- 
did resources shut up in that section of the country, would be made 
available to themselves and the community, through the obvious chan- 
nels of communication which lay spread out before them. With this 
expectation they settled upon the shores jof those beautiful lakes and 
rivers, which fertilize the interior of this district, and form a natural 
chain ofwatera, in many places navigable for ships of the line, extend- 
ing from lake Ontario, through the heart of the Newcastle and Home 
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DiBtricts, almost to lake Huron. His Excellency Sir Job d Colborne, 
during the period of his administration^ was fully sensible of the im- 
mense natural advantages of which this District in particular was pos- 
seBsed ; and from the personal observations which he made in his oc- 
casional visits to the back country, foresaw the day at hand, when, 
with a little improvement, this finely timbered and well watered region 
would be within the reach of a seaport, and have ready access to th»^ 
first. To forward the advancement of the Province formed one of the 
chief objects of his concern ; with this in view, he gave his attention to 
the internal navigation of the Newcastle and Home Districts, add con- 
templating a grand measure, ordered the immediate survey of the 
whole from the Bay of Gtuinte to Lake Huron. The result of this sur- 
vey was laid before the late House of Assembly, but that House being- 
at the time composed of vicious materials, thi-ough the treachery of one 
or two pretended friends to this District, abandoned a plan commen* 
surate with the vast importance of the undertaking, for the paltry 8un» 
of £16,000, which sum it determined should be expended in a man- 
ner best suited to the convenience of two or three interested individuals 
in favour with the ruling majority. The grant of £16000 might, how- 
ever, be better than nothing at all, but this even was neutralized .through* 
the factious opposition offered by the House, and as a matter of course* 
by the aforesaid friends of the District, to the Lieutenant Governor. 
There can be no doubt that the benefit of that half measure will be 
90on enjoyed, but the present House must not be satisfied becaose the 
work may be commencing. It is a duty incumbent on the Constitu- 
tional Members of the new Parliament, to use every exertion towards 
the advance of the improvement in tlie country, and especially that 
description which will confer the most general benefit. We view the 
opening of the Trent, and the back waters of the Newcastle and Home 
Districts, as a work of this character ; in the first place, the employ* 
inent which the work will afford, and the requisition almost at the door 
of the farmer for his produce, will be of advantage, inasmuch as it will 
promote industry, and serve to tranquilize the country ; then the en- 
hanced value which property, in many cases in the hands of needy 
settlers, will assume — the influx of capita], when a spirit of improve- 
ment shall have been properly excited — the progress of other works of 
a similar kind, and the consequent increase of trade and demand of 
bands, will have effect all over the Province. When we consider also 
the extent of the improvement-rthat it is not a mere local undertaking, 
but one, besides opening tlie back country, it will give opportunity for 
the speedy filling up of the whole tract lying between the great work 
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und the front, by connecting improvements, it must be admitted tliaf 
the whole country would derive benefit from an improvement of such 
primary importance. Wh'en the character for enterprise of the Can^ 
adas becomes more established, and active measures, beyond the mero 
groping our way, are taken to render them a field for prosperous spec- 
ulations, the people will not have time nor inclination to quarrel with 
their •*bread and butter," or pine at home over grievances, existing 
only in their own discontented imaginings. It is whilst looking forward 
to these prospects that we anticipated the time when the West will not 
be inundated by the humbler class of settlers, without the means of 
employing them, but as a larger portion of einigrants will be monicd 
men, so a readier circulation of capital will be obtained to support the 
labouring population, of which great numbers would bedrawnofftQ 
places where iqiprovements were being carried on. Until the only 
road which the country can present with advantage for perhaps centu- 
ries, we mean the water epmniunicationy be rendered navigable, we 
cannot make much greater advances. But in a little time we hope 
^flfeccive means will be obtained to put the grand resources of wealth, 
pow locked up in the interior of the country, into operation, that WQ 
inay shortly beho)d beautiful fields smiling amidst the wild recesses of 
^h?fQre9t,

'J he city of Toronto, the capital of Upper Canada, has 
80 rapidly improved since I saw it first, on the fourth of 
June, 1833, that, judging of the future from the past, it is 
scarcely possible to conjecture what advance it may yet 
make. It is in latitude 43 ® 39' n., and longitude 79 ^ 
36' w. It is very prettily situated within an excellent 
harbour of an elipticalform, comprising an area of eight or 
pine square miles, made by a long peninsula, on which a 
large hotel has been erected ; and at its extremity is a 
large light bouse as a direction to the entrance of the 
Bay. It is a semi^circular strip of land, of a sandy na- 
ture, resembling that between Burlington Bay and Lake 
Ontario, and like it, has some trees of a stunted growth 
upon it. The bay is about three miles in diameter, and 
at the east end of the city, a bridge is erected over the ri- 
ver Don, which empties itself into this Bay. There is a 
large wind-mill erected here. From the old French Fort 
to the River Don, a distance of at least three mites, this 
city extends, containing some spacious and handsome ed- 
ifices. The Parliament Houses and the Government 
Buildings are large and well built, but by no means dia^ 
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tinguisbed for cheir elegance. The Legislative Coancil 
Chamber is a splendid room, superbly decorated ; the 
royal arms, the throne, the speakers chair, are gorgeous 
in the extreme. As the room is an ornament to the city 
of Toronto, so happily are its members, the protection of 
the Province, the bulwark of the constitution, its prop^ 
stay, and security against frantic levellers and scheming 
republicans. Long may it exist, the offspring of the 
Crown, forming a separate and entirely independent 
branch of the legislature, — in its origin and intention, cal- 
culated to form the glorious and legitimate incitement to 
virtuous and patriotic action : — standing alike secure 
from the impulse of sudden and factious movements* 
Qnd the controul of hasty popular excitement, as from the 
influence of arbitrary power. Any impartial individual 
who could read their splendid defence against the atro- 
cious calumnies of the late discarded and ignorant House 
of Assembly, would immediately perceive that the hatred 
of the latter, could be well accounted for by that snarling 
envy, which hates the excellence it cannot reach. 

The House of Assembly is a fine commodious cham- 
ber, neatly finished, and fitted up. The Government 
House is an indifferent frame building, but the grounds 
around it are tastefully ornamented with a profusion of 
beautiful flowering trees and shrubs. The Hospital is a 
large, but heavy erection, but from the zeal and talent of 
the medical gentlemen who attend it, of inconceivable ad- 
vantage to the country. There is in the hospital a beau- 
tiful model of the new university which is expected to 
be erected near this city ; and a preparation of singular 
value in its museum, more curious even than that living 
wonder, the Siamese Twins, — two children with distinct 
beads and trunks, united together in the lower extremity. 
. The Upper Canada College is a plaini but spacious 
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bmlding, or rather series of buildings, with fine gravelled 
walks and neat shrubberies in front. This admirable in^- 
stituiion stands a proud monument of the paternal affec- 
tion which Sir John Colborne felt for the Province ; a- 
midst every discouragement he persevered until he suc- 
ceeded fully In establishing it, and it will doubtless long 
remain an honor to the Province, and the means of diffu- 
sing the highest branches of knowledge to hundreds of 
her sons. There are several teachers belonging to it, 
distinguished for their attainments, and at the annual ex- 
Hminations several of the scholars by their merit and ta- 
lent have reflected high honor on the establishment.— 
There are many benevolent and patriotic institutions in 
this city, amongst which one is particularly deserving of 
honorable mention, — the Society for relieving emigrants 
coming from Great Britain totally destitute, and procur- 
ing immediate employment for them. Several societies 
of a similar description have been formed in different 
parts of the Province, and I am happy that the District 
of Gore, behindhand in no good word or work, has esta- 
blished a like institution. There are many beautiful 
stores in Toronto ; the hardware store of Messrs. Ridout 
& Co.— the glass and china store of Shuter & Co., and 
lately a superb druggist's establishment by Mr. Becket, 
equal to any thing on the continent of America, has been 
opened. 

From the spirit and enterprize of tl^e inhabitants of To- 
ronto, there is every reason to believe that a rail road 
communication will be formed between the city and Lake 
Huron, via. Lake Simcoe ; the ground is now being sur- 
veyed for the purpose, 

. TORONTO AND LAKE HUROPf RAIL ROAD. 

The Company chartered last winter, to construct this Rail Road, are 
making vigorous exerlions to commence the ^ork. 
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At a meeting lately held in this City, £1500 was subscribed by 2§ 
gentlemen, which is to be paid down to deii-ay the expenses of survey^. 

It was Resolved by said meeting, thdt a person should go immedi.itely 
to the United States, to employ one of the most skilful and experien- 
ced Engineers that could be found, to come and explore the country 
between the City of Toronto and Lake Huron, in order to determine 
the best rdute^ and the most advantageous place for it to terminate; 

I am surprised that the Company could not find a mad possessirrg 
talents, knowledge and experience enough in this Province to Lry otlt 
ft Rail Road, and show where it should terminate, that would prov^ 
the most pi-ofitablei I thought that I would see if I eould lay out th^ 
plan, and determine the best route for said Rail Road to run, and where 
it should term iti ate. I have done so, and find thslt the best way, for 
the interests of all that may be therein concerned, and to secure thd 
trade from the United States that will pass this way from New York 
to Michigan, and the western parts of Upper Canada and the United 
States^ 

First, and main projection, is to rnn in nearly a north western di- 
rection from the city of Toronto, and is to terminate at the mouth r>f 
Shawgene river, which empties into Lake Huron, about 60 miles north 
of Goderich. There is an island in front of the river, which will form 
an excellent break-water, and will assist in forming a good harbour.—^' 
The distance on the line from this city to Lake Huron, will be one 
hundred and twenty miles. It lies in a direct line from OsWego to the 
far distant west, and nearly so with the head of Sagana Bay ; and af 
rail road from the head of this Bay, about 60 miles in length, will 
strike the centre of Michigan Lake. The lands at the head of Sagana 
Bay, have been settling for many years past, and it is very probable, 
for that state, that it will become the seat of government. The country 
on both sides of Michigan Lake, is rapidly increasing in j)opulati6ny 
&c., and the country od the south side of lake Sof^erior, tvill, in a few 
years be settled, so that by this line of communication, the principal 
part of the trade, &c., of that vast country will flow down this way to' 
Montreal and New- York. The object of this rail road will be to unite 
the interests and efforts of the inhabitants of Lake Ontario, by making 
a short rail road from the head of t(ie Lake, to the main rail road in 
tbtf township of Caledon, which will be about forty mile«r long. The 
distances from the lake, and from this city to the junction in Caledon, 
will be equal. Another branch can be made from Caledon to Pedet- 
angushine, making the whole distance from this city, or the head of the 
lake, by Caledon, only 100 miles to Penetangushine. Also another 
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brftrtch may U made to the town of Goderlcb, tountti with th« mala 
trail road. It will be ab^Ut forty miles io leogtht 

The main rail road will pass through a beautiful and fertile country^ 
Which lies between Lakes Ontario, firie, and Huron, tb^ greater ppirt 
of which is as yet a complete wilderness. 

The advantage of this great rail road running through such an tx* 
tensive country will be very great. It will be the means of indacin^f 
^emigrants to settle betwtien this city and Lake Buronj and the couil« 
try will be (Enriched by this much wanted and important eriteirprize.

ENGINEER'S REPORT. 
*t. W. Digham, the Engineer, has reported that having made a rd» 
todnoissance of the line of road from Toronto to Lake Huron, he finde 
the route quite as favorable as he had been led to expett, that from 
Toronto to the OakRidges^ a distance of from 25 to 30 miles^ the in* 
clination of the road will be from 20 to 25 feet, through the Oak Ridg« 
es| a distance of from t to 10 miles, the inclination will Vary from 20 to 
40 feet pet mite, that the certain length of the road will be dtom t5 to 
90 mites, according to the point on Lake Huron, where it may be fbnnd 
knost desirable to terminate the ttail Road, and that the entire expenat 
of every description, excepting only the purchase of the City properti^ 
required will not exceed ten thousand dollars per milei 

Osgoode Hall is a very handsome brick buildidgi ton- 
taioing excellent accommodation for the students in Iawi 
and for the barristers who come from the country to To<« 
ronto during term. There is a council room or convo- 
cation chamber, and an admirable library. The Uppei^ 
Canada Bank is a fine stone edifice, and the Canada 
Company have a new house for transacting their business* 
There is an excellent Market-house, surrounded with sub-^ 
stantial buildings, the Mechanics^ Institute hold their meet-> 
ings in one of those forming the met*ket square — ^the mu- 
nicipal authorities meet in another — a commercial reading; 
23 
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room is at one corner, where the English, Irish, Sc0tcb« 
and Colonial papers, Magazines, Reviews, ^c. are taken 
in^ and to which strangers can readily obtain access 
through the courtesy of any of the subscribers. The mark* 
ets are most excellently supplied with meat, fish, poultry, 
eggs, vegetables, butter and fruit. The Episcopal Church 
is a heavy, large, and substantial building, sufficiently ca- 
pacious for the accommodation of 4,0C0 persons., his 
very chastely and elegantly finished, in the interior. The 
Catholic Church is a large and handsome building, near 
the Don bridge ; it is insufficient for the accommodation 
of the numerous Catholics in this city and its vicinity. 
The Presbyterian Church is a brick building, and pos- 
sesses a large and most respectable congregation ; — the 
Methodists have a also a very spacious brick chapel in this 
city ; — ^the colored inhabitants of Toronto have also an 
African church which is well attended — it is very gratify- 
ing to bear testimony to the good conduct of the negroes 
residing in this city — they have most of them escaped 
from Slavery, they are well protected and kindly used, 
nod appear to evince a. sense of gratitude at their treat* 
ment, and show that they duly appreciate the inestimable 
blessing of freedom : — the streets are wide and well laid 
out, and owing to the indefatigable exertions of George 
Gurnett, Esq., are now well drained, alike enhancing the 
health and comfort of the inhabitants : — there are many 
excellent taverns, some of Jthe first rate character. Four 
Bewspapers of unquestionable talent are printed in this 
city — the Courier, Albion, Patriot, and Christian Guardi- 
an. Immediately adjoining Osgiiode Hall is a splendid 
avenu« of great length and remarkable beauty, intended 
at the entrance to the King's College. A fine hawthorn 
h^dge, a great rarity in this Province, skirts the bounds : 
betwteA it and the spacious gravel walk, is a deep sbrub^

berry, on both sides, planted with the choicest trees, the 
gentle waving acacia, the graceful horse-chesnut, the 
flowering catalpa, the variegatiBd locust, the dark greeo 
balsam, and the elegant cypress. The private houses of 
some of the principal inhabitants of Toronto are large 
and lofty, and display great taste. There is a constant 
intercourse kept up with all parts of the Province and the 
States, during the summer months, by steam boats, and 
it is a very lively city, at the sitting of the Provincial 
Parliament, in the winter, if the sleighing is good. The 
literati of Toronto have established an admirable Literary 
Society presided over by the Attorney General, whose 
varied accomplishments and amenity of manners render 
him an ornament to society,, and specially patronized by 
the present Lt. Governor, SirF« B» Head — himself a dis- 
tinguished contributor to the literature of the day. There 
is a plan now in contemplation and likely to be carried 
into effect, to light up the city with gas. The population 
of the city of Toronto amounts to 10,000 persons. There 
are many large manufactories at Toronto, specified witb 
great accuracy in the Toronto and Home District Calen- 
dar, amongst them may be mentioned a large foundry,, 
and a coach builderV The stores are very numerous, — 
some of the merchants in immediate connection with 
Sheffield, Birmingham, and the potteries in England. 

The steam boat Great Britain is considered the noost 
splendid on the lake ; it is of great dimensions^ and con^ 
tains as many conveniences as a fashionable hotel. Tiie 
cabins are long and broad, and furnished in the most 
sumptuous manner ; that appropriated to the use of die 
ladies has sofas, mirrors, and every other luxury. It mns 
between Prescott and Niagara, touching at the intermedU 
ate ports* Its size prevents its passage tbrotigh the cansd 
which connects the lake with Burlington Bay ; it cannot 
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therefore stop tit Hamilton, but the Cobourg, the StJ 
George, the Oakville, the Britannia, the Traveller, and 
other steamers pass freely through the Canal to Hamil- 
ton. During the season, there is intercourse with Hamil- 
ton from Toronto, twice daily. The lake called Bur- 
lington Bay is always frozen up in winter ; during the 
last winter the ice was three feet five inches in thickness ; 
but the fbllowing account of the difficulty which the Tra- 
veller steam boat met with in the large lake, in the month 
of March 1836, is without a parallel. 

The traveller,' Captain'Sutherland, arrived here on Wednesday 
from Niagara, afler experiencing no ordinary difficulties. On leaving 
Niagara on Monday, she encountered' such a solid body of drift ice 
and 800W, as rendered it impossible to proceed. On Wednesday she 
fortunately got an openiiig in this mass; but immediately after, and 
when all pbstruotion was thought to be overcome, it was found thai 
what appeared the calm surface of the water ^as a solid body of ice, 
•bout two inches thick, through which, for about fifteen miles, the boat 
had to force her way. When about the middle of the lake it was con« 
aidered necessary to examine the vessel, to ascertain whether she was 
•Ustaining any damage. During this stop, our informant, witli others 
of tbe passengers, and the captain, left the boat and went upon the ice« 

The merchants of Toronto last year addressed the Bri- 
tish Government, praying them to make a treaty with 
thte United States, with a view to get, goods by New- 
York free of duty. 

Judge Torvitl, an eminent member of Congress, for the 
Coanty of Oswego, spoke of the Address of the Merch- 
ants of Toronto to the British Government, in the House 
of Representatives at Washington, in June of this year, in 
the following manner : 

8tr-^The objects embraced in this address are of great importance 
to this Government, as well as to the Province of Ganada^and there 
can be no doubt, therefore, that the existing obstacles to the commerce 
will soon be removed, since it is so decidedly for the interest of both 
countries to f^ccomplish that object. In the United States, public at^ 
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MntioD has not yet been directed to this important subject. But little 
ie known of this Province, and its natural advantages are not under- 
stood. Sir, the peninsula of Upper Canada, in location, in fertility of 
soil, and salubrity of cliniatey is not surpassed by any portion of the 
United States. It is true that this Province is now comparatively a 
wilderness, having a very spare population ; but still the spirit of en- 
terprise, as exhibited in works of internal improvements,, would do 
honor to an older and wealthier country. The Canadians have wisely 
adopted the plan of uniting and using, wherever practicable, the great 
water-coursesof the country. Their effort has been to improve upon 
the works of nature, and not vamly attempt to outdo them. By means 
of the Rideau canal, a steamboat navigation has already i>een opened to 
Lake Ontario and Moiitreal, and the improvements now in progree* 
on the St. Lawrence will open another communication between the 
same points for steamboats of the largest class, thus making a good ship 
navigation from Lake Ontario to the ocean. The Welland Canal, 
which will soon be enlarged and made permanent, now affords a sloop 
navigation between lake Erie and lake Ontario. A rail road Is now 
being constructed between Hamiltont on lake Ontario, and Port Dover ' 
6n lake Erie. And the day is not far distant when lakes Huron and 
Ontario will be united by a ship canal. Sir, it requires but a mere 
glance at the map of Upper Canada to convince any one that, when 
these improvements shall have been completed, when the vast resour- 
ces of thai Province shall have been developed, there will be an exten- 
sive commerce carried on upon lake Ontario, a portion of which will 
find its way down the St. Lawrence to Montreal ; and should Og-. 
densburgh be connected with Vermont and New Hampshire by means 
of rail roads, a portion will take that direction to Boston, while all 
destined to New York must pass through the Oswego and Erie canals 
to the Hudson. 

The road from Toronto, along Yonge Street, to Lake 
Simcoe, passes through a fine and well cleared country : 
the first t^ro miles are exceilent, being Macadamized — 

the rest tolerable. 

. THORNHILL- 

Twelve miles from Toronto, on this road, is the beau- 

tiful village of Thornhill, surrounded by excdiem farms 

in the finest cultivation. The population is nearly 300 ; 

there is a neat church, good tavern^ several stores, &c., 
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and surrounded by good roads. Six miles farther is 
New Market, delightfully located, surrounded with res- 
pectable settlers, and every accommodation for mills, 
stores, &c. Four miles beyond is Holland Landing on 
I^ke Simcoe, from whence round the lake to Barrie is 2S 
miles : from Barrie to Cold water 12, to Oro, 13 to Oril- 
lia, and 14 more to Cold water, a most beautiful tour 
through the townships skirting the lake. 

A little above Montgomery's tavern the road branches 
off to the township of Markham; and the village of Rees^ 
orville, which is distant about twenty 'miles from 1 oron- 
la It contains two or three taverns, some stores, good 
private houses, and is surrounded by fine farms, well wa- 
tered by a small, but meandering river, called the Rouge, 
whiah falls into Lake Ontaiio, in the township of Pick- 
ering. 

STOFFERSVILLE. 

Eight miles beyond Markham is the beautiful village 
of Stoufville: the country to it and around it, interesting 
in the ei^treme and in the finest state of cultivation. The 
population of Stoufville is about 300. 

It is a fact worthy of mention that there are streams 
taking their rise between twenty -and thirty miles from 
Toronto, falling into lake Huron, and then after pursu- 
ing their courses several hundred miles through Lake St* 
Clair— *the rivers St. Clair and Detroit — Lake Erie — 
down the Falls of Niagara, pass in front of the city of 
Toronto again. 

The road from Reesorville to Toronto, by Scarboro\ 
is through a dense forest for some miles — ^in the spring 
and fall, itii scarcely passable, but \a progress of settle- 
Bieot^-^bare are several villages along this route. A few 
miles firom Montgomery's tavern, on Yonge-street, the 
Oak Ridges commence, a very elevated tract of land for 
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tome miles, extending a considetable distance, but sandy, 
the soil is indifferent, but the roads good. Beyond thiS| 
towards lake Simcoe, the country is rich and fertile. 

In the township oi Vaughan on the left of Yonge Street 
the country is well settled, churches, chapels, schoolSi 
mills^ taverns, extensive farms, large orchards, good 
houses, and fair roads throughout, f n the next township. 
King, the portion contiguous to Yonge St., is well settled 
— the soil excellent, and the timber of Majestic growth. 
There is in it a pretty and increasing village called King* 
The next township is Whitchurch, and it is admirably 
cleared, well settled, and doing much business: it possess^ 
es some excellent houses, extensive farms, well planted 
orchards, neat gardens, large saw-mills, grist-mills, with 
several manufactories. The village of Newmarket in this 
township is well watered, and bears the character of a 
highly cultivated and productive country. About five 
miles from Newmarket, in the township of East GwiN 
limbury, is a large and well built village called Hope:-^ 
the road from Newmarket to it is exceedingly tortuous, 
jand the village, which lies in a complete hollow, at the 
termination of a very steep hill, is seen quite suddenly, 
and imparts a most picturesque and pleasing appearance 
to the scene. It is celebrated from some motley sect hav- 
ing fixed themselves in it, headed by a David Wilson, a 
sort of Mohammed —who, although possessing an exten* 
sive harem is not quite so jealous of its houris, as his iU 
lustrious predecessor in concupiscence, ^'holding aH 
things in common." It is not a little singular that that 
demi-semi-any-thing-arian, W. L. Mackenzie, should dis« 
cover in this ranting, ravaging sect every thing in ac- 
cordance with his views of religion and morality. What 
with the influence of music, and the still softer attractions 
-I— the founder of this new sect has managed to induce 
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tnaoy fartners to dispose of their farms, to take at! aera 
lot in this new village of Priapus* Alas! how melancho-* 
)y to contemplate a man forming a religion on the wreck 
of morality, and increasing the number of his votaries 
by holdiqg out to them the unrestrained indulgence of 
their libidinous appetites* 

East and North Gwillimbury is well settled, and thti 
country round lake Simcoe^ particularly the delightful 
township of Georgina, is rapidly improving. Whitchurch 
is a beautiful township, standing on a commanding, ele^ 
vated piece of table land, and abounding in fine farms^ 

« with good houses and orchards. Bogart's mills are very 
extensive, turned by a copious stream-*<-several houses are 
built in the vicinity* The townships of Brock and Ux-» 
bridge contain some fine tracts of timber land, and several 
extensively clefired farms* The new settled township of 
Tecumseth abounds in good land and offers fine oppprtu-> 
iiities for hard working and industrious settlers to locate 
themselves with f^dvantage, land being cheap, good and 

^abundant — there is a church and school-house in this 
township. 

Since 1852, has been generally taken up, and much set-> 
tled-^it is well watered by nearly fifty streams, running 
into the lake, with abundance of power for machinery^ 
A grist and saw-mill has been erected ; the general cha-> 
racter of the settlers are Highland and Lowland Scotch^ 
The Highland settlement partakes of the native character 
of the Highlands, a beautiful undulating country of lofty 
hills and dale— the timber various but of fine growth ; 
there are roads open to the Lake and Narrows-^distance 
from Toronto, 37 miles to the landing — ^bounded by 
Vespora, Medonte and Orilla. Many officers ate settled 
on the lake shore ^ the land is good and rapidly increasing 
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in ^dlue» From the narrow^ to Coldwater settlements 
are every where forming. The country about Penetan- ' 
guishine on lake Huron, is remarkably healthy, the win- 
ter roads to it^ crossing lake Simcoe^ excellent* In the 
summer months it is delightful to persons who are pleased 
and entertained by the wild grandeur and simplicity of 
nature. Th^ pure and transparent waters of the beauti- 
ful bay, and the verdant foliage of the vast woods which 
adorn its sloping shores, are objects of great beauty : the 
military establishment^ and the new village, Embowered 
with noble woods oii the east side of the harbour, form a 
a very picturesf{ue scene : the land is not good, from the 
quantity of intones, and the nature of the soil being sandy* 
The Mnd in the townships of Flos and Medonte is excel- 
lent; Vespra is settling and contains some choice land*^ 
the whole of the beautiful country round lake Simcoe id 
Well worthy of inspection. 

Another route froni Tdrotito is through the Pine 
Woods to Fai-r^s Mills, and thence along Dundas street td 
Etobicoke; where a road turning to the right extends 
through thcf Gore of Toronto to the townships of Albion, 
Adjala, ilnd Tecumseth, the road skirting on the western 
^nds of the townships of Vaughan and King. Withid 
the last t\^o years, the improvements on this route are 
jsurprising, the country scarcely retaining oiie feature of 
its former appearande : the roads are excellent — the pine 
woods well cleared iii some parts, and tastefully thinned 
out in others^-- new houses of superior character and 
taste built, and new taverns erected. At EtObicoke^ a 
road branches off to Nottawasaygo, by Mono Mills, 
through a beautiful country, but only at present partially 
cleared. Land of the finest quality and cheap. Ihe 
Gore of Toronto contains some large farms, and is id 
general fine land; —the river Uumber and a few larg^* 
24 
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treeks pass througb it oa tlieir way to the lake* I'Iftf 
township of Albion contains very excellent land^ the 
greater part finely timbered : numerous streams, with 
good fails intersecting ; the township is rapidly settling 
and very prosperous. There are several large farms id 
rapid cultivation, also saw-mills and grist-mills for the 
accommodation of the settlers. • 

^^Mackenzie, the most designing, the most tortuous, and 
the most leprous enemy of British institutions, that the 
fiends of disaffection and sedition ever inflicted on Upper 
Canada has been indignantly hurled from that station 
which he so long filled to his own shame and the dis^ 
of his supporters.'' This man spoke thus of the settlers 
in the fine township of Albion. *^One half of the settlers 
ki Albion are English, and one half Irish ; there is not a 
more spirited township, for its size, I believe, on the con^ 
tinent of North America. They love their native land ; 
they pray for its prosperity, and that the downfall of its 
enemies and theirs may be hastened." I feel happy alsa 
to add my testimony to their merits^ During the last e-* 
lection, they almost to a man voted against this shallow 
and unceasing disturber of the public peace ; following 
the example of the citizens of Toronto, who, disgusted 
with his antics and tyranny when mayor of that city, 
kicked him out of the council at the following election t 
the bravo boys of Albion in imitation of that exam^ 
pie, contributed to the downfall of their enemy, and the 
€nemy of the Province, by depriving him of a seat in the 
iiouse of Assembly. 

There is also another road from Toronto, immediately 
skirting the lake, through the Credit Woods ,* the roa<i 
is excellent, the farms well cuttivated, the view of the lake 
tf^Mghtful, and it is the nearest route, by several miles, t0 
Baliiilton and the durrounding coootryr 
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Along the whole line of road froia Toronto to Kelson 
by Dundas street thp country is well settled and exten* 
sively cleared : the road passes through the townships ^T 
Toronto, Trafalgar and Nelson^ — there are many large 
mills and factories turned by the powerful streams^ wbicb 
pass tl)rougb these townships on their route to the Lake*. 
On the Credit, a village has been built in a most pleasing 
situation, called Springfield^ and but a few miles from it 
another called Streetsville, both containing many good 
houses, taverns, stores, and surrounded by large farms 
well cleared, and excellently cultivated At the mouth of 
the Credit a harbour has been formed at whicb the steamr 
boats touch, passlngto and from the head of the lake^-— 
Many village lots have been sold^ some buildings erected 
and being the nearest port to Streetsvilley. Springfield,, 
and the contigtK>us country, wilt probably become a place 
of consequence. From the Cred it ta Streetsvilte is . 1 1 
miles — thence 11 ta Chlnguacousy, 8 farther to Stanley'^ 
Mills, and then 1 1 to Albion, a ddightful ride, tbrougk 
a fine agricultural district, and well worthy the ob^ervar^ 
tion of persons intending to settle in tb^ country. 
At the back of Dundas Street, are the townships of Es^ 
quesing, Cbinguacousy, £ria, Caledon. and others but 
very partially settled, stretching towarth Lake Huron. — 
Esquesing has some large larms on it, well cleared,-— 
and churches, schools and a post-offic6 :— 4:fae' land is 
generally fine, but not well watered. Two villages have 
been recently laid out in this township, and from its ntt- 
merous settlers, they are likely to prove very usefiiL Land 
is still to be obtained cheapo It is a desirable loQatlon. 

Cbinguacousy is almost a continued settlement-«i-the 
lands are rather swampy, but the ^oil (Excellent Caledoja 
stands much more elevated, in jtiome parts moontainoast. 
ind supposed to abound to e<^al. In this towndiipji^ 
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fhe fine falls of *the River Credit, in the midsit of a mosf 
romantic and lovely woodUnd country; there is a superb 
flf^d extensive view from pne of the hills near the falls of 
the Credit, from which, lake Ontarioi and the rich valley 
between it, may he seen ;— there are also some beantiful 
natural meadows in this neighborhood. There are many 
small and lovely lake^ in this township, surrounded by 
trees of the finest growth and beautiful varieties, in one^ 
called the Green lake, a fish of exquisite fiavor is caught, 
peculiar to that lake* Caledon is extremely healthy and 
a most desirable location for an industrious person with 
small means. 

In Erin there are some extensive clearings, the soil 
^8 good, principally sandy loam, the timber is very supe- 
rior, but the roads are bad. 

The township of Whitby is well settled, ^nd possesses^ 
a good harbour, on the lake, called Windsor, the land is 
pf fine quality, and there are some beautiful farms, dispers- 
ed throughout the township, particularly an th^ shore of 
fhe lake. 

The township of Darlington is extensively settled, the 
land heavily timbered, but of first quality ; there are two 
villages in this township, one likely to be a larg? place, 
BowmansviUe — there are several churches and schools i^ 
this township. The township in the rear is Cartwrighn : 
a river running from the Sturgeon lake, in the Newcastle 
District, is navigable to the centre of it. 

The township of Scarborough contains some fine land,; 
and some very broken tracts— it is generally very higH 
and hilly, and fronts the lake. 

The township of Pickering is well settling, and con- 
tains some fine land, and well watered. Mr. FothergiU 
^as an extensive and most valuable museum of natural: 
CWR<Wtias, at his residence» in this township, which b^ ^9% 
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follected vvWh great industry, and the most refined taste. 
He is a person of superior acquirements, and ardently de-; 
Yoted to the pursuits of natural philosophy. This town^ 
leliip fronts on lake Ontarip, and has the fiqe township of. 
Uxbridge in the rear* A new vllkge has been laid out,, 
nnd is in course of forming, named Brougham, in com- 
pKment to the learned aqd iRustrious individual of that 
n^me. 

Mcn«xMui|-rBe9utifully watered by fine braqches of the Nottawaysag^ 
riveFf along the second branch of that river some; excellent land to the 
north of.it — to the south of it, the land is thrown into wave like ridgea 
apparently the work pf an earthquake, and the summit of the mountain 
porth of the same branch, has evident marks of its being a volcanoe a^ 
a period not very remote, several craters are still to be seen, the prin* 
pi pal one a pond of dead water strongly impregnated with sulphur. On 
lot number 23, in the same line, is a ridge of lime and free 0tone, whicl\ 
at a distance, appears like the remains of demolished fortifications. 
Where the shock split the rocks and removed the sides to some dist- 
ance, it looks like subterranean vaults, and several of th^ fissures are 
exceedingly dangerous — most of the sand stones are slightly vitrified ;^ 
from this ridge a fissure of about 3 rods wide continues towards the 
west, until it is lost in a 9wamp in the adjoining township — it has al^^ 
the appearance of the trough of a river, and along it are several roun4 
cavities, from ten to twenty rods wide, which pre evidently points a| 
which the electric fluid escaped to the clouds, as the earth thrown out^ 
of the pavities fqrm a brim considerably higher than the surrounding 
land. Immense beds of ma^le are found throughout'th^ whole.of thi!*,^' 
and the adjoining township of Melancthon, which also contains large 
quantities of excellent land, occasionally very hilly, the timber of the 
finest growth, and abundantly supplied with streams of living water. 

Amaranth — Wc^ll watered, some portions finely timbered, and 
worth cultivation — large swamps and many extensive beavejr meadowi. 

Mono— Beautiful land — maple, birch, beech, elm and basswood — 
very 'extensive beaver dam9— occasional swamps of fir, cedar, and. 
hemlock-^some beautiful streamsr— land undulfiting-^fine valleys- 
cherry, butternut, and whitewood — many good aites for m^Is — 1st an4 
2nd concessions excellent land— watered by a branch of the Nottaway* 
faga river, in rapid progress of settlement. 
» l^airiN-^There are some admirfible tracts of Ifind^ and between H 
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mnd Sunntdale, there run* a most lovely branch of the NottaireyeeCTti 
river, dear, deep and rapid* 

TscuM8«TH — Maple, elm, baaswood and alder, interspersed with 
occasional cedar, fir and hemlock — well watered-^some swamps-— 
general character of the land excellent — ^towards Luther veryjewampy— - 
Ijother so much so aa to oppose ita successful survey. 

CobLiNOwooD—- Some lofty monntaias, fine streams, and food tim* 
bar— 'there la a deficiency of pine^and cheap and of fine quality^ but 
yet very partially settled. 

St. ViNOENT-^Like Collingwood, abounds in fine streams, loAy 
mountains, excellent timber, rich valieysi but ia also without pine-^ 
tkere are at present but few settlers. 



THE NIAGARA DISTRICT, 
Independently of its being the longest settled in the Province, and 
containing some beautiful land, is peculiarly and admirably situated* 
lying between the two lakes, Erie and Ontario; bounded bytbe N'^ 
agara river, by which it is separated from the United States ; having 
the Welland Canal passing through it, connecting the navigation of the 
two lakes together ; and a Rail Road, now in progresafrom Chippawa 
to Queedstoo, forming also a land communiciation between the lakea.

The viUage of Griidsby, id the township qf that namcf^ 
is delightfully situated under the brow of a lofty mountain^ 
beautifully wooded to its sUitimit — the 40 mile creek runs 
through it, turning several mills, and falls into the lake 
immediately below it, where a harbour has been foimed 
at its mouth. There are two eburches in the village^ 
several pretty residences, some large fine orchards, exten* 
sive and well cleared farms surrounding it, good stores^ 
iand two taverns. A few miles farther towards Niagara^ 
is another village^ called Beamsvillie, also contcuning 
stores and taverns. A portion of the township is swampy^ 
t)ut the land generally good — soil clay and yellow loam. 
The 20 mile creek, which falls into the lake, in the town- 
ship of Louth, waters the back part of the township, and 
supplies several mills. The township of Louth has several 
mills turned by the 20 mile creek — it is tolerably settled, 
and contains some fiiieland and good timber: there aref 
salt-works near the junction of the roads which pass over 
the Short Hills to the Falls. The township of Grantbani 
is better settled than any in the District, and contains 
abundance of excellent land, well watered, With the Wel- 
land eanal running through it There are many millt 
and manufactories in it. 

ST. CATHARINES. 
St. Catharines has always flourished — ^its rapid gfrowth is a proof oC 
Hiia; but the excUemeat wJiich has prevailed ia regard t(i tfaa pUr 
cba«i« and pa\9 of village lots, exhibits the {i^oi^arity of the pUce ki f 
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bew aad important light Within a short time, a nomber o^ Iota baiS 
changed hands at prices which some time agd, would have beeo coii^ 
toidered utterly chimericaL In some instances, we believe, $60 per 
foot in front, havii been paid for ordinary village lots with lio houses oA 
them. Among other evidences of improvement there are now two 
large mills iu pr<^ess of erection — a diimher of new dweliing houses 
and stores, are building — a rail road between this place and Niagara 
is in contemplation— andi in shorty a spirit of enterprise is mantfestiog 
itself in every department of business, that places St; Catharines id 
the front rank of improving plabetf in the Province. 

tt is situated not only well for business, being on the 
Welland canal, but is surrounded with fine land, the soil 
black and yellow loani, and presents a most pleasing va- 
riety of gentle hill and dale. The population of Saint 
Catherines is about 700 persons : — there are three church- 
es, several taverns, aiid a school. The Welland canat 
empties itself into lake Ontario, about three miles from St. 
Catherines, at Port Dalhousie. 

The pretty new village of St. Davids, in this township/ 
four miles from Queenston, is situated in most a delight- 
ful spot, embracing a great variety of picturesque and ro- 
mantic scenery, being on a small stream called the 4 mile 
creek, from the undulating nature of the land — the extent 
of richly cultivated farms — the appearance of the peach 
and apple orchards — the numerous heat cottages, and the 
well selected sites for machinery* It was the residence of 
Sir Peregrine Maitland, a former Governor of the Pro- 
vince^ 

The Town of Niagara, at Fort George, in the township 
df Niagara, is finely situated on the shore of the lake, at 
the mduth of the Niagara river, and opposite Youngstown, 
and is generally a scene of great bustle and gaiety. It 
has three churches, several taverns, large wharves, a spai- 
dous dry dock and harbour, and some handsome edifices 
wound it. The population is upwards of 2,000. MMif 
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Wf^ IteMfi i)Mt9 riihiiiogon Lake Ontario scop at Nia<* 
gara ; thU year, sohrie have run to QueeHston and Lewis-* 
tdivii. 1 be Transit,, a beautiful boat performs thre voy- 
^e between it ^nd Toronto daily. 

Tbe township of Stamford is a beautiful townShip,~- 
its soil and timber are excellent ; it is Well watered : is 
bounded by the Niagara River i^nd the Chippawd Creek^ 
and coritaitisSdD houses, 4 villages, 8 churches, 10 schoolSt 
^C taverns, 6 mills and manufactories. Tberis are many 
l&xcelient substantial buildings in this tdwnsbip— jsome of 
Ihem handsome : tbeioads also are very tolerable round 
this neighboui*h6od. A rail road i^ in progress frooi 
iCfaippawa to Queenstdn, connecting the St. Lawrence at 
Queenston^ with the Chippawa River, head of the Well- 
ttnd Csind and lake Erie ; and it is also in serious cop- 
iemplation to carry a chain bridge across the St. Law- 
irence, below the falls of Niagara. The great wonder of 
this township, and the world, are the celebrated falfs^ 
livhere the mighty mass of the concentrated waters of lakes 
Erie^ St.. Clair, Uurdn, Michigan, and Superior, rush 
down a precipicd of 168 feet into a river three quarters 
bf a^iiiJein width, the estimated quantity of water pass* 
|ng Over it in A mJn^t^ being 1 13,510,000 gallons. The 
description of these falls have been s6 often gived that i( 
^oiild be presumptuous to attempt a laboured descriptioni 
bf ihem, suffice it to say, that the most brilliant imagina* 
iion can form no idea df the grandeur of the scene* The' 
loUowJng description by a gendeman whd recently f isk- 
fed them U in coipplete consonance with my impressiods : 

*«I stood by JSiagara. The grandest image of ^ower 
Ahat natuire had producefl was before me. Of Powei^, I 
say, for with that are associated all my iddds of the supr 
Umity of Niagarcl* It is the volume of waters tbcit it poi^siij 
^ikliiot the height from which t|i€y iallT-4t is t)if ftoeti' 

as. 
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Inulation of the migbty mass, and not the posfdfonlsi 
trhich accident has^ placed it, that strikes and over^ 
whelms you--^t is the fact of whole oceans being brought 
before the eye at one glancei and not the circumstance of 
their changing their levd, that give^its nmjestic character 
to this stupendous scene. It is to the image of Almighty 
Power —it is to tbetype of Him who holdeth the water* 
in the hollow of bis band, that the soul bows in humility 
or lifts itself in sublimated awe. Here is the spot of aU 
others upon the broad carib — and I have travelled it 
tvidely — where the nothingness of human pride corner 
home iipoH the heart : where its hopes and its struggles- 
its aspirations after g-ood and its conflicts against evil- 
its dreams of (fistinction and its repinings at obscurity—' 
' its hard wrestlings with the doom lo which it is fated, sink 
intatheir native insignifkance, when compared with the 
operations of the itnmortal Mind that is for eyer develop- 
ing itself around us." 

The appearance of the fairs', in the winter months, ii* 
singularly striking ; embodied icicles like rocks ,^ pendent 
from the highest overhanging brink, the large mass of 
waters falling into a kind of grotto, created by accumu- 
lation of immense icicles from the foam of the waterfall ^ 
and partly covered with snow :---tbe magnitude of the 
stream, the height of the fall, the tremendous roar, and 
splendid diffusion of the spray, renders it a very interest* 
fng scene. 

The fnllowing extracts from the Album kept at the 
Falls, may perhaps be amusing: they show with what 
different ideas the grandeur and sublimity of this scene i» 
iBzpressed-^r rather wimt a fail there is from the sublime 
lo the ridiculous.

It Is said that the first impulse of the visiter, as he stands on thfi 
verge of the precipice and glances across the mighty sheet of rushing 
waters, is oft^n oneof n^ingled surprise and disappaintment. Whjla 
I cannot credit this of any but the most si^perficiul observers, I may 
^ema^k that ipy •first impressions' of the Falls were decidedly of that 
pharacten As we rushed through the *PaviUo.n,' (1 think ^he houfie fi 
fK> called^ though I took 1^0 note,) the broad sheet of the upper Niaga- 
^^9 which here foj?ms almost a bay, came prominently in view, broken 
md strongly cogitated by the rocks over which the vast ^rrent ripple^^ 
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|i« it hurrien to plunge headlong over tlf^ precipice. The view froai 
fhti ^roqnd floor of the ifotel extends precisely to the aptunl verge of 
file abyM. Having had some expefM^ice of the magnifying propenai* 
ty of traveliers) and espeeiany the hiatoriana of wondarst I wa« really 
for one moment atunaed by the impreasiQn that thia was all of the Ca- 
|ara«t qf Niagara, and that the ^perpendicular fall of one hundred |io4 
$fty fsei' waa the fancy creation of some prose-paet of the GuUver fa« 
fuily which had been silently acquiesced in by succeeding vialera who 
were ashamed to see leas it) the great cataract than had been aeei) be« 
fore them. The heavy dullness of a clouded autumn day, which com- 
pletely inufl9ed ^e roar of the watera, favored the momentary delii* 
eion, and it was not until a hurried descent by the zig-sag path whicli 
leada down tbe steep though wooded declivity had brought me sud-. 
(ienly to the verge of the torrent, that I was fully reassured that tbo 
world of tarry-at-honie tri|vellera had not been egregiously iropoae4 
vpon, 

I am not, I trust, eminently given to rhapsody; but if there beano- 
ther spot on the face of the wide earth which commands sp roagnifi^ 
pent a view aa the t^ble rock which overhangs the abyss of Niagara iq 
fbe immedifite vicinity of the cataract, I should very much like to visi| 
^t Let me attempt to give a faint idea of this. 

Oeacending from the vast level plain above, which answers to the el-t 
evation of Lake Erie, l^y the rude path already mentioned, you pasa 
qqickly through a narrow strip of springy, swampy ground, covered 
laainly with bushes, acd find yourself, i^lmost before you are aware of 
\tM prozimityi within fifly feet of the mighty sheet, standing on a levei 
^ith the aur&ce of the river above the cfitaract, while its immense 
volume is poured perpendicularly over a ledge of rocks directly in frwn 
\Q tbe right, and almost immediately beneath you. . Intermediately ill 
front rises the perpetual and palpable cloud of vapor from the siJufac^ 
^f the boiling cauldron beneath, with the rainbow at intervals encir^ 
pling its brow. Across the abyss and inclining to the left, rises Goal 
Island ; while still fkrther to the lefl yet fairly in froht of the awe4 
und breathless gazer, pours the torrent from the American aide of the 
^land, which wQuld of itself be deemed a very considerable catarac| 
and every way worthy of attention, were it not in the immediate vicin- 
ity and a portion of one of at least ten times its yplume. 

The viaiter at length pausea, fatigued but not satiated by hia fixed 
and eager gaze, and now his glance takes a wider scope, and includes 
^ whole field of vision. He sees the migestic river come 8weepin|^ 
i9M^j 1° ^^^ P'^^^ <^^tt8 scarce rivi^lled m^ffnitude, tqward \\\f ^9X^ 
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when It is checked by a strong barrier of oature, and torna abntjidy im 
<fae east and hurries almost instantaneously over the precipice. Being 
jomed half a mile below, by the water from the American side of the 
island, it holds on its eourse* deeply and rapidly^ over its bed of roekr 
forming vrolent whirlpools and eddiee, and is speedily lost to the view 
between high banks of oh overhanging roek, through which it has 
worn its gigantic though circumscribed channel, and from which it on- 
ly emerges at Lewiston, seven miles below. On all sides, the view is 
iKHinded by the higher range of country, rising to the height of little 
more than a hundre.d feet above the upper level of waters, and covered 
fn very considerable proportion, with wood. Only a few buildings are 
yet seen peering from among the trees and shrubbery, and they have 
just begun to be a drawback on the stern simplicity and unstudied 
grandeur of the scene. I fear, however, they are destined to become 
m positive nuisance, unless they are abated by the adoption of a mortf 
considerate course by visiters. This giving every other person who 
accosts you a few shillings to show some trumpery which you care not 
■ straw for, may bethel easiest way of ridding yourself of his intrusive 
company and the interruption which it occasions to some cherished 
flrain ofthoaght ; but it is a riddance at the expense of the next comer, 
find directly calculated to ensure the perpetual and harrassing annoy* 
utrceofall future visiters. I wish it were provided by law that no 
hisilding should he erected within sight of the little plot of ground im* 
mediately adjoining the cataract. As matters are now conducted* an- 
i>lber twenty years may see the whole ampitheatre filled with grog* 
•hopfTy humbug museums^ &c. Sue. — Who knows but it may be prolko* 
ed by cotton factories ? * 

I do not know whq first attempted to give an idea of the form of the 
cataract by comparing it to a horse-shoe ; but I should be disposed to 
quarrel with it could! think of any thing else more appropriate. The 
centf^ of the fall (which, it f^well known, is worn back or indented 
many feet farther than the wings,) is very nearly straight across, there- 
in nowise resemMing the front of a horse-shoe. The wing on the A- 
merican aide runs angularly thence to the adjacent point of Goat Island 
•—but thatoo the British side is much shorter, and is very nearly at 
right angles with the centre. Both of the wings, as well as that por- 
tion ofthe fall on the American side of the island, exhibit the ordinary 
appearance of of a cascade — agitated, broken, and almost snow-white 
from the instant of overleaping the precipice; but so great is the vol* 
vme of water on the central sheet that the water retains the green hue 
eri#ak«Erte and the deep channel ofthe river not only on the vergi 
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•f the (irociplce, but even after it has taken the irrevocable pluoge, (1 
iaiay here ttate, what aome of the old achool may not have reamrked 
ar may have forgotten, thai the lUtle taland in ihe mMole 9S U^e &1I^ 
•pokeir of by Goldsinttb, has no longer an existence.) . 
• The great magnitude and eirtent of the fall, with the perfect andf 
bar monious grandeur of every thing connecfed with it diminisbea thfr 
imposing efiVctof the cataract, so far as ita height alone ia regarded. I 
doubt that a majority of its visiters, throwing aside all prior knowledge 
would adjudge the actual descent from the surface of the water above^ 
to that below at more than tifty feet. It ia only when you have descend*^ 
ed by the stair-case some two hundred steps, and find yourself still 
aome fiOy feet above the level of the basin» that you obtain an ade(|uatar 
Idea of the vast height of the fait 

I shall not soon forget the senaations I experienced during my viaift 
to this subterranean region. It was yet early in the morning when I 
reached the vicinity of the cataract, and found that not another persouF 
liad made his appearanccy and even the house of the guide waa atill 
fast. As I had already determined on a. descent at this period, I didf 
not hesitate, but wound c^uickly down the lingering aiairway, and. took 
Ike little path which conducts around the projections of the overhanging' 
rock to the aheet of the cataract, keeping aa far as posnible above ther 
«dge of the baarn. The mist was not a remarkably gentle one, to be- 
gin with, aided as it waa by the rilla which are precipitated from ther 
cliff in a hundred atreama at every rod of the progress. But it waa not 
till I had passed the last projection, and found myself in the immediate 
presence of the descendmg sheet of water, that I was assailed by • 
-furioua and apparently perpetual tempest of wipd and raiOf against 
which my amateur equipment of handkerchief and cloak were not cal- 
culated to afford any adequate protection. I looked to the column of 
falling water, which visiters of the requisite nerve readily dash Ihrougk 
in their oil cloth dressesf preceded by a guid% ao4 thence paaa.dry^r 
shod between the water and the rock nearly to the centre of the iall«^ 
but the aan was not visible, and without it the darknesjs^ in that auba-' 
queoua domain must be- resolvable by wine measure* The prospect 
.ahead, therefore, presenting nothing biH wind and watertboth of wbicl^ 
were aufficiently abundant on this side the curtain, I lialled, protected 
my eyes as well aa might be from the dashing storm for one long andf 
'earnest gaze at the majeatie column before and almost directly aboma 
me, and then turned to retrace mf atepa^ pretty thoroughly drenched 
and quite realgned to a postponement of my reaearohta under the Falki 
W Niagara to another opportunity. 
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SUSPENSION BRIDGE. 

The pfojeeted work over the Niagara, \h to bt; i bhain iUajiefialofli 
liridgei 9lb4 will be a grAiter work of tbe kind, by fkr, thaii any otber 
in tbe world. It has been tupposed, by some, that these suapeiiiion, 
or pendant bridges, #er^ A ni6dem iaveniion ; but they wisre known aS 
torly as.tke time of Scamozsi, the great srthitect of Venice. Indeed 
Ibeir use has been of great antiquity in mountainous' codutries ; anc^ 
tbe principle was well understood by tbe Sbulh American Indians, as 
the conquerors discovered by their bridges, ivhich were cdhstructed df 
ropes. Tbe most remarkable bridge of the kind id bxfstehc^, is tbtti 
•yer the Menai Strait, between the isle of Anglesa and Cse^nar^'oii* 
shire, In Wales— completed in 1835. ^'The road way is one hundred 
feet above the surface ofthe Water at high tide. The opening betweed 
the iifoints of suspehsldtt is five hundred and si^ty feet; The platforui 
is thirQr-feet in breadth* The Whole is suspended from four lines of 
strong iron cables by perpendicular iron rods five feet apart. The ca^ 
bles pass over rollers on the tops of pillars* and fixed to iron frames 
underground! which are kept down by masonry. The weight of. the 
#bdle bridge, between the points of suspensidii, is four hundred and 
j^igbty-nine tons.^' There aire several bridges of this kind in the tJnited 
8tates« though none of equal dimeiisions to tliatjiist described. One 
of these crosses^ thS Merrimack, at Newburyport. It is a curves whose 
4^ord measures t«i^ b-tindred and fodrty^four fbet. Ther6 is anothei'' 
4>ver the BraddyWinct at Wilmington, end two or more over the M6«> 
noDg^faele, at anil neisr Brownsville. One of these forins an inverted 
#uspended arch, with a cord of one hundrisd and t#elvefe6t. 

It is this latter form of bridge which it is proposed to suspend 6ver 
tile dark and troubled gulf of the Niagara at Lewiston. The pillarii 
^toircirs, aspoints of support, are to be erected mi ihe bi^h banks 6wi 
4!hher side ofthe fiver, over which pillars the chains are W pass, to be 
tttscfaed at each extremity of the rbcksf or massive pieces of iron^ to 
iM secured firmlyunder ground, if tke rocks cannot be used for the pur- 
postf of safety. Thef banks at Lewiston and Clueenston, wh^re thel 
bridge Is to be located, are 126 feet in height. There are two locationsi 
tin view^ however, and the height of the towers, an^ length of cbetni* 
will depiend. upon the selection. In the one case, should theio^ersbe 
erected from the base cff the banks, at the water^s edge, they must ba' 
carried up to the height of 200 feet, in which case the suspension chains 
4rill be only 600 ieet in length, but' should the other site bechoten,,and 
<<btf towers erected upon the banks, they will require a height df but 90 
tn 100 feet, extending the cotd ofthe arch, however to 1,4)00 ieet Isf 
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%ither cMe, th« inverted arch^ at the lowest pdlnt^ wili ba 120 feet abof0 
the etreain. Both towers will be maaaive and firmly built upoq a bas^ 
of ffeeatone. The flooring or maio btxly oftbe bridge will be sustain- 
tsd by strong iron chains^ or rods^ from one point of support to th# 
other, ^'The great advantage of stispensibn bridges, consists in theii^ 
btabilifyofequilibruniy in eonsequence of Which a smaller amount o^ 
Ittateriala is necessary, for their constructtoo thaii for that df any other 
bridge. If a suspension bridge be shakeny or thrown out of equilibrum# 
it i^eturns by its weight to its proper place^ whereas the reverse hap« 
pens ih bridgea wbidi are biiilt Hbove die level of their supporters* '' 

The weight of the suspending chains will be three hundred and 
ihirty-six tons, composed upon the transverse liection of thirty-two 
aepahite barsof iron— <eaoh link nine feet nine inches in letigth,by one 
Vb three inches width and depth-— equal toninety-stz solid inches of iron. 
The lateral adhesion of these united bars will sustain a force o(24IOO 
tone. Reduce this weight one-third, (to 160 tond) and ^e have thil 
inaximura strength of the united cables. The suspension rods; eight 
fauiidredin nuitfber, and one inch square^ will sustilin a weight equal 
to 6000 tons, including their own weight; 

Two estimates of the work have been proposed* The fiFsLand most 
l^xten^ive contemplates the erection of toners fVom the surface oC the 
Hver, having eight nldln cables as a isuspendlng power, with a toad wa^ 
df 29 feet, to be divided into two carriage ways, of IS feet each, and 
having a foot wHy of five feet in the centre. Upon this plan the cos^ 
is estimated at $131,511,40; By the second estimate the work can t>4 
built for $93,511,40. 

The Subscription bootis (br the stock of this noke eriteVprise, ar^ 
how open at Faulkner's Western hotel, Courelaud-street, and will re^ 
main opfen for some ditys to comc^; und^r the direction of A^ 8. Tyrone 
Esq of Lewiston. As to the value of the stock we entertain not ti 
doubt, 'there is already ntuch crossing of tiie rivet* at Lewiston^ not- 
withstanding the difficulties of the ferry; and ifithout regard to othei^' 
improveiiieots in progress or in prospect^ and the increase of popula- 
tion, the travelling would be centupled from the day the wbrk is conh^ 
pleted. But th^re ar6 other cairsea which must operate to rende^ thsl 
litock productive. The falls, as the greatest objects of interest in thcT 
natural world, will be always visited by thousands of travellers for pleai« 
euro every season — these thousands increasing with the Increase of! 
population in a geometricctl ratio— and eVery such visitor will most* 
assuredly croeto the great pendant bridge, as a subject of curiosity, if 
ht nothmg else. But this ia not alL Bail roads are now under eoH' 
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trace from Lockport to th« fall^ and alto from Bufl^lo to the «mtt0 
point. A charter haa likeivise been grantcvl for a raif road from Lew^^ 
tston, to intersect that of Lockport Thia work will be andertakei* 
without delay, so that by another year* every poeaible facility for 
travelling to the bridge, will have been opened even before its eonvplo*' 
iton. Stone of the beat and moot durable qualities will be found. «a 
the bases of the towers. liime may be prepared upon the spot^ ao^ 
sand procured within a short distance, by water commumcation. 

What a station will not a structure like the oni^ in prospect afford, 
for the lover of the sublintie and terrible to stand and nwditate at ]oi« 
aure upon the works of the Great Architect of the Universe! Sii»« 
pended as it were midway in air, between the high and prectpitoao 
banks forming the deep gulf through which the vast cdlumn of the Ni* 
agara sweeps maddening onward, as if not yet recovered from tho 
shock and terror of its mighty fall a few miles above, the imaginalivo- 
spectator, poised thus upon the airy arch, might srfmoi^ doubt whether 
the scene was one of sublime reaKty, or not rather one of those dreamo 
and terrible illusiiMis which, in the dark ages of soperstitioBt would 
have been attributed to the spells of some malignant enchanter. 

The village of Chippawa, two miles above the falts^ 
and ten miles from Queeoston, op both sides of the WelU 
and River at its mouth, is of ancient date. 

<<.Shice.laat year upwards of 30 new buildings have been erecteif, 
and at least 50 more are expected -to be built daring the present season. 
The railroad to dueenstonis in a forward state, so that the facilitieo 
for travelling by this route will, in a short tin>e be greatly increased.— * 
The daily communication with Buffalo by steam boats is also of great 
importance to the place.

PostOffiee; 1 Printing Office ; an English Cburcb and a Methodiat 
nieating house. The population of the place is about 400. 

* Opposite Lewiston in the United States stands Queeni^ 
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ton, in the township of Niagara, on the Cauadiaa frotti- 
ti«r, more remarkable for the splendid monumebt, a state- 
ly column on the l^row of the eminence, overlooking a 
vast extent of country on both sides of the Niagara, erect- 
ed to the memory of Sir Isaac Brock, payiqg a merited 
tribute to his valor and good conduct, than for the extent 
or neatness of the village. The country from Niagara to 
the Falls, a distance of eight miles, is well cleared; 
there are several large farms with excellent houseson them, 
and orchards contmniug the choicest kinds of peaches, 
pears, apples and plums. In the summer months stages 
are continually running between Niagara and the Falls-— 
Queenston stands nearly semi-distant between them. — 
From Queenston there is a coach to Hamilton, by St. 
Catherines, through a thickly settled and fertile country. 
Between the Falls, and St. Catherines, there is a district 
of country called the Short Hills, they are very steep, and 
on the farm formerly belonging to Mr. Henn, and lately 
purchased by Governmerit,the two inland seas, lakes Erie 
and Ontario can be seen; the view is most extensive, 
comprehending these two magnificent lakes, the line of 
the falls with its ever rising mists, the town of Niagara, 
with its steam-boats, schooners, docks, houses, wharves, 
churches, forts, the lofty and towering monument of Sir 
Isaac Brock, and a vast extent of cultivated and wood- 
land-country, intersected by streams, broken by hills, and 
diversified by plains. A more splendid scene]|can scarce!/ 
be conceived. Sir Isaac Brock's memory is held In the 
profoundest veneration by the Canadians, his bravery,, 
courtesy, gallant bearing, kindness, and indefatigable at- 
tention to the troops he commanded, procured bim their 
utmost confidence and affection. At a dinner which 
took place at Hamilton on the 14th of October, 1833, to 
ccMiAQeiaorate the aimiversary of the battle of Queenston, 
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a Cai|a(|if|ll soldier, who was wounded in that «digftge»t 
ment, sept in the following elegy to Sir Isaac Brock'a 
memory, I give it not so much for its nieriti as a prooj' 
of the fervour and intensity ol th^ir regarcj to tb^ me^uory 
pf their depsirted hero. 

You British subjectt passing by 
Clueen8ton*8 proud Monument, cast your eye^ 
f*or there entombed within that rock 
. Lies the sacred dust of Sir Isaac Brock* 
At!*o the dust of McDonald the brave 
Who shared bis fate, and aharea hia grieve \ 
The invaders ofCi^nada to repe), 
They bravely fought and gloriously fell. 
This fertile country from these heights view roun^ 
Then let a grateful tear dro^p dowA, 
For since the conquest of Quebec was told. 
When Briton n^ouroed for valiant Wolfe of oldi,^ 
Canada had ne'er such reason to complain 
As when her gallaut patriarch, Brock vasslaiu^ 

The verse, though rude and unharmafiious is charae-* 
teristiC of the geiieral feeling cf Upper Canadians towards^ 
General Brook. The Cao^dis^ii Militia during the war 
between Great Britain and the United States, displayed! 
the most euthuslastio zeal in defeiice of British supremi^-t 
cy ; they arose to defend their comdtry and thdr bom^Si, 
nor did they ev^r shrink from tha contegt whilst there 
was a shadow of success, and indeed, without ei^aggeiv 
ation, it may be said, they were mainly instrumental ia 
securing it to the British Crown. They had always tqi 
contend against a much larger' foxce^ but were oevertfae*. 
less generally successful. 

The river Wclland entera the Niagara at the vllhige 6f 
Chippawa : it gives name to the canal^ which connects 
tha navigation oltbe two great Lakes, Erie and Ontario, 
^itajiasxsi^nifmd the Niagara F^h. The foogdmr 
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thU esfnat it about ibrty miles, cQiamend»g at Port OaU 
housie in Luke Ontario, and ending at Port Cplborne, 
or Gravelly Bay, in Lalie Erie. It admits vessels o£ 12S 
tons burthen. A work of such inimense and obvious u^ 
tility should have been finished iike the Rideaa Canal^ 
instead of which th^ route was injudiciously efaosen^ 
through the pestilential swamps of Wainfleet, and the 
locks constructed of wood instead of stone. The coose^ 
^uence has been, that instead of proving, as it must bave 
done, under more auspicious circumstances, a source of 
wealth, it has been constantly undergoing repairs, which 
bave swallowed up alt its tolls. Nevertheless great praise 
is due to its entei'prising projector Mr. Merritt, who will 
^^ succeed ill establishing its success, especially if he i^ 
fortunate enough to be aided by a few more of the blasts 
ings, of that incorrigible slanderer, and fabricator of false^ 
hoods, the demagogue Mackenzie, 

<<I have no means of asoertaining what quantity of mer* 
ehandize passed through Oswego to Upper Canada during 
the last year, neither can I tell the amount of furniture 
which was sent to the upper takes ; but the merchandize, 
including salt shipped from that port through the Welland' 
Canal destined to the above States, amounted to 39,708i- 
290 Iha,^ 

"The village of Thorold, Niagara District, adjoins the 
\VeIland Canal on the west and is seen from it, as is Lake 
Ontario, which is distant about eight miles. The situa-* 
tion is most beautiful and salubrious, add from the flotnr^ 
ishing state of the >^illage, and its superior water privile- 
ges, must rapidly increase in value. In the village, there 
are two flouring mills, five saw mills, a carding and 
fulling mill, several stores, manufactories, medianics, &c* 
It is surrounded by the most respectable villagers in the 
District, being distant from Niagara 12 n^iles, t^ueeaston 
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7, St. Davids 5, St, Catharines 4, Allanborougb 4, Port 
Robinson 6, Stamford 6^ Drumrnundviile 7| Chippaiva 10, 
and the Falls 8.'' 

The township of Clinton fronts lake Ontario, possess- 
ing a fine soil of rich yellow and Mack loam — near the 
centre of the township the land is hilly, supposed to coo- 
Cain lead mines. Mr. John Lee, of Toronto, petitioned 
that the Parliament might assist him in working the mine* 
He set forth that he had lately discovered a valuable mine 
of lead ore in the township of Clinton, and had, at his own 
expense, commenced mining operations, and succeeded 
in obtaining some fine specimens of lead ore, at a short 
distance below the surface, and had no doubt that the 
main body of the ore might be easily got at without much 
trouble or expense. He obtained a grant from the Go- 
vernment of the privilege of working the mine, and he 
prayed that a sum of money might be vested in the hands 
of Cotumissioners to enable him, in conjunction with bis 
own resources, to bring the mine into successful opera-» 
tion, the money to be repaid in five years. In this town-, 
ship is a small cave from whence a spring issues, in vi^hicb 
during summer a quantity of ice is formed^ and which in 
winter is quite free from ice. The thirty mile creek runs, 
through the township, but it is indifferently watered.; 

''In the township of Clinton, in the Niagara Di«trict, there is a sa)all 
cavern in the side of the mountain* from the inner rocks of which oosa 
small quantities of water. Two gentlemen, on whom I can rely, tell 
ine that the water freezes rn summer and dissolves in wiiiter; that as 
the weather grows cold in autumn and winter, the ice melts away, but 
as jhe spring opens it begins to freeze, and forms large icielea, so that 
by harvest, they may be conveniently used to make ice-water. We 
would be glad if some scientific person would give us a solution of this 
iringutar phenomenon. I think geologists are of opinion, that there are 
large bodies of nitre in the bowels of the earth, but bow this can pro- 
duce so singular ah effect is more than I can tell. If it coold be made' 
to appear tliat the water in this cavern, or that connected with it, was' 
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kifliif.fn vtnt«r thnn Miminer, then I should think that the air might 
produceHhe eflfect by passing over large bodies of nitre, in those sub* 
terraneous passages whieh at other seasons of the year avs filled with 
water. But I am not Daturaltst enough, neither atn I geoiog'i^i enougk 
lo determine the correctness of the supposition I have made.'' 

FORT ERIE. 

At the bead of the Niagara river, and 16 miles from 
Chippawa, is Fort Erie, a small village situate on a pretty 
slope, surmounted by a fort, likely however to became a 
place of great importance from its contiguity to filack 
Rock and Buffalo, but more especially a» it wtli be the 
termination of the great rail road, extending along xhe 
north shore of lake Erie from Sandwich, passing in line 
with the Talbot road, through the. rich and flourishing 
Districts of London and the West. Fort Erie is in the 
township of Bertie. 

DUNNVILLE 
Is situated od the north bank ofthe Grand River, five miles from fkv 
entrance ofthe same into Lake Erie. In 1829 the Welland Canal 
Company constructed a dam across the rrver at this place for ih« pur« 
l^ose of raising the water to feed the canal on the highest summft level 
-^he construction of this work was the signal for the commeneemeiit^ 
of a viHage. In the same year, Oliver Phelps^Esq., now of St. Ca- 
tharines, laid out the plot for the town, and shortly thereafter the erec^ 
tlon of buildings commenced. Since that time the town has gradually 
increased until it has arrived to its present inrportance. Flourishing 
nice a **green bay tree," and enjoying the advamages and blessings ef 
agriculture, commerce and manufactures, Dunnville now bids fair to* 
he one of our first Provincial towns. There are now in the town, 7 
merchant shops, 2 groceries, a post-office, a school*house, 5 publie 
houses, 1 grist-mill, 2 blacksmiths, 3 resident physicians, 3 saw*mtllsy 
1 clothing establishment, I bakery, 2 tttilors' shops, 2 shoemakers, I 
waggon maker, 1 attorney, and 1 magistrate. About 100 - buHdinga 
and between 3 and 400 inhabitants. 

I'he location ofthe town speaks volumes for its future greatness and 
importance; — situated as it Is on the Grand River,' Welland Canal and 
Lake Srie, it bids feir ta be a great commercial emporium;— surround-^ 
^ as it is by a rich prolific country, whose snHlice^is becoming yearljr 
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nora^ultirated, it promiteaitielf agrett many bteasin^a fronl iigri- 
ittkora; fiivored as it also is with coaotiess hydraulic privileges, it ban 
a certain prospect of being the Manchester of Upper Candda^ 

In consequence of the great fall of water at this placei we can confix 
dantly assert that for tnarau^ctuiing facilities, it far eiteeeds any town^ 
In the country);-^for here the whole of the Grand River, the largest iii 
the Province, half a mile in width and 18 or 20 feet in depth can. h€ 
brought to bear Upon machinery by means of side cuts; Tmroediately 
below the dam the river is somewhat contracted, but very deep, and 
flows on in peace and tranquility to tningle with the waters i)f Lak0 
Erie five miles below. At themouth of the stream there is yet the re- 
mains of the naval station, erected there during the last war. ThA 
sailors and marines as also the arras and ammunition have been long 
dtnce removed and all that remains to tell the visitor where the huge 
leviathans of the lake spread their canvasfii to the breeze, or Irhere the 
chivalry of Canada with firm resolve rallied around the banner of old 
Bngland, are a few old dilapidated buildings and barracl[s Ivhitened 
and bleached with the storms, and reeking in every passing gale, fit 
representatives of the destruction for whichthey were intended; — and 
being convincing evidence of the prdgress of time, and the fiaal. disso^ 
lotion of all things terrestrial. The bar in the mouth of the River ia 
sufficiently deep to admit the largest vessel on the Lake to pass and 
proceed directly up to Dunnville. This is a remarkably fine harbor# 
•nd vessels in the greatest stornis have entered with the utmost safety^ 

The tract of land between Dunnville and the Lake has until of late 
belonged to the Six Nations,, and consequently are not hnproyed to a 
great extent, but since their sale by the Government, they are rapidly 
advaocing in cultivation. There is also, an excellent fishery at Dunn* 
t.ille$**wbile there we saw fish iu great numbers drawn to the shores in 

a«nes. 

. We saw with pleasure that two steamers are in progress of complex 
tion, intended for dienavigrtion of our aoble river, and sincerely hope; 
with the blessings of Providence, to have them gladden the view with 
thelrdaily visits to our town. One of them, the Sir Walter Scott^ has 
been upon the river during the past season, but owing to some cause 
not known to us, she proved very inefficient. She is now undergoing a 
thorough overhauling, and wilU we trust, be able to commence her 
tripe from Dunville to Bxantford so soon as the improvements on the 
river are completed. 

The other Steamer, the Dunnville, is being built by Andrew Thomp- 
son, Bw|. and bids fak to be the "liort of our waters.'' Our only fea# 
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Uthut beir ni%t wiU not permit her to Mvigate the Grand Rivera for mi' 
Uioujh a vessel of almost any size may pass in the centre of the streaini 
yet the necessary contraction of the excavation and locks would prevent 
therti pasi^in^ the wotks of the navigation^ 

The great frontier rail road, (should it h^ tonatriicteJ, wbiild ptistf 
Ihrough Dufinville, and cfose the Grand Kiv&r on tliedam at that placet 
But as the past and preaent yeari have heeo noted for **bubbie pro^. 
jectB," we are doubtful as to the final isdye of this woj-k. 

The central location of Dunnvill^ is another l;onvindng eviclence o^^ 
it-) future ^reatri^ss. There ieire no less than sit principal roads cen- 
tering to thii plaeci^. The road* front Rainham, Walpole and Fott Do- 
ver* tiie mouth of the river, Cayuga^ tndiaba^ York atid Caleddniai 
Canborpugh and Sqiithville, and the Fort Erie and Niagara road. 

After indulging in the foregoing obaervations, we see no i^ason vfhf 
£^unville should not be one of our first Provincial townft 

Cayuga. 

Oii the 5dth. of April, 1835, I i-ode to see the new sef^ 
tietnedtof Cayuga, and was gratified to find that alohg^ 
the whole line of road, hew settli^ments Were ibrtning, 
ial-ge clearirija;s being made, somfe of the best log houses 
! had Seen in the countiry ei-edted, ^Ui^roUnded wjth sinaU/ 
btit neat gardens, deariy indicating that th6 settlers werd 
Etiropfeatts. At the point \Vhere you fifst strike thcS 
Orand Rivet*, a large tavern heis been built, bnd lots beeil 
sold for the pui*pose of ttiaking a Village. The ride along' 
the banks of this rivei*, ib Cayuga^ a distance of sixteen 
itiiles, is one of the nldst charmiilg In the Proviride; The* 
ttoad i*uns parallel with and d(»e by the fiver ; on both 
sides the doantry i^ well desired and admirably tultivat- 
ed. Somd trees of a majestic growth are left overhang-* 
itig the stream j and the lovely Islands, interspersed 
ttiroughotit the fiver, pfeseot an appearance of singula^ 
beauty. The fc^lage had attained about two thirds of iifi 
fbll devdopement, and was pred^ely in tfiat stage of ten-f 
dcr, yellowish verdure, when* Spring, iri my view^ WeaiV 
her most beautiful face. Notbtug totild exceed thif br>l^^ 
37 
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liancy of tbe green carpel od the islands in the river, and 
of some of the fields on its banks; nor have I any where 
else seen such a charming border of trees and grass, as 
skirted the stream for several miles. Between these love« 
ly shores tbe river rolled lull to its brim,-«smootb, un« 
broken, apparently a vast canal: — its still, soft waters 
moving on as calm as a mirror, forming a striking con^ 
trast with the deep, dark, sombre forest of pines which 
here and there had been left untouched to tlie water's 
edge. The whole tract of land, on both sides of the rivers 
six miles deep, belonged to the Indians, but owing to tbe 
indefatigable exertions of Sir John Colborne he induced 
them to make a surrender of an extensive and fertile por-^ 
tion now called the townships of Cayuga and Dunn, 14 
miles in length from the mouth of the river. The banks 
of this river form the Reserve of the Six Nations^ extend* 
ing fifty miles from Lake Erie to Brantford ; — a portion 
of these lands were sold to an ancient and respectable fa^ 
mily in the Province, named Nelles, and the settlement 
was called after them. The road to Cayuga passes thro^ 
this settlement, and satisfactorily accounts for the extent 
of richly cultivated country, without stumps to be seen on 
th^ banks of the river. A large village called York, hav- 
ing the advantage of a post-office, has been formed, witb^ 
in these three years, and is augmenting rapidly; —it has 
mills, several large stores, taverns, a school, and carries 
on already a considerable trade. Between it and the viU 
lage of Cayuga, is another village called Indiana, still tbe 
residence of many Indians, but having some large houses 
and stores in it belonging to Europeans. Several neat 
residences have been erected in favorable positions on the 
banks of this lovely river, particularly one, beloo^ng to 
Mr. Martin of Galway, son of the amiabie, but eccentric 
pbilanthiopist, of that name. 
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Tn every instance when these fine lands have been 
brought into market, it has been foHowed by the clearinj^ 
and cuhure of the soil, by the conversion of cabins into 
cottages, of hamlets into villages, of villages into towns^ 
and of towns into cities : by the encouragement of indus- 
try and trade ; by . public order and social strength.— 
Since that time I have been many times to Cayuga, and 
have been highly gratified at the rapidity of its settlement^ 
The crops last year, as well as the present, were particu- 
larly luxuriant along the whole route of the river. Great 
quantities of wild fruit grow along the banks of this inter^ 
esting river, particularly the grape, whose noble vinea» 
were almost borne down by the weight of the immense 
clusters of fruit hanging pendent from them« Several 
species of thorn, and prickly ash, adorn the banks, and 
the finest varieties of wild honey -suckle I ever beheld; 
there are also abundance of that beautiful parastical plant 
entwining round the trees, elegantly decorated with or- 
ange coloured berries, termed the celc^stina scandens.-r-^ 
This country must be well adapted for fruit/; there is ac- 
tually a superabundance of raspberrie)S> strawberries^ 
plums, and apples growing in the wild state. Along tlHi 
flal»of the Grand River, very heavy crops of Indian corn 
and barley are raised, and I saw severat4arg^ -fields of 
wheat of the most protmsing aspect. The quarries of 
^psiwi or plalster of Paris seem inexhaustible and sever- 
al tokUs fi>r grimfing it, are in active operation along ita 
course.

The court-house is n 
fine stone building; at present unenclosed, but if the im- 
provements in contemplation, relative to the gaol, should 
be carried into effect, it will render it an object of greater 
beauty and more utility. Several excellent houses have 
been crected^«a Catholic, and an Episcopal church are \h 
course of building — two noble taverns, both fronting the 
lake, are completed--^a large stone brewery on the lake 
^bore is in operation, perhaps the best in the District, and 
the splendid mansion of A. ^. McNab, Esq. of which the 
frontispiece conveys but a very imperfect impression, and 
comn\anding the entire view of the lake, is unequalled in 
the Province. It is a most extensive building, beauti^ 
fully designed, and elegantly finished ; it is called Dun^ 
puBN, from a place of that name in Scotland, belonging 
|Q the ancestors of Mr. McNab. To the indefatigabia 
exertions of this able, spirited and enterprising gentleman^'V 
Hamilton is infinitely indebted. Both in, and out of Par^ 
liament, his exertions have been unceasing in the promo-t 
tion of its welfare, and it must prove a source of thebigh-i 
est gratification to him, to behold Hamilton, ia the esta-* 
blisbment of whicli he has been so actively engaged, as- 
sume an importance and celebrity, not inferior to any 
town of the same standing in Ao^ericar On the mouutaii^ 
overhanging Hamilton, are two fine stone mansions, hen 
longing to J. M. Whyte, and Scott Burn, Esqs. the former . 
surrounded by aq excellent and extensivis park feace, anc) 
both embracing most comprehensive views, of the lake^^ 
liurlington canal, Toronto harbour, and a spJeudid wood-* 
land valley immediately beneath them. ; . 

PlUnPiaiTT OF THK TOWN OF HAMILTON. * 

The population of this Town when taken, as we learn from the (owti 
Itiesaor^ 1884, in September, was 2101 ; and when taken in the ^eatr 
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liHowtiig, 1b May, 1835, U wma 3600, showtog mn increaM of 500 in 
atftn mootbs — tb^ popalation is dow probably about 3,000. Tbe cea- 
MM in 1833, as taken by tbe townsbip assessor, was about 1,400. The 
•moant of tbe town revenue in 1834 was, including Police taxes £270» 
mot tbe expenditttre nearly the same. 

The ansouot of the town revenae in 183$, is, Including the Pbltce 
laxea, £4M or thereabouts, ahowing a very grciat incfease is the 
wealth and prosperity of thia town. 

It is probable more buildings will be put op in the enauiftg suiomer 
fban has ever before been put up in tbe town. Several of our inosfc 
opulent merchants are making preparations to erect large brick build- 
inga in King- street The contractors are taking advantage of the 
•killing, by removing the old framea of houses to clear the lota fot 
mere pera^anast buildings. 

The town of Hamilton is the District town, at ivhich 
the Assizes find Quarter Sessions are held : it returns a 
member to Parliament. Hamihon has a literary society^ 
«t which scientific, philosophical, and political questions 
are discussed ; the debates are well sustained, and it will 
doubtless prove an excellent school for training young 
barristers in tbe habit of extemporaneous speaking. Mr. 
Cattermole, tha author of a work on emigration, lives in 
dus lowm 1 have ever been accustomed to speak of both 
men and things, as I fee?!, and being fully persuaded that 
Wr. Cattermole was a faithful friend to this Province, in 
Iu8 efforts lo further emigration, 1 regret and am surprised 
tliat bis claims to its con^deration have been altogether 
and most tinaecountably overlooked. A medical society 
has been also formed, and I trust the time is not distant 
when it will have a pubFic hospital. The Gore Bank, 
w^iiefa has been chartered, is now established at Hamilton, 
and must prove of great advantage in promoting its stilt 
further improvement. From time to time it has been in 
agitatiop to conneot llMiijtOQ with Lake Erie by Rail 
Road, forming the nearest Aod quickest conmediag iiok 
between the two lakes, the prop^^sed rovte was to Port 
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Dover Oil tht shores of Lake £rie, its practicability and 
utility may be seen by the engiaeer's repwt* But cmild 
it be possible to carry a r^l roa4 to Braotford, to. eoii«eol 
tbe London and Western D^istricis witk Lake Ontaeio, il 
would be tbe route botb for goods* and passengers frvoi 
tbe extensive territory of MiclHgjaii and Ibe Western ^tatis. 
'f he excitement it has produced, and tbe argjuments bj 
%vlucb respecUve routes are sustained^ will be seen by ik« 
fereuioe to the Appendix.

As< a great proof of the great trade wbfch Hamiltsn 
dMrries on, through the Bariington Bay canal, in one wedf 
during the month of Jaly, m the present year, and from 
one of the four wharves at Elamilton, was shipped 17,006 
bMhetoof w4)eat) per bushel at tbw ^me $1. 
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Besides the District S<*hool, Hamilton has several (tfU 
vate Seminaries most respectably conducted. There ai^tf 
three newspapers published in HamiltuiU and it is scarce-^ 
ly too much to predicate that it will become one of th^ 
most flourishtngy as it is already ^ one of the most b^auti^ 
ful towns in Can»ld. In February 1836 there were ra^ 
ces on thd Lake three days consecutively : and on April 
8th two steamboats arrived at Burlington Canal with pas-< 
sengers from Toronto^ who were conveyed to Hamilton f- 
in stages, over the ice, a distance of seven miles« 

The Gore Bank is established in this town, atid flront 
its respectalHlity and liberality is likely to prove highly 
(advantageous to this very flourishing District* 

STONEY CREEli 
ts six mil^s fronl Hamilton Oii the Nlagat'a Koad, in tbcf 
township of Saltfleet : it is a considerable village con-^ 
laining several stores and taverns, and surrounded l^ 
targe farms, with excellent houses. From the summit o( 
the mountain overhanging this village U a splendid and 
most extensive prospect, perhaps as beautiful as can be 
met with inCanada« The country both above and be-" 
tow the mountaia extensively cultivated. A few miles 
from Stoney Creek, on the mountain, towards Ancaster^ 
is the country known by.the name of the Albion Millsy 
in the township of Barton. These Milts are turned by a 
powerful creek which passes through: si nuist romantic 
ravine in its Course to Burlington Bay There is a burn-* 
ing spring in the beautiful woods extending down into thef 
valley. The farms round here are large, well cleared^ 
in high cultivation, with good houses, orchards^ barns,afid 
stock. It is the nearest route from the Western District 
to Lui>dy's Lane, by Smithyille on the Twenty Mikf 
Creek ; — when the new bridge is eomi^eled over tba^ 
Grand River at Cayugai the route from the w^st tp Ni»« 
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gara, will be rendered still much better and shorten 
Feriiaps in Upper Canada there is not to be niet with 
)5b beautiful and highly cuhivated a distdct as that lying 
Immediately between BiKlington Bay and the Dundas 
Street at Nelson. The fields are large and level, divested 
\off stuitips ; the soil very ^ilp^rior, bearing the most lux- 
uriant crops of gfass, clover, and corri ; the fkrm-house^ 
iiatt^ good, substantial brick buildings, ivtth dairies and 
Cellars attached ; and the orchards at*e stocked with th^ 
thoiiiest fruit tte€s. The ride frorti McNab's mansion oil 
jfturlington Heights to Nelson, by this route, would well . 
I'^pay any lover of agricultural beauty and fine scenery 
for their trouble. Two new villages have bdeo laid out 
On the lake road to Toronto, beyond Wellington Square, 
between it and Oakville, — the one by Mr. Kerr^s, called 
Port Nelson, yet in its infaricy, but a few houses having 
bof n erected, and a small clearing in the vVoods made : — > 
the other at the ihouth of thS Twelve Mile Creek, very 
prettily situated, containing many houses, a tavern, ma- . 
kiy more in course of erection^ and surrounded by largd 
land well cleared farms* 

WELLINGTON SQUARE 

\s built at the extremity of the beach stretching betweeii , 
Burlington Bay and the Lake: there is deep water td 
the shore ; the Burlington Bay Canal passes through this 
beach, connecting Ontario with Hamilton and the West* i 
There are several large stores and houses, and an excel- ' 
lent tavern in this village : a very neat Episcopal church 
has beeil erected, surrtiounted by a lofty white spire, seen 
at a considerable distance, and imparting . that charming . 
character to a village scene, so pleasing to the plovers . of* 
rural beauty* The road to Toronto passes througjti . thii < 
ViUagCi Port Nelson^ and biy the Twelve MH« Greeh W ' 
38 
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OAKVILLE, 
wkich owes tl« prospetity, oay its existence to the pttrl* 
tMic and indefatigable ^exercion of Colonel ChisbQlm, one 
^ the present members of the House of Assembly, for the 
couQfy ot UaltOD. It is very pleasantly situated on a 
beautiiul level, about thirty feet above the Lake, wbicb 
it fronts, — it is dlrectiy at the mouth of the Sixteen Miie 
CreekyWhich forms a safe and commodious harbour,where 
several schooners and steamboats have been built. The 
viUage has increased so rapidly, that it now extends across 
the Creek,— it was formerly on the left bank,~a good 
draw*bridge is erected over it. The following account 
t>f this flourishing village was made in February last* 

The past six months has witnessed the erection ofa very handsome 
Methodist Church, to which the addition ofa spire not only adds to the 
etegaoco of tho bailding biit maiies it an ornament to tbo town. In* 
deed we have frequently anticipated the pleasure of viewing from the 
deck of tho Oakviile on hec way to Toronto the vast improvement to 
the interesting appearance of the town which the church and its 
spire must create. ' Building has not however been coniined to tho 
church* We have noticed the erection of several new houees and ad- 
ditions made to the others. Among the latter we cannot but particn* 
lariy remark the additions to appearance and comfort of the Oakviile 
House. Of this house His Excellency our new Governor^ we under- 
stand, was pleased during his short stay in town, to observe that it 
was the best tavern he had been in since he left albany. 

The establishment of a post-office has conferred upon the town, a 
means o£ holding conraiunication with the world without which no 
plaee can prosper. Two considerable stores have been opened and 
f^ort bids u« look forward to the opening of others during the current 
y^ar. 

The Weighing Machine, erected in Mary street, although not a 
ednspicuous object, has nevertheless been a great convenience to the 
town, and advantageous to the neighbourhood. 

The note of preparation for building during the coming spring, we 
^M happy to say iesouiiding. Messrs. Watson and Hopkirk h^ve 
t oallcMJbr their, intended brewery, end lheRer» Joseph. Mar 
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U preparing for the ereciioa tff bw dwelling. Thete' works are «po» 
the west tide of the Greek, and will doubtless prove the comtBeoce-' 
inent of a rapid exten sion of our town in that quarter. 

The tiovernment Steam Dredging Machine was built in our ship* 
yard, under the contract of D. &. Howard Esq., fronv the Sttnes.^-^ 
This employed many hands during the winter, and by the pron^l 
weekly payment of the men» made no slight addition to the circulating 
medium. 

Although the intended dam across the creek is not yet in progress^, 
creditable report induces us to believe, that ere long we shall havtr 
(he satisfaction of announcing that, this vast improvement t^ our towi» 
is in progress* When this undertaking with^the mills to be erected upi- 
on it, are completed^ it will impart afresh impulse to our ndvanoemeot 
and of which the intended improvements of our excelient harbour will 
enable the town to reap the full benefits.. 

During the progress of these outward signs of advancement, we^ 
have observed that other and less ef>nspicuous concerns have receiv- 
ed the attention of our fellow townsmen. A very considerable sub- 
■cription has been entered into towards the salary of a presbyteriaa 
clergyman to officiate in this town and neighbourhood, — ^not on^ 
ly will this be a spiritual benefit to the commuaity, but occasion the e- 
rection of a presbyterian churchy to add to th.e number of our public: 
buildings. 

The populs^tion of Oakville is iiptvards of 30O:. 
DUN DAS. 

The village of Dundas, now about ta be iiM!orp6ratedV 
18 situated in a most picturesque ravine, between the op- 
posing mountains of Ancaster and West Flamboro', front* 
ing a luxuriant valley, through which the Desjardins canal 
passes, connecting it with the waters of Burlington lake^ 
This village, though situated more advantageously, both 
for external commerce and internal communication, thftQ^ 
any other place at the head of lake Ontario, has not ad- 
vanced with nearly the same rapidity, with other places,, 
possessing not a tithe of the same natural advantage,, 
which appertain to Dundas* Now, however, that the 
completion of the Canal is determined upon, the mooe)r 
crbtained, and the expenditure confided to active i&divid*^ 
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fials residing in the village, and interested in its we^fsiFe^ 
|t is to be hoped that its commercial enterprise will meet 
with no further impediment. A delightiul stream of wa-. 
ter, running from the Fieimboro' mountaio, nnd supplying 
the very extensive works of the Hon. J as. Crooks, callecl 
the Darnley Mills, consisting of grist-mills, paper miHsi 
distillery, &c, and other mills qn its rpute, passing through 
the beautiful groundsi of Pr, Hamilton, whereat rushei^ 
over Q, l?Qld, rocKy precipice nce^rly IQO feet in depth, inta 
£t rich woodland glen, then supplying more mills, and 
continuing its course through Dundas, where it ultimately- 
empties itself into the basin at the head of the canah The 
streams from, the Ancaster mountain are also received intcx 
the same c£^nal, after pursuing their tortuous windingSi 
througU some exquisite meadows belonging to Binckley, ^ 
tanner. Dundas itself has surprisingly improved duringv 
these last three years — many large stone and brick buiW-. 
ings having been erected within that period. The Ca-t 
tholk Church with its white spire, surmounted by th^. 
holy symbol of the Christian faith, fornis c^n interesting 
object, seen as it is from all the high grounds around the 
village. The Presbyterian, Episcopal, and Baptist con-. 
greg£^tions make use, alternately, of a sniajl free Ch^trcU 
in the village, but this scandalous opprobium is likely sooa 
to cease, as the members of the Scotcf^ and English, 
churches are about erecting separate places of vvorship for. 
themselves. The grounds of George Rojpli, Esq. in the 
very centre of Dundas, are extremely beautiful, fiijely 
timbered, presenting the appearance of a tioble park I A 
handsome terrace of the richest verdure extends across, 
ihem, overlooking the whole village, at the back of vyhich 
at a little distance is a bold range of inountains, almost 
perpendicular, beautifully wooded, occasionally intersect-. 
e(J M^ gulliesj and fprming a noble ra^ip^ft ^nd scr??ft 
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from the north. The entrauce to his demesne is partica-* 
lariy striking^ from the.iofty iron gates, handsomely fin^ 
isbed, enclosed and surrounded by walls of fine free stone 
resembling, and quite worthy the entrance to a noble^ 
nmn's mansion. Indeed there is nothing I have seen or 
beard of, lijceit in America«-^but oh ! what a disappoint* 
nient, — splendid as is the entrance, it is like that raen^ 
tioned in Goldsmith's Citizen of the World, <<a splendid 
entrance into nothing.'' I believe, however, that it it 
Mr. Ralph's intention to build a stone bridge, and ultimn 
aiely a stone mansion in a correspimding style of magnfi-^ 
^ence — if so, it will be an honour and an ornament to the 
country. In the gVounds of this gentleman is a saline 
spring, just in rear of his office, near the brow of the 
mountain. I am satisfied from its strength, that any quan« 
tity of salt could be manufactured on the flats below, hy 
solar evaporation. The water is quite as powerful as any 
of the waters at the various salt works to be met with in 
the Stale of New York. There are abundance.of stores^ 
several taverns in this town, and much business is traus^ 
acted. Indeed daring the winter season whilst the sleighn 
ing lasts, it is a curious and gratifying scene, to witnesa 
the trains of sleighs conveying produce to this market* 
from the flourishing and fertile township of Waterloo, 
Dundas is in the extensive County of Halton. The roattj 
called the Governor's Road, froo Toronto to the London 
and Western District, passes thi*ougb Dundas ; the descent 
from the mountain at East Flaraboro' to Dundas is gradu-r 
al> and through a richly cultivated and picturesque coun-t 
try ; the road then continues between the Ancaster and 
Flumboro' mountains to Paris, a village on the Granc) 
r4ver, over which a bridge has been erected, and from 
thence to London. The country ot^ the Dundas Street^ 
b^tw^eo , the vilh^ge and Toronto, is generally well $ett!^^« 
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At East Flamboro' there is a small seulemem called Wa- 
teitlown*^some mills, houses, and taverns. A. Fergussott 
Esq. of Woodhill, has a large farm near it, beautifulljr 
situated, commanding some most extensive vievis, richly 
varied with wood, water, hilJ, and valley. Indeed it i» 
difficult to do justice to the l>eautiful country seen from 
his residence, extending towards Niagara, and embracing 
a view of the lakes, and Ancaster mountain ; its waters 
woods, verdant hills, the numerous and most beautifu) 
orchards of apples, pears, plums, and peaches — and of the 
gleus which lead from the hills down to the creeks, ren-- 
dering it the very perfection of rural scenery. At Nelson 
there is a village, and houses and taverns along the road.. 
At Trafalgar anotlrer, and the streams passing through 
these townships, in their course to the lake, turn a great 
deal of machinery. 

WEST FLAMBOROUGH 
The West Flamborough Mountain, a little more than a 
mile from Dundas, has so many buildings now erected 
on it, commencing fi-om the taverh at one end, near Dun- 
das, and extending to the other extremity, where the roads 
diverge, branching oflFto Guelph, and Beverly, as to give 
it the character of a long straggling village. The situa- 
tion is very prominent and commanding, overhanging a 
vast extent of country. The rich, smiling face of the val- 
ley lying between it and Ancaster Mountain, and stretcli- 
ing towards the Grand River, is beautifully intersected 
with farm-houses and [cultivated fields, in the midst of 
woods. Towards the east, a long vista of woods is seen, 
bounded by the mountain, extending towards Niagara: — 
also the flourishing towns of Dundas and Hamilton in the 
rale, with the glittering cupola of the court-house of the 
latter, and the small lake, with the beach dividing it from 
the large expanse of waters of Lake Ontario, The while 
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Vkitsts in the extreme distatioe» arising from the Falls of 
Niagara, rolting and curling in the most fantastic fornis« 
«re frequently seen. The prospect this mountaitii com* 
mands, is most comprehoasive) embracing a circuitouf 
;sweep of very great extent. The farms on tt are large, 
fiind well cultivated, with good orchards. The Hon. Jas* 
Crooks has a number of mills and manufactories here:*^ 
grist-mill, paper-mill, oil-mill^ saw-mills, distillery^ and a 
general store. The paper of ibis book was made in the 
Hott. Mr. Crook's mills, called the Darnley Mills, aod 
being printed in this Province, the book is altogethef 
Canadian. His house is a iarge building, surrouuded 
by a fine shrubbery, and exsellent garden. Several gen-*, 
tiemen have purchased farms around Fiamborough during, 
the last two years, and erected good substaiitial houses on 
them. Many village lots have been disposed of in fronc 
of the road, on which houses have been and are in pro^ 
gress of erection. There are also several taverns, a^ it 
is the main road to Dundas, from Waterloo, Dumfries^ 
Nkhol, and Guelph. At the corner of the road leadinn 
to the mountain, and nearly at its summit, Dr. Hamilton 
bas erected a large ^oae house, in a most lovely sitmi* 
lion, delightfuUy embosomed in trees,, and enclosed by 
an excellent park fence. It is within a hundred yards of 
u majestic waterfall, rushing down a huge precipice into 
a glen of exquisite beauty^ and commands a noble view 
t>f the lakes, and the extensive valley between it^ The 
hydraulic power on this mountain stream is great, and 
tarns numerous mills. On or near the town line be^ 
tween West Fiamborough and Beverly, an Indian grave 
ground has been discovered, and quantities: of trinkets of 
various sorts have been dug out, together with seuils, 
bonesj axes, tomahawks, &c. A curious tablet has also 
been toimd amongst the other curiosities. 
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ANC ASTER 
Stands an an etevated position^ overlooking the Jak^^ 7 
miles distant from Hamilton, 3 from Dundas, and 18 front 
Brantford) the road from the former places^ to the latter^ 
running through it. The country for miles round it, is 
beautifully cleared^ it having been settled for a length of 
lime* When Governor Simcoe, in February 4793, took 
a tour from Niagara^ then the seat of Government, to 
Detroit, he returned by Ancaster, not. at that timcl so calU 
ed, but to Wilson's Mills, the same now in possession of" 
Job Lodor Esq. : — the log house still remains standings 
where he stopped on that occasion, clearly demonstrating 
that at that period, some improvements had commenced^ 
and that a portion of the land in the vicinity was nndei* 
caltivation. The township was surveyed 41 years since^ 
the original inhabitants were chiefly Lower Canadians^ 
and there is in my garden a large poplar tree^ that must 
bfe of nearly 50 years growth, planted by the first settlers, 
Until within these two years, it had rather retrogaded 
than advanceil, but the extensive property surrounding 
the village, having been brought into the market, numer-> 
oils lots have been sold, and it is once again flourishing 
and active. It is finely watered by small, but never ceas-^ 
ing springs, of the purest water, and is deservedly cele-* 
brated for its great salubrity. There are large flour millsy 
a saw mill, a distillery, and a tannery in the village^ which 
h situated in the 2d concession of the towriship of Ancas- 
ter. There are two churches, Episcopal and Presbyterian, 
several neat houses, and many fine, large, well cultivated 
farms, in the immediate vicinity. A .brick school-house 
and library, is in progress of erection. A number of re- : 
spectable families from Great Britain have settled in this^ 
vicinity during these last thrc6 years, forming an excel- 
Um society. There is also a foundry, where ptougbs^ 
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lhra$hii>g macbiiieS) &c., nre i^iide. Tbe i^oads about iii 
mre very gUQc!, and from ibe duration oC sleighiog lasyt 
Wiikieip, kctvveeii 13 aod H,000 i^aw-lbgs were drawn in- ' 
iQ the various saw-mills, situated in ihis township. B^ 
ing on the rou(;e from Niagara and 'foropto, to the West*^ 
Mn District, stagies pass through U daily ; ^^4 diiring 
tbe seasouv the steamers are Irunning on the Lake; lextrfl 
iltages are established from Hi^miltuD to l^ra^fUlford^ afibrdr 
tog every facility in travelling. FanUli^* wriviiig from. 
Great Britain, to whqm immediate smtlem^^i^t is not of 
isueb liQ^eqaenee^ a$ one selected^ woutd find it tp their 
advaUtage to talie^edttag? in thi^ village for a tweiv^ 
knontti, at a moderate reiu, an<) survey the country leisr 
urely and minutely, |irevi6us]y to detepmining oq a f^Lcqi 
cir habitatidn, as they would greatly prefer the qm^t and 
i^aliibrity of a pretty villag^e, tq remaining in a crowded 
town. Ancaster from its situation, its churches, its orch- 
ards, mills, large farms, and comfortable farm-hcjuses, re- 
sembtes an English village more than most places in t\m 
Province ; but here, as throtighoiit the country, there i$ 
a want of finish, the palings and fences are imperfect, the 
gardens ndi well eiielosed, nor the rustic eharacter ccmi-^ 
^lete. It is however daily improving* 

The general character of the land throughout the town-i 
iship is good, and except immediately adjjajceilt to thfe vil^i 
«gQ, th^ fwm$ ftre not v^ry dear. 

GUELPH. 

^'he village of Guelph stands in a very prominent sit'- 
Mation, Uuilt da five hills, heaUtiftjUy watered by the rive/ 
Speedy a branch of the Grand Kiver, on an dLevatioQ Qf 
800 feet above Lake Ofitario, extremely healthy, pos^es^- 
Jng saw-mills, grist-milhr, tanneries, distitteries, and crtber' 
^naoufactQries ; a l^rg,e and iqcre?ising pppulcition ; nei^' 
and superior houses in progress of ermiiim ; «(i ffS^MM 
99 
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market house; three well conducted taverns ; three kfgt 
and handsome churches ; and a school. However it may 
wit the purpose of grovelling malcontents, and brawling 
grievance mongers to abuse, vilify, and misrepresent the 
labours and exertions of the Canada Company, it was 
mainly owing to their zeal, enterprize, and assiduity that 
the Province became so much settled ; they were the 
means of diffusing a more accurate account of Canada a* 
mongst the British people, and giving a tone to emigra^ 
tion, of which it formerly stood so much in need. 

This vicinity is greatly celebrated for the quantity and 
quality of Barley grown, — and sleighs well laden with it> 
are brought during the winter months to the respective 
breweries for sale. 

The country between here and Gait seems particularly' a* 
dapted for barley, — the clover crops looked very luxuri-^ 
ant, — it is beautifully watered with never failkig streams. 
Some person inimical to Guelph bad described it as a 
failure : how far it is to be considered so, let the follow- 
ing statement, from a resident, decide : ^ 

<<In the first pisce the emigrant is told that *< Guelph is a tailure.'^ 
How far this is consistent with truth will be seen by the improvements 
.sow making both in the ^wn and neighbourhood. During the past 
year no less than 16 frame and 2 brick houses ntiade their appearance 
in our streets, and there are at present two large taverns in progress, a 
ehapel, and 7 or 8 frame houses building or contracted for in the town, 
and building of alj sorts and descriptions daily rising out of the wood, 
if I may use the expression, in the country. Almost the whole of the 
jand that is at all available is disposed of, and is under cultivation and 
settled on, with the exception I believe of from 2 to 3,000 acres out of 
48,000 I which compose the township, with a largeand daily encreasing 
proportion ofTown Lots, also disposed of and built upon. We have 
teeweries and distilleries who give us the highest market price for our 
grain in cash. Stores, 7 or 8 in number, hotels, taverns, watch maker* 
«adler, chairmaker, and mechanics of every description t so much for 
^aaeH^h being a failure.'' 
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TbeBtump remain9» carefully guarded, of the first tree 
irhich was cut dawn on St. George's day, April 23, 1827,. 
BOW nine years since, and really when any person surveys 
the country — then a dense forest, most heavily timbered^ 
now hundreds of acres well cleared and cultivated, many^ 
without a stump, all the appearances of well requited in-^ 
dustry around him, further improvements in contem- 
plation, property greatly enhanced in value — he is stiuck. 
with astonishment at the surprising results of properly 
directed exertion. The short road from Dundas to* 
Guelph, by the mills of Mr. Crooks of West Flamborougb 
is through a dense pine wood, extensive cedar swamps^ 
with very few clearings until within seven or eight milea 
of Guelph : it is but 24 miles, admirable travelling when 
frozen up in winter, but almost impassabje in the spring 
and autumn months, and but little improved in tlie midsl 
of summer. The horrible causewayed roads, roost clum- 
sily put together, and occasionally broken^ renders the 
more circuitous route by Gait far preferable. The exten- 
^ sive log house built by Mr. Gait is now occupied by M.t^ 
Strange : it is a capacious building; tastefully finishe d in* 
the Swiss style, far superior to the generality of log build- 
ings, it is surrounded by a fine garden well planted and 
laid out, at the extremity of which the river Speed pursues 
its course. The Catholic church stands in a most com- 
manding situation, at the summit of a hill, the view from 
it of the surrounding country of Eramosa, Fuslinch, Gar- 
afraxa, &c. is extensive, beautiful and varied. Guelph is 
a very dry and healthy situation ; there are two bridges." 
over the river Speed, one at each extremity of the village. 
The Episcopal church possesses some claim to elegance : 
it is built in the Gothic style, and of stone, the interior is^ 
handsome. This village may justly claim the character 
of being more exclusively British, than almost any other

^and, has not yet been provided with a pastor, but from the arrange-, 
ments now In progress, it is hoped that the deficiency will ere long be 
9^ppMed. The church and schoG(Mioti«e have been built solely at Mr, 
f ergusson's dispense and he intends ^tbat the choice of the clergyoaan. 
and teacher fih all rest with the heads of familias m communion with^ 
th^ church.

300,) and such government allowances as may be procured, and m.

GALT 

Is a very pretty village, situated oo both sides of the 
Grand River — they are connected together by a bridge,^ 
and ibe slopes, to the summits of the banks, covered with 
good buildings, renders the site very picturesque* Mr^ 
Shade has a fine stone house i|n mediately on the banks of 
the river, and Mr, Dickson a good house on the opposite, 
side. The ride from Brantford, through the village of 
Paris, totbis place, is beautiful, and the road extremely 
good. There are (several large mills and manufactorieik 
bere-^two churdikw, a ^obool^fand uryerns^ Tke coi^thtr^ 
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around is covered with pine trees of smalt growth, and 
some fine cedars skirting the riven There are several 
small but beautiful lakes in this neighbourhood, in which 
there is a great abundance offish. The cholera, in 1 834,. 
made dreadful havoc in this village — ^it has now recovered 
from its effects, and is in a very flourishing state, it is 
about 18 miles from Guelph and from Brantford- Be- 
tween Gait and Brantford, numerous settlersC from Great 
Britain have taken up their location, within these 2year» 
past, mainly owing to the indefaiigable exertions of Sir 
John Colborne, in procuring good and valid titles for the 
Indian property. The road to Brantford is along the 
Grand river, presenting a succession of most agreeable, 
and picturesque scenery — there is no fine timber, chiefly 
dwarf oak, with underwood, and occasional spots of pine. 
An abundance* of wild roses grow on the banks of the 
.river. The country through which the road runs is a 
auccession of gentle swells. 

PRESTON. 

Three miles from Gait is the new, but very flourish^ 
iog, village of Preston, standing in a delightful s\tuation» 
and containing some large stone buildings, and very ca- 
pacious stores. Two churches are about to be erected in 
}t, and it seems as though it would become a place of bu- 
siness and importance. 

BERLIN. 

In the township of Waterloo is the village of Bertin al- 
$o flourishing, in the heart of one of the best cleared and 
cultivated townships in the Province. A. newspaper ia 
the German language is printed in this place. 

''This village, which has risen into existence within the last two or 
three years, already numbers many industrious mechanics — sueh as a 
black^smith, carpenters and cabinet-makers, wheel-wright and chair- 
ni^keri hatter, waggon-makers, potter, 8a4dl6 and hames8-iniiker» mn* 
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Hon, stloe-tnakers, tailors, coverlet and etockiiig weavert grocery and 
«lry goods store, two taverns, a book-bindery and also a printing office | 
«ind the neighbourhood is densely populated, moetly by wealthy faroi- 
^19% There are grist and saw-mills, &c in the immediate, vicinity. 

On the road to Paris in the township of Dumfries,there 
is a new village called St. George, in which great activi- 
tj is at present prevailing ; it has several stores and a 
})ost-oflSce. The surrounding country is well cleared and 
fertile, particularly in the vicinity of the 

JERSEY SETTLEMENT, 

Well known and highly spoken of, for its locality, healthiness, good 
aoil^ as also good roads. If nothing here induce you to settle, although 
1 much think you would find something, continue along the Governor's 
Road, five miles further, then at Froraan's corner take the right hani 
road for St. Qeorge« lietthis be your resting place awhile, for here 
you will meet with some desirable properties. The village at present 
is small, hut thriving, and must thrive from its situation. It contains a 
grist mill with great capabilities, and from being worked by wat^r otU 
ginating from springs, its supply is both constant and regular, and as 
it never fails in summer, nor freezes in winter, fanners from a distance 
•re obliged to have recourse to it, when the operation of the mill in their 
own vicinity, is checked by either drought or frost. These are great 
advantages recollect, situated as it is, in the heart of a wheat growing 
country. I understand it has lately been purchased by two enterpri- 
•ing young men, and as they are desirous of acconmiodating the farmer, 
as well as benefitting themselves, it is thought they will succeed.-** 
Should they read this, they will see that I wish them, what I wish all 
good subjects who emigrate to this country, success in their new under* 
taking. There is also a saw-mill, distillery, two general stores, post-' 
office, blacksmith shop, wheelwright, shoemaker, tailor, an hotels a 
•chool, and though last not least, a church. There . are residing in this 
village, two medical men whose professional duties I should imagine 
are not arduous, not from want of skill, but because the neighbourhood 
is too healthy. This is a fine section of the country ; the soil is gen- 
erally allowecT to be productive, and easy of tillage, certainly two very 
great accommodations. The roads are good, and as your wants [if not 
too extravagant] can be all supplied at the village, so also can yon dis^ 
pose of your produce. Your access to market then is easy. You will 
ilad that this portion of the country, is superior to others, inasmuch i^ 
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y«a are enabled Id locate on ckeajDed laod, with » small eapkal. its ak^ 
atien being high it ia BU(>eri(>r Ibr ita 8alubrit3F. It ia superior in tM 
growtki 9f wheat and clover, anti ia obt inlbrior io locality. 

July 2d,'f836, 1 rode to, and from, Gaelph, by the short 
road from Dundas, and was absolutely amazed at th^ 
improvement which had taken place in eighteen months • 
the extent of clearing, the number of new and cohfifora- 
ble log houses erected on the route, particularly througH 
the township of PuslincH, and the general improvement 
^in the country. There is an excellent inn kept by Mr. 
Black, which I can recommend with great confidence ^nd 
natisfietction, for the attention paid to travi^Uers, the exqeU 
lence of its accommodation and the modeirauod of il;$, 
charges. He has named it New Berwick. 

BRANTFORD 
Is a large and and very flourishing village^ situated on a 
fine plain, high and dry, and overlooking the Grand Rl- 
yer,.over which a bridge has been erected. It take^^it^ 
hame from the celebrated Indian Chief, of the Mohaw^k 
tribe, John Brant, Esq. Since the surrender of the Jands 
fturrouqding this village, and those forming the towiishipi 
ofCayitgaa and Dunn, by the Indians, and the n^vigar 
fion of the Grand River been compJeted, Brantford hos 
most rapidly increased, and now contains several chuych-^ 
fes, schools, manufactories^ stores, ttiills, and many excel- 
leat private dwelling houses. 

*»We have been favored with the eensiis 6f our town, now amonntin^ 
to IIOO inhabitanta, ciiid which ahows an increase in three yeara, of 
more than triple the amount, and in the last year of 225, the nuniber 
being in 1833, 347—1835, 875—1836, 1100. the great aatifkctioa 
^hich this affords must be participated in by all interested in the neigh*^ 
bourhood. In a country like this, population is wealth, and if we pre* 
teed for the next three years, and it is to be hoped we shall, with th«^ 
same rapidity as for the last, we shall bid fbir to stand ibrth as one ef 
iibe finest cities of the Province. Oar position for health and fertility ut 
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ll6*tto 5e siirpas^df and our opening navigation will afford such faciU* 
ties as well for the export of our produce as for the iraportalion fVoni 
lother countries^ that the agriculturuist and the merchant may look for^ 
Ward to a (prosperity that cannot fail to be attendant on iodastry and 
lenergy.'' 

A great influx bf^BritUh settlers bave purcbased thd 
lands on both isides of the river, extending to Paris, and 
preparing to erect their houses on the most favored and 
picturesque sites-. In connectioil with my account of thiil 
Viltege^ i intended to give the particulars of two visits I 
inade during the winter to the Indian villages of the Mo^ 
hawk and Tuscarora tribes^ in company with two Scotch 
gentlemen, possessing considerable property near An- 
tcaster. From its length I have transferred it to th^ 
Appendix, under the head of Indians. The sleighing 
\v«fs so excellent^ that we performed the journey^ eigh- 
teeo miles, in t\^o hours. Tlie country dong the Mo>- 
liavvk road has improved very greatly during these last 
three years i it ruils through a pine swamp for many 
miles, the labour of clearing whieh must have been ex- 
cessive, as the profusion of stumps demonstrate^ Thd 
road in summer is fVeqiiently in a wretched state^ but 
home spirited individuals have riianifested a dispositioa 
to improve it, and it is likely to become a good turnpikjd 
>oad Being the nlaiti western road, and the immediate 
route lo the most fertile district irt the Province^ from the 
bead of Lake Ontario, nothing can retard its prosperity 
and improvement, but apathy, or prevent its becoming 
one of the most inte^esting and important portions of the' 
country. The land on both sides of the road, after passr .- 
ing through the ridges of phie, m)t very deep, is of thef 
most excellent quality, and some of the native farmer^ 
raise prodigious cropi of wheat, oats, buckwheat, and In-' 
diancorn. There are large, beautiful, and extensive 
imadorws in the roate« with &n% streams of living YrtdttHi 
SO > 
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running through thein^ M tbelt* deboachnre in the Gmnd 
Hiven The greater portion of the road passess through 
the township of Ancaster. About six miles from the vill^ 
ageof Ancaster, and midway between Hamilton and 
fihmtford, and Dundas and Braiitford, is oiie of the best 
taverns on the route, kept by Mr. Henry Odell, who ii 
also a very extensive farmer. Excellent accoromodattoi^^ 
great attention, and thoderate charged are sufficient re« 
commendations; they are all to be met With at this iiin* 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES. 
There are many of these societies now established in 
the Province ; besides the one for the General Home 
District, there is also one for Oro, Orilla, Simcoe^ and 
Thorah, — one in the London District,-^one also in the 
Gore District, first proposed by Frederick Surer, Esq., of 
Oakwood, at the annual dinner of the sons of St. An- 
drew, since matured and carried into operation, having; 
the Hon. James Crooks of West Flamborough, President^ 
and Dr. William Craigie of Ancaster, Secretary. It has 
had shows for cattle, at Hamilton, Nelson, Brantford^ and 
Guelph. It has many hundred subscribers, honorabfy 
emulating and vieing with each other in the attainmest 
of agricultural perfection, and meeting and mingling to* 
gether as old and new settlers, and cherishing feelings of 
individual and mutual regard. Mr. Fergusson is deserv* 

' Ing of great credit for the attention he has bestowed and 
the pains he has taken in the introduction of better breedf 
of cattle : the cows on his farm are the finest I bave seeo 

^ in the Province: a good deal of white in their coloitrv 
tlhort horns, strait back, just like those in the Holdemess 
Country of Yorkshire. The cows, generally roamii^ a«> 
%out the country as free comdf^oners, are swag-faackec^ 
thehr tails thick and rotigh> pin-hauncfaed, their faeadt 
ifioarsiQ^ their faces broad, f if» ilat» and horns tUck aMi 
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loDg. His Durtiai<i tox is a picture, a model of these 
beautiful cattle : short horns, strait back, a taper neck, ve« 
ry smalt in proportion where it joins on the small and 
handsome head, deep dewlap, small boned in the legs, 
hoop ribbed, square hipped, and tail slender. | believe 
Mr. Ferguson uses turnips as a winter food* Frederick 
Suter, Esq. 9 whose farm is worthy the inspection of anjr 
lover of agriculture, and should have been seen^ by alt 
means, by Mr, Illinois SherijaTof Mungo's Park, has cul- 
tivated the turnip most successfully. Qn his farm, he 
has large and beautiful fields of turnips of both kinds,, 
sowed in rows with intercut tivation, and certainly pre* 
senting as luxuriant a growth as could be seen. He hai 
also raised large quantities of barley, th|$ grain bright aqit 
heavy. H- P- Simmons, ^sq., of Anpaster brought frpni^ 
England last year some of the Dishley breed of sbeep i^-^ 
they are as beautiful as imagination could makd them, — 
round and loaded with flesh, and will if generally en- 
couraged, produce quantities of fine mutton, and bales of 
fine wool. He also brought out the thin fhined Norfolk 
hog, the most perfectpicture to be seen : they become fat 
en any kind of food, and without any trouble. 

The Gore District returns five members to the House 
of Assembly. 

THE LONDON DISTRICT,. 
Lying to the west of the Gore District, stretches also- 
north and south from the north shore of Lake Erie, tfy 
the southern extremity of Lake Huron. Independently 
of its large water fronteir on the two lakes, it is intersect- 
ed by Ahe rivers Thames, Ouse, Aux Sables, and Maic- 
land. A paper printed in London ^speiaks thus of this

LONDON. 

This town is beautifaUy situated on the north bank of 
the Thames, and is the capital of tlxe District. Governor 
Siincoe predicted as far back s^s 1793, that it would be^ 
ComQi someday, a place of great magnitude and import^ 
Qnce; the north and west branches of the Thames umte 
here ; it stands on an elevated and commanding situa^ 
lion and has roads to Goderich— >to St. Thomas, and to^ 
Sandwich. The following account is from the Freeman's^. 
Journal :— ^ 

Tb.e Township of London was settled in the year 1818, and as i^ta 
first settlers were persons for whom the Editor's Father obtained frota 
|he British government free grants of land, and a free passage to Mon-- 
treal, we have had a more than ordinary opportunity of formingan ac- 
curate judgment of the propriety of the plan which we recommend-^ 
scarcely an individual who accompanied Mr. Talbot to this eountrjE 
was possessed' of more than £100, and many on their arrival in tbia 
township had not more than £50 ; yet of all those persons t^iere ift 
aesrcely one that is not now wholly independent — in the possession of 
fine fiirms, of an abundance of stock, and in the enjoyment of all the 
comforts and many of the luxuries of life. The.Township of London in 
1829, 7 years afler its settlement, contained a popukition of 2415 souisc 
It contained at that time 5941 acres of cleared land, 135 horses, 55^ 
oxen, 965 cows, 2 merchants shops, 3 saw-mills, 2 grist-mills, 12 framed' 
\j>\xs99 li^nder two. stories, and 3 two story boiiaes^ 
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Tke population it now 5051, includiu i^ the To^rn^thon umber af^pr^ 
of cultivated land 12Sll-*the number of horses 514^ osea720, cow* 
1531, young lioroed cattle 565, mechanics shops 8^ saw -mills 6^ grist<- 
mills 5, frame houses under two stories 146, two stories high 43. 

The first house was built in the Town of London in the fallof 1827^ 
It now contains a population of l^Mtsoulst about 200 dwelling houses^ 
finished and inhatuted, and nearly 100 frames not yet enclosed, 8ome 
of which have been put up thisspring. The court-house, which is 100 
ftet long, 50 feet wide, an4 50 feet high, has the best external appeal* 
anee of any similar building in the Province. It has four octagon tow- 
erS| onQ at each e;ttremity, built somewhat in the Gothic style, the- 
principal windows are also Gathio. The court-roonu for neatness and 
convenience, is excelled by very few rooms appropriated ta the same 
purposes. 

There are also in the Town, 5 churches, Ep^copaf, Presbyterian,^ 
Somaq Gatholioy Methodist, and Paptist. The Episcopal ehqrcb, if 
lie except the spire, which is disproportioned to the size of the tawer^ 
is one of the finest, and certainly one gl* the neatest churches in tbft 
Province^ 

We have a first rate Classical and Mathematical 8cKoo], conducted 
by Mr- Wright, a gentleman of unimpeachable character and high^ 
literary attainments. We have also another boarding School for the> 
tfducMioQ of females, conducted by Miss Pcoudfoot, a bdy of high as-^ 
cprnpliAhmenta, and most respectable connexions. In addition to thes«> 
there are several well conducted male and female schools. 

The streets, which intersect at each other at right angTes, have been 
greatly improved within ayeac or two, and well constructed sido- walks. 
have been made in the principal ones, and we have reason to .believe- 
that before the elapse of the present summer we can fairly compete^ 
with any Town in |h^ Province in respect to our roads and sideways. 

There are now within the limits of the Town 7 merchant's /shops, 9. 
milliners, 6 groceries, 3 drug stores, 2 provision stores^ 7 licensed ia-. 
verns, 9 watch-makers, 4 sadlers, 3 blacksmith shops, one of which, 
has 9 bands, and five fires constantly going, 1 brewery i^ 2 distilleries,,! 
metal foundry, 1 flouring mill, 2 saw-milis, 1 tannery, 2 bakery's, ^ 
cabinet-makers, 16 master carpenters, 1 gun-smith, 3 master painterst 
4 waggon-makers, 8 tailors, I tin-smith, 1 hatter, 6 shoe sltops^ 6ma9^ 
ter masoDf and plaisterers, and a ianning-inill maker ; in addition »te. 
a^i tbeee Messrs. Straogman & Hill are now /erecting, in five min!M<tw> 
walk of the town, a griatoaiU^ lA^^o^ad (^ihtmmti of atoi^, a (wUmc 
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iKitthicid, t e^r JlAgf miki^iriei and turnings lathes, which thejr exptd to 
have in full operation before the elapse of three months. 

Taking a view of the very great improvemeiits made in this towni 
and its vicinity, during the short period of the settlement of the former« 
We thirtk we may safely say that no town in British North America has 
advanced so rapidly or can boast of a greater tiumber of respectable 
families* 

. The Thames is navigable for steam boats anid st^hoooefi 
to Chatham 15 miles from its embouchure and for bmaH 
boats nearly to its source. About eight miles from thif 
place is the Big Bear Greek which runs nearly parallel 
with it. The. lands on its banks are of excellent quality* 
the timber lofty and majestic and ai the most valuable 
kind. It has several falls in Don, Brook, and On the 4tk , 
jconcession of Zone, lot No. 48, there is a fine fall of 5 
feet, from a lime-stone rock, the river being atleasc6rod« 
in widths 

ST. THOMAS. 
This village has become a place of considerable import* 
afice within these last two years,-^it is delightfully shua^ 
ted on the elevated banks of Kettle Creek, 200 feet in 
heighth, in the centre of a well settled country that can 
vie with any portion of the Province in beauty and fer** 
lility. It contains many excellent houses, 12 stores, thai 
branches of three banks, (Upper Canada, Commercial^ 
mod Farmers,) the best cabinet ware-houses in the Di8« 
trict, 3 churches, 2 mills, 2 brewenes, 2 newspaper offil-' 
ces, 3 well conducted taverns and a foundry. It is situa-* 
red on the Talbot-street road, surrounded by large, well 
cleared and productive farms, good roads excellent orch^ 
ards and choice lands, with a population of 600 persons^ 

PORT STANLEY 
Is situated at the termination of Kettle Creek at its Junc- 
tion with Lake Erie,— ^it is admirably selected for businesi 
antlagreat deal is carried oii,-^it has a good harbour^ 
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tvell protected by large wooden piejis jutting ini6 thif 
-Lake. From London to St. Thomas, a distance of if 
tnileSi and from thence to Port Talbot 10 miles farther^ 
the country is of the most pleasing character, fine undula- 
tions, plantations judiciously left, farms extensive and 
well cleared, and orchards of the best descriptions of fruits 
Kettle Creek is a pretty stream, rendered mtite so from 
the elevation of its banks,-^the water is deep but nar- 
row. Many persons, for the London^ VVesterrt, and Hu* 
ron Districts, come by this route from Buffalo, the steam 
boats on Lake Erie, stopping at this port» Between it 
and St. Thomas, its waters supply several mHls, manufac- 
tories, and other establishments, — the distance between 
the two places is 8 miles. At the outlet of Catfish Creek; 
nfine stream, there U also an harbour^— ^it is in thef 
township of Malahide, and close to Yarmouth, two fine 
townships, both frotitingLake Erie, finely watered, well 
supplied with mills for lumbering, affording excellent hd-* 
vantages for navigation, timbered with the choicest pine 
and oak. 

PORT BiJRVVELL 

Is a beautiful little village, 7 miles from Talbot Road^ 
built at the outlet of Big Otter Creek, on the shore of 
Lake Erie. It has a fine harbour, several stores, a good 
tavern, many manufactories, and an elegant Episcopal 
Church recently built : there are large mills at Vienna, 
two miles above it, on the Creek, carrying on a very ex«- 
tensive business. It has a bye post from Bayham on Ot*- 
ter Creek, from which it is distant about 8 miles. 

PORT TALBOT, 
Well known as the residence of Colonel Talbot, who haa^ 
a house on a fine elevation of 100 feet above Lake Erie^ 
This gentleman has taken great pains to introduce somer 
superior fruit, and has been successful, — his^ orchard is-es-" 
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ken&We and well stocked with beahky irMS. His fartti 
displaj^s a great wan I x^ttnste and neataewy tNJt is ex;teii^. 
sivety cieared,-^the fences are slovenly, and the buildings 
mean and discreditable* The stbck 6A his farm is 6f the 
best quality. Th^ soil is Idam and clay. He has been 
niost indefatigable in his efforts to settle Ibis p9tH 6f tbd 
country and has succeeded ill his praiseworthy endeav- 
ours. Along the whole line of the shore of Lake Erie^ 
villages have been formed,— 'the take itself a scene of Inv^* 
liness^ the soil exuberantly fertile, the strec^tns almost 
numberless faUing into the lake, aiid the scite tisuaflly se- 
lected for the formation of a viHage, being that wbeire^lh^ 
greatest hydraulic power is to be found. The road froni 
Port Taibot routld the Lake to Amberstburgis 106 miles 
Ibrough Aldboro'^ Orford, Howard, Erius^ Romney, 
Mercer, Goslfieldj and Colthester, Well Worthy of being 
travelled. There is aii exquisite bay iii the township of 
Harwich, not unlike Burlington Bay, called Rondisan: A 
Violent storm, this year, forced a passage thrdiigh tbd 
laiid, from the deep water iii the bay to the deep water in 
the lake. Were a canal or good road made from thencci 
to the Howard Ridge settlement on the Talbot Road, and. 
the outlet from the Bay fo the Lak^ secured, it would 
become a plaice of great business ind pi'dve of incalcula- 
ble advaiitage to the settlers iii this rieh seictidn of thd 
Province. This distance is but sixteen niiles, and wouid 
icause a saviiig of 150 to niarket. 

Tlie Talbot-Street Road is one of the best in tbe Prd^ 
Vince,— the Colonel having made it a condition, with 
fcach settler on the route, that a chain in depth on each 
side of the road, should be completely cleared, that it 
inight have the advantage of wind and sun; The road 
tontidues through Delaware, where there is a small vill- 
age situated on the river Thames^ over which there is li 
31 
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bridge. The Thames itself is ar delightful river> tit)i>ttt 
forty yfirds wide» and like the renowned one of that name 
on whose majestic bosom the wealth of nations rideSi 
it is ^^without over-flowing full,'' being abundantly 
supplied by numerous springs issuing from its banks, U 
is navigable thirty miles from its mouth, for schooners and 
steam boats, and during the season, steamers touch at 
ChathanK Various projects are in contemplation to con^* 
nect London with Braotford, and thereby uniting the 
Thames and Grand River, a plan so unquestionably be^ 
neficial, as to induce the lovers of improvement to exert 
themselves to carry it into effect The alluvial flats along 
this river are uf the richest quality, — prolific in the ex* 
treme ; the soil in general is loam and clay--**in some 
parts the choicest sandy loam. The timber is of the * 
finest description of maple, beach and oak« 

The village of New Saruin, six miles eastof St. Thomas, fifteen frotti 
London, and ten from lake Erie shore, is situated in the County of 
Middlesex, on the Talbot road, through which daily stages pass ; the 
Niagara and Detroit Rivers Bail Road is expected to pass very near it, 
the neighbourhood is thickly settled with respectable inhabitants, and 
the land is of the best quality and well watered. A large tract has been 
- laid out in Building Lots, with a reserve for a church,church-yard,and 
Market square ; and on the whole, it may be pronounced one of the 
most eligible, healthy and pleasant parts of Upper* Canada. There are 
already a distillery, «aw and grist-mills, a store, tavern, gun-smich, ma- 
chine maker, blacksmith, and wheelwright shop. There are several 
dwelling houses now being erected, and the place has the advantage 
of a lumber and bfick yard. A tanner would find it worth his notice, 
«nd a pottery might be established, there being good clay for the pur- 
pose on the land. There is a day school estat)li8hed in the village. 
Building lots are selling at a nominal price to immediate settlers. 

VITTORIA 
Is a small, neat village in the township of Charlotteville, 
consisting of several stores, inns, a post-office, churches, 
«choX>l-house, and a population of nearly 300 persons. Iq 
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Charlotieville abundance of iron ore is met with, and 
there are large iron works. It fronts upon Lake Erie and 
lies nearly ec^uidistant bet ween Long Point and Port Da-^ 
ver. 

SIMCOE 
Is a pi-etty thriving village in Woodhouse, with some cr- 
eellent taverns, stores, houses, and a post offioe, and ap* 
plication has been made to make it the District Town of 
a new Districtr Port I>over in the same township, Is 
likely to become a place of some importance, especially 
if the projected rail-road from Hamilton to it be proceed- 
ed with. It has a good pier and harbonr and some en- 
terprize has already been exhibited. The township of 
Woodhouse is finely watered by a small river called 
Linn^s River, or Paterson's Creek : during its progress 
to Lake Erie it tunis several mills and factories. There 
are some extensive farms in this district, termed the Long 
Point settlement, — rfie orchards are excellent, the soil i» 
dry and sandy, but very prolific notwithstanding^; and 
it is in the immediate vicinity of inexhaustible quarries of 
gypsum. The roads are veiy good. Long Point Bay is 
formed of a long strip of sand, having a slight bend, and 
of forty miles extent, stretching into the lake. During a 
violent gale in the fall of 1834 a channel was forced 
through the bank near the shore, and which has not since 
been filled up, enabling vessels from the depth of water 
to pass through it, — a great saving in distance and a much 
safer navigation. The Big Creek empties into the Bay 
after winding through a tract of sandy country and pine 
woods. On the point, now an island, a few firs and ce* 
dars of insignificant growth are scattered. 

From Brantford to Whitehead's tavern at Burford^ 
on the great Western Road, the country is well set- 
tied and cleared ; across the Burford Plains, the first 
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right hand road leads to Wfakfi^d's tavern, Blenbeinii 
From thence three miles to the west is 

WOOPSTOCI^, 
This village and the town plot in Blandford forni 
together, a place of considerable Importance. Admiral 
Vansittart, brother to T^ord Bexley, has purchased an exn 
tensive property, which by levelling, fencing, and c|e?irt 
ing, be is making very handsome. He has surrounded a. 
great part by ai^ ei^cellent park fcQce, and his house and 
out*buildings cover an acre of ground. There are three 
churches ai^d a school house here, and the country arounc^ 
l*ich and fertile, and settled by the most respectable ^lass^ 
pf British settlers. To the east oi this village i^ an etc 
gant mansion, ef recent erection, by a wealthy sealer. — 
Miyor Barwick has a fine property, with an excellent 
bouse, three miles from this village. Between these villar 
ges and BeechvilLe the country is beautiful, intersected 
by fine streams, handsomely timbered, and the clearecl 
parts, well cultivated. 

JBEECHVILLE 
Is a beai\tifu} village, midway between Woodstock an.(| 
](dgersoll, fromi which it is sixteen qiiles.. It is on the 
south side of the Riyer Thames, intersected by streams of 
beautiful limpid water, possessing a rich soil, timbered 
withtrees of m^ijestic growth, f^nd settled all around it 
by ii^ost respectable English settlers. There is a good 
tavern, grist and saw mills, three stores and many me- 
chanics. The buildings about the vicinity are excellent, 
^tid the land of a superior character and moderate p^ice^ 
It contains about one hui\dred inhabitants. 

INGERSOLL 
Is a neat, increasing and flourishing village, situated in 
West Oxford,-- the population about 200. It has a school 
lt9H9e,in which the s^vice of the church of England isi 
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performed every Sunday, Ave mercbant stores, one ta- 
vern, a grist find tivo saw miils, one pearlasb tnaflufacto- 
ry, one distillery, a great number of niechanics mid tradea- 
inen of vs^rious kinds. It has also the advantage of a 
post-office, as well as the register office for the county of 
Oxford, A church is about being erected, about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the viRage, belonging to the church of . 
England. The roads are good, and the country h)Dg-. ; 
settled, well cleared and finely cultivated. 

• EMBRO 
Is a village in the fine township of Zorra ; its population^ 
(It present, is under 100. There is a Kirk of Scotland^ 
one school, two taverns, four stores, many mechanics, saw 
mill and grist mill and some manufactories. The village 
lots ar^ sdling from twenty to forty dollars each, the lo I 
containing one fourth of an acre. The township is beau- 
tifully timbered with maple, beech, elm, bass, cherry, 
black and white ash, a few oaks and pine« Wild land isi 
selling far 15 to 20s. per acre. Partially cultivated farms 
from £1 10$. to £S per acre. It was first settled in 
1820, the inhabitants one half Scotch, the remaining half 
Canadians and Americans. The population of the town- 
ship in 1835 was 2,018 : this year in January, 2354.— 
The tOTvnships of Yarmouth, Southwold, Norwich, and 
Townsend have increased very considerably, in propor- 
tion, during the last year. From Delaware to Adelaide, 
It distance of 18 mites, a post is now sent, for the accom- 
inodation of the numerous families located in that fine 
township, together with those of Moore, Plympton, War- 
wick aqdSarnia.

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maod, a supply of not less than 20000 barrels might annttally be fur- 
niehcd through the means of this company alone* The fish* principally 
taken are salmon trout, white-fish and herrings, all of which are ofthe 
first quality « and far superior to those of the lower lakes*

**As to soil and climate, the Western District is certainly stiperidT 
to any other part of Upper Canada. Alon^ the Detroit river, the value 
of land has encreased within the last three years 300 per cent— the 
value of land is still on the increase^ and the rage for acquiring property 
IS really inconceivable^ Some farmers who would have sold theit 
farms two years ago for (1200, have refused this year (20,000 for (ha 
very same property. The intended rail road from Bertie to Sandwich 
Is the cause of this sudden increase. The moment that that work ia 
completed, I have no doubt but this will be one ef the most prosperous 
parts of Upper Canada. From my knowledge of the other parts of thi* 
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Province, I do not per<^iT6 any material ditferene^ here id poiiil; 1^ 
healthfiilneesw Europeans on theii* arrival here, and settUng m th4 
woodsj 9re subject to agilj^, and remittent feveird, but 1 knift •eeh the 
same thing prevail among them in every other part of the Country. -^ 
Those who have the means of purchasing improved fat-ms are not sub- 
ject to those diseases. The nature of the soil is generally clay, cover- 
ed with six or seven inches of aliuvious^ubstancfe. In some places thd 
•land ts rather too level, bdt still cad be easily dra ined. Jh general ihd 
timber is so heavy, that without capital, it is very diflicuh to clear the 
land, and therefore, poor vettlers must expect to Undergo in great deal 
of hardship before they can render themselves cpmfortabies They 
have oevertheless advantages that they cannot possess in any other 
pari of the country. The winters are so extremely nlild tb^t chey can 
raise cattle without the least trouble^ and there are thousands of hor- 
ses and horned cattle ranging through the forest, without ever being 
housedi Detroit is an excellent market for all the surplus produce of 
the coantry-^the present prices areas follows : Wheat $1, Oat^28. 3d. , 
barley 28; 9d. Indian Corn iind Rye 4s. ctirrencyper bushel. Winched- 
tei^ measure. Poor people can easily get employment at the following 
rates : servant man 2s. 6d. per day and fed ; servant maid $4 per 
month. A good mechanic from $1J to $2 per day: The Town of 
Sandwich is not fast encreasing : the present number of houses does^ 
not exceed 90, and the population of the town does not amount to mor^ 
than 400. At present the new village of Richmond, opposite Detroit^ 
has taken the start ot Sandwicfi, and shodld the rail road terminatcj 
there, as it is most likely it will, Sandwich will never become any 
thing of a town. There is a steam saw and grist-mill at Amherstburgh. 
One steam^rist and carding mill nearly finished at Sandi^ich, and onel 
grist and saw steam mill on River aux Puces, ten miles abov% Sand-^ 
l¥ich« There is no pine in this partof the country ; all the boards aniii 
plank are got either from the London District or from the River Sin- 
clair— ^however, building materialB are not scarce, fot no part of the 
Province is better supplied with oak, cherry and walnut trees. Fish ef 
various descriptions is in abundance, and the fisheries of white-fish 
alone form a considerable branch of commerce. I am sure, on an* ave- 
rage, there is not less than 10^000 barrets of white-fisb ei^ported every 
year from this part of the country. Ftaitr of the best quality, is in such 
abundance that itia almost valueless. This will give a sufficient idea 
of the advantages and disadvantages of thi» part of the Province. If 
will iiey.er become a terrestrial paradiBe*-but it requires nothing btlf 
capital and industry to make it the garden of Upper Canada. A( pr*' 
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iWt Society is on a low scale,^ and we want a belter data of ftgrieuttur'S 

\bU than our slovenlyiFrenchfGattadians." 

AMHERSTBURGH 
Is on the Detroit RiVer; three miles from its mouth. U 
is deiightluliy situated, aiid beeti long settled. It is siir- 
rounded by some 6f the finest land iri Canada, And is ad- 
mirably adapted for commerce. It has a small island 
immediately opposite, between which and the shdre there 
is excellerit anchordge ; it is dxteen niiled from Sand- 
wich, which is at^the othi?^ extremity of the Detroit Ri- 
ver, adjoining Lake St. Clair. The scenery along thci 
banks of this Idvely river is beautiful in the extreme, and 
from the fertility df th6 sdil, krid the Is^xuberant vegeta- 
tion, exhibits a richtiess and verdure, iiot tb bfe ^urpassed;^ 
The inhabitants are principally of Frenfcfi descent, and 
speak the language. Owing to the gfeat mildness of the 
climate, Standard apricot trees, peaches, pears, apples^ 
iand plums thrive well. There are some very good gar- 
dens, dnd some tolerable housed. There is a t*oad from 
Mersea on Lake Erie, by Amherstburgh, to Sandwich-4 
it is 45 miles ; through the townships of Colchester and, 
Malddii, the road is but littte elevdted abdvc the level of 
the lake. From Maldou to AmherstburgH, the soil is of 
the finest quality, and eicellent crops of Tobacco are 
raised. The population of Amherstburgh is about 700,— 
there is a large Catholic Church, also an Episcopalian, 
and Presbytertati, and several schools. There is an ex-, 
tensive common near Aniberstburgh, the pasturage of 
which is very luxuriant. The Detroit Rivfer is aboiit 
three quarters of a liiilfe iti breadth, alid is nearly thirty 
ifniles in length, extending from Lakil St. Clair to Lake 
Erie. . Thei waters of those majestic inland seai. Lakes 
Superior. Michigair, and Huron pass through it, on their 
iroutie tb the St, L^vvrence. About a milfe and a half fi^ondt 
Amherstburgh commences the Huron Resferve,^ fextend- 
fng along the batiks of the Detroit River Severn miles^ and 
being seven miles in depth. M aiiy attempts liaye b^eri 
hiade to indclce the Indians to dispose of this yaluablj^ 
territfliry, unsurpassed by richtiess of soil, beauty of sccsne^-* 
ry, fertility, and mildness of climate in Upper Chttttd^f 
$2 ' 
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Between this place aod Sandwich the banks of the River 
areloWi and the country swampy. 
SANDWICH 
Is situated on a fine rising groundi nearly opposite De- 
troit, the ferry to which is about a mile and a half above 
it, towards Lake St. CJair. It is the county town and 
consists of a long irregular street, along the river. It 
contains a population of 500, and is attracting that atten» 
tion which its situation so ivell merits. The inhabitants 
are principally French ; there is a large Catholic Church 
liere; — at the ferry, a considerable improvement has taken 
place, and many houses have been built. The land i$ 
ivell cleared, and free from stumps ; there are likewise 
^me pretty gardens, and excellent orchards. The view 
!of I>stroit from Sai>dwich, on a summer^s evening, as 
the siin is sinking beneath the western, sky^ illuminating 
ivith her last lengthened beam the lofty spires and lai^e 
t>uildin^s of Detroit^ is very fine. The Detroit river con-» 
lidues widening above Sandwich^ until it. reaches Lake 
St. Clair, about seven miles distant, lliis lake is nearly 
round, about thirty miles across, and ninety in circum-^ 
ierence. . The river Thames which rises in the C'hippe^ 
way country, empties into Lake St. Clair^ a few miles a- 
l>ove Detroit* The soil from Scmdwlch, towards the 
mouth of the Thames, is generally good, particularly the 
uplands, but immediately at the Thames there are very 
extensive marshes and prairies^ used for grazing num- 
bers of horses ^^dcattle. The Thames is navigable to 
Chatham, about twenty ipiles from Lake St. Clair/ Tbe 
lands, on both sides of the Thames to Chatham, are evi-» 
dently prairie, and capable, if drained, of raising the finest 
crops, and it seems very likely that the settlers will endea^ 
vour to do so, by means of Lake Erie. The road from 
Sandwich to Chatham passes along the shores of JUake 
St. Clair and the banks of the Thames. The Lake is a 
noble piece of water, clear, bright and as smooth as glas& 
On the American side the scene is diversified,-^here a 
clump of dark forest trees, there a patch of cleared land^ 
not yet cropped; beyond, a farm house, a barn, some 
stacks of yellow grain, an orchard just behind the house^ 
and farther up, far in the distance, fields of corn* Th« 
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Big Bear Creek also empties itself into Lake St Clair, 
after passing through the beautiful townships of Dawn, 
Zone, Brooke, and Sombra, all in progress of settling, 
and being as rich land as any in the ProvincQ, This lak'^ 
is connected with Lake Huron by the River St, Clair, 
which runs south from Lake Huron to Lake St. Clair ; 
it is f(»rty miles long, and nearly a mile wide. Along the 
Detroit River and Lake St. Clair are numerous wind- . 
mills, which with the gardens, orchards, and the absence 
of th^ stumps in the cleared parts,, give k tiie resemblance 
of an English scene. The great bulk of the population 
are Catholies, and the mission of my esteemed friend, the> 
Rev. Angus MeDonell, extends 30 miles along the De^ 
troit River and Lake St. Clair. The congregation is. 
composed of French extraction and of Irish emigrants. — 
The number ef oommunieants is about 3^000. The pre- 
sent church is altogether iitsuliieient for thtfir accommoda* 
tion, — ^it is an old frame building 44 by 90 feet. A new: 
church, however, is in contemplation of brick, of the 
Gothic order, to be 60 by 120 feet. The Canadians wha 
compose the great majority of the population of Sand- 
wich are extremely ignorantf and have no ambition for 
educating their children : with the exception of four or^ 
five there is not one among them who can either read or 
write. The common scbtxrfs are few and tliinly^ attend- 
ed. The district school is a useless waste of public money ,» 
mere sinecure^ and is not in any respect upon a better 
footing thanthe worst common school In the Province.-*-^ 
Amherstbulrgh, with a fine harbour, a delightful situation, 
is not progressing as it ought: — indeed I am afraid that 
as soon as the troops are removed from it, it wiJt decrease 
rapidly, unless the Indian Reserve be settled. Had not 
the collected folly and wickedness of last year attempted 
to meddle with that Reserve, it would have been setried 
ere now^: but Amberstburgb was doomed, as well as the 
rest of the Province, tofeel the baneful and withering in- 
fluence of the venal, abandoned, and jobbing mnjStftj. 
Fifteen thousand acres ofthe Reserve have been bought 
by the Commissioners. Sir John Col borne got the Re-' 
serve surveyed ; but the present worthy successor to that 
good man was so vilely and wickedly harrassed by those 
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p^ndo patriots that he could not interfere, until happitvc^ 
by bis appeal to the.people, he got the Augean stable^ 
pleansed from all the 6ith with which they b£i4 for twQ 
fissions been polluted, 

f*We perceive that the fever fur purchasing land in this town9hip ia 

Kt^Wy encreasing. Most any of the farms on the road leading fronx 
ndwich to the Ferry could two years ago have been bought for £^5i, 
pr X50Q, and opw npne can be bought for leas than £2,000^ The. 
pQficbi^tecii nee prinpipi^lly ^Hi^l^icans, who know a thing or two» and 
are taking advantage of the present favorable prionnent to piM'chase land : 
being aware that ip a very ^hort time the operations of the Detroit river 
Sail Road company will cause it to double its value. We would can- 
didly advise those who have land to aeil not to be in too great a hurry i 
ibr it is not to be supposed th^t farms situated on the shore of one of 
the n^st beautiful riyers of North America« or more, properly a strait 
between two of thegrefitest lakesr-a link in the chain of water commu- 
lilcation froni New York to MichillimacinRC — will not increase, in i^ 
very f hbrt time, in tenfold their present value, when to their other ad- 
vantages is added that of their being in the vicinity of the termination 
ctf an intended rail rpad which ^ill be ipore than 230 miles in length. 
Let us for a rnoment consider the folly of being sp precipitate in dispo- 
sing of valuable lands. A rail road of more than 230 miles in length is. 
about to be formed through the most fertile part of the Pjipoviilce — ital 
termination wi)l be in the township pf Sandwich, most probably dlrectl)^ 
opposite to the commencement of the t}eXroit and Sft Josiep.h's Raij( 
Road-T-making in all the longest continuation of Rail Road in the 
world. 'There is not a doubt, with reflecting persons, that the rail road 
will be constructed immediately, asthere are a nnmber of wealthy A me-i 
rlcans w|io will purcha^ all the stock, or as much of it as they can get;^ 
apd this muph may be said fpr brother Jonathan, that few of the en-* 
terprisesf he undertakes are not gone through with. Michigan is filling 
iip as rapidly as possible her vast e^^tent of territory— arid the eomqaerce. 
between ber and New York, and other con^mercial cities, is getting to^ 
be almost incalculable. It is well known that this great commerce ia 
with difficqlty restricted to the summer season alone, and that during^' 
the winter there ik a great demaad for the merchandize which during 
that season cannot be procured because of navigation being closed-*-^ 
buring the winter, then, the intercourse between Michigan and the. 
commercial pities of the £a6[t, through our Province, would be immense. 
— not from the transportation of Merchandize alone, but by the number 
of emigrants to Michigan and the far north-west, who would prefer tra- 
velling the shortest route on a rail road. The township of. Sandwich 
will natttiraUy be the starting place and termination of ell this passing 
wealth and emigrat'^on throoffh our country ; and there are few wha, 
trill not ado^it that this township especially bids fair to become a placfik 
pf very' great importance.

My Dear Bfrother — I received your kind letter die 9th of this monthly 
f^r w'hich I am much indebted to you ; you seem surprised that I b^d' 
ilot answered your letter that you say you have sent me, but the pre- 
fient letter is the only one I have received. I i^m happy to bear thai 
pou are so very comfortable. I hope by the blessing of Heaven vou 
^ay always remain so. ' I have heard from all three of our brothers 
and Rebecca since Micchaelmas. Rebecca has just lost a child ; .thejr 
iiave Auffered very niuoh with the scarlet fever. 1 wish to Providence 
they were as wetland comfortably off as you and your brother are, though 
I think they, hove abundance of work^ but the farmers are dreadfully bad- 
pif indeed — my master says that nine farmers out of ten must break ; 
Wheat is selling now at frctra £7 to £9 the load. The poor are iiow 
fnanaged by perVons appointed by the government; large work-houses' 
are built all over England, and ten to thirty Parishes are united, and 
every able bodied man out of employnient, and that applies for relief, 
is obliged tot go imn^ediately to the work-house, and work hard^ live 
hard, or shift for himself. The men and their wives are kept apart, and 
the p^or children are also, taken from their parents and ktmt altogether 
separate from M«/)7,though they say the children are taken care of and 
learnt to read and write. I often think of you all when I go to church, 
and wonder if you are so ftivored as to be near a place of worship, if 
not I sincerely hope you have Bibles and Prayer Books, and then though 
you may be in the midst of the wild forest your prayers will be heard if 
offered in Christian truth. I shall expect a letter fropi Arthur or your- 
self onc^ at least every year, giving me the particulars of the country 
vhere you are so happy, and every thing worth knowing. I shall send 
your letter all round to our brothers and sisters, for I am certain that 
they must be pleased to hear that you are so comfortable and doing so 
well — they all of them beg to be kindly vemerabered to you all. I 
hope you will send this letter to Arthur, if there is a post to where he is, 
and give my kind love to him and wife and family, and accept the 
same frqnn your affectionate Sister; Jane Oliver. 

P. S. i send direction of George, who lam sure will be delighted to 
receive a letter from you from the wilda of Canada. I wish a merry 
Cbrietmas and happy New Year and niany^of them to you all.

On this the 
Herald remarks : *'The fact that so large ah increase of 6ur banking 
capital is proposed, shows not only that a large ihcrea^ie is actually 
necessary, but also that a Vast amount of capital can b^ furni«$hed to 
supply that increase ; for w^ cannot suppose that the persons who pro- 
pose so vast an addition td oiir banks, have riot cdnsiacired and fduud 
the means which are necessary to carry their designs ihtd effect." 

Thomas Dalton, Esq. the Editdrof the I^atriot, has been iridefatiga- 
blein his exertions to procure an extension of banking privileges td 
the Province^ and if his admiralble f^slsonirigs on the subject are an 
hardest of his forth coming work, it will be one of the most interesting 
^nd important ever issued frond the i^ress. 

The Bank of British: North America is likely alsb to con^e into ope- 
ration arid serve the Province materially. The Welland Canal Conf- 
pany, in 6rder to carry on their afTairs, have itoued notes, payable at a 
twelve month's date-^from all which it niay be seen thut a greaHn- 
crease of the circulating mediuni \^ absolutely iddisperisible to cari^^ 
out the resources of the Province. The Legislative Council passed tl^e 
following Resolutions on Banking : 

Resolved, That there is scarcely any duty mbre imperative upon 
the Legislature than to guard with care th^ commercial Credit of this' 
Province with other Colonies and Countries, and td uphold the confi* 
dence and security of i€84nhabitanta in theh* mittu a 1 dealings. 

Re6olVe<}, That with a view to these objects tire regulation of the 
inetallic currency, and the exercise of siidh d control in regard to this 
creation and operation of Banlcs, as may seem iriost proper for securing 
the public against loss from at valueless Or depreciated paper currency, 
and also against the evils which may arise from a sudden increase or 
diminution of the circulating medium of commerciaf transactions are 
matters which call for the vrgilafat and scrupulous tfttentron of tfaiOL Le- 
gislature. 

Resolved, That the admitted itecessity of hstving a much larger tm- 
pital actively eriaployed In this Province than could be represented by 
any attainable quantity of specie, has naturally and unavoidably led to' 
the creation of a paper currency to meet the wants of a rapidly inclfea^ 
sing popuiadton and the demands of a growing spirit of enterprise / 
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Resolved, That while it was a perfectly hew question under what 
Vegulations the emission of a paper currency would he most safely au. 
tfiorised it pi*eSented the following consideratidns : 1. That it might 
tie provided for solely by the establishment of a Provincial Bank^ii^ 
vwg a large capital which mi^ht from time to time be enc^easedy with 
' branches of discount arid deposite in all the Districts of the Province, 
giving to each District the opportunity of subscribing within itself for 
a due proportion of the capital Stock, in the original creation orthe 
institution and upon every occasion of the capital being increased, and 
enhjectin^ the affairs of the Corporation* 16 such regulations and coq- 
fro 1 as would best secure their safe and satisfactbty management. Or 
2dly, by chartering one othier Bank in additiion to such Provincial bank 
in order to ensure to the public ^ny benefit that might arise from com- 
petition and to do away with any olnection or appearance of objection, 
bn the ground of monopoly. Ol: 3rdly^ by chartering a dumber of 
banks, but a number that should be limited with caution by the Legis- 
lature, and only suffered to be increaBed gradually and in proportioa 
to the increase in the population and trade of the country. Or 4thly, 
by chartering with little hesitation as many Banking Conipanies as 
might apply to be incorporated^ relying upon the sufficiency of the 
restrictions to be contained in their charters and lipdn their prudent 
management of their a0ai>:6 for protecting the public against evil con- 
isequences from their operations. Or 5th ly, by permitting still greater 
or rather an unlimited latitude and leaving it to th^ discretion of indivi-. 
viduals or voluntary associations fVeely to conduct all the business of 
Banking without Leglsfatrve authority or restriction, issuing bills which 
are to pass With thot^e who are willing to take them as the representa- 
tive of cash, in such quantities as they may choose and with no other 
security to their redemption than the liability which the Iftw i^tAchea to 
these in common with all other undertakings; 

Resolved, That the Legislature commenced by adopting the system 
firsi specified in the foregoing Resolutions ; that afler some years it 
advanced, not without scruple and reluctance, tO the second ; and thtit 
first step of departure having beeo^ taken, the rapidity with which the 
Legislative Council finds itself pressed to advance even tb the last has 
led them to entertain serious apprehension of injury to the public from 
the readiness with whicli the various projects for Banking with and 
without charters seem at the present momei^t to be encouraged. 

Resolved, That the Legislative Council cannot forget the very great 
Injury which a portion of this Province formerly sustained from the 
failure of an unauthorised arid unregulated Bank ; and without assum- 
ing the probability of any intentional wrong on the psirtof thos^ whd 
'may be allowed to exercise the very important privilege of issuing their 
notes as a circulating medium ; still looking at the actual state of thd 
Province and the present condition of its population^ they cannot btit 
dread the very probable occurrence of ruinous losses to individuals atld 
a calamitous shock to trade and public credit from allowing such a 
privilege to be exercised in any other manner than under the strict utii 
Scrupulous control of the legislature.

£13,898 ; the gross Revenue of the Province during the year was^ 
£79,450: and that it will continue to increase, so as to enable the Pro- 
vince to liquidate their debt, with great ease, is evident The princi- 
pal difikulty experienced was in inducing capitalists to embark their 
means in a Province, where so much- insensate political agitation ex- 
isted. That task was led to the Hon. J. H. Dunn,- who accomplished' 
it in a manner worthy of his character ^ and who by his zeal effectually 
removed that uneasiness Vhich was felt in a powerful degree relative to* 
the resources and stability of the Province. I certainly differed in the- 
view which Mr. Dunn took of the- nature of the offices and duties of 
Executive Councillor ; it appeared to me that the whole difficulty arose 
from a desire that the duties should be enlarged, and the nature of the 
office chaQged,-but certainly the gentlemen who thought so should have 
refused to have accepted of the office, unless its duties were congenial 
with their wishes, rather than make their objection afler finding they 
were not as comprehensive as thev could wish. Notwithstanding this, 
no person who is acquainted with Messrs. Dunn, Robinsoa and Wells,, 
can for one moment suppose, that they are one whit less attached to the 
British supremacy, than the most atdent supporter of the view which 
the Governor took of the question^, nor that they would hesitate an in- 
stant, in shedding their blood in defence of that government of whicb 
they have always proved most devoted and loyal subjects. 

The following extracts from the interesting correspondence which 
took place, relative to the Loan, will clearly demonstrate the zeal and 
activity manifested by Mr. Dunn, in his intercourse with the monied 
interests of Great Britain ! 

*'l made myself personally acquainted in every quarter where I might 
likely meet with success, and afforded every iniformation I possessed in 
respect to and for the benefit of Upper Canada ; but I found consider- 
able reluctance amongst the monied houses to have any thing to do 
with the loan, from the very great excitement which had been* produced 
A'om the rumors and reports in circulation relating to the state of the 
Canadas ; and it is a well known fact, that those rumors affected all 
Canadaian stocks: that of the Canada Company, which had maintain>- 
ed a premium of 55 per cent, fell, in consequence of these rumors, to 
33 per cent — and the Uppjsr Canada Debentures, from a premium, had 
fallen to about par. I thought it best, therefore, tonegociate the whole 
loan in the manner which I deemed the most advantageous, and I hope 
it will appear as favourable^ under all considerations, as could be ob- 
tsined. 1 employed myself most assiduously for the interesta of Upper 
Canada, and without having gone to England, I think I ^hould not 
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have been enabled to carry the iiitentiuns of the Legislature mfo^ 
eflfect." 

• t'Our present debt 19 180,000/. currency, and 200,000/. sterlifig ia 
Londou. Tbe whqJe of the^e sums have b&en e^pende^ in pubhc 
improvements, canals, harbours, roads, &c. most of which are product- ^ 
|ve s^ncl will ultimately redeem their cost The present loan is to im- 
prove the 8t. Lawrence, and to construct .a canal so as to admit vesseisi, 
^rom the Ocean to lakes Ontario, Erie, &c. It is the general qjYinion 
that the revenuf from the canal when finished will soon pay the interest 
^nd pripcipaK The revenue on which the loan is secured, as well asi. 
the other two, is quite ample to meet the interest and all other demands, 
pn it. The Province i» increasing in population and wealth, and the 
revenuei though not sp favourable as in 1833, yet there is no appre- 
hension that the cause which produced the falling off, will have any 
permanent effect. This revenue is entirely derived from duties lev ieS 
at the Port of Gtuebec^ being about 3j per cent, sterling, ad valorem,^ 
upon all wares and merchandize, and about 6d. sterling per gullon 
upon wines, apirits and other liquors, and a sfhall aniotint in Upper 
Canada from commerce with the United States of America, and on Ir- 
cences for the ea,le of wines., spirits, &e. No duties wha^ver on ex- 
ports. There is do direct tax upon the inhabitants of this Province,, 
saving for local iind special purposes. The law fixes the value of one 
pound on cultivated, and on uncultivated (ands, fpur shillings per acrei, 
and all other property is rated equally low, and assessed at one penny 
in the pound, no part of which is paid into the public treasury.^' " 
Extractor a letter from MeBsrs. Tliopias WiUpn A Cq. to Mr. Dunn. 
"We beg to state, that we consider your arrival iu this country a mosl 
fortunate event, in respect to the negotiation for a loan, with which yoa 
have been charged by the Government of Upper Canada, there having^ 
been so much exaggeration and misrepresentation op the subject of 
the Canadas. It would be impossible, perhaps, to remove from the 
public mind the picejudice and alarm which prevail, not only respecting 
the Lower, but the Upper Province. We trust, however, that the state- 
ments you have made will ena^ble us ^o dispel the uneasiness of the ca-. 
pitallsts with whom we are associated, and restore in some degree to. 
the Debentures of Upper Canada, the currency and value we had suc- 
ceeded in giving them last year. A loyal, intelligent, and iiidustrioua, 
population, such as you describe the Upper Canadians; in a country 
possessing great natural resocurces, yfiih the fostering care of the Go- 
vernment, cannot fail to give to that Government, at no very dist-. 
ant period, a high degree of public credit. Under these impressions^ 
and actuated by a sincere desire to promote your views, we have befell 
induced to offer, for the 400, O&O on Canada Debentures, I00|. But 
^e must own to you, that we should have been much better pleased if 
the negociation Of them could have l^een deferred till the result of the. 
t^anada Commiesjon had been ascertained, and some idea could b^ 
formed what turn affairs wjll take in t,he Lower Province.^'

ROADS. 
• The Roads in t)ie Province are both made and repaired by Statute 
labour, anrf occcaiona! Parliamentary grants ; every adult is compelled 
to do his proportion of (his work, but the number of days which each 
individual who possesses houses or land is to work, is regulated by thd 
assessment. The roads, howevert caii never be good, until commu- 
tion takes place, so as to enable the different townships to convert the 
personal services reouired from the people into small sums of money, 
payable annually. By tlvis moderoada could be both made and nien<jt- 
ed^ Paring this present year, at the lattdr end of the month of May, 
one of the path-masters in the Jersey Settlement, called out all his mea 
to perform thejr full quantum of statute labour ; the road was well finish- 
ed. In the first week of June a violent and unprecedented storm took 
place, ^«:iclering the road worse than before its repair; the statute labour 
having been expended, the roiad has become worse and worse, andcau- 
pot be improved until the period for imposing statute labour occum 
again. This is by no means solitary ; it is to be hoped that as the 
jpresent House of Assembly will not consume its time, and the people's 
money, in vain discussions about elective Legislative and Execu^ 
tive councils, vote by ballot, and a^rrago of revolutionary twaddle ; that 
they will occupy themselves more beneficially in establishing such in- 
ternal regulations and imjprovemenls as will render them most service- 
able to the Province. 

MILITIA. 
According to the present law, every roan above eighteen and under 
forty, mqst train for the militia ; they are called out three times every 
year, the annual muster day being the 4th of June^ It is scarcely pos^ 
sible to conceive any thing more li^dicrous than this annual exhibition.. 
No one can deny the utility of a properly organized military force, ancl 
it is much to be lamented that a selection could not be made from eacl\ 
township in every district, to form 9 regular,^ decent, effective militia^ 
exempting theYn from statute labour, serving on juries, providing thenr\ 
with arms and acoutrements, and rendering them a respectable an(| 
available body £br any purpose they might be required. At present it 
lis a hardship OD the great body of labourers, and is but an incentive to 
drunkennesfi and disorder. This is another subject^ well worthy of 
parlit^mentary consideration* 

SCHOOLS. 
One of the roost interesting, as it avowedly is, one of the roost im-. 
{K>rtant subjects, that can occupy the attention of the Province, is the 
establishment of schools, that will place the opportunities for educa- 
tion within the reach of every fether of a family. Observadon is the 
very element of experience, aUd a proper knowledge of things is the 
consequence of a persevering and unprej.udiced observation. To^ 
what, but to those admirable nurseries of virtue, with which Scotland 
abounds, can be attributed, the morality, frugality, industry, and 
prosperity so generally to be met with in that country: — to what, but 
tp, that circumstance do we look upon the arrival of a body of S^Qtcli^ 
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emigrants, as an invaluable treasure? . Their parochial schools, witb 
acbooliibraries, has made them fhe honest, frugal, worthy, industrt* 
o«s people they are. From the Educational Statistics of the High- 
lands and Islands, compiled in 1833 from parochial returns, Ifind the 

following analytical results:*- , 

In the Synods of Argyle ; two Presbyteries in Aberdeen, (Alford 
and Kincardine O'heil;) the Synods uf Moray, Ross, Sutherland, and 
Caithness ; Glenelg, Orkney, and Zetland, comprehendtng 220 par- 
ishes, and a population of 5(14,955. The nutpber of schools not 
including Sabbath and week-day evening schools, and of scholars are,, 
of Parochial Schools 273, scholars, l4,2o2; — Schools supported by 
societies, 315, scholars, 18,085; — Schools endowed, or partially so, 
or supported by subscription, 137, scholars, 6,314; — Schools on teach- 
ers' own adventure, without salary, 372, scholars, 13,728: — Number 
echools, 1,097; — Number of scholars, 52,329— besides 418 Sabbath 
schools, 20 week-day evening schools, and about 80 Schools c^ Indus- 
try of the Society for Propagating Christian Knowledge. During tbA 
administration of that enlightened, consistent, and venerable states 
man, Earl jGrey, a system of education was established in Ireland, in 
accordance with a plan, sanctioned and approved of by the dignita- 
ries of the Oatliolic and Protestant Churches, enlarged, comprehen- 
sive, and effectual in its operation, and admirably adapted for this Pro- 
vince, to meet the wants of its large i^nd unprovided Catholic Popu- 
lation. It is really melancholy to traverse the Province, and go into 
many of the common schools; you 5nd a herd of children, instructed by 
some anti-British ^adventurer, instilling into the young and tefider mind 
sentiments hostile to the parent state; false accounts of the late war in' 
which Great Britain was engaged with the United States : geography 
setting forth New-York, Philadelphia, Boston, &c.« as the largest and 
finest cities in the world ; historical reading l>ooks, describing the 
American population as the most free and enlightened under Heaven ; 
insisting on the superiority of their laws and institutions, to those of 
all the world, in defiance of the Agrarian outrages and mob supremacy 
daily witnessed and lamented; and American spelling-books, diction- 
aries, and grammar, teaching them an anti-British dialect, and idiom ; 
although living in a Province, and being subjects, of the British Crown* 

GEOLOGY. 
' Besides the iron which has already been discovered in the Province, . 
valuable specimens of lead ore have been found in the County of Dun« 
<ia8 — in the townships of Clinton and Madpc — viens of coal have been 
lound in Caledon and other parts-^gypsum is met with in inexhaustible 
quantities — salt springs strongly saturated are numeroua-^and some 
sulphurous springs have also been found, one of great strength in the 
township of Ancaster. In the township of Woodhouse, near Port Do- 
ver, there ia a creek, called Sinking Creek, which has a subterraneous 
course of a mile or two, and after oozing again from the bowels, of the 
earth, itscharacter becomes entirely altered, being strongly impregna-. 
ted with sulphur. 

•♦Several Mines we are credibly informed, have been discovered in 
different parts of the Eastern District, and so great is the interest 
e^Kcited among our inhabitants that persons are to be seen in every di- 
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Teetion ranging through the forests and fields in search of hidden trea- 
sures. In the township of Beverly, it is said a copper mine of great 
extent has been found, the ore has been analysed aud contains a certaio 
portion of gold, a company has been formed to work the mine, and ati 
application made to Gouernment to allow them to do so, which it seems 
has been granted under certain restrictions. A lead mine has also been 
discovered in the township of Mountain, which contains ore of so rich 
a quality, that the people residing in its vicinity havea»ouIde^ bullets 
from it "in its natural state. Another mine has been fi>und which is said 
to contain a mixture of chopper and lead. We have bo hesitation in 
saying that our country abounds in mines and minerals, and that all 
chat is requred,is enterprise to discover, and indubtry and perseverance 
to convert them to the useful purposes of life;" 

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE, 

XyP THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL ON THE SALE OF CROWN LANDS, 

f The Committee have thought it expedient to call before them certain 
^persons resident in dtfTereht parts of the Province, in order to gain as 
extensive inform,ation as is practicable, and attlie same to put the Le- 
gislative council in possession of such facts aiid opinions as might tend 
to throw light on the important subject of enquiry. Th» result of the 
investigation has had the efiect, in no sniall degree, to strengthen the 
opinion fbrmeily entertained by the committee that the present system 
pursued by his Majesty's government, in the disposal of public lands, 
and settlement of (he Province, isnot one well calculated to attract either 
ihe wealthier class of emigrants who visit the Colony in search of a 
permanent abode for themselves and friends, or of those settlers poi- 
^sessed of more limited means who annually press forward to the west- 
em States, contrasted as it naturally is, with the more favorable terms 
BJSbrded for iocation by the Government of that country. Ther%, al- 
though public sales have hitherto taken place before applicants were 
permitted t« make their locations by private bargain, yet such is the 
celerity andsiraplicity of all the arrangements for the settlement* of 
these extensive territories, that an emigrant may proceed to one of 
their land offices, make a purchase, and receive his patent from the 
<}overnm^nt in oue half of the time consumed by his friend who lingers 
in 0pper Canada, waiting the uncertain issue of a public sale, or pri- 
vate application for purchase from the Government, of some lot or 
tiract of land, which he might desire for his future residence. -It is true 
that the accommodation which a credit of five or ten years affords to 
pertfons of straightened circumstances, nray be regarded as a beneficial 
indulgence on the part of the Government But when the high upset 
price, with accumulating interest, is taken into consideration, together 
flilh die fact, that but a small number of the purchasers are found able 
to pay the instalments as they become due, h may be asked if the ulti- 
mate prosperity of the people themselves would not more certainly be 
secured, if credit sales were altogether abolished, and such an abate- 
ment of the valuation made as would induce multitudes of emigrants^ 
and ofher settlers possessed of immediate means, to take up allotments 
who now flock to settlements much more remote from market, and 
where neither the soil nor climate is preferable totnillions of acres at 
.tb p d*«nn a a ] jtf^verament in this Province? High upset prices esr^ 
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iablished for sales of land at along credit, are, besides, discouraging 
to such settlers as have the means of payment at once — and the Select 
Commttteo conceive that in all cases where the purchaser is enabled 
to make immedtate payment, a discount of at least ten per cent, from 
Ihe price of the lands eliould be given. 

With respect to that Resolution which recommends the establishment 
of an agent for the sale of lands in each District, or other principal 
town, the committee cannot but entertain the most favorable opinion^ 
convinced as th^y are Uiat so long as all applications must be made to 
tfie Commiasioiier of Crown. Lands, at the seat of Government just sti 
long will uncertainty, delay, and disappoiiitfnent continue ; for how 
can that officer, let his anxiety to do justice be ever so great, decide 
satisfactorily upoh conflicting claims for land^ removed so distant as 
the contending )3arties oflen are, from all Opportunity of personal in- 
vestigation by him ? consequently much dissatisfaction has arisen in 
variovs Districts of the country, to obviate which, in future, the commit- 
tee recommend the change sought for in jthat respect. One obvious ad- 
vantage to the public at large, would immediately follow such a regu- 
lation^ which is, tliat in all the Didtrbts lying eastward of Toronto, lands 
now offered for sale by private individuals^ as well as the waste land 
of the Crown, would attract the notice of eniigranta reporting to the 
offices of the several lapd agents^ and thos induce the settlement of 
numerous wealthy families, who otherwise, under the present system, 
would never think of looking at any part pf the cou.itry, until they had 
reached the seat of government, and after all, leave the Province wea- 
ried with delay and disappointment. There appears gteat apprehep- 
sion on the part of some of the. witnessesses examined by the commit- 
tee« that if the price of land were reduced, much of itmij^bt be purcha- 
cied by speculators, to the manifest injury pf emigrants; and other per- 
sons of limited means ; but this dangeir caii easily be avoided, by ma- 
king* actual residence on the lot, a conditiop of sale,, and by limiting 
the quantity sold toeaph individual. It has frequently happened in v^-. 
rious townships that lots are found to contain a much less quantity pf 
land, than that at which they were disposed of by the Commissioner, 
and it would seem that no discretion is left with him in such case, tl^e 
committee conceive that in all instances of thi8.nature« no greater num- 
ber of acres should be paid for by the purchaser, tl^an the lot is found 
to contain, by a competent surveyor, whose certificate might safely be 
received as proofs . 

To prevent the possibility of* corrupt practices on the part of the Dis- 
trict Agents, or what is termed by aome of the witnesses favoritism, 
the committee would recommend the apppintment by his £ai;cellency 
the Lieutenant Governor, of a Board o£ three or more respectable in- 
habitants in each District, whose duty it should be to decide on ^11 
disputed cases which might arise between the Agent and any appli- 
cant or applicants, far the purchase of l^nds ; this arrangement the 
committee think, need not to.be attended with expense, as ft ia pf'esuoi- 
ed that few persons would refuse to sacrifice a small portion of tia)^, 
to promote the settlement of the country^ By such a salutary aystemt 
no complaints would be heard from contending applicants, us is at pr;e- 
sent the case, pejftce and confidence would be restored^ v^i eirejry settjbr t 
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^esiroufl of pUFehasing land of the Government, might ' depend on aii 
iinitiediate location, fVe)e from the heavy chairgeis which he is now liabl^i 
to bear either by the employment of an agent at tlie seat of Govem- 
Inent, or by undertaking a journey thither himself, and very frequently 
In both ways. Your cdniniittee are of opinion that the business of the 
public office^ should be so conducted, that every individual having^ 
to correspond with the head of a department, might be able to obtaid 
information, without being obliged to retain the assistance of an agent. 
This leads to great incohvehieiice, expense, and delay; before closing 
this report, the committee canjrot withhold their opinion, that a portiod 
bf the monies derived from (he sale of Crown lands, should be expend-, 
ed ill oj)oniDg, at least, onre principal iroad through every township of 
il)t' i'rovince. All which is respebtfiilly submitted.

There are also other endowments for Churches not yet erected : 400* 
acres in Thorold, 300 in Louth, 250 in Fredericksburgh, 400 in Eme«c 
Town, 400 in Williamsburgh,400 in Goulbourn and Fitzroy, 415 in 
Clarke, 400 in Darlington, and 420 inlnnisfil. 

Although a seventh part of the Province was actually reserved for 
the endowment of a protestant Church, by an act of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment ; and although the Government recognize the exaction of tithe 
in the Lower Province by the Catholic priesthood from their respective 
congregations, yet a great deal of discreditable clamour was got up> 
by villainous demagogues in this Province, in consequence of the 
above small reservation ; as if, forsooth, the endowment of a church 
waa the establishment of a tithe ! The only subject for regret was that 
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fhe Presbyterian church, Seotlaod being qo integral partoftheBritisI^ 
dominions, was not similarly endowed ; those who are as 9onyersan{ 
. with tb^ political character of Daniel O'Connell, ^a qfiyself, know thai 
it has bieen one of bis most darling objects anjd favorite schemes, thei 
fstabli^bment of glebes fqr the Catholic priesthood in Ireland. 

I am, ai I have always been, strongly opposed to thaV connection 
fietweeii the'Church and State which teaches the former to rely inore^ 
pn the latter for support, than io its own Msefqine'tiiand the nffection of 
the people ; nevertheless, a decent maintenance of the Clergy, from a 
source which imposes no tax upon the people, is well calculated to, 
purb the ambition of Ecclesiastics in their pursuits of digbiUes, aiic^ 
would strip religion itself of those meretricious appendages that have! 
^een its passport to the favor of the world.

The London and Gore Rail Road. 
There are few projects afloat throughout the Province, so likely t(x 
prove advantageous to the country, and profitable to those who carry 
it into effect, as the Rail Road from Hamilton, at the head of lake Otit 
tario, to London. It would ensure the trade of the Western and Lon- 
don Districts being carried tq lake Ontario, instead of being diverted 
by the Erie canal from it altogether : it would pasg through the rich 
and flourishing towns and townships of Anqaster, Brantford, Beech- 
ville, Ingersoll, Oxford, to London, 80 n^iles from Hamilton ; theoce 
to Ohatham on the lovely Thames, 70 miles farther ; and finally termi- 
nate at Sandwich, 58 miles farther on the west; passing through the 
most prolific portion of the Province, inducing travellers to the far .west, 
to take up their location en the route, from the unequalled advantages it 
unfolds to their view. Any individual looking at the map will find that 
Kingston, at the extremity of lake Ontario, is nearly on a parallel with 
gfandwich, on lake St. Glair, taking Hamilton in the intermediate dist- 
ance ; and since Utiea has been connected with Albany by rail road,^ 
the saving of tin^e fhun New. York to the west, to the travellei^, by iM«! 
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route, would be at least three days. The Province of Upper Canadtf 
ought to be greatly interested in its completion. 

Timber Trade^ taken from the Report oj the Committee. 

In 1835, the amount in tons of exports from Quebec, was 540,254, 
value sterling c€I,037,287. 

In the year 1829, there were cleared from the Prdvincc 1005 vesseUr' 
measuring 253,992tons, manned by 11,449 seamen, of which 

Cleared for the United Kingdom^ 
745 vessels, 220,066 tons, laden with timber, 54 do 13,302 tons, goods. 

Cleared for other parts^ — ^206 vessels, 20,^4 tons, laden with tim* 
ber, fish, flour, provisions, &o. 

In 1825, there were cleared 1266 vessels, measuring 341,216 tonsr 
manned by 14,806 seamen, of which cleared for tfie United Kingdom^ 
967 vessels^ 305, 571 tons, laden with timber; 56 do 15,015 do goods. 
Cleared for other parts^ 243 vessels, 20,630 tons, with timber, fisli, &c. 

In order to estimate the loss that would result from the blow aimed at 
the trade, your committee have endeavored to ascertain the value of the 
property embarked in it. The information received varied a good deal 
but the amount of capital permanently invested is probably not overra- 
ted at iS450,p00. One of the gentlemen applied to has transmitted a 
list of the various saw mills in Upper and Lower Oanlida^ whose pro- 
flace is exported from the St. Lawrence; and of the lumber establish- 
ments ai^ ship-yards in duebec, apparently compiled with care and 
ftccuracy, which he values as fbllows : 

Saw mills estimated to cut annually 3,000,000 pieces of deals <£316,70a 
Lumber and ship building establishments, 120,000 

the value of river craft estimated at 12 to £20,000, assume it to be 15,000 
And the total value of property permanently engaged in the business 
may be stated at <£451,700 currency ; the capital engaged in this 
branch of trade diflers from that in many others; it o«atit>t be with- 
dirawnordiverted into other channels without a heavy sacrifice^ and 
in the event of the proposed alteration in the duties taking place, your 
committee entertain no doubt that a great part of the property must be- 
come of little value, and the amount invested in saw mills, booms, &c* 
would be nearly a total loss. 

The number of persons in these Provinces who derive their subsist- 
ence, directly or indirectly, by manufacturing, transporting and ship<* 
ping lumber, is estimated at iwenty-four thousand, amongst whom a 
large amount is yearly distributed in wages and provisions, and all the 
accounts transmitted to your committee, concur in stating that the, 
curtailment of the trade would be most severely felt by these people»< 
'there being no occupation in the country to which they could immedi- 
ately betake themselves. Your committee are warranted in estima- 
ting the amount of ship's disbursements for pilots, labourers, ship car- 
penters and other tradesmen, at the ports of Quebec and Montreal, at 
X150,000 per annum, and the loss thereof or the proportion consequent, 
on t^e great decrease in the number of shipping arriving at these ports^ 
would be severely felt by the resident population. Your committeare 
of opinion that the timber trade is further of essential service to theaa 
Provinces, by affording the means of cheap conveyance from the Uni*** 
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ted EingdoDiy and thereby promoting emigration, and to the emigrants 
tberaselvea equ'^lly serviceable, in addition to cheap conveyance, by 
providing employment for them at good wages immediately on their 
arrival, whereby many obtain funds for the purchase of lands which 
their previous occupation has fitted them to clear. Nor would the injury 
to the Province, arising from the diminution of this braneh of btisiuess, 
be confined to the effectual stop which it would put to emigration from 
llhe United Kingdom to this Province, it would extend to all classes of 
the community. The information furnished to your committee clearly 
proves, that in many parts of the Province, and more particularly in 
the Districts of Quebec and Three Rivers, the small farmers largely 
depend for their subsistence during winter, as well as for the purchase 
of seed corn, on the pioduce of their logs, and that when failures of 
crops have occurred, the distress without this resource must have been 
very great. Your committee further submit that the trade is of great 
service to the Province, by the inducement which it holds out to the 
formation of settlements in the. distent parts of the country by opening 
roads, diminishing the expense of clearing forest lands, and affording t9. 
the farmers a market for their surplus produce at their own door. 

Some idea may be formed of the House of Assembly which Sir F. 
Head dissolved, from the fact of 7 of their number having given the 
following vote on the Timber Trade : 

Resolved, That it is incumbent on this House as the represebtativea 
of the people of Upper Canada, to urge upon his Majesty's ministers, 
the great importance of continuing the protective duties on the timber 
trade of these Provinces — dnd to point out the ruinous consequences 
that must result to this most important branch of our commerce, should 
these duties be reduced in favor of foreign importations into the United 
Kingdom.

The question of amendment was carried in the affirmative by a ma- 
jority of 25. 

INDIANS. 

' I had long felt an earnest desire to witness the Indians at their de^ 
votions, and taking advantage of the beautiful state of the weather, and 
the excellent sleighing, I made one ^f a party, in company, with the 
Messrs. Suters, on Sunday, Feb. 14, to the Mohawk Church, near 
Brantford, The Mohawk Indians are a portion of those tribes of In- 
dians, who came over to the Province from the United States, when 
the latter separated from the Mother Country, they possess, therefore, 
double claim on the attention and respect of the Government. The 
Church in which they worship in the Mohawk village, is a frame build- 
ing surmounted by a spire, it is situated on the very verge of the Grand 
River, and from its being painted white, may be seen ft'om the high 
grounds above the river^ for a considerable distance, and forms, togeth- 
er with the windings of the river, and its well wooded banks, a very 
picturesque scene. The Indians paid the greatest attention to the ser- 
vice, the sermon was interpreted to them, sentence by sentence, by ais 
jnterjreteri an Indian, who was stationed by the Clergyman, and also 
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kcted kB clefk. The squaws sung the hyms very sweetly and harbid* 
Bioualy, and the whoie service was well calculated to produce a pow- 
^erful emotion. The British government have done, and are still doing^ 
pH they can to instruct,, elevate, civilise them. On observiog the 
King's Arms at one end of the. Cblirch, I could not suppress a wish* 
which rose spontanebusly in my heart, that there they might long re** 
main a shield and protection to the unfortunate Indians, who; in their. 
srdent loVe and attachment to Great Britain might cause the blush of 
■hame to mantle in many cheeks, and who duly and properly estimate 
tnd appreciate the fostering, euHtaini ng, parental, protecting Govern* 
mentto whom they are so intimati^Jy allied. At the close of the ser* 
Vice an infant was brought to the aliar to be baptized, it was swathed 
up in a basket cradle formed like a canoe, with a hoop at the top b^ 
%hich the child is rocked in an upright poHition. It was gaily bedizen* 
td with trinkets, and clad in scarlet aild bide. The parents wer-e de« 
^ntly attired, and seemlj properly impressed with this first and most 
indispensible of Christian rites. After jservice we glided along mer^ 
riiy in our sleigh, and dined at the tavern of Mr. Lovejay. I was sd 
much gratified with this visit, that I made one o£ another party, on. 
Sunday, Feb. 28th, to the Tuscarora village. We left the village of 
Ancaster at eight o'clock, the thermometer being then, only 4 degreed 
above zero^ although the morning was bitterly cold, the ^un shoae 
foiright, the atmosphere without a cloud, and the sky of the most k>vely 
blue. The sleighing wa^ superior to any thing 1 had ever witnessed 
before during three winters. The road to this village is ten miles from 
Ancaster, on the same route as that to Brantford, but on coming to 
Fairchild's creek, the road ^urns off to the left^ before passing over the 
new bridge erected over that creek on the Mohawk road. The road 
then winds for Some distance along the banks of that creek passing 
some of the finest flatd I have seen in the Province, the tijnber covering 
them being of the best quality ithd largest growth — mapte^ t^eech, elm^ 
oak, hiccory, and cherry, interspersed occasionally with pine. After 
pursuing this course through the wood a few miles, we came suddenlf 
on the banks of the Grand River, which are here, not very high, but 
perpendicular, the windings of the river can be seen hoth above and 
below for some distance. A mile and a half further is', the Toscai^ora 
village, consisting of several log houses, a large school house^ also used 
as a Church. The country here is very extensively and excellently 
cleared on both sides of the river for a considerable distance : the af- 
luvial flats on the hanks of the river are cultivated with Indiab corn and 
the uplands with wheat, rye, and other grain. The settlement her# 
seems very flourishitig and creditable to them,

.) have fetated in my account of the Tuecarora Mttlemeii^, thai ilii 
t^^MRtry was e^^tedtively and excellently cleared oA both aidea of tba 
Biver, the printer forgot to insert, entirely by the Indiana. Tbey bokl 
Ibeif service in the School-house at preselit, but a apaciott* Church i# 
in progress of erection. The Christians of tlie Mohawk aud Tuacaram 
tribes, located on titia river, belong to the Episcopal Church of Eng* 
iand^ The pastor, of the latter tribe, the Rev. Mr« Nelles) ia the soil 
of a v^iy old settler ib the Province, and ie a yoking man of exemplary 
deporlment, and una.seumhig ma»nera. He inibrmed me that ^er#. 
were about 2,300 Indians belonging to the Six Nations, and that the 
greater portion of them wer^ still Pagan, preserving their several rites, 
observing their quarterly festivals, and sacrificing annually a white dog. 
It would seem, from the periods, selected for their festivals^ that they 
worship the sun, as the source of fertility and light Mr. Nelles read 
the prayers with much fluency, in Ibe Mohawi language; He intro^ 
ducedme, after service, to the Chief of the Seneca tribe, who is call- 
ed the Fjre-keeper, whose province H is to light their council fires, and 
without whose authority a council cannot be eonvened. ; he was a most 
Venerable looking^ white haired old man, of tall statlire, distinguished 
by a black hat, broad ribbon, and blue coat ; cloth leggins cased hia 
lower limbs, and on his feet were the light moccasins of deerskin, or- 
namented with porcupine quills. He had not hioiself eoibraced Chria* 
lianity, but advised all those, over whom he had any influence^ to at^ 
tend aa4 Haten to th« 4«Bti'Uotions of the Christian tbeacher. Hia re-* 
lucUnea to embrace its doctrines, arose firom his disiaclinatioD to fbW 
low its precepts, by abandomn^g the doctrine of polygamy, which hm 
praetiaed. Mr, Nellea is principally «]pport«4 i» hU tntefesting labora 
hf a society estabiisbed as far iHKk aa the reign of Charlea IL for thn 
espitaapvpoaa of civUiaingand propagating the goapel among th# 
ladiaoa. .The Indians had also given him fifty acres of fine ktndi for m 
g>iabe,i)n which he has erected a ^ery comfortable habitation, siumted 
oo the ban%a of the river, and in the midst of tfaetn, in order the bet* 
ter«to prosecute hia pralsaworthy undertaking. The Mohawk Indiana 
have preserved the comaiufiion plate'given to them by dueen Anna, 
part of which is kept at the Mohawk village, and the remaining portion 
at the Mohawk settlement, in the Bajrof Qninle# Mr» Nellea regret- 
tad tkat his interpreter, whom he described as an mtelltgant mani wan 
niMunt, having accompanied a depntation of the Indians to TorontOf fm 
present a loyal and coagratulatory addrasa to Sir F. B. Bend, th# 
new Grovernor. ▲ catechist, oi whom Mr. Nellea also spoke very f»« 
vnrafady, addirasaad them in thetr own Inagvage with eonsiderable Hu- 
eney, bin nxprassivogaaticnlalkma neensett an earnest of bis fervor an A 
«ant. S«nft af tha InAin» yonthn am receiving « couraa of inatrnetioif # 
ialii# Mahapak nHiaja^ fcam propat jtnn ch a ta » ip tile Baftiali Inngnnffi^

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Mif) maintaining sttfficient intercourae with the Chiefs and amongst tiiJMM 
aeWes, as \o retain a perfect knowledge of the Indian tanguage, whil# 
the great object is strictly attended to, their complete attainment of th# 
English. Amongst the numberless acts of benevolence with which: 
the Hen. Mr. Dunn's career has abounded, he has undertaken to ber 
Ibe guardian of six youths, carefully selected from amongst the In* 
dians, who are to be educated at that invaluable institution, the Upper 
Oanada College, for the sacred character of Indian Missionaries.-^ 
They will be Under his immediate, personal surveillance. Greatly t& 
Ms honor, he has always taken the most warm and lively hiterest in 
tlM welflireof the aborigines of the country. The squaws were mortf 
elegantly decorated with trinkets and finel-y than those we had seen at 
the Mohawk Chureh. They sang very harmonioasly, and it was realljr 
m most affecting scene te witness the intense devotion of these red mail 
and women, raising their voices in loud canticles to their fraat Cre»» 
lor, IB die following appropriate and pathetic hymn* 

Blast is the tie that binds 

Our hearts in Christian love : 
The fellowship of kindred mind* 

Is like to that above. 

Before out Father's thron<^ 

We pour united prayers. 
Our hopes, our fears, our aims are wa^f 

Our comforts and our eares^ 

We sha^e our mutual woes, 

Our mutual burdens bear^ 
And often for each other flows 

Tbe sympathyzing tear. 

Mr. Nellea informed me that the Chureh was ibifily attended t^ai 
day. Usually a large number of Pagau Indians frequent the service^ 
and even join in it ; but the day being so beautiful, and the river firmly 
froeen, and perfectly smooth, with a coat of snow on it, many of tba 
Indians were enjoying their different games on the ice, some raeiog^ 
some throwmg sticks at a mark, at a long distance, and other amuse- 
ments peculiar to the winter solstice, which is, indeed, a period of great 
merriment with them. The Mohawk language is understood by tiie. 
whole Six Nations ; the vernacular language of the tribes, peculiar to* 
themselves. On this account, Mr. Nelles was using his utmost endea- 
vors to acquire a perfect knowledge of the Mohawk language, and ac-^ 
tximmodatiiig himself to the habits, customs, manners, and prejudice* 
of the people, amongst whom he is so worthily engaged. It is gratify- . 
ing to reflect that the British Government are, at length, quite sensible 
that the proper method of reclaiming the Indians mm thehr savage 
state, is that recommended by St. Paul, ^'being all things to all men» 
to win some to Christ," and uniformly Adopted by the persecuted and 
calumniated sons of St. Ignatius, whose unwearied labors amongst tha^ - 
savage tribes, were always abundantly crowned with success : thekp > 
astonishing exertions in South America in converting the Indians inte» 
^uiet, Jndastrious, temperate people, cultivating AestfiU (tachkitf^. 
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I(b)nia« koawkitge ofiimny mechaatcal arte, together with a Am i 
^ reKgton, ««who«e ways are ways of pleasantness, and all her path^ 
Wfe peace/' cauaing it to shed its benign influence over their peacefiit 
lives, are endttring monanaents of their piety and patience. Thia 
fiappv acate of things was brought about by their assiduity and zeal* 
mnd the narration, interesting and beautiful as it is, is rendered doubly 
-sro, in its relation* by that extraordinary and eminent genius Chatea«<- 
briand, and the elegant and pious Muratori. The entertaining oarra* 
five impressed my mind too powerfully to allow roe to pass it unno- 
ticcui, and induces me to observe that grreat praise is due to those paa- 
lon, like Mr. Nelles, who, by unwearied assiduity, and their own ex* 
«9iplary lives and eonversation are so well calculated to convert t 
ravage race 'of beings from heathenism to Christianity, and by uni*> 
formity of conduct, contitiue to preaerve both their religion and 'them* 
welves hi the eateem of their converts.. The Catholic Priesthood in the 
Lower Provinoe, and on the Red River settlement, have been extreme- 
fy zealous and successful in their exertions amongst the Indiana, an 
example worthy of imitstion, and amounting to an incontrovertible 
proof that nature, tn her most degenerate state, tnay be reclaimed by 
those who are sincere in their endeavors, gentle in tbeir manners, and^ 
consistent in the general tenor of their behaviour. And it is to be ex- 
pected, and certainly most ardently to foe wished* that their natural 
fondness for war and slaughter, may in time be more effectually sub- 
<}ued, their natural impetuosity soAened and restrained, and their minds 
weaned from their unhappy attachment to the use of strong liquors — a 
^urse entailed on them by their white brethren — their indulgence in 
which is frequently attended with the most melancholy and fatal con* 
sequences. It is certainly stngalar that thousands of* pounds should 
be annually squandered away, in a variety of professed philanthropic^ 
echemes, and yetmourown immediate vicinhy, Pagan Indians are 
offering up bloody sacrificeii, on whom, by kind instruction, and proper 
means, t^e best impressions might be made. Ea avb ocuUs posUa m#- 
jgHgimus : jnroximorum incurion^ langinqua sectamur. Interested, pow>- 
erfully, by my visits, I made another in tbe month of September, and 
continued strolling about the banks of the river, until the close of day, 
the scenery was exquisite ; as I was about leaving, the sky was al« 
ready waxing grey, and a small twinkling spot of gold here and thofO 
proclaimed approaching darkness, that subdued landscape which tlie^ 
British poet so feelingly describes ; 

'<Now fades the glimmering landscape on the sight, 

And all the air a solemn stillness holds.'' 

The purple and grey mingled into one dim tint, and star after star 
came out brighter and brighter, until it became completely night. I 
•greed with s<wie men to row me in a canoe, to Bryant's tavern, and 
was nrach charmed with the excursion. The mooo was just at her 
Jiighest noon, and the sky was beautifully briglit, except that ever and 
suion, a mass of fine fleecy clouds — which my friend Robert Bloomfield 
4eacribed as 'Hhe beauteous semblance cf a flock at rest" — flitted evec 
the lovely orb, like a veil, screening her in soft and modest splendoaf 
6aitt ttenatrial gaae. The beauteous river^ gleaming like melUd silver 
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^i^OHiiti^eUglitlbl «(9r«igence, sfaowB hi|pb and broken iMmlw» #9V«r«t 
.vkii dark majestic pioeAt whose swarihy lioiba east a «le«p shadow 
•thwart t\m streasi* the only interruption t^ that aheeay brrghtnesa re-^ 
JiBCted from the moon. The cleared portioos of the co4uitry ej(hii>Ued 
in their rich undulatioiiay over which the eye was carried a gre^t diet- 
•Dce^ a fine contrast, as the moooheams &i4 covering. th^se accliviue9- 
with aoA and silvery light, whilst the opposing slopes were cajit mto^ 
d»rk broad shadow* The whispering of the ligl>t breei&eajflong th» 
tree tops, in the groupea of islands, scattered througl)«4it the river,, audi 
the paddle of the oars of the canoe, the athletic ^guce of the I»dia» 
seen occasionally at the head of his prow, by ibe lurid ^are of th» 
jkorcbf with the spear in bia band, ready to strike the fish, wiere iikik 
Buly ittterruptions to the soleioQ effect of silence^ and solitude, aiidl 
9ight« and imparted «f) additional cliarm to the s<)ei»e^ , 1 .could nc^ 
irestraio the tlioughts which the scene was so calculated to crente. ^ Nutt 
saany generatiooa ago^oo the banks of this river which now visits in its. 
glad and onward course the nbodeii of happy men— gardens and fields 
jMid cultured plains--- still bearing as it passes, renewed fertility and 
fresh delights, circled |witii all the elements and iniprav«ni^T#&f « 
f ising province* with rnach of that wiiich exalte and embellishes civi« 
lioed life,^ tlie rank thi»tle nodded in the wind, and the wild dog du^ 
bis hole unscared. Here the w^wam bias&e beamed on the tender and 
beiplesa, the council fire glared on the vise and daring. Now the li^^^ 
dians dipped their noble UnAbs iu^e peaceful basins ol'thia lovely riverV 
imd BOW they pacldUd tbeir light 6aiH>e along its shores^ Here thajr 
warred; the echoing wboop, tlie bloody giappie, the defyiiig deatiU 
•ong all were here ; and when the tiger strife was over, here curled 
the BOioke of peace. Here, too, they also worshipped, and from many 
• darit bosom went up a pure prayer to the Great Spirit. The poor 
child of nature knew not the God of revelation, but the God. of tha^ 
universe he acknowledged in every thing areund bim. He beheld lw» 
igk the star that smuk in beauty behind hi« lonely dwelling, in the a^re^ 
erb that Earned on him from his mid-day throne; in the floweT thai 
•Bapped in the moraingr breeze^ in the lofty pine that defied a thoui^ 
aand whirlwinds ; in the timid warbler that never left its native gravis 
in the (earless eagle whose untired pinion wae wet in clouds ; in th# 
worm that crawled at his foot, and in his own matchless £o€tUt glowiag^ 
^ith • spark of that light ti^vhos^ mysterions source he bent, in biuo* 
ble though blind adoration. But ^1 this has passed away. Across tb# 
ocean came a pilgrim bark, bearing the seeds of life and death. The 
former were sown for us, the latter sprang up in the path of the simple 
Bative. Two hundred years have changed the character of a great 
omtiaeiit, aod blotted for ever from its face, a whole peculiar, people. 
Art has usurped the bowers of nature, and the anointed chihken of 
'education have been too powerful for the tribes of the ignorant. Here 
and there, e stricken few remain, but bow unlike their bold, (itnteined^ 
QOtaaeable progenitors ! The Indian of fiilcon glance ead tioabeer^ 
lag, the theme elf the touching ballad, the hero of the pathetic tate ie 

rw i and faia degKuied oflspring^ermwl upeetheeeil where he walked 
flMjeaty, tojwmifid as how miBeraUa is mao when the foot- ef Iha 
iiOBbliiieek,. Asa raotthejr have witbaMiliMMajdi#laia& 
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• Vbeir wrovc tre brokeo, Iheir Bpringc •rtt ilried «p, tb«!ir csbfeM '«iv* 
In th« dufil^ TUt»ir eouneH iire baa long sitice gone out on tlie sbtflii^ 
avd their war oryia fast dying to the untradden weat. Slowly aoA 
aadly. they elifnbthe distant naou^tains, and read.dteir doom m «|k 
Uiaui'aaeUingauni receding far behind the weatern doud^ which Uoia 
h frofli^our aight They are ahraoking before the mighty tide wkkih im 

.pressing them away ; they must soon hear the roar of the last Wavfe^ 
which will settle over them for ever. Ages hence, the in^uiaitive whilo 
man, as he stands by some, growing city, will poi»der on the stractiim 
nf their disturbed remains, and wortder to what manner of person th^ 
belonged. Tl)ey wiU lifve only in tiie songs and -ehronioles of thetf 
extiruiinators^ Let these be faithful -to their rude.virtues as meiu acid 
^ay du^ trit>ute to their afihappy f|ite as })eople. Mr. ^Hodgson's fife- , 
flections ur^ as. pathetic and beautiful^ as true. After paying a visit I* 
lfa(^ various tribes^, heaays-^**! no« bade a last adieu to Indian terrtta-* 
ry % and aa 1 pursued fny solitary ride through the woods, I insensibljr 
iell into a train of inelanclioly relleGtiomf on the eventful history «ftb«a 
injured race, Soveneigns from. time im memorial, of the isiermrnahle-* 
ferests which oversliadow this vast continent, they have gra4u«H)r 
been driren, by the white usurpers of their soil^ within the limits of 
their pseseat precarious possessions. One after mnotber of their favor- 
ke rivera has been, reluctantly ab^nndoned,^ nntil the HNige of the ininter 
aa bounded by lines prescribed by his invader, and the indepe»dence df 
the warrior is no. more. Even their present territory is partttiottelf 
<MUia reversion; and intersected with the prospective baoradariea ti/t 
anrroiMidtag parie, which appear in the maps as if Indian title were«»* 

• tnally extingaiisliedf and these ancient warriors were already drtveai 
from the land of their fathers. Of the innumerable trtties^ which a iRna 
leenturies since, roamed fearless and independent; in c4ieir imtiva fe*- 
«at8, how many have been swept intoobliviop, and are with the gefi«»i^ 
4rtion8 before the |U»<mL Of others, nctt a trace remains but in tradi- 
tion, ^ the person of soma aoHtary wanderer, the lust of ina tribe, whia 
hovers liice a ghost among the sepulchre of his fathenH-^a afark «t3l 
iaintly glimmering in the ashes of an exttngoished race. , . . It ia aat 
«4}en we pness intothe^wars df Christians, the tomahawk orscsipinf 
knife of the Indians — ^it is not when, delug'ing his Countrr with sptritM^ 
ous Hqwyrs inbthe proaecution of an unequal trafic* we send fi*rth M 
^fiieral pestilence, before whi^ih the frail virtues of the savage fall, lifc^ 
the dry leaves of iiis forests in the blasts of aatumn^it ia not wh«s 
4hua engaged, that We either conciliate hie affections ^r elevate hki 
moral tone; The men who fertilise the moral wilderness and evatigil* 
ue the beatheii world,- are animated by a higher spirit than Hie deaif* 
jof conquest or tbeiureof gain.^^ And surely we are bound, havtng 
fwrticiplited in the wrongs inflicted on this injured race, to o^r th» 
noblest comrpensation in our power, by diflTusing thebleaaingof mofal 
#fid religious instnietion, through the instrcftoientality of moral and r^ 
Ugioue instrudors* thfougheut the aborigines of tli« western warUL 
For the first time in the annals of Upper Canada, or,. .indeed, I may 
«dd, British istercourea with the Indiana, the Hoasaof Aaaenitalvsfr 
whUk wan cAaeted ia this Provinat m ISGA, aod happily for «hePrtt» 
^~^' "' "' — i by t)iQ deiartliiaed indigMtian af «» . . ^^. 
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^m(tt«4 peo|»le« whose intereMs they had most wantonly and wiclrtd^ 
•bandone4 ; endeavored, amongst the many quarrels they |rro¥ok«df 
<oenliet the Indtaita in diffleulties with the British government. It i» 
^nerally believed that ibe unprincipled ag<itator« Mack^enzie, wastltfe 
principal mover in the affair ; how different from the hamane and 
Christian efforts of the Hon. Mr. Dunn in behalf of the indtane.-^ 
Could not this restless demagogne be contented with disturbing, dis- 
tracting, cursing the (armors by his unceasing, pernicious and pestifer- 
ous interference, but that he mast also endeavor to divert the Indiana 
from their progressive improvement, to commence bis trade «nd spe*^ 
«ulation of agitation aodongst them I Did he wish, in the revel* 
V lings of his depraved imagination^ to see the scenes of Georgia and 
Florida enacted in Upper Canada? Whether it was so or not, despite 
^ the fiendish and diabolical machinations of speculating inceodla* 
rie^r the Indians still love and dierish the British goveratnent, mmI 
^ill not quickly be alienated in their attachment The following do€»- 
anentB will show the exact state of the base, and I leuve the reader 
->-4»niake hia awn dedwctions. Mackenzie presented the following pe* 
tkioit of Thomaa Splitlog and seven others, the head Chiefs and wur*

croaehraents they have not been protected by the King, whom they 
wove always accustomed to consider their father and protector— that 
thi«e lands were ceded to them by the Chtppewas and othera (the 
lake eoofederacy of Indiana) and reserved at the sale of lands in the 
Western district, for their use, with a special request that they mfg(ii 
fiot be disturbed iu the possession of them-'-^^hat in the year 1811, being 
aggrieved by the encroachments of the whites, they petitioned Lieuti 
<lovernor GWe, requesting hia Majesty would give them a deed hviW 
«f their lands, who replied that this was impossible, ae the Wyndota 
llieniselves bad the better title, assuring them at the same time, thai 
the King would always protect them in the possession of their lands— ^ 
^atthey had peaceable possession ever since, till disturbed by Iroo^ 
aide and others of Amherstburgh — and thatthegoverament has broken 
tbreugh the usages and customs established by treating with the hal6> 
Iweette, who. only live on sufferance among them— that they are aorely 
frieved that the protecting hand of their great father the King has been 
withdrawn from them, which must have arisen, they ifaiaky from the 
fBjsrepBesentations of some wicked persons, seeking only to destroy - 
liieHi'<»-tbatmeiiionaliat8 area remnant of one of the great tribes 6fiMk 
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%%#i(^ wtfrid, whtf from figbtrog from time immemorial •gaitiil tifatf' 
feiiemies of their great fathert are now reduced to a very email number ;f 
Ibat they have long since been converted to the christian religion, an<t 
wish to reside near their friends the white people ; that they haw 
daily example* in the United States of their brethren being driven into- 
tbe WikleifBess and hunted like the deer of the forest — but that unttt 
DOW they always had sufficient confidence in their great father to be- 
lieve that he would not treat them as the red people were treated by the 
government of the United States ; that they have no desire. to desert 
tbe christian religion, and return to the customs and habits of the hea« 
thena; but that all their wish is, that their great father will leave then 
ifithe undieturbed possession of the little handful of land that belongs* 
te them. Memorialists pray the House to represent, by address, their ^ 
situation, to the Ring their great father, and to request him to inter-* 
fere in the proceedings of his provincial government against them, and 
that he will prevent the said government from wresting their little pieo» 
ef land away from ihem. Memorialists further state that there is » 
amall portion of their tribe residing in ^e U. States on kioda posaeaaed 
by them before Jay's treaty--*-tkat they remained neutral during tb^ 
war for the sole object of saving their Winds , but that from the preaeai 
disposition of the government and the people, they are aDzious to ra* 
move once mere into the couatry of their great father, whom they al« 
^ways loved, and that their brothers (the memorialists) are desirous of 
receiving them and giving them cornfields along side of them, on their 
little pieee'of ground : memorialista refer to accompanying dociunenUi

THE ADDRESS OF THE HOUSX OW AffSBBTBLT.

May it please your Excellency : — We, his Majesty's dotifid and 
l#yal sabjectSf the Commons of Upper Canada io Provincial ParHa*-

Splitlog, and others^ chiefs andwarriors of the Huron or Wyanitott

That Fighting Island belongs to them, biitha» 
been kept poss^aion of by one Thomas PaJiton, who had, they say, 
paid them no rent since a licence of occupation was granted him hf 
the government. That they had made several applications to the go- 
n^emment for its aid and protection, which had been denied them^r-**. 
Thatatthecale made to the government of the lands in the Westera.- 
d^trictytbe tract now attempted to be taken from tbe said Wyandoti 
IlMlians, was specially reserved for them, with a particular request of 
the Indians of tbe lake confederacy, that tbe King and hia officer* 
wottkl not disturb tbem in their possession of the aame. They also pray 
this House to enquire into the merits of their case^and if found doMrv-^ 
iqgf toarie the royal interference on^ their behalf ao that Hia govew

Th« inteose affection which the Indians bear the British govemmentf 
was well tested in the last war, and is in exact accordance with the ia<< 
terestinf account given of the Morocco Indians by Capt Alexaadef# 
which he obtained from a Catholic clergyman^ about to receive ai a 
reward, for bis labour of love, the Episcopal ring and crosier/ **Ia 
i830| there were from one hundred and My to two hundred families of 
these Indians scattered on the Pomerooni add on the creeks which &11 ' 
into it, and into the sea on the Morocco coast of tlssequibo | and though 
their existence there had been carefully concealed from the British 
Governor by a Dutch Pbstholder, receiving British pay, yet it ap<* 
pears that they had emigrated from the Oronoco several years back» 
under very peculiar circumstances. Being essentially royalists, they 
took an early and decided part in the revolutionary war which distract* 
ed their country. iBvery inducement which the love of liberty, licen** 
'iiousne^ or the love of money could suggest or inspire, was held out 
by the patriots as the price of their apostacy ; but true to the interests 
of their sovereign, they struggled, till the last strong hold was aban« 
doned by the European royalists, to uphold the declining fortunes of 
their master. This devotedness brought down upon them a dreadful 
retaliation ; their priests w^re massacred, their villages plundered and 
razed to the ground^ and these forlorn beings, whose greatest crima 
was an attachment to the institutions which rescued them firom barbar* 
jam, were driven from their comfortable homes, and the land they fer- 
tilized with the sweat of their brows^ to seek a shelter amongst the 
fcreetil of Guiana. One wide desolation has since overspread these 
missions, and the Indians, assembled together with so much troublei 
^e again wandering in the woods. It was but natural tasuppose that^ 
freed from every restraint, civil and ecclesiastical, they were much da* 
teiorated in their moral and intellectnal condition since their departure 
(rom the Oronoco. The temptations to idleness and profligacy whiek 
Buch a state of life holds out4 and the corrupting influence mthe erra« 
tic tribes with whom they were compelled to wwort, are not easily witi^- 
atood* They yielded to them in a certain degree, but ^ough degene- 
rated, it was easy to discover a degree of intelligence, and a refine 
men t of feeling, which marked at once the early- impress of civilisation 
and religion. Happy at being tolerated, within the pate of a more en* 
lightened and settled government, they were eager to evince Uieir grati- 
tude ibr the protection it afforded them $ they were likewise most anx^* 
ious, but unable of Uiemselves, to transmit to their children those blee- 
aings which elevated them in the scale of beings under the excellent 
and liberal administration of Sir Benjamin D'Urban. These advanta-* 
ges, it is to be hoped, will be secured to them, and the Colony will be 
amply repaid for the patronage extended to them, in the attachment 
aind fidelity of a grateful people.'' It is to be hoped for the sake of 
the loyaU weU disposed, peaceable Indians of Upper Canada, that 
(hey Qoay long remain free from Mr. Mackenzie's interference in their 
legard, for if mat unfortunate day ahould everarrive* itwoald ha to 
(heaii as to all others, with whose coocernn he has inlermeddledy a imf 
ef miliof and lamentationi and miseryi strife, agitilioBy and dfiOlaliw

ir6«iM inevitably supersede their present quiet, tfaqquii and imprioving;^ 
condition. 

In the short account I gave of the township of Mulmur, page 189, t 
forgot to mention the superstitious veneration in which the exhausted 
volcano is held by the Indians, who used formerly to resort, in great 
numbers, to the spot, to celebrate their sacrifice. 'As Mono is now ra- 
pidly settling, it will not be a task of such great difficulty to get at the 
curiosity in Mulmur ; it would amply repay the geologist and minera* 
logist, as well as the general lover of nature for their trouble.

ADVICE TO POOR EMIGRANTS. 

Passage. Do not come out with the early epring sfiips, the weather 
is gtinerally rough and cold, and the pasnage sometimes dangerous ; 
even in the beginnitig of July icebergs are met with on the banks of 
N«)wfounuUnd, and the weather mere or less foggy. June is a good 
month to sail for Gluebec 

Package, Pack ^p your necessaries fn as IHtle space as possible, io' 
sfrong boxes of portable size^ from 90 to 26 inches long, 18 wide, and 
l2or 14 deep. Clean off the saw nHiik« inside .* leave the outside roughs 
'put hinges afid locks upon them, and leave as little overwood on thb lid 
as possible, so as to prevent sailors from lifting by the lids. Cross bam 
on the Hd outside ; the same oo the bottoni, which will strengthen it, and 
keep it free from damp, should there be water splashieg about. 

Provision, As you will be io the steerage, lay in provisions for nine 
weeks. 3 firlots of oatmeal, 8 lbs. of butter, | lb. of tea, 10 lbs. of sugar^ 
a little <alt, plenty of potatoes, some bottled porter, if it can be procured^ 
5 or 6 dozen eggs carefully packed in the meal, a pork ham or two te 
fry a few slices along with eggs. Remember your table furniture is to 
be such as will not break with a fall — a small white iron tea pot and 
white iron basin, large enough to hold a sufficient quantity ol broth or 
pottage^ it wilfalso serve for teawcup, the other for sugar basin : aspooti, 
a knife and fork, a salt cellar^ a white iron pail^ with a lid, to hold a gal- 
lon, this is to Hold water which will be measured out to you, half a gallon 
a day. A pot to make the pottage, which will also do for tea-k^tle»-*- 
Provide yourself with a small box of laxative pills, epsom salts, or castor 
oil, to take when needful, as the stomach will retain them. You will 
keep your eatables and their utensils in a box by themselves. 

Furniture and Clothing. You must have bedding on board. Yon 
need not expend much money in clothes, remember you have to stand 
boat and cold : a few suits of cotton ones for summer, and a few strong 
lasting ones for winter. Plaiding drawers and a fair supply of warm* 
•tockings ; 3 or 4 pair of strong shoes, one good hat, summer hats be- 
ing cheap in the Province, a fur capfor wmter. Your goods will b-^ 
landed at Montreal, you will then apply to the agents of forwarders of 
goods and passengers, McPherson, Henderson ^ Co, are an excellent 
company : your baggage is then carted to their warehouse, where you 
will probably remain two days : you are allowed fire for cooking, and 
also room to lodge during the night. You are then sent to Fresco tt, a 
distance of 145 miles, costing you about 26. sterling for 100 lbs. of lug- 
gage, and about 5s. for passage. The distance from PrescotC to To- 
ronto is 262 miles, making in all 407. From Toronto there are steam • 
boa^s to Hamilton and Niagara, for the west.

I Fre» all the information which I have been enabled to collect reU« 
five to thia department, I find that there were diatfibuted tbrougb th» 
peat office de^nrtment, in 1836, the following newapap^ra 4 Provinoial 
papers 178,065, U. States papers and others, not provincial, 149,502. 
' The amount paid for the transmission of the above newspapera waa 
£1277 4s currency. The above statement, however, doee not include 
theae Provincial and American papers which are- sent free, nor papera. 
to and from Great Britain and Ireland, by the packets, which are alaa 
aent free. There are no accounts kept, any where, of the number of 
either, but from a calculation made, the lowest estimate of the number 
of papers traosmiued free by the post in Upper Canada, oxeeedoao 
Imiidred thousand per annum. The groaa amount of postage paid bj 
the pcintera or proprietors of newspapera in Upper Canada, for tlie 
tranamiaaion of their papers through the post, io 1836^ waa £6398 IflL 
Tbegroas amount of letter postage collected the aaine year waa £209* 
6B0 .currency. Thia includes the British postage 00 leitera by the go* 
vermoent packets, which ia merged in the general poalage eoUeded ia 
the Province and of which no separate account haa ever been kept. 
Tlie number of letters is not ki^own by the post office accoonta, bol

LAKE ONTARIO— WINDSOR BAY. 

The Province must direct its attention to the navigation of this noble 
lake, and it is well worthy of mature consideration whether it would 
not be advisable to open up that fine extent of fertile country stretching 
between the beautiful navigable waters of Sturgeon Lake and Windsor 
Bay, Whitby. The waters of the Scugog Lake and River, pass in 
Iheir course from Sturgeon lake, bounding on the south west angle 
rf Fanelon, through the whole of Ops, bordering oj) Manvers, inter- 
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fetthig Cartflrrigbt, and part of Reach, extending its tributarjT faiaiih 
cations into Brocks Mariposa, and Whitby* The harbour of WiodtfCNr 
could be connected with this navigation, by a rail road, at the distance 
of 18 miles ; and to render the above extent of navigation imaiediately 
available, there requires but one dam and lock below the present site 
of Purdy's mill. The benefit such a measure would confer on thi* 
section of the country would be immense, and as fine and fertile m 
country as can be met with, is that, bordering on the tributaries. (tf 
the Scugog river and lake, the Non-cafi and cross creeks. In pajt 
167, speaking of the extent of water communication we should hav# 
said eighty instead of eight. 

LOWER CANADA. 

The matchless letters of Camillu 8, and the great exertions of tiM 
British population in Lower Canada, must have attracted, in no pow^ 
erful a degree, the attention of the people to the state, condition, and 
resources of that Province. The Eastern townships, numbering 80^ 
and forming altogether five millions of acres of land, are equal in aoi^ 
fertilijiy, salubrity, climate, timber, water, and accessible coramoDica- 
lion to any portion of Canada, and I trust from the character of its set- ' 
tiers, will tend more efiectually to consolidate that bond of affection and 
mutual iaterest which ought to be felt, by every lover ot Great Britain 
in both the Canadas. The following very graphic and interesting ac- 
count of the formation of a new town in one of these townships, I hay6 
extracted from that respectable paper the Sherbrooke Farmer's Ad^ 
vocate. 

VICTORIA* 

This name hsis been given to a spot selected by the British Ameri- 
can Land Company for the site of a town* situate within the township 
of Lingwick) near the town line of Bury, bordering the falls of Salmon 
river, and distant about 36 miles from Sherbrooke. The road to tfa« 
aettlement has been cut oat the whole distance, so as to be pfasnable 
for men on horsebacks Some parts have been completed, bat tba 
whole line cannot be finished before next season. When completed 
it will undoubtedly be the finest road in the township, probably ia 
Canada. The country through which it passes is principally covered 
with fine hard timber, with a wonderfully small proportion o^ inferior 
swampy land. Clearings of one or two acres occasionally meet ther 
view, at short intervening distances, along the whc^e route, and stur- 
dy English settlers are to be seen, with their wives and children all bu- 
sily engaged in the several occupations of burning, loggin^g, Ss^ 
Such as have arrived early in the season have tolerable crops of pota- 
toes, turnips, and some garden vegetables. Passing by one o£ tiioaa 
clearings, we suddenly and unexpectedly came upon two very fina 
well formed young women, cutting down some gigantic ^trees in a 
grove of maple, weilding their axes with a grace and agility whick 
might have done credit to any axe-man in the country. We were un^ 
perceived by themi and had ample time to contemplate the gracsfal 
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MioiremNlIt bf the two wood njfnph8--haviDg at length aoootfled ihidlf 
they dropped their axes in delightful concision at being caught engag-^ 
•din so maidenly an occupatton» ahowed two beautiful faces covered 
with blushes and smiles, which commanded so much adsniratioOj that 
were it not for the circumstance of oar being already bound in matri* 
mony fast as a church, it might have ended there is no knowing 
where. They were undoubtedly (wo very pfetty girls, and it is under- 
stood, that the sudden discovery of two such unsophisticated speci- 
mens of native beauty in the forest acting in unconsciousness of being 
aeeo and admired, is infinitely more interesting than discovering the 
same in satin petticoats^ all bedecked and bedizened for public exhibi- 
tion. The men at work on the roads are divided into gangs of twenty . 
or forty each. We had the pleasure of spending a night m one of the 
camps. The buildings consisted of two shanties covered with bark 
•loping to the ground* open above along the centre to let the smoke 
•scape. Immediately below this opening an enormous fire made of 
logs piled upon one another, kept blazing all night, and tiearly roasted 
Us slive — fortunately had the left flank of a llneof thirtyrsix bedfellows; 
kept awake half the night by discordant noises proceeding from a va- 
riety of those most unmusical instruments^ noses ; in the morning 
breakfasted on bread, beef-steaks, and tea without milk or sugar* 
boiled to the bitterness of bark in a six gallon pot, and served out in 
saucepans — discovered the cook to be a man of intelligence by ib^ 
^ouali^ of his beef-steaks— on enquiry found that he had doubled Gape 
Juorn, weathered the Cape of Good Hope, made sugar with the niggers^ 
^corted three hundred rogues to Botany Bay, was nearly eaten at tha 
N icobars, and trimmed the nabob of Arcot's lirhiskers.
